AN ACT 


To provide for the creation of watershed conservancy districts for 
the purpose of developing and executing plans and programs relating to 
the conservation of water, water usage, flood prevention, flood control, 
prevention of erosion, and control of erosion, floodwater, and sediment 
damages; to prescribe the powers, duties, and authority of a board of 
directors of any such district, and to provide for the selection, term, quali¬ 
fications, powers, duties, authority, and compensation of the members 
and employees thereof; to prescribe the powers, duties, and authority of 
the board of supervisors of any soil conservation district in the creation 
and dissolution of a watershed conservancy district, in supervising and 
directing the activities and operations of the board of directors in any 
such watershed conservancy district, and in otherwise carrying out the 
purposes of the Act; to authorize the board of directors of a watershed 
conservancy district to acquire property, or interests therein, by pur¬ 
chase, donation, condemnation, or otherwise, and to sell, lease, or other¬ 
wise dispose of such property, or interests therein, in carrying out the 
provisions of the Act; to provide that the board of directors may make 
and execute contracts and other instruments in carrying out the pui'poses 
of the Act, and to sue and be sued in the name of the district; to author¬ 
ize the board of directors to construct, improve, operate, and maintain 
such structures and improvements as may be necessary in carrying out 
the purposes of the Act, and to borrow money and issue bonds for the 
purpose of acquiring rights of way and constructing, reconstructing, re¬ 
pairing, enlarging, operating, and maintaining such structures or im¬ 
provements; exempting property acquired by any such district from all 
state, county, or municipal taxes; and to provide for withdrawals from, 
and dissolution of, any watershed conservancy district created under the 
provisions of the Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Sub-districts of a soil conservation district, as de¬ 
fined by the laws of this State, may be formed in any watershed 
area in such soil conservation district for the purpose of develop¬ 
ing and executing plans and programs relating to any phase of 
conservation of water, water usage, flood prevention, flood con¬ 
trol, erosion prevention and control of erosion, floodwater and 
sediment damages. Such sub-districts shall be known as water¬ 
shed conservancy districts. 

Section 2. The land area embraced in any watershed conser¬ 
vancy district must be contiguous and must lie within a well de¬ 
fined watershed. The area shall not include lands not included 
within a soil conservation district, or lands embraced within an¬ 
other watershed conservancy district. Such districts may em¬ 
brace lands lying in one or more soil conservation districts. 

Section 3. When twenty-five or more landowners within a 
proposed watershed conservancy district, or, if less than fifty 
landowners are involved, a majority of the landowners in such 
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proposed district, desire to form a watershed conservancy dis¬ 
trict, they shall file a petition with the board of supervisors of the 
soil conservation district. Such petition shall define the bound¬ 
aries of the proposed watershed conservancy district, the number 
of acres of land involved, reasons for requesting creation of such 
district, the proposed name for such watershed conservancy dis¬ 
trict, and other information pertinent to such proposal. 

Section 4. If the proposed watershed conservancy district lies 
in more than one soil conservation district, the petition may be 
presented to the board of supervisors of any one of such soil con¬ 
servation districts and the supervisors of all such districts shall 
act as a joint board of supervisors in the formation and supervi¬ 
sion of such a watershed conservancy district. 

Section 5. (a) Within thirty days after such petition has been 
filed with the board of supervisors, it shall cause due notice to be 
given of a proposed hearing upon the practicability and feasibili¬ 
ty of creating such sub-district. All interested parties shall have 
the right to attend such hearing and be heard. If it shall appear 
at the hearing that other lands should be included or that lands 
included in the petition should be excluded, the board of super¬ 
visors may permit such inclusion or exclusion, provided the land 
area involved still meets the requirements of Section 2 of this 
Act. 

(b) If it appears upon the hearing that it may be desirable 
to include within the proposed district, territory outside of the 
area within which due notice of the hearing has been given, the 
hearing shall be adjourned and due notice of a further hearing 
shall be given throughout the entire area considered for inclu¬ 
sion in the district and a further hearing shall be held. After final 
hearing, if the board of supervisors determines, upon the facts 
presented at the hearing and upon other available information, 
that there is need, in the interest of the public health, safety and 
welfare for such a district to function in the territory considered, 
it shall make and record the determination and shall define, by 
metes and bounds, or by other satisfactory description, the bound¬ 
aries of the district. 

(c) If the board determines after the hearing that it is not 
feasible for such district to function in the territory considered, 
it shall make and record the determination and shall deny the 
petition. 

Section 6. After the board of supervisors has made and re¬ 
corded a determination that there is need, in the interest of the 
public health, safety and welfare, for creation of the proposed 
watershed conservancy district, it shall consider the question 
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whether the operation of a district within the proposed bound¬ 
aries, with the powers conferred upon such districts in Section 
10 of this Act, is administratively practicable and feasible. To 
assist the board of supervisors in this determination the board 
shall, within a reasonable time after entry of the finding that 
there is need for the organization of the district and the determi¬ 
nation of the boundaries of the district, hold a referendum within 
the proposed district upon the proposition of the creation of the 
district, and to cause due notice of such referendum to be given. 
Such notice shall state the date of holding the referendum, the 
hours of opening and closing the polls, and shall designate one or 
more places within the proposed district as polling places. The 
board shall appoint a polling superintendent and other necessary 
polling officers giving equal representation to the proponents and 
opponents of the question involved. 

Section 7. The question to be voted on shall be submitted by 
ballots upon which appear the words: 

“For creation of_Watershed Conservancy 

District” 

“Against creation of_Watershed Conservancy 

District” 

A square shall follow each proposition. The ballot shall also 
contain a direction to insert an “X” mark in the square follow¬ 
ing one or the other of the propositions, as the voter may favor 
or oppose creation of the district. The ballot shall set forth the 
boundaries of the proposed district as determined by the board 
of supervisors. Only owners of lands lying within the boundaries 
of the territory, as determined by the board, shall be eligible to 
vote in the referendum. Qualified voters may vote by absentee 
ballot in such referendum under rules and regulations prescribed 
by the board of supervisors. 

Section 8. The votes shall be counted by the election officers 
at the close of the polls and report of the results along with the 
ballots delivered to the polling superintendent, who shall certify 
the results to the board of supervisors. If a majority of the votes 
cast favor creation of the district, the board of supervisors shall 
certify such results to the judge of probate of the county or coun¬ 
ties involved. Upon proper recording of such action, such water¬ 
shed conservancy district shall be duly created. After recording, 
the certification shall be filed with the state soil conservation 
committee. 

Section 9. (a) Within thirty days after a watershed conser¬ 

vancy district is created under the provisions of this Act, the 
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board of supervisors shall cause an election to be held therein for 
the election of a board of directors of such watershed conservancy 
district. The board of directors shall be composed of five mem¬ 
bers, who shall hold office for a term of four years. Such board 
of directors shall, under the supervision of the board of super¬ 
visors, be the governing body of the watershed conservancy dis¬ 
trict. 

(b) If the territory embraced within a watershed conservan¬ 
cy district lies within more than one soil conservation district, 
each of said additional districts with a minority of the land in¬ 
volved in the watershed shall be entitled to elect three additional 
directors. 

(c) The board of directors shall annually elect from its mem¬ 
bership a chairman, secretary, and treasurer. The treasurer shall 
execute an official bond for the faithful performance of the duties 
of his office to be approved by the board of directors. Such bond 
shall be executed with at least three solvent personal sureties 
whose solvency must exceed the amount of the bond, or by a sure¬ 
ty company authorized to do business in this state, and shall be 
in an amount determined by the board of directors. If the treas¬ 
urer is required to execute a surety company bond, the premium 
on the bond shall be paid by the board of directors. A majority 
of the board of directors shall constitute a quorum, and the con¬ 
currence of a majority in any matter within their authority shall 
be required for its determination. 

(d) Each person desiring to be a director of a watershed con¬ 
servancy district shall file a nominating petition with the board 
of supervisors, signed by twenty-five or more landowners within 
the watershed conservancy district of the county involved, or if 
less than fifty landowners are involved, a majority of such land- 
owners. If the candidates nominated do not exceed the positions 
available, they shall be declared elected. No person shall be eligi¬ 
ble to be a director of a watershed conservancy district, unless 
he is a landowner in the district in which he seeks election. 

Section 10. Subject to the approval of the board of supervi¬ 
sors, the board of directors of a watershed conservancy district 
shall have power to: 

(a) Acquire, by purchase, gift, grant, bequest, or devise, or 
through condemnation proceedings held in the manner provided 
by Chapter 1 of Title 19, Code of Alabama (1940), as amended, 
such lands or rights of way as are necessary for the exercise of 
any authorized function of the district. 

(b) Construct, improve, operate and maintain such struc- 
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tures as may be necessary for the exercise of any authorized func¬ 
tion of the district. 

(c) Borrow such money as is necessary for the purpose of 
acquiring rights of way and establishing, constructing, recon¬ 
structing, repairing, enlarging, and maintaining such structures 
and improvements as are required by the district in the perform¬ 
ance of its functions, and issue, negotiate, and sell its bonds as 
provided in Section 11 of this Act. Provided, however, that all 
contracts made and all bonds issued by a watershed under the 
provisions of this Act shall be solely and exclusively obligations 
of the district, and shall not be an obligation or debt of the State 
of Alabama, or any county or municipality therein. 

(d) Sell, lease, or otherwise dispose of any of its property or 
interests therein in furtherance of the purposes provided for by 
this Act. 

(e) Make and execute contracts and other instruments neces¬ 
sary and convenient to the exercise of its powers. 

(f) Sue and be sued in the name of the district. 

(g) Cooperate with, or act as agent for, the United States or 
any of its agencies, or the State of Alabama or any of its agencies, 
or any county or municipality, in connection with the acquisition, 
construction, operation, or administration of any project within 
the boundaries of the district. 

(h) Accept donations, gifts, and contributions in money, serv¬ 
ices, materials, or otherwise, from the United States or its agen¬ 
cies, or from the State of Alabama or its agencies, or from any 
county or municipality, or from any individual, and to use or ex¬ 
pend such moneys, services, materials, or other such contribu¬ 
tions in carrying out the provisions of this Act. 

(i) Subject to the approval of the board of supervisors of the 
soil conservation district, employ such employees as the board 
may determine, and fix their compensation, qualifications and 
duties, and delegate to the chairman of the board, or any member 
or employee of the board, such powers and duties as they may 
deem proper. 

Section 11. Bonds authorized by Section 10 of this Act shall 
not be issued until proposed by order or resolution of the board 
of directors, specifying the purpose for which the funds are to be 
used and the proposed undertaking, the amount of bonds to be 
issued, and the rate of interest they are to bear. Copy of the or¬ 
der or resolution shall be certified to the board of supervisors. 
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The board of supervisors shall conduct a hearing on such pro¬ 
posal after giving due notice of such hearing. If it appears that 
the proposal is within the scope and purpose of this Act and meets 
all other requirements of the law, the proposal shall be submitted 
to the landowners of the watershed conservancy district by ref¬ 
erendum under supervision of the board of supervisors. 

Provisions of Sections 6, 7, and 8 of this Act as to notice, quali¬ 
fications of voters, absentee voting, and manner of holding ref¬ 
erendum election in organizing a watershed conservancy district 
shall apply to the referendum held under this section. If two- 
thirds of the landowners voting favor the proposal, such bonds 
may be issued. 

Section 12. Members of the board of directors shall receive 
no salaries, but may be reimbursed for actual and necessary ex¬ 
penditures incurred in the performance of their duties, upon ap¬ 
proval by the board of supervisors. 

Section 13. (a) Any one or more owners of land may peti¬ 

tion the board of supervisors to have their lands added to a water¬ 
shed conservancy district. Such petition shall define the bound¬ 
aries of the land desired to be annexed, the number of acres of 
land involved, and other information pertinent to such proposal. 
When the boundary described embraces lands of others than the 
petitioners, the petition shall so state and shall be signed by 
twenty-five or more of the landowners in the territory described, 
if fifty or more such owners are involved, or by a majority if less 
than fifty landowners are involved. 

(b) Within thirty days after such petition is filed, the board 
shall cause due notice to be given of a hearing on such petition. 
All interested parties shall have a right to attend such hearing 
and be heard. The board shall determine whether the lands de¬ 
scribed in the petition or any portion thereof shall be included 
in the district. If all the landowners in the territory involved 
are not petitioners, a referendum shall be held within such terri¬ 
tory as provided in Sections 6, 7, and 8 of this Act, before making 
a final determination. If it is determined that such land should 
be added, this fact shall be certified by the board of supervisors 
to the judge of probate of the county or counties involved. After 
recording, the certification shall be filed with the state soil con¬ 
servation committee. 

Section 14. The owner or owners of lands which have not been, 
are not, and cannot be benefited by their inclusion in the water¬ 
shed conservancy district may petition the board of supervisors 
to have such lands detached. The petition shall describe such 
lands and state the reasons why they should be detached. A hear- 
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ing shall be held within thirty days after the petition is received. 
Due notice of such hearing shall be given at least ten days before 
the hearing. If it is determined by the board of supervisors that 
such lands shall be detached, such determination shall be certified 
to the judge of probate of each county in which any portion of 
such lands lie. After recording, the certification shall be filed 
with the state soil conservation committee. 


Section 15. (a) At any time after five years from the organi¬ 

zation of a watershed conservancy district, twenty-five or more 
landowners within a district, or, if less than fifty landowners are 
involved, a majority of the landowners in such district, may file 
a petition with the board of supervisors, praying that the exist¬ 
ence of the district be discontinued. The petition shall state the 
reasons for discontinuance, and that all obligations of the district 
have been met. 

(b) After giving notice, the board of supervisors may conduct 
such hearings on the petition as may be necessary to assist it in 
making a determination. 

(c) Within sixty days after petition is filed, a referendum 
shall be held and conducted, under the supervision of the board 
of supervisors, in the same manner as a referendum is required 
to be held and conducted under the provisions of Sections 6, 7, and 
8 of this Act. No informalities in the conduct of the referendum 
or in any matters relating to the referendum shall invalidate it or 
its result if due notice of the referendum has been given as pro¬ 
vided in subsection (b) of this section. 

(d) If a majority of the votes cast in such referendum favor 
the discontinuance of the district, and it is found that all the ob¬ 
ligations have been met, the board of supervisors shall make a 
determination that the watershed conservancy district shall be 
discontinued. A copy of the determination shall be certified to 
the judge of probate of the county or counties involved, for record¬ 
ing. After recording, the certification shall be filed with the 
state soil conservation committee. 

Section 16. If any supervising soil conservation district is dis¬ 
continued, the board of revenue, court of county commissioners, 
or other like governing body of the county or counties involved 
shall serve in the same supervising capacity over the watershed 
conservancy district as the board of supervisors. 

Section 17. The property and interests therein acquired by 
any watershed conservancy district organized under the provi- 
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sions of this Act shall be exempt from all state, county, or other 
taxation. 

Section 18. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 19. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 20. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend further Section 31, Title 13, Code of Alabama 1940, as 
amended, which relates to supernumerary judges. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 31 of Title 13, Code of Alabama 1940, as 
amended, is hereby further amended to read as follows: 

The chief justice or any associate justice of the supreme court 
who has served for fifteen years as a justice of the supreme court 
or as a judge of the court of appeals or circuit court, or any two 
or more of them consecutively, the last twelve years of which has 
been continuous, and has reached or passed the age of sixty-five 
years, may elect to become a supernumerary justice of the state 
by filing a written declaration, while in service, with the gover¬ 
nor, who shall endorse his approval thereon if he finds the con¬ 
ditions specified to exist. 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama authoriz¬ 
ing the several school districts of Cleburne County to levy and collect 
special school taxes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama is proposed, and shall become valid as a part thereof 
when ratified and proclaimed as provided by law: 

Proposed Amendment 

“In addition to all other taxes now or hereafter authorized by 
the Constitution and laws of Alabama, the several school districts 
of Cleburne County shall have the power to levy and collect a 
special district tax of fifty cents ($.50) on each one hundred dol¬ 
lars ($100) worth of taxable property in such districts for public 
school purposes; provided, that the time during which such tax 
is to continue and the purpose thereof shall have been first sub¬ 
mitted to a vote of the qualified electors in each such district and 
voted for by a majority of those voting at such election, the elec¬ 
tion to be held in the same manner as now provided by law for an 
election on the school district tax authorized in Article XIX of 
the Constitution of Alabama. The funds arising from such spe¬ 
cial tax levied in any district which votes the same independently 
of the county shall be expended for the exclusive benefit of the 
district, as the law may direct.” 

Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is or¬ 
dered to be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three 
months from final adjournment of the current session of the Leg¬ 
islature. The election shall be held in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as 
amended, and Chapter 1, Article 18, Title 17, of the Code of Ala¬ 
bama (1940). 

Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amend¬ 
ment shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proc¬ 
lamation shall be published once a week for four successive weeks 
next preceding the day appointed for the election in a newspaper 
in each county of the State. In every county in which no news¬ 
paper is published, a copy of the notice shall be posted at each 
courthouse and post office.

“The Legislature may from time to time, by general or local 
laws, fix, alter and regulate the costs and charges of courts in 
Montgomery County, and the method of disbursement thereof.” 

Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is or¬ 
dered to be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three 
months from final adjournment of the current session of the Leg¬ 
islature. The election shall be held in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as 
amended, and Chapter 1, Article 18, Title 17, of the Code of Ala¬ 
bama (1940). 

Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amend¬ 
ment shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proc¬ 
lamation shall be published once a week for four successive weeks 
next preceding the day appointed for the election in a newspaper 
in each county of the State.

To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama for the 
purpose of increasing the maximum rate of interest which may be borne 
by bonds that may be issued under the provisions of the amendment to 
the constitution that was proposed by Act No. 37 adopted at the First 
Special Session of the Legislature of 1956 and which was ratified by the 
electors on November 6, 1956, and to specify certain details pertaining 
to the said bonds. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama is hereby proposed: 

“Bonds which may be issued for building construction and im¬ 
provement purposes at Alabama State Hospitals and at Partlow 
State School for Mental Deficients, under the provisions of the 
amendment to the constitution which was proposed by Act No. 
37 adopted at the First Special Session of the Legislature of 1956 
and which was ratified by the electors at the general election 
held on November 6, 1956, may be sold, executed and delivered 
from time to time in series, may bear such date or dates, and may 
bear interest at such rate or rates not exceeding four and one-half 
per centum per annum payable semiannually and evidenced in 
such manner, all as may be provided at the respective times of 
the sales thereof. The maturities of the bonds of each series shall, 
to such extent as may be practicable, be so arranged that the first 
maturity of the bonds of each series shall be not later than one 
year after the date thereof and the last maturity of the bonds of 
that series shall be not later than twenty years after the date 
thereof, and the said maturities shall be so arranged that during 
each then succeeding fiscal year of the state the aggregate install¬ 
ments of principal and interest that will mature on all bonds that 
will be outstanding under said amendment, immediately follow¬ 
ing the issuance of the bonds of that series, will be substantially 
equal; provided, that the determination in the proceedings under 
which the bonds are issued that the requirements of this sentence 
have been complied with shall be conclusive of such compliance 
and the purchasers of any of the bonds and all subsequent holders 
thereof shall be fully protected by such determination.” 

Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is or¬ 
dered to be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three 
months from final adjournment of the current session of the Leg¬ 
islature. The election shall be held in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as 
amended, and Chapter 1, Article 18, Title 17 of the Code of Ala¬ 
bama of 1940. 

Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amend¬ 
ment shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proc¬ 
lamation shall be published once a week for four successive weeks

Act No. 522 H. 89—Vacca, Speaks 

AN ACT 

To provide for the support, operation and maintenance of the Ala- 
bama Wing, Civil Air Patrol; making appropriations for such purpose. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The legislature finds, determines, and declares that 
the Alabama Wing, CAP, composed of citizens who volunteer 
their time, skill, facilities, and equipment, is available from time 
to time to the public safety organizations and agencies of this 
state to help promote the health, welfare, peace, and safety of the 
state; and that the existing and potential communications and 
airplane facilities of the Alabama Wing may be made available 
to meet and cope with emergencies that may arise. Therefore, in 
consideration of these findings, the sum of thirty thousand dollars 
($30,000), or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby ap¬ 
propriated from any funds in the state treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, for the support, operation, and maintenance of the 
Alabama Wing, Civil Air Patrol, for each of the fiscal years end¬ 
ing September 30, 1958 and September 30, 1959. Such appropria¬ 
tions may be expended for the acquisition, installation, condition¬ 
ing and maintenance of equipment and facilities for the Alabama 
Wing, Civil Air Patrol, on requisitions signed by the commanding 
officer of the Alabama Wing, Civil Air Patrol, as approved by the 
Governor; but no part of the appropriations herein made shall 
be expended for the purchase of new or used aircraft, uniforms 
or personal effects, or for compensation or salaries of members 
of the Civil Air Patrol, provided the Wing Commander may em¬ 
ploy an executive secretary whose salary, not to exceed Two Hun¬ 
dred Fifty Dollars ($250.00) a month, may be paid from such ap¬ 
propriations.

Proposed Amendment 

“In addition to all taxes now or hereafter authorized by the 
Constitution and laws of Alabama, Russell County shall have the 
power to levy and collect a special county-wide school tax of 
eight mills on each dollar’s worth of taxable property in Russell 
County, the proceeds of which shall be used exclusively for pub¬ 
lic school purposes; provided that such tax and the purpose or 
purposes thereof, and the time such tax is proposed to be con¬ 
tinued, shall have been first submitted to the vote of the qualified 
electors of the county and voted for by a majority of those vot¬ 
ing at such election. The special tax provided for herein may be 
renewed from time to time, in the manner provided herein, for 
such periods of time as are necessary.

carrier in connection with travel of the insured, nor to agents rep¬ 
resenting corporations organized under the provisions of Act No.

issue policies of insurance. An individual employed by and de¬ 
voting full time to clerical work with incidental taking of insur¬ 
ance applications and receiving premiums in the office of the 
Agent or Broker shall not be deemed to be a solicitor if his com¬ 
pensation is not related to the volume of such applications, insur¬ 
ances or premiums. 

(c) An insurance broker is a natural person who, on behalf 
of the insured, for compensation as an independent contractor, for 
commission, or fee, and not being an agent of the insurer, solicits, 
negotiates, or procures insurance or reinsurance or the renewal 
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or continuance thereof, or in any manner aids therein, for in¬ 
sureds or prospective insureds, other than himself. 

(d) A Managing General Agent is an individual, firm or cor¬ 
poration appointed as an independent contractor by one or more 
insurers for the principal purpose of exercising general supervi¬ 
sion over the business of the insurer in Alabama with authority to 
appoint agents for such insurer and to terminate such appoint¬ 
ments. A Managing General Agent shall otherwise qualify and 
be licensed as such, but shall not be required to take and pass an 
examination, nor be a resident of Alabama. 

(e) A service representative is a natural person, other than 
an officer, manager, or managing general agent of the insurer, 
employed on salary by an insurer or Managing General Agent to 
work for, with, or through agents in soliciting, negotiating and 
effectuating insurance in such insurer or in the insurers repre¬ 
sented by such managing general agent. A service representative 
shall otherwise qualify and be licensed as such, but shall not be 
required to take and pass an examination, nor be a resident of 
Alabama, provided he is qualified as a service representative in 
the state of his domicile. Provided further that officers and sala¬ 
ried non-resident traveling representatives of a mutual insurer 
operating on the premium deposit plan and not using resident 
agents for the solicitation of business, who inspect risks or solicit 
insurance in this state and who receive no commissions from such 
insurer shall be deemed to be service representatives and shall 
qualify under Section 4 of this Act and be licensed as such. 

(f) “Controlled business” means insurance procured or to be 
procured by or through an agent, solicitor or broker upon 

(1) His own life, person or property, or the life, person or 
property of his spouse or relatives by blood or marriage to the 
second degree; 

(2) The life, person or property of his employer, or his firm, 
or of any officer, director, stockholder, or member of his employ¬ 
er or firm, other than members of mutual insurers, or any spouse 
of such employer, officer, director, stockholder, or member; 

(3) The life, person, or property of his ward of his employ¬ 
ers; or upon persons or property under his supervision or control 
as trustee under any indenture of trust or decree, or as adminis¬ 
trator or executor of any estate. 

Provided, however, that the vendor who is title holder of prop¬ 
erty being sold under an installment purchase, conditional sale, 
bailment lease or similar contract and a mortgagee of personal 
property shall not be deemed to be the owner of such property 
nor as having supervision or control thereof for the purposes of 
this section. 
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(g) “Superintendent” where used in this Act means the Su¬ 
perintendent of Insurance of this State. 

Section 3—License Required 

(a) No person in this State shall act as, hold himself out as, 
or claim to act as an insurance agent, insurance solicitor, insur¬ 
ance broker, managing general agent or service representative un¬ 
less he shall be licensed as such agent, solicitor, broker, managing 
general agent or service representative as hereinafter provided. 

(b) No insurer shall, directly or indirectly, accept applica¬ 
tions for insurance, negotiate for or issue any policy of property, 
surety or casualty insurance, nor any such policy of insurance 
upon property in, or liability assumed with respect to property 
or persons in this State unless through agents, solicitors or brok¬ 
ers duly licensed under the provisions of this Act. 

(b) (1) No insurer shall, in this State, directly or indirectly, 
accept applications for insurance, negotiate for or issue any poli¬ 
cy of property, surety or casualty insurance unless through insur¬ 
ance agents, solicitors or brokers duly licensed under the provi¬ 
sions of this Act. 

(c) No managing general agent, service representative nor 
any servant nor employee thereof, nor any servant nor employee 
of any insurer shall be licensed under this Act to countersign any 
policy of insurance; provided, however, that this subsection shall 
not prevent any servant or employee of a direct writing insurer 
authorized to do business in this State from being licensed under 
the provisions of this Act as a resident insurance agent to counter¬ 
sign contracts of insurance. 

(d) Each insurance agent, solicitor and broker shall be exam¬ 
ined by the Superintendent of Insurance as hereinafter provided 
with respect to, and shall be specifically licensed to issue, solicit 
or negotiate the classes of insurance policies hereinafter provided. 

(e) No insurer shall directly nor indirectly issue any policy 
of insurance upon property in or liability assumed with respect 
to property or persons in this State unless the same be counter¬ 
signed by a resident insurance agent licensed under this Act. 

(1) Insurance Agents may countersign all certificates or en¬ 
dorsements necessary to continue the coverage of policies previ¬ 
ously and validly countersigned by them to the expiration date 
of such policies including renewal option periods and to collect 
and remit premiums due thereon even though the authority of 
such agent may have been terminated by the insurer issuing such 
policies subsequent to the issuance of the original policies, en¬ 
dorsements or certificates, provided, however, that such limited 
authority shall expire at the termination of such agents’ authori¬ 
ty to act as agents for any insurer issuing such classes of insur- 
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ance or when they shall cease to act as bona fide, practicing in¬ 
surance agents; provided further, that on the termination of such 
agents’ authority they shall forthwith surrender their licenses 
to act for the insurers as to which their authority has been termi¬ 
nated and shall apply for temporary licenses, as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided,’ to exercise the privileges herein permitted; and, if such 
agents shall be qualified, the Superintendent shall issue to such 
agents limited licenses to do the acts herein specified, which li¬ 
censes shall clearly show the limited nature thereof. No such 
policy of insurance shall otherwise be changed or modified in 
any way, nor shall the hazard insured against therein be in any 
way increased. The license fee for such temporary license shall 
be paid by the licensee as hereinafter provided. Provided, how¬ 
ever, that this subsection shall not apply to agents soliciting ap¬ 
plications for insurance for Direct Writing insurers or agents of 
companies between whom the relationship of employee and em¬ 
ployer exists. 

(f) This section shall not apply to insurers covering the actual 
property of railroad companies doing directly a transportation 
business over its own line beyond the limits of this State. 

Section 4—General Qualifications of Licensees 

(a) The licensee shall be a natural person 21 years of age or 
more, or one upon whom majority rights have been conferred, 
or, if a managing general agent, shall be a natural person, firm 
or corporation, and such licensee shall be a citizen of the United 
States and be domiciled in and a bona fide resident of this State 
for not less than six months preceding the date of application for 
license, provided, however, the requirement with respect to resi¬ 
dence shall not apply to managing general agents nor service 
representatives. 

(b) The licensee shall be of good moral character and shall 
not have been convicted of a felony nor of any crime involving 
moral turpitude. 

(c) No Corporation, partnership, firm, association, nor other 
artifical entity shall be licensed as an agent, solicitor or broker; 
provided, however, that any such Corporation, partnership, firm, 
association or other artifical entity may advertise its insurance 
business if its insurance business is in the charge of a duly licensed 
agent. 

(d) To qualify for a broker’s license, the applicant shall have 
had experience either as an agent, solicitor, adjuster, managing 
general agent, broker or as an employee or special representative 
of an insurer or insurers, or special education or training of suf¬ 
ficient duration and extent reasonably to satisfy the Superintend¬ 
ent that he possesses the competence necessary to fulfill the re¬ 
sponsibilities of broker. 
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Section 5—Applications for license 

(a) Applications for license shall be made to the Superintend¬ 
ent in writing and signed by those who intend to exercise the li¬ 
cense and shall be made on forms which shall be furnished by 
the Superintendent upon the request of the applicant. 

(b) Such applications shall show such information as may 
reasonably be required by the Superintendent including, but not 
limited to, the following: 

The place of residence of the applicant, his age, a short busi¬ 
ness history of the applicant, the name and nature of any business 
enterprise with which he may be associated, the classes of insur¬ 
ance with respect to which he applies for a license, the insurer 
or insurers he proposes to represent, whether the applicant pro¬ 
poses to write or solicit insurance for himself, his family, a part¬ 
nership or corporation in which he is (financially) interested or 
with which he is connected, directly or indirectly; the person, firm 
or corporation by whom he expects to be employed or associated 
with as an insurance agent, solicitor, broker, managing general 
or service representative and his status as an officer or agent 
thereof; the extent of his formal education and business experi¬ 
ence or apprenticeship; whether the applicant was ever previ¬ 
ously licensed to transact any kind of insurance business in this 
State or elsewhere; whether any such license was ever refused, 
suspended or revoked; whether any insurer or managing general 
agent claims that the applicant is in default to it or him with 
respect to premiums or other monies collected and not accounted 
for, and, if so, the details thereof, and like information shall be 
given with respect to any member of applicant’s family (who is 
now or has been engaged in the business of insurance). 

(c) The applicant shall, at the time of original application for 
license, pay to the Superintendent an application fee of $10.00 and 
an examination fee of $5.00 for each classification as set forth in 
Section 6 (b) (with respect to which he is to be examined) which 
fees shall not be returnable. 

(d) No applicant for license as an insurance agent shall be 
examined therefor until an insurer intending to appoint the ap¬ 
plicant as such agent shall first deliver to the Superintendent, on 
forms which shall be furnished, to such insurer by the Superin¬ 
tendent on request, a statement of such insurer showing such in¬ 
formation as may reasonably be required by the Superintendent, 
including, but not limited to: the class or classes of insurance it 
intends to authorize the applicant to write or solicit; the investi¬ 
gation it has made of applicant’s qualification, character and fit¬ 
ness for the duties to be assumed, and the results of such investi¬ 
gation. 

(e) No applicant for license as solicitor shall be examined 
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therefor until the Agent sponsoring such solicitor shall deliver 
to the Superintendent, on forms which shall be furnished to such 
Agent by the Superintendent on request, a statement showing 
such information as may reasonably be required by the Superin¬ 
tendent including, but not limited to, the following: the class or 
classes of insurance which the agent intends to authorize the ap¬ 
plicant to solicit (and that the agent is himself licensed for each 
such class); the investigation made of the applicant’s qualifica¬ 
tions, character and fitness for the duties to be assumed and the 
results of such investigation; the extent to which insurance solici¬ 
tation will constitute the (activities) of the applicant. 

(f) Application of the licensee for renewal of his license as 
agent, solicitor, broker, managing general agent or service repre¬ 
sentative shall be made to the Superintendent not less than 30 
days prior to the expiration of the license then in effect and shall 
be made upon forms furnished to the licensee by the Superintend¬ 
ent on request. 

(g) Reports of investigation, copies thereof and information 
furnished the Superintendent by any insurer, agent, solicitor, 
broker, managing general agent, or service representative and 
any other person, firm, partnership, association or corporation 
shall be absolutely privileged communications and no such re¬ 
port, copy, information or document, affidavit, statement, deposi¬ 
tion or testimony so furnished to the Superintendent shall ever 
form the subject matter of any action, claim or proceeding against 
any such person, firm, partnership, association or corporation. 

Section 6—Examination Required 

(a) Each applicant shall be given a written examination of 
sufficient scope to reasonably test the applicant’s knowledge rel¬ 
ative to the class or classes of insurance which may be dealt with 
under the license applied for, and of the duties and responsibili¬ 
ties of, and the laws of this State applicable to such a licensee. 

(b) Classifications of insurance shall be: 

(1) Automobile Physical Damage 

(2) Automobile Liability 

(3) General Casualty 

(4) Fire and its Allied Lines 

(5) Fidelity and Surety 

(6) Any other classification prescribed by order of the Su¬ 
perintendent. 

(c) The examination shall be upon written questions fur¬ 
nished the applicant by the Superintendent immediately prior to 
such examination. Each and every question in any written ex-

amination provided for by this Act shall be taken from the ques¬ 
tion and answer booklet exactly as such questions appear in the 
booklet provided for in Section 17 of this Act. 

(d) Each of the examination questions shall be valued by 
the Superintendent prior to the giving of the examination and 
the sum of such values shall total 100. Each of the answers shall 
be correspondingly valued proportionately to its correctness and 
the sum of such values totaling 70 shall constitute a passing grade. 

(e) Within ten days after the applicant and the insurer shall 
have furnished the information required by the Superintendent, 
he shall by letter addressed to the applicant designate a time for 
the giving of the examination which time shall not be more than 
60 days nor less than 3 days from the date of the giving of such 
notice, and the place of the examination shall be the office of the 
Superintendent at Montgomery, or such other place in Alabama 
as the Superintendent may reasonably designate, provided the 
Superintendent shall schedule an examination at least once in 
each calendar month, and any applicant shall be allowed at his 
request to take all examinations for which he has applied, includ¬ 
ing examination for a license as an agent for life, health and acci¬ 
dent insurance. 

(f) Such examination shall be supervised by the Superintend¬ 
ent or by a deputy appointed by him. 

(g) Upon the completion of the examination, the questions 
and answers shall be sealed in an envelope and forthwith deliv¬ 
ered by the Deputy conducting the examination to the Superin¬ 
tendent and thereupon the Superintendent shall grade the same 
or cause the same to be graded by a Deputy. 

(h) Within 10 days after the review of such examination ques¬ 
tions and answers, the Superintendent shall, if such applicant 
shall have passed the examination and shall otherwise be quali¬ 
fied, notify the applicant that he is eligible for the license and the 
Superintendent shall, upon payment of the license fees and 
charges provided by Title 51, Sections 822 and 823, Code, 1940, is¬ 
sue the license for which the applicant has applied, and no pro¬ 
vision thereof is hereby repealed or modified except as the pro¬ 
visions of this Act may be inconsistent with any laws or provi¬ 
sions of said sections. If the applicant be found not qualified to 
receive any license applied for the Superintendent shall, within 
10 days after receiving the examination questions and answers, 
notify the applicant of that fact in writing, stating the grounds for 
the refusal to license. Such graded examination papers as pro¬ 
vided for herein shall be available for review by the applicant at 
the office of the Superintendent at Montgomery for a period of 
not less than six months. 

(i) The failure of any applicant to be licensed by reason of 
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any remediable cause upon application, examination, or both, 
shall not preclude his reapplying or being examined one addi¬ 
tional time within 30 days after the denial of a license, but there¬ 
after, no application shall be considered by the Superintendent 
within six months subsequent to the date upon which the issuing 
of such license was last denied. The application fee shall not be 
charged for any reapplication properly made within 30 days from 
the date upon which the issuing of a license was denied. 

(j) An agent, solicitor, broker, managing general agent or 
service representative to whom a license shall have been issued 
before the passage of this Act by the Legislature and whose li¬ 
cense shall be in effect shall not be required, subject to the pro¬ 
visions of Section 8 (n) of this Act, to take an examination in 
regard to the subject of insurance within the classification or 
classifications contained in his license, as a prerequisite to renew¬ 
al of his license with respect to such classification or classifica¬ 
tions, if his application for renewal of the license is filed with the 
Superintendent within six months of the date set by the Super¬ 
intendent for such purpose. 

(k) The Superintendent is hereby authorized to establish such 
reasonable rules and regulations as shall be necessary for the ad¬ 
ministration of this Act, and may secure the assistance of the 
State Personnel Department in the preparation and analysis of 
the written portions of the examinations. All employees provided 
for in this Act shall be classified employees within the meaning 
of the Merit System Act and shall be appointed and bonded by 
the Superintendent of Insurance as are other regularly classified 
employees of the Department of Insurance. 

Section 7—Advisory Board 

The Superintendent shall, immediately after the effective 
date of this Act, and from time to time thereafter, as an aid to the 
efficient administration of this Act, consult with individuals ex¬ 
perienced in the fire, casualty, and miscellaneous casualty insur¬ 
ance business to include officers, employees, managing general 
agents, managers and licensed agents of companies engaged in 
such business, to the end that an orderly and effective program 
be developed as to scope, type and conduct of written examina¬ 
tions and the times and places in the state when they shall be held. 

Section 8—Grounds for Refusal, Revocation or Suspension of 
License 

The Superintendent may refuse to license, refuse to renew, 
revoke or suspend the license of any applicant or licensee upon 
any of the following grounds: 

(a) For not possessing the qualifications prescribed by this 
Act. 
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(b) For being convicted of a felony or of any crime involving 
moral turpitude. 

(c) For failing to pass any examination provided for in this 
Act. 

(d) For being in default, for a period of 60 days or more, in 
remitting to any insurer premiums collected by such applicant or 
licensee, after receiving demand, accompanied by proof and jus¬ 
tification, from such insurer. 

(e) For inducing, persuading or advising any policyholder to 
surrender or cause to be canceled any policy of insurance issued 
to such policyholder by any licensed insurer in exchange for a 
policy of insurance offered by the applicant or licensee where 
such surrender or cancellation shall proximately result to the fi¬ 
nancial detriment of such policyholder unless such policyholder 
shall have been fully advised of that fact by such applicant or li¬ 
censee. 

(f) For rebating. 

(g) For the wilful violation of any law pertaining to insur¬ 
ance, insurance agents, solicitors, brokers, managing general 
agents or service representatives. 

(h) For the wilful misrepresentation of any material fact in 
any application or in any communication to the Superintendent. 

(i) For the misappropriation, conversion or unlawful with¬ 
holding of any monies belonging to the insurers, insureds or oth¬ 
ers received by the applicant or licensee in the exercise of his 
license. 

(j) For intentional, material misrepresentation with respect 
to any insurance policy. 

(k) For fraudulent or dishonest practices in the conduct of 
business under a license. 

(l) For wilful failure to comply with or wilful violation of 
any valid order, rule or regulation issued by the Superintendent. 

(m) For any cause for which issuances of the license could 
have been refused had it then existed and been known to the Su¬ 
perintendent. 

(n) The Superintendent shall, in every case where he shall 
have probable cause to find and does find that the applicant for 
renewal of a license does not possess the qualifications prescribed 
by this Act with respect to education, training and experience, 
require such applicant to pass an examination as a condition pre¬ 
cedent to the renewal of such license. 

(o) For wilful violation of any provision of this Act. 
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Section 9—Notice of Refusal to License 

Upon refusal to license or refusal to renew any license, or up¬ 
on suspension or revocation of any license, the Superintendent 
shall forthwith notify in writing the applicant, licensee and all 
persons and insurers represented by such licensee that the li¬ 
cense is refused, suspended or revoked and shall state the grounds 
therefor, and upon written demand of any interested party feel¬ 
ing aggrieved within 10 days after such notice the Superintendent 
shall institute a complaint against such licensee as herein provid¬ 
ed in Section 11 with 10 days from date of such demand. 

Section 10—Complaints 

(a) Any person having an interest and feeling aggrieved may 
file a complaint against any licensed agent, solicitor, broker, man¬ 
aging general agent or service representative for the purpose of 
revocation or suspension of his license. Such complaint shall be 
in writing and shall specify in reasonable detail the charge or 
charges made, the truth of which shall be sworn to by the com¬ 
plainant or some other person who has knowledge of the facts 
averred. 

(b) If, upon reviewing the complaint, the Superintendent 
shall find that the charges made therein constitute grounds for 
the revocation or suspension of the license under the provisions 
of this Act, he shall forthwith notify the licensee against whom 
the complaint has been made and shall serve him with a copy of 
the complaint. Service of the notice and copy of the complaint 
made shall be sent by registered mail, addressed to the licensee 
at the address shown by the records of the Superintendent, re¬ 
turn receipt requested and marked “deliver to addressee only.” 

(c) Within 30 days after service upon the licensee of the copy 
of the complaint made against him, the licensee shall file with the 
Superintendent his answer in writing to the charges, either spe¬ 
cifically admitting or denying, or specifically confessing and 
avoiding each of the charges made. If the licensee against whom 
the complaint has been made stands in default for answer, the 
charges set forth in said complaint shall be taken as admitted. 

(d) Within 10 days after receipt of the licensee’s answer, the 
Superintendent shall fix a time and place for the hearing of the 
complaint at his office or elsewhere as hereinafter provided and 
shall serve notice thereof upon the licensee and the complainant 
by registered mail as hereinabove provided with respect to serv¬ 
ice of the complaint upon the licensee; such notice shall be served 
at least 30 days before the date fixed for the hearing, which date 
of hearing shall be not less than 90 days after service of the com¬ 
plaint upon the licensee. 

(e) At the time fixed by the Superintendent for such hearing 
the complaint shall be heard before the Superintendent or a dep- 
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uty appointed by him and the complainant and licensee may each 
be represented by an attorney at law and may give the testi¬ 
mony and offer proof, documentary or ore tenus as to the truth 
of the charges and any denial thereof. 

(f) The Superintendent shall have any power of subpoena, 
subpoena duces tecum or discovery obtaining in the Circuit Courts 
of this State, and any party shall have the right, upon request in 
writing filed with the Superintendent, to cause a writ of sub¬ 
poena to issue out of the office of the Superintendent which shall 
be signed by the Superintendent or his deputy and directed to the 
Sheriff of any County of this State returnable to the office of the 
Superintendent. The cost of issuing and serving subpoenas and 
witness fees shall be the same as such costs and fees in the Circuit 
Court and shall be recoverable by the prevailing party from the 
other party. The Superintendent shall tax such costs and upon 
the same not being paid within a period of 10 days therefrom, pay¬ 
ment thereof may be endorsed in any court having jurisdiction 
over the person of the defaulting party. 

(g) The Superintendent shall, within 10 days after the con¬ 
clusion of the hearing, make a ruling in writing fully disposing 
of the complaint, a copy of the ruling shall be served upon the 
complainant, the licensee and all interested parties represented by 
the Licensee, by registered mail, addressed to the licensee at the 
address shown by the records of the Superintendent. 

(h) The Superintendent or his deputy shall preside over the 
hearing, and shall make a written finding of facts upon which his 
decision shall be based. 

(i) The place of hearing of the complaint shall be the office 
of the Superintendent at Montgomery or at any other place in 
this State more convenient to the parties and witnesses as the 
Superintendent shall determine, and the testimony may be taken 
orally or by deposition, and any party shall have such right of 
introducing proof by deposition as may obtain in the Circuit 
Courts of this State either at law or in equity. 

(j) Pursuant to such hearing, the Superintendent may, for 
good cause shown, either revoke or suspend the license of the li¬ 
censee complained against, as in his sound discretion the Super¬ 
intendent shall deem just. 

(k) Upon the revocation or suspension of any license, the li¬ 
censee shall, upon being served with notice thereof by the Super¬ 
intendent, surrender to the Superintendent the license so revoked 
or suspended. 

(l) Any person having an interest in and aggrieved by the 
ruling of the Superintendent may cause the action of the Super¬ 
intendent to be judicially reviewed in the Circuit Court for the 
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County in which the licensee complained against resides as here¬ 
inafter provided. 

(m) Any communications, complaint, evidence, testimony, 
document, deposition, affidavit, statement, or other proof filed, 
given or proffered at the hearing provided for in this section shall 
be absolutely privileged to the same extent as in a Court of Law 
and shall never form the subject matter of any action, claim or 
proceeding against the person filing, giving or proffering the same 
nor against the principal or representative of such person. 

Section 11—Complaint by Superintendent 

(a) The Superintendent may institute a proceeding to revoke 
or suspend the license of a licensee by filing a complaint against 
such licensee which complaint need not be sworn to but which 
shall be served upon the licensee as provided in Section 10 of this 
Act, and the Superintendent shall likewise notify all interested 
parties whom the licensee is licensed to represent. Thereupon, 
the proceeding shall be in all respects as provided in Section 10 
of this Act. 

(b) No licensee whose license has been revoked or suspended, 
as provided by this Act, shall hold himself out as or claim to be 
such insurance agent, solicitor, broker, managing general agent 
or service representative. 

Section 12—Temporary License 

(a) In the event of the death of a duly licensed agent or the 
inability of such agent to act as such because of military service, 
illness or other disability, and provided there is no other person 
connected with the agent’s agency or business who is a duly li¬ 
censed agent and willing to act, the Superintendent may issue a 
temporary license to an employee or to a member of the family, 
or to some associate, or the personal representative of the deceased 
agent, or to the salaried employee of an authorized insurer who 
has been sent to Alabama to take the place of such insurer’s only 
licensed agent, without respect to whether or not such salaried 
employee is then a resident of the State. Such temporary license 
for the purpose of continuing or liquidating the business affairs 
of the said agent shall be issued by the Superintendent in his 
discretion, upon an application and affidavit filed by the person 
seeking such temporary license on forms furnished to him by the 
Superintendent on request. Such person shall not be required 
to conform to the requirements of this Act, as respects examina¬ 
tion, residence or knowledge of the insurance business. Such 
temporary license shall be issued for a period of not more than 6 
months, and, except with respect to disabling or confining illness, 
cannot be renewed either to the then holder of such temporary 
license or to any person for or on behalf of such agent or agency. 
Provided, however, that the holder of such temporary license 
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may be granted a regular annual license upon taking and passing 
an examination as required by this Act. 

(b) The Superintendent may issue a temporary license to act 
as an insurance agent without requiring the applicant to pass a 
written examination when such applicant shows that he is taking 
an approved course of study, instruction and field training un¬ 
der the supervision of his insurer, which shall be responsible for 
all acts or omissions of such applicant within the scope of his 
employment. Such temporary license shall be effective for a pe¬ 
riod of 6 months within which time such applicant shall submit to 
a written examination, but such temporary license shall remain 
in force until the applicant has been advised of the result of said 
examination. 

(c) The Superintendent may issue a temporary license to act 
as an insurance solicitor to a person who is a bona fide apprentice 
in the office of a duly licensed insurance agent; such temporary 
license to be issued upon the application of said apprentice and of 
the insurance agent with whom he is to be associated. Such ap¬ 
plication shall be made upon forms provided by the Superintend¬ 
ent, on request, for that purpose, and such application shall con¬ 
tain a representation by the agent that he will undertake diligent¬ 
ly and faithfully to instruct the apprentice in the insurance busi¬ 
ness and the laws, rules and regulations pertaining thereto, to 
the end that such apprentice may be duly licensed under the 
provisions of this Act. The said agent shall be responsible for 
the acts of the apprentice within the scope of his authority as an 
apprentice insurance solicitor. Such temporary license shall 
show that it is an apprentice license and shall be limited to the 
class or classes of insurance which such sponsoring agent is li¬ 
censed to write, and such license shall expire 6 months after the 
date of its issuance and shall not be renewed. 

(d) A resident of Alabama who has been properly licensed as 
a resident agent or broker under the laws of another state for the 
12 consecutive months immediately prior to becoming a resident 
of Alabama may within 30 days after becoming a resident of Ala¬ 
bama, apply for and be issued a temporary resident agent’s li¬ 
cense for a period of not more than 6 months upon passing a writ¬ 
ten examination and upon otherwise qualifying in every respect 
as is required of an individual applying for a regular resident 
agent’s license, provided that the state from which said agent 
moved accords the same privilege to former Alabama resident 
agents who move to said other state, and further provided that 
the Insurance Commissioner of said other state certified in writ¬ 
ing to the Insurance Department of Alabama that the individual 
applying for such a six (6) months temporary Alabama license 
was properly licensed as a resident agent or broker of said other 
state for the 12 consecutive months immediately prior to becom¬ 
ing a resident of Alabama. 
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(e) The applicant for a temporary license, as provided for by 
this section, shall pay, as a condition to the issuance thereof, the 
same license fee required for an annual license; provided, how¬ 
ever, that if the temporary licensee shall apply for and be entitled 
to receive an annual license in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act during the taxable year in which the temporary license 
was issued, the same shall be surrendered to the Superintendent 
at the time an annual license is issued. 

Section 13—Place of Business and Records 

(a) Every resident licensee under this Act shall actively and 
bona fide engage in the business permitted by the license in this 
State and shall, during the term of the license, maintain a known 
place of business in this State accessible to the public where he 
shall keep and maintain a legible record of all business done by 
him in the exercise of the license, which record he shall exhibit 
to the Superintendent or his deputy upon demand at any time 
during the hours of business; and the said licensee shall also make 
and keep daily reports of all policies countersigned by him and 
shall exhibit the same to the insured or his representative upon 
demand therefor at any reasonable time during the hours of busi¬ 
ness. Such licensee or insurer represented by said licensee shall 
permit any insured or his representative to make copies of any 
records pertaining to such insureds’ policies. 

(b) Every applicant for a license under this Act to act as an 
insurance agent, solicitor, broker, managing general agent or 
service representative in this State shall bona fide intend to and 
shall, immediately after issuance of such license, engage in the 
business permitted by the license. 

Section 14—Licensing of Non-Resident Agents or Brokers— 
Reciprocity 

(a) The Superintendent may, upon written application made 
to him and the payment of the required license fee, issue, without 
examination, a license to act as a non-resident agent or broker to 
a person who is otherwise qualified under this Act but who is a 
non-resident of this State, if, by the laws of the State of his resi¬ 
dence, residents of this State may be licensed in like manner. 

(b) No such non-resident’s license shall, however, be issued to 
a non-resident who has any direct or indirect pecuniary interest 
in any insurance agent, insurance agency, or solicitor licensed as 
a resident of this State, nor shall any such license be issued to a 
non-resident agent or broker who maintains an Office in this 
State. Nor shall such license be issued to any person who does 
not hold an insurance agent’s or broker’s license issued by the 
State of his residence. Such non-resident agent or broker shall 
not enter this State for the purpose of inspecting any risk or prop¬ 
erty without the written permission of the insured or that of a 
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countersigning agent on such risk; nor shall such non-resident 
agent or broker directly or indirectly solicit, negotiate or effect 
insurance policies in this State unless accompanied by a counter¬ 
signing agent on such risk. This subsection shall not be con¬ 
strued nor relate to service representatives as defined in this Act. 

(c) A countersigning, resident insurance agent, co-operating 
with non-resident agent or broker shall collect and retain the 
usual commission paid, if any commission be paid, by the insurer, 
except that not over one-half of such commission may be paid by 
him to a licensed non-resident agent or broker. Such resident 
agent shall keep a record of all policies thus executed or counter¬ 
signed and shall, upon request, furnish a verified copy thereof to 
the Superintendent to aid him in the collection of all privilege 
taxes due in this State. 

(d) Each licensed non-resident agent and broker shall appoint 
the Superintendent as his attorney to receive service of legal pro¬ 
cess issued against such agent or broker in this State, upon causes 
of action arising within this State out of transactions under such 
non-resident agent’s or broker’s license. Service upon the Su¬ 
perintendent as such attorney shall constitute effective legal 
service upon such non-resident agent or broker. 

(e) Such appointment shall be irrevocable for as long as there 
may be any cause of action in this State against such non-resident 
agent or broker arising out of transactions in this State. 

(f) Service of process shall be made by leaving three copies 
of the summons and complaint, or other process with the Super¬ 
intendent, and such service shall be sufficient’ service upon such 
non-resident, provided that notice of such service and a copy of 
the summons and complaint or other process, are forthwith sent 
by registered mail to the defendant by the Superintendent; and 
the defendant’s return and the certificate of the Superintendent 
certifying compliance herewith shall be filed in the office of the 
Clerk of Court, or in the Court or Tribunal wherein the said ac¬ 
tion is pending. Such certificate of the Superintendent shall show 
the date of the mailing by registered mail of the notice of the 
service and copy of the summons and complaint, or other process 
to such non-resident defendant and the date of the receipt of the 
return card, and such certificate shall be signed by the Superin¬ 
tendent; or, provided that the Superintendent may give such non¬ 
resident defendant notice of such service upon him in lieu of the 
notice of service hereinabove provided to be given by registered 
mail in the following manner; By causing or having a notice of 
such service and a copy of the summons and complaint, or other 
process, served upon such non-resident defendant, if found within 
the State of Alabama, by any officer duly qualified to serve legal 
process within the State of Alabama, or if such non-resident de¬ 
fendant is found to be without the State of Alabama, by a sheriff, 
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deputy sheriff, or United States Marshal or Deputy United States 
Marshal, or any duly constituted officer qualified to serve like 
process in the State of the jurisdiction where such non-resident 
defendant is found; and the officer’s return showing such serv¬ 
ice, when made, shall be filed in the office of the Clerk of the 
Court, or in the Court or Tribunal wherein such action is pend¬ 
ing, on or before the return day of the process, or within such 
further time as the Court or Tribunal may allow; and the Court 
or Tribunal in which such action is pending may order such con¬ 
tinuance or continuances as may be necessary to afford such non¬ 
resident defendant reasonable opportunity to defend the action. 
The Superintendent shall keep on file in his office a copy of such 
summons and complaint, or other process and shall also keep a 
record of all such process which shall show the day and hour and 
the manner of such service. 

Section 15—Exchange of Business: Dividing Commissions: 
Penalty 

(a) An agent may place with an insurer for which he is not a 
licensed agent only a class or the classes of business for which he 
is licensed by placing such business through an agent licensed by 
such insurer. 

(b) No licensee shall divide with others or share in any com¬ 
missions payable on account of the exercise of a license pursuant 
to this Act except as follows: 

(1) A resident insurance agent may divide or share in com¬ 
missions with his own employed solicitor and with other resident 
insurance agents or solicitors licensed to write the same class or 
classes of insurance. 

(2) A resident insurance agent, solicitor, or broker and a non¬ 
resident insurance agent or broker subject to the provisions of 
Section 14 (b) and (c) hereof, may divide between themselves 
commissions as to a class or the classes of insurance for which 
both are licensed. 

(c) In addition to any other penalties provided therefor, the 
license of any licensee violating or participating in the violation 
of this section may be revoked or suspended in the sound discre¬ 
tion of the Superintendent and, if so revoked or suspended, shall 
not be restored for a period of one year. 

Section 16—Anti-Coercion 

No person, firm or corporation engaged in selling real or per¬ 
sonal property, or of lending money on the security of real or 
personal property and no trustee, director, officer, agent or other 
employee of any such person, firm or corporation, shall require or 
attempt or purport to require, as a condition precedent, concur¬ 
rent or subsequent, to the sale or to financing the purchase of 
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such property or to lending money upon the security of a mort¬ 
gage thereon, nor as a condition precedent, concurrent or subse¬ 
quent for the renewal or extension of any such loan or mortgage, 
or for the performance of any other act in connection therewith, 
that the person, firm or corporation purchasing such property or 
for whom such purchase is to be financed or to whom the money 
is to be loaned, or for whom such extension, renewal or other act 
is to be granted, or performed, negotiate any policy of insurance 
or renewal thereof covering such property through a particular 
insurance company, agent, solicitor or broker. This section shall 
not prevent the exercise by any person, firm or corporation of its 
right to designate reasonable and nondiscriminatory financial re¬ 
quirements as to company, the terms and provisions of the policy 
and the adequacy of the coverage with respect to insurance on 
property pledged or mortgaged to such person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion; provided, however, that nothing herein shall be construed 
as to prohibit the right of any person, firm or corporation from 
voluntarily negotiating or soliciting the placing of such insurance. 

Section 17—Publications 

The Superintendent of Insurance shall print for public distri¬ 
bution; (1) The Insurance Laws of this State; (2) The Rules and 
Regulations of the Department; (3) annually a directory of all 
companies and agents licensed to do business in Alabama; (4) 
annually a booklet containing each and every question and cor¬ 
rect answer, from which the questions appearing in any written 
examination provided by this Act shall be taken; (5) such other 
material as he deems relevant and suitable for the more effective 
administration of the laws relating to insurance. 

Section 18—Violations of this Act—Penalty 

(a) Any insurer wilfully violating any provision of this Act 
shall temporarily forfeit its right to do business in this State, and 
the Superintendent upon duly finding such fact, shall forthwith 
revoke the license of such insurer for a period of not exceeding 12 
months from and after the date of such revocation. 

(b) Any person who shall wilfully violate any provision of 
this Act, in addition to the penalties of the denial of privileges 
herein provided for and revocation of his license, shall, upon con¬ 
viction, be fined not more than $500.00 for each offense. 

Section 19—Judicial Review 

Any applicant for a license as an insurance agent, solicitor, 
broker, managing general agent or service representative whose 
application has been denied, or any insurance agent, solicitor, 
broker, managing general agent or service representative whose 
license shall have been suspended or revoked or renewal thereof 
denied, or any insurer which shall have had its license revoked 
or which shall be an interested party and feel itself aggrieved, 
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shall have the right to have the order denying, suspending or re¬ 
voking such license reviewed by the Circuit Court sitting in equi¬ 
ty of the County of which the licensee is a resident or has its 
principal place of business, on a writ of certiorari, upon filing a 
petition therefor with the Register of said Court within 60 days 
from the date of mailing of the notice as herein provided in this 
Act together with a bond with good and sufficient sureties to be 
approved by the Register thereof, conditioned to pay all costs 
which may accrue against the petitioner in such proceedings. Up¬ 
on the filing of a petition for review the Superintendent shall 
prepare, or cause to be prepared, an official record which shall 
contain a copy of all proceedings and the findings and the decision 
or order of the Superintendent and which shall also contain a 
transcript of all testimony and exhibits. 

The filing of the petition in the Circuit Court in Equity shall 
stay the enforcement of the Superintendent's decision or order, 
unless the Court shall order otherwise. The Superintendent shall 
transmit the record in the case to the Court within 30 days after 
the service of the petition. 

The review by the Court shall be confined to the record. The 
Court to which the petition is addressed, or the Supreme Court 
of Alabama on appeal to it, may affirm the decision or order or 
remand the case for further proceedings, or it may reverse, modi¬ 
fy or vacate the decision or order in whole or in part if it was af¬ 
fected by any error of law or was unsupported by substantial 
evidence, or was arbitrary or capricious. 

From the judgment of such Circuit Court, sitting in Equity 
either the State or the interested party taking the appeal may ap¬ 
peal directly to the Supreme Court of Alabama within 30 days 
from the date of the rendition of the judgment or decree; the in¬ 
terested party so appealing to the Supreme Court shall give se¬ 
curity for the costs of such appeal to be approved by the Register 
of said Circuit Court. 

Section 20—Repealer 

All laws, or parts of laws, in conflict herewith are hereby re¬ 
pealed. 

Section 21—Saving Clause 

The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of this 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 

Section 22—Effective Date 

This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Cullman County; providing that the court of county com¬ 
missioners, board of revenue, or like county governing body of Cullman 
County shall be solely responsible for the construction, repair, and main¬ 
tenance of the county roads and bridges of Cullman County, and reliev¬ 
ing the State Highway Department of certain duties in regard thereto; 
authorizing, directing, and requiring the county governing body to di¬ 
vide the county, or to cause the county to be divided, into four districts, 
and to appoint a road and bridge supervisor for each such district and 
fix his compensation; providing for the transfer by the State Highway 
Department to the county governing body of certain funds, road equip¬ 
ment, machinery and supplies; providing for the assumption and retire¬ 
ment of outstanding financial obligations incurred in the construction, 
repair and maintenance of county roads and bridges in Cullman County; 
providing that the provisions of this Act shall become operative only up¬ 
on a majority vote of the qualified electors of the county favoring the 
adoption of the provisions of this Act in an election held pursuant hereto; 
and repealing conflicting laws. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The provisions of this Act shall become operative 
only if approved by a majority of the electors of Cullman County 
voting in a referendum, which shall be held on the date of the 
first state-wide election held after adjournment of the 1957 Regu¬ 
lar Session of the Legislature for the purpose of voting on amend¬ 
ments to the Constitution. The governing body of Cullman 
County shall order and provide for the holding of the referendum 
on such date, and for canvassing the results thereof. On the bal¬ 
lots to be used at the election the question shall be stated sub¬ 
stantially as follows: “Do you favor having the court of county 
commissioners, board of revenue, or like county governing body 
of Cullman County exercise jurisdiction over the construction, 
repair and maintenance of county roads and bridges instead of 
the State Highway Department? Yes ( ) No ( ).” If a ma¬ 

jority of the votes cast at the election are “Yes,” the provisions 
of this Act shall become operative on January 2, 1959. If the ma¬ 
jority are “No,” this Act shall have no further effect. The result 
of the election shall be certified to the Secretary of State and to 
the State Highway Director within ten days after the election. 

Section 2. Upon the adoption of this Act as herein provided, 
the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like gov¬ 
erning body of Cullman County shall be solely responsible for the 
construction, repair and maintenance of the roads and bridges in 
the county. The county governing body shall have all the powers 
and jurisdiction with respect to county roads and bridges which 
are or which hereafter may be vested in or required of courts of 
county commissioners, boards of revenue, or other like county 
governing bodies by the general laws of this State, or vested in 
or required of the governing body of Cullman County by local 
law; and except as may otherwise be provided herein, the mem-

bers of the county governing body of Cullman County shall per¬ 
form all the duties and services and shall exercise all the powers 
and authority with respect to the construction, repair and main¬ 
tenance of county roads and bridges which are or which hereafter 
may be provided by law for members of courts of county com¬ 
missioners, boards of revenue, or other like county governing 
bodies. 

Section 3. Upon the adoption of this Act, the county govern¬ 
ing body is hereby authorized, directed, and required to divide 
the county, or cause the county to be divided, into four quarters, 
each of which shall be equal in size to each of the other three 
quarters, insofar as may be practical and feasible. The southeast¬ 
ern quarter shall be designated as District 1; the southwestern 
quarter shall be designated as District 2 ; the northeastern quar¬ 
ter shall be designated as District 3; and the northwestern quarter 
shall be designated as District 4. The county governing body 
shall appoint a road and bridge supervisor for each of the four 
districts herein provided for, and the road and bridge supervisor 
of each district shall, subject to the control of the county govern¬ 
ing body, supervise the construction, repair, and maintenance of 
county roads and bridges within his district. The road and bridge 
supervisors shall each receive compensation in an amount to be 
fixed by the governing body of the county. 

Section 4. Upon the adoption of this Act, any unexpended 
monies remaining in the fund required by law to be maintained 
by the State Highway Department for use in the construction, re¬ 
pair and maintenance of county roads and bridges in Cullman 
County shall be paid over to the county governing body of Cull¬ 
man County, except as otherwise provided by this Act. There¬ 
after, all funds and monies designated by law for use in the con¬ 
struction, repair and maintenance of county roads and bridges in 
Cullman County to which Cullman County may be entitled, 
whether from the proceeds of the state gasoline tax, the motor 
vehicle license tax, or other state tax, or any federal aid accruals, 
or from any other source whatsoever, shall be paid to the county 
governing body of Cullman County by the appropriate county or 
state official. 

Section 5. Upon the adoption of this Act, the State Highway 
Department shall transfer and turn over to the governing body 
of Cullman County road equipment, machinery and supplies of 
like kind and equal in value to the road equipment, machinery 
and supplies which Cullman County was required to transfer 
and turn over to the State Highway Department in accordance 
with legislation enacted prior to the adoption of this Act, which 
legislation required the State Highway Department to construct, 
repair and maintain roads and bridges in Cullman County. 

Section 6. All persons employed by the State Highway De- 
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partment in the construction, repair and maintenance of county 
roads and bridges in Cullman County upon the adoption of this 
Act shall cease to be employees of the State Highway Depart¬ 
ment, shall no longer be subject to the State Merit System Law, 
and shall continue to be employed by the county in the construc¬ 
tion, repair and maintenance of county roads and bridges in the 
county, subject to the approval of the county governing body. 

Section 7. Any contract for the construction, repair or main¬ 
tenance of county roads and bridges in Cullman County entered 
into by the State Highway Department prior to the adoption of 
this Act shall remain in full force and effect until the terms there¬ 
of have been complied with. 

Section 8. All outstanding financial obligations which were 
incurred prior to the adoption of this Act for the construction, re¬ 
pair, or maintenance of county roads and bridges in Cullman 
County shall, upon the adoption of this Act, become outstanding 
financial obligations of Cullman County, and shall be retired or 
paid in accordance with the terms under which such indebtedness 
was incurred. 

Section 9. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 10. All the provisions of Sections 6, 7, 8, and 9 of Act 
No. 13, H. 5, approved February 4, 1955 (Acts of Alabama, 1955, 
V. 1, p. 37), insofar as they conflict with this Act, are hereby ex¬ 
pressly repealed, and all other laws or parts of laws in conflict 
with the provisions of this Act are also hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To amend further Section 362, Title 52, Code of Alabama (1940), as 
amended, which defines certain words and phrases used in connection 
with the provisions of law regulating Teachers’ Retirement System of 
Alabama. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 362, Title 52, Code of Alabama (1940), as 
amended, is amended further to read as follows: “Section 362. 
Definitions.—The following words and phrases as used in this 
chapter unless a different meaning is plainly required by the con¬ 
text shall have the following meaning: ‘Retirement system’ shall 
mean the teachers’ retirement system of Alabama as defined in 
section 363 of this title. ‘Public school’ shall mean any day school 
conducted within the state under the authority and supervision 
of a duly elected or appointed county or city board of education 
and any educational institution supported by and under the con¬ 
trol of the state, or any private non-denominational school oper¬ 
ated nonprofit for education of children of school age residing 
within a district where no public school is available for such chil¬ 
dren. ‘Teacher’ shall mean any teacher, principal, superintend¬ 
ent, supervisor, college professor, administrative officer, or clerk 
employed in any public school or public college within the state 
or employed in any private non-denominational school operated 
nonprofit for education of children of school age residing within 
a district where no public school is available for such children, or 
any similar employee or officer of the department of education 
or of the Alabama education association, or any attendance work¬ 
er fifty percent or more of whose salary is paid from public school 
funds, or any employee receiving a regular stated compensation 
from the retirement system. In all cases of doubt the board of 
control hereinafter defined shall determine whether any person 
is a teacher as defined in this chapter. ‘Employer’ shall mean the 
State of Alabama, the county school board, the city school board, 
the state board of education, or any governing body of any pri¬ 
vate non-denominational school operated nonprofit for education 
of children of school age residing within a district where no pub¬ 
lic school is available for such children, or any other agency of 
and within the state by which a teacher is paid, ‘Member’ shall 
mean any teacher included in the membership of the system as 
provided in section 364 of this title. ‘Board of control’ shall mean 
the board provided for in section 367 of this title to administer 
the retirement system. ‘Medical board’ shall mean the board of 
physicians provided for in section 367 of this title. ‘Trustees’ shall 
mean the members of the board of control, to administer the trust 
funds. ‘Service’ shall mean service as a teacher. ‘Prior service’ 
shall mean service rendered prior to the date of establishment of 
the retirement system for which credit is allowable under section 
365 of this title. ‘Membership service’ shall mean service as a 
teacher rendered while a member of the retirement system and 
on account of which contributions are made. ‘Creditable serv¬ 
ice’ shall mean ‘prior service’ plus ‘membership service’ rendered 
since last becoming a member. ‘Beneficiary’ shall mean any per¬ 
son in receipt of a pension, an annuity, a retirement allowance, 
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or other benefit as provided by this chapter. ‘Regular interest’ 
shall mean interest compounded annually at such rate as shall 
be determined by the board of control in accordance with section 
368, subsection (2) of this title. ‘Accumulated contributions’ 
shall mean the sum of all the amounts deducted from the compen¬ 
sation of a member and credited to his individual account in the 
annuity savings fund together with regular interest thereon as 
provided in section 369 of this title. ‘Earnable compensation’ 
shall mean the full rate of the compensation that would be pay¬ 
able to a teacher if he worked the full normal working time. In 
cases where compensation includes maintenance, the board of 
control shall fix the value of that part of the compensation not 
paid in money. ‘Average final compensation’ shall mean the 
average annual earnable compensation of a teacher during his 
last ten years of service prior to retirement, or if he should have 
less than ten years of service, then his average earnable com¬ 
pensation for his total service. ‘Annuity’ shall mean payments 
for life derived from the ‘accumulated contributions’ of a mem¬ 
ber. All annuities shall be payable in equal monthly install¬ 
ments. ‘Pension’ shall mean payments for life derived from 
money provided by the employer. All pensions shall be payable 
in equal monthly installments. ‘Retirement allowance’ shall 
mean the sum of the ‘annuity’ and the ‘pension’. ‘Retirement’ 
shall mean withdrawal from active service with a retirement al¬ 
lowance or optional benefit in lieu thereof granted under the 
provisions of this chapter. ‘Annuity reserve’ shall mean the pres¬ 
ent value of all payments to be made on account of any annuity 
or benefit in lieu of any annuity computed upon the basis of such 
mortality tables as shall be adopted by the board of control, and 
regular interest. ‘Pension reserve’ shall mean the present value 
of all payments to be made on account of any pension or benefit 
in lieu of any pension computed upon the basis of such mortality 
tables as shall be adopted by the board of control, and regular in¬ 
terest. ‘Actuarial equivalent’ shall mean a benefit of equal value 
when computed upon the basis of such mortality tables as shall be 
adopted by the board of control and regular interest. The mascu¬ 
line pronoun, whenever used, shall include the feminine. ‘Nor¬ 
mal contribution’ means the contribution of the state necessary 
to provide a pension equal to the annuity which the member’s 
contribution made prior to age sixty-five with interest will pro¬ 
vide at age of retirement not to exceed age sixty-five.” 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To create a Board to be known as the State Board of Registration for 
Foresters; to provide for the qualification of members of said Board; to 
provide for the appointment of the members of said Board; to provide for 
their terms of office; to provide for the organization of said Board; to 
provide for the powers and duties of said Board; to provide for the reg¬ 
istration of Foresters; to provide for the recording of licenses; to provide 
for the definition of the practice of Forestry; to provide for the revocation 
of licenses; to provide for fees for the issuance and recording of such li¬ 
censes; to provide for reciprocity; to create a special fund to be known as 
the “Professional Foresters Fund”, and to regulate expenditures there¬ 
from; to repeal all laws in conflict with this Act; and to make an appro¬ 
priation. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. GENERAL PROVISIONS: Any person using in 
connection with his name or otherwise assuming, using or adver¬ 
tising any title or description tending to convey the impression 
that he is a Registered Forester, shall be licensed as hereinafter 
provided. Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed as 
preventing any person, firm, partnership or corporation from 
practicing forestry; or managing timberlands, woodlands or for¬ 
est, or any timberlands, woodlands or forest in which such person 
owns any interest, or from operating the removal of any products 
therefrom, in any manner desired. It is the intention of this Act 
to be for the benefit and protection of the public. 

Section 2. DEFINITIONS: That the term “Registered For¬ 
ester” as used in this Act shall mean a person, who, by reason of 
his knowledge of the natural sciences, mathematics, and the prin¬ 
ciples of Forestry acquired by professional Forestry Education 
and/or practical experience, is qualified to engage in Forestry 
practice as hereinafter defined. The “Practice of Professional 
Forestry” within the meaning and intent of this Act includes any 
professional service, such as consultation, investigation, evalua¬ 
tion, planning, or responsible supervision of any Forestry Activi¬ 
ties in connection with any public or private lands, wherein the 
public welfare and property is concerned or involved when such 
professional service requires the application of Forestry princi¬ 
ples and data. The term “Board” as used in this Act shall mean 
the State Board of Registration for Registered Foresters, provid¬ 
ed for by this Act. 

Section 3. STATE BOARD OF REGISTRATION FOR FOR¬ 
ESTERS: Appointment of members, and the terms of office for 
such members; a State Board of Registration for foresters is here¬ 
by created whose duty it shall be to administer the provisions 
of this Act. The Board shall consist of five Foresters, who shall 
be selected and appointed by the Governor of Alabama from 
among ten nominees recommended by the Alabama Chapter of 
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the Society of American Foresters and shall have the qualifica¬ 
tions required by Section 4 of this Act. Each member of the Board 
shall receive a certificate of his appointment from the Governor, 
and before beginning his term of office shall file with the Secre¬ 
tary of State his written oath of affirmation for the faithful dis¬ 
charge of his official duties. The five members of the initial 
Board shall be appointed for terms of one, two, three, four and 
five years, respectively, and in making the appointment the Gov¬ 
ernor shall designate the term for which each of said members 
is appointed as provided for above. At the expiration of the term 
of any member of the initial Board, the Governor shall in the 
same manner as hereinabove provided appoint for a term of five 
years a Registered Forester having the qualifications required 
by Section 4 of this Act to succeed the member whose term on 
said Board is expiring. Nothing contained in this Act shall pro¬ 
hibit any member whose term expires to be reappointed to suc¬ 
ceed himself on said Board. If the Governor fails to make ap¬ 
pointment in 90 days after expiration of any term, the Board shall 
make the necessary appointment from nominees submitted as 
hereinabove provided and who meet the qualifications set out by 
Section 4 of this Act. Each member of said Board shall hold of¬ 
fice until the expiration of the term for which such member is 
appointed or until a successor shall have been duly appointed and 
shall have qualified. 

Section 4. QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS OF THE 
BOARD: Each member of the Board shall be a citizen of the 
United States and a resident of the State of Alabama, a member 
or fellow of the Society of American Foresters, and shall have 
been engaged in the practice of the profession of Forestry for the 
last ten years prior to such appointment. 

Section 5. COMPENSATION AND EXPENSES OF BOARD 
MEMBERS: Each member of the Board shall receive a nominal 
sum of $10.00 per diem when actually attending to the work of 
the Board or any of its committees and for the time spent in nec¬ 
essary travel, and in addition thereto, shall be reimbursed for 
all actual traveling, incidental and clerical expenses necessarily 
incurred in carrying out the provisions of this Act. Such com¬ 
pensation and expenses shall be paid out of the “Professional For¬ 
esters Fund” in the manner prescribed herein. 

Section 6. REMOVAL OF MEMBERS OF THE BOARD; VA¬ 
CANCIES: The Governor may remove any member of the Board 
for misconduct, incompetency or neglect of duty. Vacancies in 
the membership of the Board shall be filled for the unexpired 
term by appointment only in the manner provided by this Act for 
the appointment of members of the Board. 

Section 7. ORGANIZATION AND MEETINGS OF THE 
BOARD: The members of said Board shall be named and ap- 
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pointed by the Governor within 60 days after the passage of this 
Act. The Board shall hold a meeting within 30 days after its 
members are first appointed and thereafter shall hold at least two 
regular meetings each year. Special meetings shall be held at 
such time and place as the by-laws of the Board may provide; 
provided that not more than one meeting may be held in any one 
calendar month. Notice of all meetings shall be given in such 
manner as the by-laws may provide. The Board shall elect or ap¬ 
point annually the following officers: a Chairman, Vice Chair¬ 
man and a Secretary, who shall each be members of the Board. A 
quorum of the Board shall consist of not less than three voting 
members. 

Section 8. POWERS OF THE BOARD: The Board shall have 
the power to make all by-laws and rules, not inconsistent with the 
constitution and laws of this state which may be reasonably nec¬ 
essary for the proper performance of its duties and the regula¬ 
tions of the proceedings before it. The Board shall adopt and 
have an official seal. In carrying into effect the provisions of this 
Act, the Board may, under the hand of its Chairman and the seal 
of the Board, subpoena witnesses and compel their attendance 
and may also require them to produce books, papers, or docu¬ 
ments in a case involving the revocation of a license or practicing 
or offering to practice under the title of Registered Forester with¬ 
out a license. Any member of the Board may administer oaths 
of affirmation to witnesses appearing before the Board. Such 
witnesses officially called by the Board shall receive the same 
compensation and shall be reimbursed for expenses in the same 
amount as the members of the Board as provided and set out in 
Section 5 of this Act. If any person shall refuse to appear as a 
witness before said Board, or refuse to testify, or refuse to pro¬ 
duce any books, papers, or documents, the Board may present its 
petition to the Circuit Court of the County in which the State 
Capitol is located, setting forth the facts, and thereupon such 
Court shall, in a proper case, issue a subpoena to such person, re¬ 
quiring his attendance before such Circuit Court and there to 
testify or to produce such books, papers and documents, as may 
be deemed necessary and pertinent by the Board. Any person 
failing or refusing to obey the subpoena or order of said Circuit 
Court may be proceeded against in the same manner as for refusal 
to obey any other subpoena or order of said Court. 

Section 9. RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS: The Secre¬ 
tary of the Board shall receive and account for all moneys derived 
under the provisions of this Act, and shall pay the same monthly 
to the State treasurer, who shall keep such moneys in a separate 
fund to be known as the “Professional Foresters Fund.” Such 
fund shall be kept separate and apart from all other moneys in 
the treasury, and shall be paid out only by warrant of the comp¬ 
troller upon the State treasurer, upon itemized vouchers ap- 
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proved by the Chairman and attested by the Secretary of the 
Board. All moneys in the “Professional Foresters Fund” are here¬ 
by specifically appropriated for the use of the Board. The Secre¬ 
tary of the Board shall give surety bond to the State in such sum 
as the Board may determine. The premium on said bond shall 
be regarded as a proper and necessary expense of the Board and 
shall be paid from the “Professional Foresters Fund.” 

The Board may employ such clerical and other assistants as are 
necessary for the proper performance of its work, or, in lieu of 
employing clerical assistants, the Board may contract with any 
state department or agency to furnish the Board with such cleri¬ 
cal assistance as the Board deems necessary. The compensation 
of such assistants, or the cost of contracting for such clerical as¬ 
sistance, shall be paid out of the “Professional Foresters Fund” in 
the manner prescribed herein. 

The Board is authorized to accept all gifts, bequests, and dona¬ 
tions from any source whatsoever, and such gifts, bequests, and 
donations shall be used or expended in accordance with their 
terms or stipulations, but in the absence of any such terms or 
stipulations, such gifts, bequests, or donations may be used or ex¬ 
pended for such purposes as the Board may determine. 

Except as otherwise provided herein, the Board may make 
expenditures for any purpose which, in the opinion of the Board, 
is reasonably necessary for the proper performance of its duties 
under the provisions of this Act, including the expenses of the 
Board’s delegates to any annual conventions of, and membership 
dues to, the Society of American Foresters. Provided, however, 
that under no circumstances shall the total amount of warrants 
issued by the comptroller in payment of the expenses and com¬ 
pensation provided for by this Act exceed the amount of the ex¬ 
amination and registration fees, license fees, donations and other 
moneys collected by the Board as herein provided. 

Section 10. RECORDS AND REPORTS: The Board shall 
keep a record of its proceedings and a register of all applications 
for registration which register shall show the name, age and resi¬ 
dence of each applicant; the date of the application; the place of 
business of such applicant; his educational and other qualifica¬ 
tions; whether or not an examination was required; whether or 
not the application was rejected; whether or not a license of reg¬ 
istration was granted; the date of the action by the Board; and 
such other information as may be deemed necessary by the Board. 
The records of the Board shall be prima facie evidence of the 
proceedings of the Board set forth therein, and a transcript there¬ 
of, duly certified by the Secretary of the Board under seal, shall 
be admissible in evidence with the same force and effect as if the 
original were produced. Annually, as of the thirtieth day of 
September each year, the Board shall submit to the Governor a 
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report of its transactions of the preceding year, and shall transmit 
to him as a part of said report a complete statement of the receipts 
and expenditures of the Board and the statement shall be at¬ 
tested by the Chairman and the Secretary of the Board. 

Section 11. ROSTER OF REGISTERED FORESTERS: A 
Roster showing the names and place of business of all registered 
foresters qualified according to the provisions of this Act, shall 
be prepared by the Secretary of the Board during the month of 
March of each year. Copies of this roster shall be mailed to each 
person so registered, placed on file with the Secretary of the 
State, and furnished to the public upon request. 

Section 12. GENERAL REQUIREMENTS FOR REGISTRA¬ 
TION: The following shall be considered as minimum evidence 
satisfactory to the Board that the applicant is qualified for reg¬ 
istration as a Registered and licensed Forester: (1) Graduation 
from a curriculum in Forestry of four years or more in a school 
or college approved by the Board, or accredited by the Society of 
American Foresters, and a specific record of an additional one 
year or more experience in Forestry work of a character satisfac¬ 
tory to the Board, and indicating that the applicant is competent 
to practice Forestry; (2) Or successfully passing a written and/or 
oral examination designed to show the knowledge and skill ap¬ 
proximating that obtained through graduation from an accred¬ 
ited and approved four year curriculum in Forestry, and a spe¬ 
cific record of six years or more of active practice in Forestry 
work of such character that is satisfactory to the Board; and in¬ 
dicating that the applicant is competent to practice Forestry and 
to be placed in responsible charge of such work, provided, that 
after five years from the date of the enactment of this Act no per¬ 
son shall qualify as a Registered Forester or be granted a license 
to practice Forestry by the Board excepting that person who 
shall have graduated from a curriculum in Forestry of four years 
or more in a school or college approved by the Board or accredited 
by the Society of American Foresters, and who has a specific rec¬ 
ord of an additional two years or more of experience in Forestry 
work of a character satisfactory to the Board, and indicating that 
the applicant is competent to practice Forestry; (3) Any person, 
who, on the effective date of this Act, shall have been engaged in 
the active practice of Forestry as defined in Section 2 of this Act, 
for at least ten years shall be eligible for registration as a Regis¬ 
tered Forester without reference to the requirements set forth in 
(1) and (2) of this section, provided that he file application for 
registration with the Board within six months from the effective 
date of this Act, or the organization of the Board. The Board 
shall issue licenses only to those applicants who meet the require¬ 
ments of this Section, and to none other. Provided, that no per¬ 
son shall be eligible for registration as a registered or licensed 
Forester who is not of good character and reputation. In con- 
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sidering the qualifications of applicants, Forestry teaching in De¬ 
partment, school or college of Forestry, shall be construed as 
Forestry work. The completion of the Junior year of a curricu¬ 
lum in Forestry in a school or college approved by the Board or 
accredited by the Society of American Foresters shall be consid¬ 
ered as equivalent to two years of active practice; the completion 
of the Senior year of a curriculum in Forestry, without gradua¬ 
tion, in a school or college approved by the Board or accredited by 
the Society of American Foresters shall be considered as the 
equivalent to three years of active practice. 

Section 13. APPLICATION AND REGISTRATION FEES: 
Application for Registration shall be made on forms prescribed 
and furnished by the Board; shall contain statements made under 
oath, showing the applicant's education and a detailed summary 
of his technical work, and shall contain not less than five refer¬ 
ences, of whom three or more shall be Foresters having personal 
or professional knowledge of his Forestry experience. The reg¬ 
istration fee for a license as a “Registered Forester” shall be ten 
dollars, five dollars of which shall accompany the application, 
the remaining five dollars of which to be paid upon issuance of 
license. Should the applicant fail or refuse to remit the said re¬ 
maining five dollars within 30 days after being notified, in the 
usual manner, that the applicant has successfully qualified, the 
applicant shall forfeit the right to have a license so issued under 
that application, and said applicant may be required to again 
submit an original application and pay an original fee therefor. 
Should the Board deny the issuance of a license to any applicant, 
the initial fee deposited shall be retained by the Board as an ap¬ 
plication fee. 

Section 14. EXAMINATION: When written and/or oral ex¬ 
aminations are required, they shall be held at such time and place 
as the Board may determine. The methods of procedure shall 
be prescribed by the Board. A candidate failing on examination 
may apply for re-examination at the expiration of six months and 
will be reexamined without payment of additional fee. Subse¬ 
quent examination will be granted upon payment of a fee to be 
determined by the Board, not to exceed five dollars in each in¬ 
stance. 

Section 15. LICENSES: The Board shall issue a license upon 
payment of a registration fee as provided for in this Act to an 
applicant, who, in the opinion of the Board has satisfactorily met 
all of the requirements set out by this Act. Licenses shall show 
the full name of the Registrant, shall have a serial number, and 
shall be signed by the Chairman of the Board. The issuance of 
a license by the Board shall be evidence that the person named 
therein is entitled to all of the rights and privileges of a registered 
forester while the said license remains unrevoked or unexpired. 
Plans, maps, specifications and reports issued by a Registrant

shall be endorsed with his name and license number during the 
life of the Registrant’s license, but it shall be a misdemeanor for 
any one to endorse any document with said name and license 
number after the license of the Registrant named therein has ex¬ 
pired or has been revoked, unless said license shall have been re¬ 
newed or reissued. It shall be a misdemeanor for any registered 
forester to endorse any plan, specification, estimate or map unless 
he shall have actually prepared such plan, specification, estimate 
or map, or shall have been in the actual charge of the preparation 
thereof. 

Section 16. EXPIRATION AND RENEWALS: Licenses shall 
expire on the thirtieth day of September next following their is¬ 
suance or renewal and shall become invalid on that date unless 
renewed. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Board to 
notify, at his last registered address, every person registered un¬ 
der this Act of the date of the expiration of his license and the 
amount of the fee that shall be required for its revewal for one 
year; such notice shall be mailed at least one month in advance of 
the date of the expiration of said licenses. The Board shall each 
year, prior to issuing renewal notices for the ensuing year, fix the 
annual renewal fee for licenses, which renewal fee shall not ex¬ 
ceed the sum of ten dollars. Renewal of licenses for the following 
year may be affected at any time during the month of September 
of the year in which such license has been issued or renewed by 
the payment of the renewal fee so fixed by the Board. Such li¬ 
censes may also be renewed during the ensuing ten months by 
the payment of an additional fee of fifty cents for each month, or 
fraction thereof, that payment of the fixed renewal fee is de¬ 
layed beyond the month of September. The Board shall make an 
exception to the foregoing renewal provision in the case of a per¬ 
son who is in the Armed Services of the United States. 

Section 17. FIRMS, PARTNERSHIPS AND CORPORA¬ 
TIONS: Registration shall be determined upon a basis of individ¬ 
ual, personal qualifications. No Firms, Companies, Partnerships 
or Corporations can be licensed under this Act. 

Section 18. RECIPROCITY: A person not a resident of, and 
having no established place of business, in Alabama, or who has 
recently become a resident thereof may use the title of Registered 
Forester provided: (1) Such person is legally licensed as a Regis¬ 
tered Forester in his own State or Country and has submitted 
evidence to the Board that he is so licensed; (2) The State or 
Country in which he is so licensed observe these same rules of 
reciprocity in regard to persons licensed under the provisions of 
this Act. 

Section 19. REVOCATIONS AND REISSUANCE OF LI¬ 
CENSES: The Board shall have the power to revoke the license 
of any Registrant who is found guilty by the Board of gross neg- 
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ligence, incompetency, or misconduct in the practice of Forestry. 
The Board is empowered to designate a person or persons to in¬ 
vestigate and report to it upon any charges of fraud, deceit, gross 
negligence, incompetency or other misconduct in connection with 
any Forestry practice against any Registrant, as may come to 
its attention. Such person or persons so designated by the Board 
shall receive the same compensation and shall be reimbursed for 
expenses in the same amount as the Board as outlined in Section 
5 of this Act. Any person may prefer charges of fraud, deceit, 
gross negligence, incompetency or other misconduct in connection 
with any Forestry practice against any Registrant. Such charges 
shall be in writing, shall be sworn to by the person making them, 
and shall be filed with the Secretary of the Board. All charges, 
unless dismissed by the Board as unfounded or trivial, shall be 
heard by the Board within three months after the date on which 
they shall have been preferred. The time and place for said hear¬ 
ing shall be fixed by the Board, and a copy of the charges, togeth¬ 
er with a notice of the time and place of the hearing, shall be per¬ 
sonally served on, or mailed to the last known address of such 
registrant, at least 30 days before the date fixed for the hearing. 
At any hearing, the accused Registrant shall have the right to 
appear personally and by counsel, to cross-examine witnesses 
appearing against him, and to produce evidence and witnesses in 
his own defense. If, after such hearing three or more members 
of the Board vote in favor of finding the accused guilty, the 
Board shall revoke the license of such Registered Forester. Any 
applicant whose license has been revoked as above may apply for 
a review of the proceedings with reference to such revocation of 
his license by the aforementioned Circuit Court and from there 
by appeal to the Supreme Court of Alabama. The only record to 
be considered by either the said Circuit Court or by the Supreme 
Court shall be the record made before the Board. New evidence 
must be presented to the Board, in session, before it may be used 
in Court proceedings. The Board, for reasons it may deem suf¬ 
ficient, may reissue a license to any person whose license has been 
revoked when three or more members of the Board vote in favor 
of such reissuance. A new license to replace any license revoked, 
lost, destroyed, or mutilated, may be issued, subject to the rules 
of the Board, and a charge of three dollars for such issuance. 

Section 20. VIOLATIONS AND PENALTIES: Any person 
who shall practice or offer to practice the profession of Forestry 
as a Registered Forester in this State, without being registered 
or exempted in accordance with the provisions of this Act, or any 
person who shall use in connection with his name or otherwise 
assume, use or advertise any title or description tending to con¬ 
vey the impression that he is a registered Forester, without being 
registered or exempted in accordance with the provisions of this 
Act, or any person who shall present or attempt to use as his own 
the license of another, or any person who shall give any false or 
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forged evidence of any kind to the Board or any member thereof 
in obtaining a license, or any person who shall attempt to use an 
expired or revoked license, or any person, firm, partnership or 
corporation, who shall violate any of the provisions of this Act, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars nor more than 
five hundred dollars for each offense. The Board, or such person 
or persons as may be designated by the Board to act in its stead, 
is empowered to prefer charges for any of the violations of this 
Act in any Circuit Court in any County in this State in which such 
violations may have occurred. It shall be the duty of all duly 
constituted officers of the law, of this State, or any political sub¬ 
division thereof, to enforce the provisions of this Act and to pros¬ 
ecute any persons, firms, partnerships or corporations violating 
the same. The Attorney General of the State and his assistants 
shall act as legal advisers of the Board and render such legal as¬ 
sistance as may be necessary in carrying out the provisions of 
this Act. 

All fines collected for the violation of any provisions of this 
Act shall be paid over to the Secretary of the Board to be by him 
delivered to the State Treasurer to be placed in the “Professional 
Foresters Fund” in the same manner as funds received for the 
issuance of licenses. 

Section 21. REPEALING CLAUSE: All laws and parts of 
laws in conflict with the provisions of this Act be, and the same 
are hereby repealed. If any provisions of this Act shall be held 
unconstitutional, the same shall not apply to other provisions 
hereof. 

Section 22. EFFECTIVE DATE: This Act shall become ef¬ 
fective immediately upon its passage and approval by the Gov¬ 
ernor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 56 of Title 19, Code of Alabama (1940), which re¬ 
lates to rights of way to public roads or highways. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That Section 56 of Title 19, Code of Alabama (1940) is amend¬ 
ed to read as follows:

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fendant is put on probation as provided by law, the circuit clerk 
shall tax as costs, payable out of the convict fund, a fixed amount 
for the clerk as follows: For each case where the defendant is 
sentenced to hard labor and no appeal is taken, ten dollars; for 
each case where the defendant is sentenced to the penitentiary 
and no appeal is taken, fifteen dollars; for each case where the 
defendant is sentenced to hard labor and takes an appeal to the 
court of appeals and the case is affirmed, twenty dollars; for each 
case where the defendant is sentenced to the penitentiary and 
appeals to the supreme court or the court of appeals and the case 
is affirmed, thirty dollars. In all criminal cases in the county 
court, law and equity court, or court of like jurisdiction, when a 
defendant is sentenced to hard labor, with such hard labor being 
served under the supervision of the department of corrections, 
when the circuit clerk is ex officio clerk of said county court, 
law and equity court, or court of like jurisdiction, there shall be 
taxed as costs, to be paid out of the convict fund, the following 
fees: In each case originating by affidavit when the defendant 
pleads guilty, five dollars; for each case originating by affidavit 
when the defendant is tried, seven dollars and fifty cents; for 
each case originating by indictment when the defendant pleads 
guilty, seven dollars and fifty cents; for each case originating by 
indictment when the defendant is tried, ten dollars. In addition 
to the above fees when the case is continued at the request of the 
defendant, to be charged only once in any one case, one dollar; 
when the case is appealed to the court of appeals, for making, in¬ 
dexing, and certifying the transcript of appeal on the record on¬ 
ly, ten dollars; when the case is appealed to the court of appeals, 
for checking, indexing, arranging and certifying the court re¬ 
porter's transcript of testimony, fifteen dollars.

fore the court of conviction, and five cents per mile for each 
mile traveled to and from the grand jury and court of conviction, 
but no witness shall be entitled to fees in more than one case on 
the same day; cost of committing magistrate and constables on 
preliminary trial, including preliminary trials before a recorder 
as committing magistrate in the recorder's court of a city or town, 
both together not to exceed five dollars; court stenographer’s fee

Relating to civil remedies and procedure: to authorize the joining of 
the agent, servant or employee as a defendant with the principal or mas¬ 
ter in certain civil actions; and to prescribe the time of bringing such 
actions and to prescribe and regulate the procedure in such actions. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. It shall be proper and permissible in all civil ac¬ 
tions wherein a principal or master is sought to be held liable for 
the act or conduct of his agent, servant or employee under the 
doctrine of respondeat superior, for the plaintiff to join the agent, 
servant or employee as a defendant in the same count whether the 
act or conduct of the agent, servant or employee is alleged to have 
been negligent, wanton, intentional or willful. 

Section 2. All such actions brought to recover damages for 
injury to the person or property of another must be commenced 
within one year from the time of the injury. 

Section 3. The complaint in all such actions brought to re¬ 
cover damages for wrongful act, omission or negligence, causing 
the death of the decedent, under Sections 119 and 123 of Title 7, 
Code 1940, must show on its face that the action was commenced 
within two years after death of the decedent. 

Section 4. In all such actions recovery may be had against the 
agent, servant or employee although no recovery is had against 
the principal or master, but there shall be no recovery against 
the principal or master unless there is a recovery against the 
agent, servant or employee. 

Section 5. In all such actions where the conduct or act of the 
servant, agent or employee is alleged to have been negligent, the 
defense of contributory negligence shall be available to each 
of the defendants, but where the conduct or act of the servant, 
agent or employee is alleged to have been wanton, intentional or 
willful the defense of contributory negligence cannot be inter¬ 
posed. 

Section 6. In all such cases, but in no other, the ancient dis¬ 
tinctions between trespass vi et armis and trespass on the case 
are abolished, it being the purpose of this act to create a form of 
action known as the statutory suit against principal and agent or 
master and servant so as to permit a plaintiff to sue the principal 
and agent or the master and servant jointly where the plaintiff's 
cause of action is grounded on the act or conduct of the agent, 
servant or employee while acting within the line and scope of his 
authority. 
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Section 7. This act shall apply only to causes of action aris¬ 
ing after this Act becomes effective. 

Section 8. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such dec¬ 
laration shall not affect the part which remains.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. A corporation may treat an infant who holds stock 
or other securities of such corporation in his or her own name as 
having capacity to vote, or to give consent in person or by proxy 
in respect thereof, to transfer and to convey the same, and to 
make elections and exercise rights relating to such stock or secur¬ 
ities, unless the corporation has notice of the infancy by delivery 
to it or to its transfer agent of a written notice stating that such 
holder is an infant. 

Section 2. An infant holder of stock or other securities of a 
corporation having voted or given consent in respect thereto, or 
having transferred or conveyed such stock or securities, or having 
made an election or exercised a right relating to any such stock 
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or security, shall have no right thereafter to disaffirm or avoid, 
as against the corporation, any such act on his part, unless prior 
to such receipt, vote or consent, the making of such election or 
the exercise of such right, the corporation had written notice of 
the infancy by delivery to it or to its transfer agent of a written 
notice stating that such holder was an infant. 

Section 3. An infant may in his own right receive dividends 
in respect of any such stock or securities standing in his name on

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION 

Whereas, the original thirteen colonies which declared their 
independence of the British King on July 4, 1776, had suffered a 
long train of abuses and usurpations, evincing a design to reduce 
them under an absolute despotism, and were anxious to establish 
a government which would provide new guards for their future 
security, a government deriving its just powers from the consent 
of the governed; 

Whereas, these colonists in their endeavor to provide a demo¬ 
cratic government for themselves adopted the Constitution of the 
United States and incorporated in Section 4 of Article IV thereof 
a provision guaranteeing to every State in the Union a republican 
form of government; and providing that the United States “shall 
protect each of them against invasion; and on application of the 
legislature, or of the executive (when the legislature cannot be 
convened) against domestic violence”; 

Whereas, Article IX of the Bill of Rights, which was proposed 
as an amendment to the Constitution by the first congress as¬ 
sembled under such Constitution, provides “The enumeration in 
the constitution of certain rights, shall not be construed to deny 
or disparage others retained by the people.” 

Whereas, Article X of this same Bill of Rights, provides: “The 
powers not delegated to the United States by the constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the states, are reserved to the states respective- 
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ly, or to the people”; 

Whereas, many recent opinions of the Supreme Court have 
ignored these constitutional provisions, thus trampling on the 
rights of the States and in effect authorizing certain Federal agen¬ 
cies to usurp rights of the states in many fields of government, 
which have previously been regarded by the states and the Fed¬ 
eral Government as sacrosanct to the states; 

Whereas, the President of the United States has often stated 
that the rights guaranteed by the Constitution to the states should 
at all times be safeguarded, and that the boundary between state 
and federal authority should be respected, even intimating that 
the states should reclaim some rights now being exercised by the 
Federal Government. 

Whereas, even some members of the United States Supreme 
Court in recent dissenting opinions in cases involving the ques¬ 
tion of infringing on a state’s rights, have sounded a warning 
against the Federal Government’s intrusion into matters of state 
concern. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
THE SENATE CONCURRING, that The Legislature of Alabama 
hereby memorializes President Dwight D. Eisenhower to be par¬ 
ticularly mindful of the rights reserved by the Constitution to the 
states and to exert his every effort to restrain the intrusion by 
federal agents into matters of state concern to the end that each 
and every state of the Union shall be truly a republic in which 
all power of government is derived from the governed, the will 
of the people therein shall prevail and no section or part of these 
United States shall become the pawn of another section, wielding 
despotic powers over it and thus subject to the same abuses and 
usurpations which our United States were established to avoid. 

Be It Further Resolved, that President Eisenhower’s attention 
is specifically directed to Section 4 of Article IV of the Constitu¬ 
tion, in which the decision as to the need for federal aid in pro¬ 
tection against domestic violence is left to the legislatures or the

To create the Committee on the Aging of the State of Alabama; to 
prescribe the powers, duties and authority of the committee and to pro¬ 
vide for the selection, term, qualifications, powers, duties, authority, and 
compensation of the members thereof; to provide for the appointment, 
duties, and compensation of an executive secretary and other employees 
of the committee. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby created the Committee on the Ag¬ 
ing of the State of Alabama, which shall consist of thirteen mem¬ 
bers. The committee shall be composed of two members of the 
Senate to be appointed by the President of the Senate; two mem¬ 
bers of the House of Representatives to be appointed by the 
Speaker of the House; the director of the State Department of 
Labor, the State Health Officer, and the director of the State De¬ 
partment of Pensions and Security as ex officio members; and 
six members to be appointed by the Governor for terms concur¬ 
rent with the term of the Governor. Of the members appointed 
by the Governor, one shall be a representative of business, one 
shall be a representative of labor, one shall be a representative of 
the medical profession, and the remaining three shall be responsi¬ 
ble citizens of the State, but no two of the latter three members 
shall belong to the same religious faith. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the members of the Commit¬ 
tee on the Aging to meet within thirty days after their appoint¬ 
ment, and to elect a chairman and other officers from among 
themselves, who shall serve for a period of two years. Thereafter, 
the Committee shall elect a new chairman every two years. It 
shall be the duty of the Committee: (a) to collect facts and statis¬ 
tics and make special studies of conditions and problems pertain¬ 
ing to the employment, health, financial status, recreation, social 
adjustment, or other conditions affecting the welfare of the ag¬ 
ing people in this State; (b) to keep abreast of the latest develop¬ 
ments in this field of activity throughout the nation, and to in¬ 
terpret its findings to the public; (c) to provide for a mutual ex¬ 
change of ideas and information on national, state and local lev¬ 
els; (d) to give a report of its activities to the Legislature, and to 
make recommendations for needed improvements and additional

advertisement in a newspaper published in the county where pe¬ 
tition is filed by one weekly insertion therein. 

The judge of probate shall, after the filing of the 
petition and proof of service is made, hear any competent evi¬ 
dence that may be offered or such as may be required by him, 
and if he is satisfied from the proof made that the record of the

Section 3. Money requisitioned pursuant to section 1 hereof 
shall, until expended, remain a part of the unemployment fund. 
Expenditure of the moneys appropriated by section 1 of this Act 
is not authorized after the close of the two-year period which 
begins on the date of enactment hereof. Any unexpended bal¬ 
ance shall revert to this State’s account in the Unemployment 
Trust Fund at the close of such two-year period or at such earlier 
date as is practicable. 

Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or its otherwise be¬ 
coming law.

AN ACT 

To amend Title 22, Section 199, Code of Alabama 1940, as amended, 
which relates to care and treatment of tubercular patients. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Title 22, Section 199, Code of Alabama 1940, 
as amended, be and the same is hereby amended to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

“Section 199. Care of patients; non-resident patients; report aa 
to patients; charges for treatment.—Any sanatorium, or hospital 
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now or hereafter established hereunder, desiring to share in the 
benefits of this article, must make provisions for the care of Ala¬ 
bama citizens who are not residents of such county or counties 
and must place at the disposal of the State Committee of Public 
Health for the use of such Alabama citizens aforesaid fifteen per 
cent of the total bed capacity of such sanatorium or hospitals; it 
being the intent hereof that the county from which a patient, in 
indigent circumstances, comes, shall pay the difference remain¬ 
ing for the cost of such patient after the State subsidy has been 
deducted; should a patient from another county not be in indigent 
circumstances, said difference in cost after deducting the State 
subsidy shall be fixed by the board of trustees of the sanatorium 
receiving such patient. On the first day of each month the 
board of trustees, or the superintendent of the sanatorium, wheth¬ 
er organized and established under the provisions of this article 
or any other act or acts permitting counties to erect and main¬ 
tain sanatoria for the treatment of tuberculosis, shall report to the 
State Committee of Public Health the number of patients treated 
during the preceding month, with such detailed information as 
said State Committee of Public Health may require. Such re¬ 
port shall show specifically the number of patients treated with 
the number of days and the aggregate number of weeks of such 
treatment and the actual per diem cost per patient cared for in 
the institution and shall be verified by the superintendent or by 
the president of the board of trustees. If accepted, and approved 
by the State Health Officer, it shall be the duty of the latter of¬ 
ficial to certify to the Department of Finance that the sanatorium 
in question has treated such number of patients for an aggregate 
specified number of days and at the cost per diem set forth in the 
report. The comptroller, with the approval of the Governor, shall 
draw his warrant on the State Treasurer in favor of the county 
treasurer having the funds of the sanatorium in his custody for 
such amount as will constitute compensation for such patients on 
the basis of a sum not to exceed six dollars and twenty-five cents 
per day per patient cared for, provided contribution by the county 
shall be equal to the cost per day per patient cared for in excess 
of six dollars and twenty-five cents per patient. In no instance 
shall the State’s contribution exceed six dollars and twenty-five 
cents per diem for each patient cared for. The amount of ex¬ 
penditure provided herein for the per diem for patient care shall 
be limited to the amount provided therefor by the Legislature in 
the general appropriation act and shall be budgeted, alotted and 
expended pursuant to Title 55, Chapter 4, Article 3, Code of Ala¬ 
bama 1940. In the event the total amount appropriated from the 
treasury is insufficient to meet, in full, the financial obligations 
enumerated above on the State’s part, the State Health Officer is 
authorized to prorate among the counties qualified to participate 
in the provisions of this article, the amounts available so that 
each will receive its proportionate share. Nothing in this article 
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shall be construed to mean that any sanatorium established here¬ 
under may not charge a person who is not in indigent circum¬ 
stances a reasonable sum per week for care and treatment in 
such institution, which sum shall be agreed upon by the board of 
trustees. For the purpose of operating clinics at various points 
in the State for the treatment of cases of tuberculosis, an ex¬ 
penditure of not more than $10,000.00 annually is authorized from 
any appropriation made from the State Treasury to the State De¬ 
partment of Health for the control of tuberculosis.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective on October 1, 1957.

To amend Section 613 of Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940), which re¬ 
lates to the license on Vending Machines. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 613 of Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940), 
is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 613. VENDING MACHINES.—For each machine for 
vending gum, candy, soft drinks, ice cream, coffee, pop corn, food 
of any kind, drink of any kind, pencils, handkerchiefs, combs, 
drinking cups, cigarettes or other tobacco products, or other ar¬ 
ticles or merchandise, and for each machine for use in testing 
strength of grip, shining shoes, making or developing photographs, 
recording the voice or other sound, and each coin-operated radio, 
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and each coin-operated machine by which a person is weighed, 
and each coin-operated machine for use in entertainment or skill, 
and each coin-operated machine on which music is played, and 
each location, establishment, or place of business receiving much 
(music) transmitted by wire or cable from any central point or 
studio whether such point or studio is situated within or without 
such location, establishment, or place of business: $1.00 for each 
machine that may be operated by pennies: $8.00 for each machine 
that may be operated by nickels or coins of a larger denomination; 
and a separate license shall be issued for each such machine that 
may be operated by pennies, nickels, or coins of a larger denom¬ 
ination, which license shall be prominently displayed on or im¬ 
mediately near to such machine; except that hotels, motels, tour¬ 
ist camps, or other places of business having less than five (5) 
coin-operated radios, $8.00 for each location, establishment, or 
place of business receiving transmitted music by wire or cable, 
except that such locations, establishments, or place of business 
having less than five (5) transmitters or speakers $8.00 and for 
each such transmitter or speaker in excess of four (4) $2.00 each; 
provided that one license may be issued to include all coin-oper¬ 
ated radios and/or transmitters or speakers located within such 
hotel, motel, tourist camp location, establishment, or other place 
of business, which license shall be prominently displayed. The 
licenses herein provided for shall be levied upon the operator of 
the machine, the coin-operated radio, or the central point or 
studio from which point or studio the music is transmitted; pro¬ 
vided, however, that in the event any unlicensed machine, coin- 
operated radio, transmitter or speaker is found in any establish¬ 
ment or place of business, the operator of such establishment or 
place of business shall be conclusively presumed to be the opera¬ 
tor of such machine, coin-operated radio, transmitter or speaker 
and shall be liable for the license therefor. Provided that nothing 
in this section shall apply to machines installed by any person, 
firm or corporation, nor to coin-operated gas meters, nor to coin- 
operated telephones, nor to machine vending postage stamps in 
its place of business vending necessary articles on a non-profit 
basis for emergency use only by the employees of such person, 
firm or corporation. Provided that no license shall be required 
under this section where a privilege or dealer’s license is required 
by this chapter for the sale of such articles and such privilege 
license shall have been obtained by the person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion operating the place of business where such machine is lo¬ 
cated, or the owner of such vending machine shall have secured 
such privilege license as required herein. Provided further, 
that the license on vending machines vending only peanuts, pea¬ 
nut-butter sandwiches, and peanut products shall be two dollars, 
one dollar for the State and one dollar for the county, and said 
license shall be paid by the owner of the machine; and provided 
also, that no municipality shall impose a license on such a ma¬ 
chine in excess of fifty percent of the amount of the State and 
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county license. Provided, further, that no license for vending 
machines, vending merchandise in industrial plants or on private 
property for use of employees, or machines on which persons are 
weighed, shall be required, if in lieu thereof, the person, firm or 
corporation engaged in the business of operating such machine 
shall have applied for and obtained an occupational license and 
shall have paid therefor, as follows: In counties of sixty thousand 
inhabitants or less—thirty dollars. In counties of sixty thousand 
and one and not exceeding one hundred and twenty-five thousand 
inhabitants—sixty dollars. In counties of one hundred and twen¬ 
ty-five thousand and one inhabitants and over—eighty dollars. 
Any person operating or permitting the operation of a vending 
machine dispensing packages or in quantities less than a package 
of cigarettes, or any article on which there is an excise tax the 
payment of which is evidenced by stamps, without first having 
paid the tax thereon by affixing the required stamps to the orig¬ 
inal package as required under section 718, of this title shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punished as provided in such section 
for failure to pay said tax. Each vending machine vending to¬ 
bacco products of any kind whatsoever shall have securely affixed 
thereto in full view the name and address of the legal owner of 
said machine. The privilege license required by law or the 
vending machine license issued to cover vending machines shall 
be securely affixed in full view to each such vending machine 
before said machine is placed in operation or use. Provided that 
when tobacco products of any kind whatsoever are found in such 
vending machines to be improperly stamped or unstamped, in 
violation of section 718 of this title, such vending machine and 
contents shall be confiscated by any duly authorized agent of 
the department of revenue as provided in section 718 of this 
title, for the confiscation of improperly stamped on unstamped 
tobacco products. Each vending machine vending tobacco prod¬ 
ucts of any kind whatsoever shall have a transparent front win¬ 
dow, or windows, through which the Alabama revenue stamps 
required by section 718 of this title may be seen without the 
necessity of opening or unlocking the vending machine. Pro¬ 
vided further that for the purpose of any excise or consumption 
taxes the payment of which is not evidenced by stamps, levied 
on any of the articles dispensed through such machine, the per¬ 
son in whose place of business each machine is located shall be 
considered the consumer of such article and shall be liable for 
such taxes measured by the regular retail price thereof. Pro¬ 
vided further that no license shall be required under this section 
for home type merchandise vending machines placed in private 
homes for home use only and not for public use; provided further 
that nothing herein contained shall be construed as legalizing or 
licensing any machine or device which is now illegal or which 
may hereafter be declared illegal; provided further that all the 
licenses levied by this section shall bear the business address of 
the owner or operator thereof; it being the legislative intent that 
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only one state and one county license shall be required for the 
operation of a vending machine under this section within this 
state for any one license year. Provided further the license shall 
be purchased in the county in which the machine is located or 
in operation on October 1st or at the time license is purchased for 
the licensing year.” 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

The sum of two hundred fifty thousand dollars 
($250,000), or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby 
appropriated from any surplus in excess of one million five hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars ($1,500,000) existing in the general fund in 
the state treasury at the end of each of the fiscal years ending 
September 30, 1957 and September 30, 1958, to the Department of 
Agriculture and Industries, to be used exclusively, as hereinafter 
provided for the control and eradication of a destructive insect 
pest known as the fire ant. The appropriation hereinabove made 
from the surplus existing September 30, 1957 shall be used during 
the fiscal year ending September 30, 1958 as follows: One hun¬ 
dred sixty-six thousand dollars ($166,000) shall be used solely for 
the purchase of necessary chemicals and insecticides; forty-two 
thousand dollars ($42,000) shall be used to pay the compensation 
and travel expenses of eight agricultural inspectors and two plant 
industry inspectors; forty-two thousand dollars ($42,000) shall 
be expended exclusively for the purchase of equipment and for 
the payment of other expenses. The appropriation hereinabove 
made from the surplus existing September 30, 1958 shall be used 
by the Department during the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1959, and shall be expended as follows: One hundred eighty-six 
thousand dollars ($186,000) shall be used solely for the purchase

Providing that every person, firm, or corporation who sells or fur¬ 
nishes any roadbuilding tractor, scraper, machinery or like roadbuilding 
equipment of any kind, or part therefor, or repairs thereto, the purchase 
price of which exceeds Twenty-Five Dollars ($25.00), shall have a lien 
for the full price thereof on the vehicle; providing for the recording of 
such lien and for the enforcement thereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That every person, firm, or corporation who sells 
or furnishes any roadbuilding tractor, scraper, machinery or like 
roadbuilding equipment of any kind, or a part therefor, or repairs 
thereto, the purchase or cost price of which exceeds Twenty-Five 
Dollars ($25.00), shall have a lien for the full price thereof on 
the roadbuilding tractor, scraper, machinery or like roadbuilding 
equipment of any kind. It is provided, however, that the lien 
herein declared shall be deemed lost unless the person entitled 
thereto files in the office of the judge of probate of the county 
in which the purchaser or owner of the roadbuilding tractor, 
scraper, machinery or like roadbuilding equipment of any kind 
resides, or the county in which the sale or repair is consumated, 
within three months from the date of the sale, or repair, a state¬ 
ment in writing, verified by the oath of the person claiming the 
lien, or of some other person having knowledge of the facts, con¬ 
taining the amount of the demand secured by the lien, a descrip¬ 
tion of the vehicle on which the lien is claimed in such a manner 
that the vehicle may be identified, and the name and address of 
the owner of the vehicle. The filing of the verified statement as 
provided herein shall constitute notice of the lien. 
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Section 2. For the enforcement of the lien, the claimant may 
have process of attachment from any court of competent jurisdic¬ 
tion: 

(1) When the claim is due and the defendant, on demand, 
fails or refuses to pay the same; or 

(2) Whether such claim is due or not, when the defendant has 
removed, or there is good reason to believe that he is about to 
remove, any vehicle on which the lien declared in Section 1 here¬ 
of exists without paying such claim. 

Section 3. A lien within the meaning of this Act shall include 
any instrument given to secure the payment of the purchase price 
of any roadbuilding tractor, scraper, machinery or like road¬ 
building equipment of any kind, for a part, for the installation of 
a part, or for the repair of such roadbuilding tractor, scraper, ma¬ 
chinery or like roadbuilding equipment of any kind, and any ac¬ 
tion for the enforcement of liens under this Act shall be governed 
by the laws now providing for the repossession of chattels and 
the enforcement of liens of mechanics and materialmen. 

Section 4. The judge of probate shall record the statement 
required herein and note thereon the time of filing; for which he 
shall receive a fee of fifteen cents a hundred words, or fraction 
thereof; such fee, if paid by the lien-holder, shall be secured to 
the lien-holder by such lien. 

Section 5. The provisions of this Act are cumulative. 

Section 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

mum of fifteen years of service as a state employee; and to provide a 
supplement to the retirement benefits of certain state employees who are 
now or will be retired by the Board of Control of the Employees’ Re¬ 
tirement System under the provisions of Act 515, approved July 9, 1945; 
to set forth the requirements under which said retirement and supple¬ 
mental benefits shall be granted; and to provide for the management 
of the fund from which said assistance payments shall be made; and to 
repeal Act 40 approved June 3, 1953 relating to certain benefits to retired 
state employees, and to provide the appropriation necessary to carry out 
the provisions of this Act. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby provided (1) an annual benefit in 
equal monthly installments to any state employee who had at¬ 
tained age sixty on or before October 1, 1945, who declined mem¬ 
bership in the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama in the 
manner prescribed by law and who retires as a state employee 
after completing a minimum of fifteen years of such service; and 
(2) to further provide a supplement to the retirement benefits of 
certain state employees who are now or will be retired by the 
Board of Control of the Employees’ Retirement System under 
the provisions of Act 515, approved July 9, 1945. (3) To further 

provide an annual benefit in equal monthly installments to any 
State employee, other than an elected official, who has been in¬ 
eligible for membership in the Employees’ Retirement System, 
who on or before February 1, 1958, attains age 60 and who retires 
from State service with 20 or more years of State service. 

Section 2. BENEFITS. (1) Any person approved by the Board 
of Control of the Employees’ Retirement System for a retirement 
benefit who was retired on or before January 1, 1956 as provided 
in Subsection (1) of Section 1 of this act shall be eligible to re¬ 
ceive a monthly retirement benefit allowance in an amount equal 
to three dollars times the number of years of creditable service as 
a state employee up to a maximum of thirty years of such serv¬ 
ice. (2) Any person approved by the Board of Control of the 
Employees’ Retirement System for a retirement benefit who 
retires subsequent to January 1, 1956 as provided in Subsection 
(1) of Section 1 of this act shall be eligible to receive a monthly 
retirement benefit allowance in an amount equal to two and one- 
half dollars times the number of years of creditable service as a 
state employee up to a maximum of twenty-five years of such 
service. (3) Any person approved by the Board of Control of 
the Employees’ Retirement System for a benefit payable under 
Subsection (2) of Section 1 of this Act, who was retired on or 
before January 1, 1956, shall be eligible to receive a supplement 
to his retirement allowance in an amount required to provide him 
with a minimum monthly retirement allowance equal to three 
dollars times the number of years of his creditable service as a 
state employee up to a maximum of thirty years of such service. 
(4) Any person approved by the Board of Control of the Em¬ 
ployees’ Retirement System for a benefit payable under Sub¬ 
section (2) of Section 1 of this act who retires subsequent to Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1956 shall be eligible to receive a supplement to his retire¬ 
ment allowance in an amount required to provide him with a 
minimum monthly retirement allowance equal to two and one- 
half dollars times the number of years of his creditable service 
as a state employee up to a maximum of twenty-five years of 
such service. (5) Any person approved by the Board of Control 
of the Employees’ Retirement System for a retirement benefit 
who retires from service subsequent to February 1, 1958, as pro- 
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vided in Subsection (3) of Section 1 of this act shall be eligible to 
receive a monthly benefit allowance in an amount equal to two 
and one-half dollars times the number of years of creditable 
service as a State employee up to a maximum of twenty-five 
years of such service. 

Section 3. (1) Any person approved by the Board of Control 

of the Employees’ Retirement System for a disability benefit pay¬ 
able under Subsection (2) of Section 1 of this act who was re¬ 
tired on or before January 1, 1956 shall be eligible to receive a 
supplement to his disability retirement allowance in an amount 
required to provide him with a minimum monthly retirement al¬ 
lowance of seventy-five per cent of three dollars times the num¬ 
ber of years of his creditable service as a state employee up to a 
maximum of thirty years of such service. (2) Any person ap¬ 
proved by the Board of Control of the Employees’ Retirement 
System for a disability benefit payable under Subsection (2) of 
Section 1 of this Act who retires subsequent to January 1, 1956 
shall be eligible to receive a supplement to his disability retire¬ 
ment allowance in an amount required to provide him with a 
minimum monthly retirement allowance of seventy-five per cent 
of two and one-half dollars times the number of years of his cred¬ 
itable service as a state employee up to a maximum of twenty- 
five years of such service. 

Section 4. The Board of Control of the Employees’ Retirement 
System of Alabama shall administer all the benefits provided by 
the act under such rules and regulations as said Board of Control 
may adopt, not inconsistent herewith. Should it appear to the 
Board of Control of the Employees’ Retirement System that dur¬ 
ing any fiscal year the total amount of the benefits provided by 
this act exceeds the amount appropriated for this purpose, the 
Board of Control is hereby directed and empowered to transfer 
from the Pension Accumulation Fund of the Employees’ Retire¬ 
ment System the necessary funds to carry out the provisions of 
this act. 

Section 5. The Board of Control of the Employees’ Retire¬ 
ment System shall determine annually the amount required to 
pay the costs of the benefits provided in this act, and shall certify 
such amount, not to exceed the amount appropriated for this 
purpose, to the State Comptroller. The State Comptroller shall 
set this amount up annually as payable to the Board of Control of 
the Employees’ Retirement System for the purpose herein de¬ 
fined. 

Section 6. The payments of all benefits provided in this act 
shall be made by the State Treasurer on warrants drawn by the 
State Comptroller upon the requisitions issued by the Board of 
Control of the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama. 

Section 7. No provisions of this act shall have the effect of 
reducing the retirement allowance of any person receiving a re- 
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tirement allowance prior to the effective date of this act. 

Section 8. In addition to any amounts hereinbefore appropri¬ 
ated, there is hereby appropriated to the Board of Control of the 
Employees’ Retirement System out of the General Fund the sum 
of $20,000.00 for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1958, and 
the sum of $20,000.00 for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1959, for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act.

Section 4 of Act No. 85 adopted at the 1956 Special 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama entitled “An Act To au¬ 
thorize the issuance of not more than four million dollars in 
principal amount of general obligation bonds of the State of Ala¬ 
bama, for the purpose of financing the construction, improvement, 
and equipment of buildings, and acquiring sites therefor, at the 
Alabama State Hospitals and at the Partlow State School for 
Mental Deficients; to make an appropriation for the payment of 
such bonds; to exempt the bonds and the interest thereon from 
taxation; and to make provision for the terms, specifications, 
execution, sale and issuance of the bonds, and for the disposition 
of the proceeds thereof.” be and the said section is hereby amend¬ 
ed so that it shall read as follows: 

“Section 4. The bonds may be sold, executed and delivered 
from time to time and may be in such forms, denominations, num¬ 
bers, and series, and of such tenor and maturities, may bear such 
date or dates, may be in registered or bearer form either as to 
principal or interest or both, may be payable in such installments 
and at such time or times, may be payable at such place or places 
within or without the State of Alabama, may bear interest at such 
rate or rates, not to exceed four and one-half per cent per annum 
payable semiannually and evidenced in such manner, may con- 
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tain provisions for redemption at the option of the State at such 
date or dates prior to their maturity and upon payment of such re¬

redeemed. When each series of the bonds is issued, the maturities 
of the bonds of that series shall, to such extent as may be prac¬ 
ticable, be so arranged that during each then succeeding fiscal 
year of the state the aggregate installments of principal and in¬ 
terest that will mature on all bonds that will be outstanding here¬ 
under, immediately following the issuance of the bonds of that

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 15 of Act No. 1, H. 46, approved May 22, 
1945 (General Acts of Alabama, 1945, p. 1), entitled “An Act to 
conserve natural resources of the State of Alabama and to pre¬ 
vent the waste thereof by providing for the regulation, control, 
and supervision of the drilling for and the production and use of 
oil and gas in the State of Alabama and to provide funds therefor 
by the levy of a charge of twenty-five dollars upon each well 
drilled in search of oil and gas in Alabama and a tax equal in 
amount to two per cent of the gross value, at the point of produc¬ 
tion, of oil and gas produced in Alabama,” is amended to read as 
follows: 

Section 15. Any interested person aggrieved by any rule, regu¬ 
lation or order made or promulgated by the Board hereunder, and 
who may be dissatisfied therewith, shall within ninety days from 
the date said order, rule or regulation was promulgated, have the 
right, regardless of the amount involved, to file a suit in the Cir¬ 
cuit Court in Equity of the county in which all or part of the 
aggrieved person's property affected by any such rule, regulation 
or order is situated, to test the validity of said rule, regulation or 
order promulgated by the Board. Such suit shall be advanced for 
trial and be determined as expeditiously as feasible, and no post¬

In such trials the va¬ 
lidity of any rule, regulation or order made or promulgated here¬ 
under shall be deemed prima facie valid, and the Court shall be 
limited in its consideration to a review of the record of the pro¬ 
ceedings before the Board, and no new or additional evidence 
shall be received. 

The reviewing court shall limit its consideration to the follow¬ 
ing:

D. Whether the rule, regulation or order is reasonable. 

E. Whether the rule, regulation or order is unsupported by the 
evidence.

The chairman shall call an organizational meeting of 
the committee within thirty days after the adoption of this reso¬ 
lution; and thereafter the committee shall meet at the call of the 
chairman, or at the request of any three members of the commit¬ 
tee. Committee members shall receive no compensation for the 
duties herein required of them.

AN ACT 

To provide for the Court of Criminal Appeals of Alabama. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The Court of Criminal Appeals shall consist of 
th "ee members who shall have the same qualifications as those 
required for justices of the Supreme Court. 

Section 2. The judges of the Court of Criminal Appeals shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of the State, and shall hold of- 
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fice for a term of six years, and until their successors are elected 
and qualified. 

Section 3. All other officers and personnel of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals shall be the corresponding officers and employees of the 
Court of Criminal Appeals with the same compensation and du¬ 
ties. 

Section 4. In case of vacancy in the office of any of the judges, 
such vacancy shall be filled as provided by law for filling vacan¬ 
cies in other constitutional courts. 

Section 5. The judge of the court who has served the longest 
in such capacity shall be its presiding judge, and in all cases of 
equal seniority, the presiding judge shall be selected by lot from 
the judges of equal seniority, and shall serve as such presiding 
judge for the term which he is then filling as a judge of said court. 

Section 6. The salary of each judge of the Court of Criminal 
Appeals shall be the same as the salaries of the justices of the 
Supreme Court of Alabama, and shall be paid in the same man¬ 
ner as the salaries of the justices of the Supreme Court are paid. 

Section 7. The judges of said court shall remain in Montgom¬ 
ery during the terms of the court. 

Section 8. Regular terms of the Court of Criminal Appeals 
shall commence on the first Monday of October in each year and 
continue until and including the last day of June of the ensuing 
year, but the court may, in its discretion, adjourn from time to 
time. The term of the Court of Appeals which may be in session 
at the time when this act takes effect shall continue as the term 
of the Court of Criminal Appeals. 

Section 9. The provisions of the present law relative to the 
divisions of the State and the call of the divisions of the Supreme 
Court shall apply to the Court of Criminal Appeals; provided, 
however, that said Court of Criminal Appeals may change the 
time of said calls in the event it becomes necessary to avoid inter¬ 
ference with the calls of the Supreme Court, and that notice of 
such changes be given to the several clerks of all the courts from 
which appeals may be taken directly to said Court of Criminal 
Appeals. 

Section 10. During the sitting of the court, all cases at issue 
may be submitted at any time without oral argument by consent 
of the parties or upon ten days’ notice to the opposite party or his 
counsel of record, which notice shall specify the date upon which 
the case is to be submitted. The court may, in its discretion, per¬ 
mit oral argument at the time of such submission. The cause is at 
issue within the meaning of this section when the record may, 
with reasonable expedition, be prepared by the clerk of the lower 
court as determined by the Court of Criminal Appeals. 
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Section 11. Applications for mandamus, certiorari, or other 
remedial or extraordinary writs, emanating in any criminal or 
quasi-criminal cause from any part of the State, may be heard on 
any motion day; or, by consent of the parties, may be submitted 
without oral argument at any time during the sitting of the court. 

Section 12. The judges of said Court of Criminal Appeals shall 
each have authority to issue writs of certiorari and supersedeas 
to all inferior courts, subject to the limitations prescribed by law. 

Section 13. In the absence of a judge of the Court of Crim¬ 
inal Appeals, or in case of the disqualification of a judge, the 
other two can hold court and decide cases and announce the re¬ 
sult. 

Section 14. The court may, whenever it deems proper, order 
and hold a special term. 

Section 15. Suitable and adequate quarters for the holding of 
the sessions of the court and for the use of the judges and other 
officers and employees of the court shall be provided. 

Section 16. The Court of Criminal Appeals shall conform to 
the laws and rules now or hereafter passed to govern the Supreme 
Court of Alabama with respect to the writing and publication of 
opinions, and the Supreme Court reporter shall report the opin¬ 
ions and decisions of said Court of Criminal Appeals in all respects 
as he is now, or hereafter may be, required by law to report the 
decisions and opinions of the Supreme Court, and for such serv¬ 
ices the said reporter shall receive the same compensation that he 
is now, or hereafter may be, authorized by law to receive for like 
services rendered with respect to the Supreme Court decisions 
and opinions. The opinions and decisions of said Court of Crim¬ 
inal Appeals so reported shall be printed and bound in the same 
general manner and style as the Supreme Court reports, and 
shall be styled “Alabama Criminal Reports,” and shall be num¬ 
bered in continuation of the present number of the “Alabama 
Appellate Court Reports,” and shall be numbered seriatim, and 
the expense of publishing the same shall be paid as the expense 
of publishing the Supreme Court reports is paid. 

Section 17. All cases which have been filed and submitted in 
the Supreme Court or Court of Appeals on the effective date of 
this act shall continue in said respective courts for final disposi¬ 
tion. All other cases shall be filed in or transferred to the Su¬ 
preme Court or Court of Criminal Appeals, as may be appropri¬ 
ate. All criminal and quasi-criminal cases on the docket of the 
Court of Appeals are, upon the effective date of this act, trans¬ 
ferred to the Court of Criminal Appeals. From and after the 
effective date hereof, no further appeals in civil cases shall be 
taken to the Court of Appeals or the Court of Criminal Appeals. 

Section 18. All laws pertaining to the Court of Appeals of 
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Alabama which are not inconsistent with the provisions hereof 
or of the constitutional amendment constituting the Court of 
Criminal Appeals of Alabama shall apply to the Court of Criminal 
Appeals. All laws or parts thereof inconsistent with the provi¬ 
sions hereof and of the constitutional amendment constituting the 
Court of Criminal Appeals are, to the extent of such inconsistency, 
hereby repealed. 

Section 19. This act shall become effective upon the procla¬ 
mation of the Governor that the constitutional amendment con¬ 
stituting the Court of Criminal Appeals has been adopted.

Section 7. That the provisions of this act are severable. If 
any part of it is declared unconstitutional or invalid, such declara¬ 
tion shall not affect the parts that remain.

AN ACT 

To make an appropriation to the State Superintendent of Education 
for the purpose of contracting with Tuskegee Institute for undergraduate 
and graduate instruction of Alabama residents in engineering, veterinary 
medicine, nursing, home economics and agriculture. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The sum of $350,000.00 is hereby appropriated from 
any funds in the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, not 
otherwise appropriated, to the State Superintendent of Education 
in each of the fiscal years ending September 30,1958 and Septem¬ 
ber 30,1959, to be released upon the approval of the Governor, for 
the purpose of contracting with Tuskegee Institute for: (a) under¬ 
graduate and graduate instruction of Alabama residents in engi¬ 
neering and veterinary medicine; (b) under-graduate four-year 
professional course leading to the Bachelor of Science degree in 
nursing; and (c) graduate instruction in home economics and 
agriculture. The State Superintendent of Education shall nego¬ 
tiate contracts and expend the appropriations in accordance with 
those rules and regulations promulgated by the State Board of 
Education in compliance with Act No. 64, approved June 1, 1945, 
(General Acts of Alabama, 1945, S. 35, p. 61): Provided, that of 
those students seeking a degree in nursing, only those who enter 
into agreements with the State Superintendent of Education to 
practice their profession of nursing within the State of Alabama 
for at least two years after their graduation shall be aided by any 
funds provided by this Act. 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective on October 1, 1957.

AN ACT 

To further amend Sections 57, 58, 59 and 60 of Title 2 of the Code of 
Alabama of 1940, as amended, which relate to the sale and distribution 
of commercial feeds. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 57 of Title 2 of the Code of Alabama of 
1940, as amended, is hereby further amended to read: 

“Section 57. Every lot or parcel of commercial feeds sold or 
offered for sale or distributed in this State shall have affixed 
thereto a tag or label, in a conspicuous place on the outside there¬ 
of, containing a legible and plainly printed statement in the Eng¬ 
lish language, clearly and truly certifying: the net weight of the 
package (provided that all commercial feeds shall be in standard 
weight bags or packages of twenty-five, fifty, one hundred, one 
hundred and fifty, or two hundred pounds, except that packages 
weighing five pounds, eight and one-third pounds, or ten pounds, 
net, may be furnished to retailers in fifty or one hundred pound 
containers and sold only when the packages are tagged or labeled 
as provided in this Article, and the fifty or one hundred pound 
container has affixed thereto a one cent tax stamp, or a one-half 
cent tax stamp, as the case may be, unless the person selling it has 
been granted a permit to pay the tax monthly in lieu of attach¬ 
ing stamps); the name, brand, or trademark under which the ar¬ 
ticle is sold; the name and address of the manufacturer, jobber, 
or importer; the common names of each of all the ingredients of 
which the article is composed; the minimum percentage of crude 
protein, the minimum percentage of crude fat, and the maximum 
percentage of crude fiber. For mineral feeds the list shall include 
the following if added: Minimum and maximum percentage of 
calcium (Ca), minimum percentage of phosphorus (P), minimum 
percentage of iodine (I), and minimum and maximum percent¬ 
ages of salt (NaCl). Other mineral substances which occur in 
the amount of one-tenth of one per cent or more shall be de¬ 
clared. Products sold solely as mineral and/or vitamin supple¬ 
ments and guaranteed as specified in this Section need not show 
guarantees for protein, fat and fiber. Constituents shall be deter¬ 
mined by the methods in use at the time by the Association of 
Official Agricultural Chemists of the United States.” 

Section 2. Section 58 of Title 2 of the Code of Alabama of 
1940 is amended to read: 

“Section 58. Before any person shall sell or offer for sale or 
distribute in this State any commercial feeds, he or they shall 
file with the Commissioner a certified copy of the statement spec¬ 
ified in the preceding section for each brand of commercial feeds, 
said certified copy to be accompanied by a fee of two dollars 
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($2.00) for each brand offered for registration, and it is further 
provided that said brand shall be registered each fiscal year. 
Upon failure of any person to file with the Commissioner said 
certified copy, accompanied by said fee of two dollars ($2.00) for 
each brand offered for registration before the sale or offering for 
sale or distribution of said brand in the State of Alabama, said 
person shall thereafter be required to pay ten dollars ($10.00) for 
each such brand offered for registration, sold or offered for sale 
or distribution in Alabama”. 

Section 3. Section 59 of Title 2 of the Code of Alabama of 
1940, as amended, is hereby further amended to read: 

“Section 59. Each and every person manufacturing or selling 
or offering for sale or distributing any commercial feeds as de¬ 
fined in Section 56 of this Article shall pay to the Commissioner a 
stamp tax, or inspection fee, of twenty cents per ton for each ton 
of commercial feeds sold or offered for sale or distributed in this 
State, and shall affix to, or accompany with each lot shipped in 
bulk, or each bag or parcel of such commercial feeds, a stamp to 
be furnished by the Commissioner, specifying that all charges 
provided for in this Section have been paid. Any person may 
make application to the Commissioner for a permit to report the 
tonnage of commercial feeds sold or distributed and pay the tax 
or inspection fee of twenty cents per ton as hereinbefore men¬ 
tioned on the basis of such report in lieu of affixing or furnishing 
tax stamps. The Commissioner may grant, in his discretion, the 
permit and allow proper credit for any stamps on hand in posses¬ 
sion of the person being granted the permit. All permits shall be 
conditioned on the applicant’s agreeing to keep such records as 
may be necessary to indicate accurately the tonnage and kind of 
commercial feeds sold or distributed and as are satisfactory to 
the Commissioner, and granting the Commissioner, or his duly 
authorized representative, permission to examine such records 
and verify the statement of tonnage. The report shall be certified 
as correct on forms furnished by the Commissioner, and shall be 
filed in the office of the Commissioner. The report of tonnage and 
tax shall be due and payable to the Commissioner on or before the 
twentieth day of each month, which report and payment shall 
cover the tonnage and kind of commercial feeds sold or distrib¬ 
uted during the preceding month. Each remittance shall be ac¬ 
companied by a certificate stating that the amount remitted is 
correct. If the report is not filed and the tax paid by the twen¬ 
tieth day of the month following due date, or if the report of ton¬ 
nage is false, the Commissioner may revoke the permit; and, if 
the tax is unpaid after the twentieth day of the month, the Com¬ 
missioner is authorized to add ten per cent to the amount of tax 
already due as a penalty for the failure of such person to make 
such report and payment on the date as herein required and shall 
proceed to collect such stamp tax, together with all costs incident 
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to such collection, including the penalty. The sale or offering for 
sale or distribution by any persons of commercial feeds in this 
State without the tax stamps attached to the packages, bags, con¬ 
tainers, or parcels, or furnished with bulk lots, or without report¬ 
ing and paying the tax within thirty days from the due date, shall 
constitute sufficient cause for cancellation of all registrations, and 
the Commissioner shall so cancel all registrations filed by said 
persons, and no further registrations shall be accepted until the 
past due reports shall have been filed and the tax, plus the ten 
per cent penalty shall have been paid in full. The term “distrib¬ 
ute” or “distributed” as used in this article in connection with 
commercial feeds shall include commercial feeds supplied, fur¬ 
nished, exchanged or used for the feeding or growing of livestock, 
animals or poultry under a contract, lease or agreement whereby 
commercial feeds are furnished or supplied to a person for the 
purpose of growing, producing or feeding livestock, poultry or 
domestic animals whether such commercial feeds are sold to such 
persons or not.” 

Section 4. Section 60 of Title 2 of the Code of Alabama of 
1940, as amended, is hereby further amended to read: 

“Section 60. Whenever any commercial feeds as defined in 
Section 56 of this Article are kept for sale in bulk, stored in bins, 
or otherwise, the person keeping the same for sale shall keep on 
hand cards upon which shall be printed the statement required 
by the provisions of Section 57 of this Article; and when such 
feeds are sold or distributed at retail in bulk, or in packages be¬ 
longing to the purchaser, the person shall furnish the purchaser 
with sufficient stamps to cover the sale, unless granted a permit 
to pay the tax monthly in lieu of attaching stamps, and upon re¬ 
quest with a card or cards, upon which appear the statement re¬ 
quired by the provisions of Section 57 of this Article. Nothing in 
this Article, however, shall be construed to restrict or prohibit the 
sale or distribution of commercial feeds in bulk to each other by 
persons who mix commercial feeds for sale; but all such persons 
shall attach to such feeds a tag stating that they are to be used 
for mixing purposes only, and this tag shall give the number of 
pounds in bulk, or package, the name of the manufacturer, the 
name of the feeds, and their analysis; and a duplicate of said tag 
shall be sent to the commissioner together with a request for in¬ 
spection. The commissioner is hereby empowered to prescribe 
the form of such tax stamps; but no stamp or label shall be used 
or authorized by him until the same has been copyrighted accord¬ 
ing to the laws of the United States patent office. Any person 
failing to comply with the provisions of this or the preceding Sec¬ 
tion shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and punished accordingly. 

Any person producing or purchasing grain or other material 
and grinding or mixing the same for the purpose of feeding his or 
its own livestock, other animals or poultry shall not be subject to 
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the provisions of this Article, provided, however, that this ex¬ 
emption shall not be applicable to such mixed feeds furnished, 
supplied or used for the growing or feeding of livestock, other 
animals or poultry under a contract, lease or agreement whereby 
commercial feeds are furnished or supplied to another person for 
the purpose of growing, producing or feeding livestock, other 
animals or poultry. It is further provided that if the inspection 
fee levied under the provisions of Section 59 hereof has been 
paid upon any concentrated commercial feeds used as a supple¬ 
ment or base for mixing purposes then such inspection fee shall 
be deducted from the gross amount of the inspection fee due on 
the total commercial feeds produced. 

Section 5. This Act shall become effective on October 1, 1957.

AN ACT 

To provide for and define mining partnerships; to regulate the same, 
and provide for the disposition or conveyance of the property of mining 
partnerships and the individual members thereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. A mining partnership exists when two or more per¬ 
sons who own or acquire a mining claim for the purpose of work¬ 
ing it and extracting coal, iron, lead, silver, gold, uranium, or other 
minerals therefrom, including oil, gas, and other hydrocarbons, 
actually engage in working the same. 

Section 2. An express agreement to become partners or to 
share the profits and losses of mining is not necessary to the for¬ 
mation or existence of a mining partnership. The relation arises 
from the ownership of shares or interest in the mine and working 
the same for the purpose of extracting the minerals therefrom. 

Section 3. A member of a mining partnership shall share in 
the profits and losses thereof in the proportion which the interest 
or share he owns in the mine bears to the whole partnership cap¬ 
ital or whole number of shares. 

Section 4. Each member of a mining partnership shall have a 
lien on the partnership property for the debts due to the creditors 
thereof, and for money advanced by him for its use. A lien shall 
exist in favor of the creditors, any agreement among the partners 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Section 5. The mining ground owned and worked by partners 
in mining, whether purchased with partnership funds or not, 
shall be partnership property. 

Section 6. One of the partners in a mining partnership may 
convey his interest in the mine and business without dissolving 
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the partnership. The purchaser, from the date of his purchase, 
becomes a member of the partnership. 

Section 7. A purchaser of an interest in the mining ground of 
a mining partnership takes such interest subject to the liens ex¬ 
isting in favor of the partners for debts due all creditors thereof, 
or advances made for the benefit of the partnership, unless he 
purchases in good faith, for a valuable consideration, without no¬ 
tice of such lien. 

Section 8. A purchaser of the interest of a partner in a mine, 
when the partnership is engaged in working it, takes with notice 
of all liens resulting from the relation of the partners to each 
other and to the creditors of the partnership. 

Section 9. No member of a mining partnership or other agent 
or manager thereof can, by a contract in writing, bind the part¬ 
nership, except by express authority derived from the members 
thereof. 

Section 10. The decision of the members owning a majority of 
the shares or interests in a mining partnership shall bind the part¬ 
nership in the conduct of its business. 

Section 11. Written contracts relating to prospecting or min¬ 
ing, or the formation of copartnership for that purpose, when 
signed by the parties thereto and indorsed by at least one witness, 
may be recorded in the office of the judge of probate of the coun¬ 
ty wherein it is proposed to prosecute the business of said copart¬ 
nership, or where the property affected by such contract is situ¬ 
ated. Such record shall be constructive notice to all persons of 
the matters contained in such contract or copartnership agree¬ 
ment. 

Section 12. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 13. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 14. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. 

Section 15. This Act shall apply in all counties having a pop¬ 
ulation of less than 63,750, according to the last or any subsequent 
federal decennial census, and shall also apply in all counties hav¬ 
ing a population in excess of 72,750, according to the last or any 
subsequent federal decennial census; but the Act shall not apply 
in any county having a population of not less than 63,750 nor 
more than 72,750, according to the last or any subsequent federal 
decennial census.

To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance, and

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama:

“salary” and “other salaries”, wherever appearing herein, shall 
mean the wages or other compensation for skill work or employ¬ 
ment for anyone performing services for the State of Alabama as 
an employee, officer or official, and shall be expended only for 
such purposes; (b) “other expenses” shall mean the operating 
costs of agencies, departments, boards, bureaus and institutions of 
the State, other than salaries and equipment purchases and shall 
be expended only for operating costs incident to the normal op¬ 
erations of such agencies, departments, boards, bureaus and in¬ 
stitutions including supplies and materials, postage, telephone, 
telegraph, express, travel expense, motor vehicle operations, 
lights, water, power, insurance and bonding, printing and bind¬ 
ing, repairs, rental and items of general expense not defined as 
“equipment purchases”, and the money appropriated therefor 
shall be expended only for such purposes; (c) “equipment pur¬ 
chases” shall mean those items of office equipment, motor vehicle 
equipment and other equipment which has an appreciable and 
calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year, and the 
money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such 
purposes.

Act No. 586 H. 346—Perry, Nice 

AN ACT 

Further regulating the traffic in narcotic drugs by forbidding unau¬ 
thorized transportation or conveying of such drugs and providing that any 
vehicle, boat, aircraft or other conveyance used in the illegal carrying 
or transportation of narcotic drugs shall be contraband and forfeited to 
the State of Alabama in the manner prescribed in this Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Except as authorized in Chapter 8 of Title 22, Code 
of Alabama, 1940, it shall be unlawful to: (a) transport, carry or 
convey any narcotic drug, as defined in Section 232 of Title 22, 
Code of 1940, as amended, in, upon or by means of any vehicle, 
boat, aircraft or other conveyance; or (b) to conceal or possess any 
such narcotic drug in or upon any vehicle, boat, aircraft or other 
conveyance, or upon the person of anyone in, or upon any vehicle, 
boat, aircraft or other conveyance; or (c) to use any vehicle, boat, 
aircraft or other conveyance to facilitate the transportation, car¬ 
riage, conveyance, concealment, receipt, possession, purchase, sale, 
barter, exchange, or giving away of any such narcotic drug. 

Section 2. Any vehicle, boat, aircraft or other conveyance 
which has been or is being used in violation of Section 1 of this 
Act or any other provision of law relating to the control of nar¬ 
cotic drugs except a vehicle, boat, aircraft or other conveyance 
used by any person as a common carrier in the transaction of 
business as such common carrier, shall be contraband and shall be 
forfeited to the State of Alabama. Such vehicle, boat, aircraft or 
other conveyance shall be seized by any peace officer or other 
person acting under authority of law in the enforcement of the 
state narcotic drug control laws, who becomes cognizant of the 
facts, or who finds narcotic drugs being illegally transported in 
such vehicles or conveyances, and such officer or person shall re¬ 
port the seizure and the facts connected therewith to the solicitor 
or a prosecuting official in the county where the seizure is made 
or, in default thereof, to the attorney general of the state. In or¬ 
der to condemn and confiscate any such vehicle, boat, aircraft or 
other conveyance it shall not be necessary for the state to show 
any actual movement of such vehicle, vessel or aircraft while 
loaded with any illegal narcotic drugs. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of such officer in the county, 
or the attorney general of the state, to institute at once or cause 
to be instituted condemnation proceedings in the circuit court by 
petition in equity in the name of the state against the property 
seized, describing the same, or against the person or persons in 
possession of said vehicles of transportation, if known, to obtain 
a decree enforcing the forfeiture. No replevin or detinue writ 
may be employed to retake possession of such seized property 
pending the forfeiture suit, but any party claiming a superior 
right may intervene by petition in said suit, and have his claim 
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adjudicated. No vehicle, boat, aircraft, or other conveyance shall 
be forfeited unless the owner thereof authorized or knowingly 
permitted its use in violation of this Act. This Act shall not apply 
to innocent parties nor shall it operate to destroy any valid lien or 
any rights under any chattel mortgage, title retention contract, or 
conditional sale contract when the holder thereof is an innocent 
party. Any claimant of a right, title or interest in seized property 
may prove that such right, title or interest is bona fide and that it 
was created without knowledge that the property was being, or 
was to be, used for the purpose charged. The judge presiding in 
said circuit court or any division thereof, may superintend and 
make all proper orders and orders of publication of notice to be 
published for all parties claiming the said vehicles, boats, air¬ 
craft or other conveyances to come in and assert their right there¬ 
to. The said court shall have authority to frame all orders of pro¬ 
cedure so as to regulate the proceedings that persons may have an 
opportunity to come in and propound their claim to the vehicles 
and other conveyances sought to be condemned. 

Section 4. Whenever a vehicle, boat, aircraft or other convey¬ 
ance is seized by an officer of the state under authority of this 
Act, the defendant in the proceedings or the claimant of the prop¬ 
erty shall have the right to execute a bond in double the value 
of such property or of any item thereof with good and sufficient 
surety, to be approved by the sheriff or the register of the cir¬ 
cuit court and conditioned that in the event the said property is 
condemned, to deliver the same to the sheriff within fifteen days 
from the date of such judgment of condemnation, and to pay any 
difference between the value of said property at the time of the 
seizure and the time of the delivery to the sheriff after condemna¬ 
tion, such difference in value to be determined by the trial court 
upon motion of any party to said cause. Upon the execution of 
such bond, the sheriff shall deliver said property to the defendant 
or claimant executing the same. Upon failure of the defendant or 
claimant to deliver the property condemned within fifteen days 
after judgment of condemnation the bond shall be returned for¬ 
feited to the register of the circuit court and execution may issue 
thereon against the principal and his sureties for the amount of 
the value of such property; or in case of the return of the property 
to the sheriff and the failure to pay the difference in value as 
above set forth, execution may issue against the principal and his 
sureties for such difference in value. 

Section 5. Any sheriff or other officer who seizes or comes 
into possession of such vehicle, boat, aircraft or other conveyance 
illegally used for the transportation of narcotic drugs in the state 
and does not know or cannot ascertain the possessor or owner 
thereof, shall advertise and sell the same according to the rules 
for selling personal property under execution, and both the court 
in condemnation proceedings, and the said officer on advertise¬ 
ment shall sell the right of all interested persons in and to said 
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vehicles, boats, aircraft and other conveyances, who aided or as¬ 
sisted in the illegal transportation or who had knowledge or 
notice thereof, or could by reasonable diligence have obtained 
knowledge or notice thereof. 

Section 6. The proceeds of the sale of any such property for¬ 
feited to the state, whether sold by court decree or by an officer 
under advertisement, shall, after paying all expenses in the cause, 
and of advertisement, as the case may be, including the costs of 
seizure and of keeping the property pending the proceedings, be 
applied as follows: one-half shall be paid into the general fund 
of the county in which the property is seized and the other one- 
half shall be paid into the general fund in the state treasury. 

Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such dec¬ 
laration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed.

AN ACT 

To provide a State scholarship program to promote the education of 
negro nurses; and making an appropriation therefor. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There shall be awarded each year twenty-one 
scholarships to the Tuskegee Institute School of Nursing for basic 
nursing education. These scholarships shall be awarded to ap¬ 
plicants from the State-at-large. They shall be distributed, in¬ 
sofar as practicable, throughout the State. 

Section 2. To be eligible to receive a scholarship provided by 
this Act a person must have been a resident of the State of Ala¬ 
bama for a period of at least one year immediately preceding the 
time of making application, must be a negro woman or man of 
good character, and shall have been accepted for matriculation 
by the authorities of Tuskegee Institute and shall have met the 
requirements for professional nursing education as determined by 
the Tuskegee Institute School of Nursing. Applications for schol¬ 
arships shall be made to Tuskegee Institute School of Nursing. 

Section 3. Each scholarship provided for by this Act shall be 
in the amount of Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars payable from 
funds appropriated to Tuskegee Institute School of Nursing for 
this purpose. A scholarship may either be renewed by the 
School of Nursing for the same student or awarded to another 
applicant for the scholarship. Appropriate competitive exam¬ 
inations of aptitude and ability shall be administered to the ap¬ 
plicants by the Tuskegee Institute School of Nursing. The results 
of the examinations shall be used as guides in the selection of the 
recipients of the scholarship from the various geographical areas 
of the State. In case a scholarship student fails to complete the 
course prescribed for the Baccalaureate degree in Nursing, that 
student must repay the amount of the scholarship funds used. 
Any funds thus collected may be used as scholarship assistance 
for another nursing student. A scholarship student must agree 
to practice professional nursing in the State of Alabama for at 
least one year after completing the course at Tuskegee Institute. 

Section 4. There is hereby appropriated for the fiscal years 
ending September 30, 1958, and ending September 30, 1959, to the 
State Board of Education for the purpose of contracting with the 
Tuskegee Institute School of Nursing out of any funds in the 
State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of Four 
Thousand Two Hundred ($4,200.00) Dollars to be used solely for 
paying scholarships provided for by this Act. Any funds remain¬ 
ing unexpended from the appropriation of September 30, 1958, 
shall not revert or lapse, but shall be available for expenditure 
during the fiscal year ending September 30, 1959; provided, how- 
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ever, any funds remaining unexpended from the appropriation 
for either year shall revert on September 30, 1959, to the fund 
from which the appropriation is made.

AN ACT 

To provide a State scholarship program to promote the education of 
nurses; and making an appropriation therefor. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There shall be awarded each year sixty-seven 
scholarships to the University of Alabama School of Nursing for 
basic nursing education. These scholarships shall be awarded to 
applicants from the State-at-Large. They shall be distributed, 
insofar as practicable, throughout the State. 

Section 2. To be eligible to receive a scholarship provided by 
this Act a person must have been a resident of the State of Ala¬ 
bama for a period of at least one year immediately preceding the 
time of making application, must be a young woman or man of 
good character, and shall have been accepted for matriculation 
by the authorities of the University of Alabama and shall have 
met the requirements for professional nursing education as de¬ 
termined by the University of Alabama School of Nursing. Ap¬ 
plications for scholarships shall be made to the University of Ala¬ 
bama School of Nursing. 

Section 3. Each scholarship provided for by this Act shall be 
in the amount of Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars payable from 
funds appropriated to the University of Alabama School of Nurs¬ 
ing for this purpose. A scholarship may either be renewed by the 
School of Nursing for the same student or awarded to another 
applicant for the scholarship. Appropriate competitive exam¬ 
inations of aptitude and ability shall be administered to the ap¬ 
plicants by the University of Alabama School of Nursing. The 
results of the examinations shall be used as guides in the selection 
of the recipients of the scholarship from the various geographical 
areas of the State. In case a scholarship student fails to complete 
the course prescribed for the Baccalaureate degree in Nursing, 
that student must repay the amount of scholarship funds used. 
Any funds thus collected may be used as scholarship assistance 
for another nursing student. A scholarship student must agree to 
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practice professional nursing in the State of Alabama for at least 
one year after completing the course at the University of Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 4. There is hereby appropriated for the fiscal years 
ending September 30, 1958, and ending September 30, 1959, to the 
University of Alabama School of Nursing out of any funds in the 
State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of Thirteen 
Thousand Four Hundred ($13,400.00) Dollars to be used solely 
for paying scholarships provided for by this Act. Any funds re¬ 
maining unexpended from the appropriation on September 30, 
1958, shall not revert or lapse, but shall be available for expendi¬ 
tures during the fiscal year ending September 30, 1959; provided, 
however, any funds remaining unexpended from the appropria¬ 
tion for either year shall revert on September 30, 1959, to the fund 
from which the appropriation is made. 

Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to the composition of the militia of the State. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The militia of this State shall consist of all able- 
bodied male citizens, and all other able-bodied males who have 
declared their intention to become citizens of the United States, 
between the ages of seventeen and forty-five, and who are resi¬ 
dents of the State, and of such other persons male and female, as 
may, upon their own application, be enlisted or commissioned 
therein pursuant to any provisions of this chapter, subject, how¬ 
ever, to such exceptions and exemptions as are now, or may 
hereafter be created by the laws of the United States, or by the 
Legislature of this State, it being specifically provided that, in 
the event federal laws, or rules and regulations promulgated pur¬ 
suant thereto, authorize and permit service in units or organiza¬ 
tions of the organized militia, as hereinafter defined, by persons 
of more than forty-five years of age, such persons are hereby au¬ 
thorized to continue to serve in the organized militia for so long 
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as may be allowed by such laws, rules or regulations, all other 
conditions, qualifications or requirements as to eligibility for 
service being complied with. All affairs pertaining to the state 
military forces shall be administered by a state military depart¬ 
ment, which shall be headed by the Adjutant General, who shall 
be responsible to the Governor as Commander-in-Chief. 

Section 2. The militia of the State shall be divided into the 
organized militia, the retired list and the unorganized militia, 
which together shall constitute the state military forces. The 
organized militia shall be composed of an Army National Guard 
and an Air National Guard which forces, together with an inac¬ 
tive National Guard, shall comprise the Alabama National Guard; 
the Alabama Naval Militia; and the Alabama State Guard, when¬ 
ever any such force is organized by the Governor pursuant to ex¬ 
isting laws. The National Guard, Army or Air, shall consist of 
such organizations and units as the Commander-in-Chief may 
from time to time authorize to be formed, all to be organized ini 
accordance with the laws of the United States affecting the Na¬ 
tional Guard, Army and Air, and the regulations issued by the 
appropriate Secretary of the Department of Defense. 

Section 3. The unorganized militia shall consist of all able- 
bodied male resident citizens of the State and all able-bodied 
resident males of like ages who have declared their intention to 
become citizens of the United States between the ages of seven¬ 
teen and forty-five, and of such other persons, male and female, 
as may, upon their own application, be enlisted or commissioned 
therein, subject to any existing law, who are not serving in any 
force of the organized militia and who are not on the State re¬ 
tired list. 

Section 4. All laws or parts of laws, local, special or general, 
in conflict with the provisions hereof, are hereby specifically re¬ 
pealed. 

Section 5. The provisions of this act shall become effective 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor or its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Authorizing, directing and requiring every city and county board of 
education, the state board of education, and the governing boards of the 
University of Alabama, the Alabama Polytechnic Institute and Alabama 
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College to employ, upon application, certain retired teachers; providing 
for the duties and compensation of such teachers; providing for partici¬ 
pation in the federal old age and survivors insurance program by such 
teachers; and making an appropriation out of the special educational 
trust fund for the purpose of reimbursing the appointing boards for the 
cost of employing such teachers. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Every city and county board of education in this 
State, the state board of education, and the governing boards of 
the University of Alabama, the Alabama Polytechnic Institute 
and Alabama College are hereby authorized, directed and re¬ 
quired to employ, upon application, any teacher who had at¬ 
tained age sixty-five on or before October 1,1955, who has retired 
under the teachers’ retirement system of Alabama, and who has 
not qualified for Social Security benefits under United States 
Social Security law. Application shall be made under such rules 
and regulations as may be promulgated and adopted by the state 
board of education. 

Section 2. Such teachers as are employed under the provisions 
of this Act shall be employed by the appointing board on a twelve 
months basis, and shall perform such regular duties and services 
as may be required by the appointing board, including service 
as graders, tutors, advisers, or substitute teachers. Such teachers 
shall receive a salary of one hundred dollars ($100.00) per quar¬ 
ter, payable out of any funds appropriated for the use of the ap¬ 
pointing board. But nothing contained herein shall be construed 
as prohibiting teachers employed under the provisions of this 
Act from receiving any retirement benefits to which such teach¬ 
ers are now entitled by law. 

Section 3. All provisions of law with respect to participation 
and coverage in the federal old age and survivors insurance pro¬ 
gram by other teachers covered under the teachers’ retirement 
system of Alabama shall be applicable to the teachers employed 
under the provisions of this Act, including deductions from the 
salaries of such teachers for participation in such program, but 
no other deductions for any purpose whatsoever shall be made 
from the salaries of such teachers, any provision of law to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

Section 4. There is hereby appropriated out of the special 
educational trust fund to the state department of education for 
the biennium ending September 30, 1959, the sum of thirty-five 
thousand dollars ($35,000.00), to be used solely and exclusively 
by the state department of education to reimburse the various ap¬ 
pointing boards for the actual cost of the salaries of such teachers 
as may be employed under the provisions of this Act. Reim¬ 
bursement shall be made on a quarterly basis, and shall be made 
in accordance with rules and regulations promulgated and adopt-, 
ed by the State board of education. The state board of education 
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may require the appointing boards to submit such statements or 
reports as it deems necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
Act. Any unexpended balance of the appropriation herein made 
which has not been expended during the biennium ending Sep¬ 
tember 30, 1959, shall revert to the special educational trust fund 
on that date. 

Section 5. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1957.

AN ACT 

To amend Title 28, Sections 317 and 325 of the Code of Alabama 1940, 
as amended, which relates to the State Insurance Fund. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature oj Alabama: 

Section 1. To amend Title 28, Section 317, Code of Alabama, 
as amended, is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 317. State Insurance Fund.—There shall be a fund, 
to be known as the State Insurance Fund, carried by the State 
Treasurer for the purpose of insuring against loss by fire, light¬ 
ning, windstorm, and hail, or fire and all the perils included under 
extended coverage, on buildings in which title in whole or in part 
is vested in the State of Alabama or any of its agencies or insti¬ 
tutions, or in which funds provided by the state have been used for 
the purchase of the land, construction of the building, purchase 
or maintenance of any equipment, furniture, fixtures, or supplies 
in such building; and all public school buildings together with the 
contents of all such buildings, provided, however, that this Sec¬ 
tion shall neither repeal or in any manner affect the provisions 
of any local act of the legislature or any general act of local appli¬ 
cation authorizing City or County Boards of Education to insure 
school buildings and property either in the State Insurance Fund 
or in an insurance company, whichever in the opinion of such 
Board provides the best coverage for such school buildings and 
property.” 

Section 2. That Title 28, Section 325, Code of Alabama 1940, 
as amended, is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 325. Limit of expenditures from fund.—No part of 
these funds shall be used to increase the salary of any state em¬ 
ployee. Only the salary of the designated administrator, steno¬ 
graphic secretary, inspector, clerical force, and such other ex¬ 
pense as may be necessary for the efficient administration of the 
provisions of this article shall be paid from these funds. Such 
expenditures shall be limited to that amount appropriated by the 
Legislature, and all such expenditures shall be limited to six per¬ 
cent of the amount of premiums written in each year, or so much 
thereof as may be required. All employees as provided in this 
Section shall be subject to the Merit System Act.” 

Section 3. This act shall become effective on October 1, 1957.

AN ACT 

To amend Act No. 193, approved July 16, 1953, (General Acts of 1953, 
Page 247) entitled: “An Act Relating to insurance: to adopt uniform in¬ 
dividual accident and sickness policy provisions, and to repeal all laws 
in conflict herewith.” 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The title of Act No. 193, approved July 16, 1953 
(Acts of 1953, page 247) is amended to read as follows: “An Act 
Relating to insurance: to adopt uniform individual policy pro¬ 
visions for accident and sickness, hospitalization, and medical 
care insurance contracts; and to repeal all laws in conflict here¬ 
with.” 

Section 2. Said Act No. 193, approved July 16, 1953, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. Definition of Accident and Sickness Insurance 
Policy.—The term ‘policy of accident and sickness insurance’ as 
used herein includes any policy or contract covering insurance 
against loss resulting from sickness or from bodily injury or death 
by accident, or both, and includes hospitalization and medical 
care insurance. 

“Section 2. Form of Policy.— (A) No policy of accident and 
sickness insurance shall be delivered or issued for delivery to any 
person in this state unless: 

“(1) the entire money and other considerations therefor are 
expressed therein; and 

“ (2) the time at which the insurance takes effect and termi¬ 
nates is expressed therein; and 

“ (3) it purports to insure only one person, except that a policy 
may insure, originally or by subsequent amendment, upon the 
application of an adult member of a family who shall be deemed 
the policyholder, any two or more eligible members of that fam¬ 
ily, including husband, wife, dependent children or any children 
under a specified age which shall not exceed nineteen years and 
any other person dependent upon the policy holder; and 

“ (4) the style, arrangement and over-all appearance of the 
policy give no undue prominence to any portion of the text, and 
unless every printed portion of the text of the policy and of any 
endorsements or attached papers is plainly printed in light-faced 
type of a style in general use, the size of Which shall be uniform 
and not less than ten-point with a lower-case unspaced alphabet 
length not less than one hundred and twenty-point (the ‘text’ 
shall include all printed matter except the name and address of 
the insurer, name or title of the policy, the brief description if 
any, and captions and subcaptions); and 
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“ (5) the exceptions and reductions of indemnity are set forth 
in the policy and, except those which are set forth in section 3 of 
this act, are printed, at the insurer’s option, either included with 
the benefit provision to which they apply, or under an appropri¬ 
ate caption such as ‘EXCEPTIONS’ or ‘EXCEPTIONS AND RE¬ 
DUCTIONS,’ provided that if an exception or reduction specifi¬ 
cally applies only to a particular benefit of the policy, a statement 
of such exception or reduction shall be included with the benefit 
provision to which it applies; and 

“ (6) each such form, including riders and endorsements, shall 
be identified by a form number in the lower left-hand corner of 
the first page thereof; and 

“ (7) it contains no provision purporting to make any portion 
of the charter, rules, constitution, or by-laws of the insurer a part 
of the policy unless such portion is set forth in full in the policy, 
except in the case of the incorporation of, or reference to, a state¬ 
ment of rates or classification of risks, or short-rate table filed 
with the superintendent of insurance. 

“ (B) If any policy is issued by an insurer domiciled in this 
state for delivery to a person residing in another state, and if the 
official having responsibility for the administration of the in¬ 
surance laws of such other state shall have advised the superin¬ 
tendent of insurance that any such policy is not subject to ap¬ 
proval or disapproval by such official, the superintendent may 
by ruling require that such policy meet the standards set forth in 
subsection (A) of this section and in section 3. 

“Section 3. Accident and Sickness Policy Provisions.— (A) 
Required Provisions—Except as provided in paragraph (C) of 
this section each such policy delivered or issued for delivery to 
any person in this state shall contain the provisions specified in 
this subsection in the words in which the same appear in this 
section; provided, however, that the insurer may, at its option, 
substitute for one or more of such provisions corresponding pro¬ 
visions of different wording approved by the superintendent 
which are in each instance not less favorable in any respect to 
the insured or the beneficiary. Such provisions shall be preceded 
individually by the caption appearing in this subsection or, at 
the option of the insurer, by such appropriate individual or group 
captions or subcaptions as the superintendent may approve. 

“(1) A provision as follows: Entire Contract; Changes: This 
policy, including the endorsements and the attached papers, if 
any, constitutes the entire contract of insurance. No change in 
this policy shall be valid until approved by an executive officer 
of the insurer and unless such approval be endorsed hereon or 
attached hereto. No agent has authority to change this policy or 
to waive any of its provisions. 
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“ (2) A provision as follows: Time Limit on Certain Defenses: 
(a) After two years from the date of issue of this policy no mis¬ 
statements, except fraudulent misstatements materially related 
to applicant’s insurability, made by the applicant in the applica¬ 
tion for such policy shall be used to void the policy or to deny a 
claim for loss incurred or disability (as defined in the policy) 
commencing after the expiration of such two year period. 

“The foregoing policy provision shall not be so construed as to 
affect any legal requirement for avoidance of a policy or denial 
of a claim during such initial two year period, nor to limit the ap¬ 
plication of section 3 (B), (1), (2), (3), (4) and (5) in the event 
of misstatement with respect to age or occupation or other in¬ 
surance. A policy which the insured has the right to continue in 
force subject to its terms by the timely payment of premium (1) 
until at least age 50 or, (2) in the case of a policy issued after age 
44, for at least five years from its date of issue, may contain in lieu 
of the foregoing the following provision (from which the clause 
in parentheses may be omitted at the insurer’s option) under 
the caption ‘INCONTESTABLE’: 

“After this policy has been in force for a period of two years 
during the lifetime of the insured (excluding any period during 
which the insured is disabled), it shall become incontestable as to 
the statements contained in the application. 

“ (b) No claim for loss incurred or disability (as defined in the 
policy) commencing after two years from the date of issue of this 
policy shall be reduced or denied on the ground that a disease or 
physical condition not excluded from the coverage by name or 
specific description effective on the date of loss had existed prior 
to the effective date of coverage of this policy. 

“(3) A provision as follows: Grace Period: A grace period of 

-- , (insert a number not less than ‘10’ for monthly 

premium policies and ‘31’ for all other policies) days will be 
granted for the payment of each premium falling due after the 
first premium, during which grace period the policy shall con¬ 
tinue in force. 

“A policy in which the insurer reserves the right to refuse any 
renewal shall have, at the beginning of the above provision, un¬ 
less not less than thirty days prior to the premium due date the 
insurer has delivered to the insured or has mailed to his last ad¬ 
dress as shown by the records of the insurer written notice of its 
intention not to renew this policy beyond the period for which 
the premium has been accepted. 

“ (4) A provision as follows: Reinstatement: If any renewal 
premium be not paid within the time granted the insured for 
payment, a subsequent acceptance of premium by the insurer or 
by any agent duly authorized by the insurer to accept such pre- 
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mium, without requiring in connection therewith an application 
for reinstatement, shall reinstate the policy; provided, however, 
that if the insurer or such agent requires an application for rein¬ 
statement and issues a conditional receipt for the premium ten¬ 
dered, the policy will be reinstated upon approval of such appli¬ 
cation by the insurer or, lacking such approval, upon the forty- 
fifth day following the date of such conditional receipt unless the 
insurer has previously notified the insured in writing of its dis¬ 
approval of such application. The reinstated policy shall cover 
only loss resulting from such accidental injury as may be sus¬ 
tained after the date of reinstatement and loss due to such sick¬ 
ness as may begin more than ten days after such date. In all 
other respects the insured and insurer shall have the same rights 
thereunder as they had under the policy immediately before the 
due date of the defaulted premium, subject to any provisions en¬ 
dorsed hereon or attached hereto in connection with the rein¬ 
statement. Any premium accepted in connection with a rein¬ 
statement shall be applied to a period for which premium has not 
been previously paid, but not to any period more than sixty days 
prior to the date of reinstatement. 

“The last sentence of the above provision may be omitted from 
any policy which the insured has the right to continue in force 
subject to its terms by the timely payment of premiums (1) until 
at least age 50, or (2) in the case of a policy issued after age 44, 
for at least five years from its date of issue. 

“ (5) A provision as follows: Notice of Claim: Written notice 
of claim must be given to the insurer within twenty days after 
the occurrence or commencement of any loss covered by the 
policy, or as soon thereafter as is reasonably possible. Notice 
given by or on behalf of the insured or the beneficiary to the in¬ 
surer at ___(insert the location of such office as the 

insurer may designate for the purpose), or to any authorized 
agent of the insurer, with information sufficient to identify the 
insured, shall be deemed notice to the insurer. 

“In a policy providing a loss-of-time benefit which may be 
payable for at least two years, an insurer may at its option insert 
the following between the first and second sentences of the above 
provision: 

“Subject to the qualifications set forth below, if the insured 
suffers loss of time on account of disability for which indemnity 
may be payable for at least two years, he shall, at least once in 
every six months after having given notice of claim, give to the 
insurer notice of continuance of said disability, except in the 
event of legal incapacity. The period of six months following 
any filing of proof by the insured or any payment by the insurer 
on account of such claim or any denial of liability in whole or in 
part by the insurer shall be excluded in applying this provision. 
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Delay in the giving of such notice shall not impair the insured’s 
right to any indemnity which would otherwise have accrued dur¬ 
ing the period of six months preceding the date on which such 
notice is actually given. 

“ (6) A provision as follows: Claim Forms: The insurer, upon 
receipt of a notice of claim, will furnish to the claimant such 
forms as are usually furnished by it for filing proofs of loss. If 
such forms are not furnished within fifteen days after the giving 
of such notice the claimant shall be deemed to have complied with 
the requirements of this policy as to proof of loss upon submitting 
within the time fixed in the policy for filing proofs of loss, writ¬ 
ten proof covering the occurrence, the character and the extent 
of the loss for which claim is made. 

“(7) A provision as follows: Proofs of Loss: Written proof 
of loss must be furnished to the insurer at its said office in case of 
claim for loss for which this policy provides any periodic payment 
contingent upon the continuing loss within ninety days after the 
termination of the period for which the insurer is liable and in 
case of claim for any other loss within ninety days after the date 
of such loss. Failure to furnish such proof within the time re¬ 
quired shall not invalidate nor reduce any claim if it was not 
reasonably possible to give proof within such time, provided such 
proof is furnished as soon as reasonably possible and in no event, 
except in the absence of legal capacity, later than one year from 
the time proof is otherwise required. 

“(8) A provision as follows: Time of Payment of Claims: In¬ 
demnities payable under this policy for any loss other than loss 
for which this policy provides any periodic payment will be paid 
immediately upon receipt of due written proof of such loss. Sub¬ 
ject to due written proof of loss, all accrued indemnities for loss 
for which this policy provides periodic payment will be paid (in¬ 
sert period for payment which must not be less frequently than 
monthly) and any balance remaining unpaid upon the termina¬ 
tion of liability will be paid immediately upon receipt of due writ¬ 
ten proof. 

“(9) A provision as follows: Payment of Claims: Indemnity 
for loss of life will be payable in accordance with the beneficiary 
designation and the provisions respecting such payment which 
may be prescribed herein and effective at the time of payment. 
If no such designation or provision is then effective, such in¬ 
demnity shall be payable to the estate of the insured. Any other 
accrued indemnities unpaid at the insured’s death may, at the 
option of the insurer, be paid either to such beneficiary or to such 
estate. All other indemnities will be payable to the insured. 

“The following provisions, or either of them, may be included 
with the foregoing provision at the option of the insurer: 
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“If any indemnity of this policy shall be payable to the estate 
of the insured, or to an insured or beneficiary who is a minor or 
otherwise not competent to give a valid release, the insurer may 

pay such indemnity, up to an amount not exceeding $_ 

(insert an amount which shall not exceed $1000), to any relative 
by blood or connection by marriage of the insured or beneficiary 
who is deemed by the insurer to be equitably entitled thereto. 
Any payment made by the insurer in good faith pursuant to this 
provision shall fully discharge the insurer to the extent of such 
payment. 

“Subject to any written direction of the insured in the appli¬ 
cation or otherwise all or a portion of any indemnities provided by 
this policy on account of hospital, nursing, medical, or surgical 
services may, at the insurer’s option and unless the insured re¬ 
quests otherwise in writing not later than the time of filing 
proofs of such loss, be paid directly to the hospital or person ren¬ 
dering such services; but it is not required that the service be 
rendered by a particular hospital or person. 

“(10) A provision as follows: Physical Examinations and 
Autopsy: The insurer at its own expense shall have the right and 
opportunity to examine the person of the insured when and as 
often as it may reasonably require during the pendency of a 
claim hereunder and to make an autopsy in case of death where 
it is not forbidden by law. 

“(11) A provision as follows: Legal Actions: No action at 
law or in equity shall be brought to recover on this policy prior 
to the expiration of sixty days after written proof of loss has been 
furnished in accordance with the requirements of this policy. No 
such action shall be brought after the expiration of three years 
after the time written proof of loss is required to be furnished. 

“ (12) A provision as follows: Change of Beneficiary: Unless 
the insured makes an irrevocable designation of beneficiary, the 
right to change of beneficiary is reserved to the insured and the 
consent of the beneficiary or beneficiaries shall not be requisite 
to surrender or assignment of this policy or to any change of bene¬ 
ficiary or beneficiaries, or to any other changes in this policy. 

“The first clause of this provision, relating to the irrevocable 
designation of beneficiary, may be omitted at the insurer’s option. 

“ (B) Other Provisions—Except as provided in paragraph (C) 
of tnis section, no such policy delivered or issued for delivery to 
any person in this state shall contain provisions respecting the 
matters set forth below unless such provisions are in the words 
in which the same appear in this section; provided, however, that 
the insurer may, at its option, use in lieu of any such provision a 
corresponding provision of different wording approved by the 
superintendent of insurance which is not less favorable in any 
respect to the insured or the beneficiary. Any such provision 
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contained in the policy shall be preceded individually by the ap¬ 
propriate caption appearing in this subsection or, at the option 
of the insurer, by such appropriate individual or group captions 
or subcaptions as the superintendent may approve. 

“(1) A provision as follows: Change of Occupation: If the 
insured be injured or contract sickness after having changed his 
occupation to one classified by the insurer as more hazardous than 
that stated in this policy or while doing for compensation any¬ 
thing pertaining to an occupation so classified, the insurer will 
pay only such portion of the indemnities provided in this policy 
as the premium paid would have purchased at the rates and with¬ 
in the limits fixed by the insurer for such more hazardous occupa¬ 
tion. If the insured changes his occupation to one classified by 
the insurer as less hazardous than that stated in this policy, the 
insurer, upon receipt of proof of such change of occupation, will 
reduce the premium rate accordingly, and will return the excess 
pro-rata unearned premium from the date of change of occupa¬ 
tion or from the policy anniversary date immediately preceding 
receipt of such proof, whichever is the more recent. In applying 
this provision, the classification of occupational risk and the pre¬ 
mium rates shall be such as have been last filed by the insurer 
prior to the occurrence of the loss for which the insurer is liable 
or prior to date of proof of change in occupation with the state of¬ 
ficial having supervision of insurance in the state where the in¬ 
sured resided at the time this policy was issued; but if such filing 
was not required, then the classification of occupational risk and 
the premium rates shall be those last made effective by the in¬ 
surer in such state prior to the occurrence of the loss or prior to 
the date of proof of change of occupation. 

“ (2) A provision as follows: Misstatement of Age: If the age 
of the insured has been misstated, all amounts payable under 
this policy shall be such as the premium paid would have pur¬ 
chased at the correct age. 

“ (3) A provision as follows: Other Insurance in This Insurer: 
If an accident or sickness or accident and sickness policy or poli¬ 
cies previously issued by the insurer to the insured be in force 
concurrently herewith, making the aggregate indemnity for_ 

. .(insert type of coverage or coverages) in excess of 

$ . (insert maximum limit of indemnity or indem¬ 

nities) the excess insurance shall be void and all premiums paid 
for such excess shall be returned to the insured or to his estate. 

“or in lieu thereof: 

“Insurance effective at any one time on the insured under a 
like policy or policies in this insurer is limited to the one such 
policy elected by the insured, his beneficiary or his estate, as the 
case may be, and the insurer will return all premiums paid for all 
other such policies. 
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“ (4) A provision as follows: Insurance with Other Insurers: 
If there be other valid coverage, not with this insurer, providing 
benefits for the same loss on a provision of service basis or on 
an expense incurred basis and of which this insurer has not been 
given written notice prior to the occurrence or commencement 
of loss, the only liability under any expense incurred coverage 
of this policy shall be for such proportion of the loss as the amount 
which would otherwise have been payable hereunder plus the 
total of the like amounts under all such other valid coverages for 
the same loss of which this insurer had notice bears to the total 
like amounts under all valid coverages for such loss, and for the 
return of such portion of the premiums paid as shall exceed the 
pro-rata portion for the amount so determined. For the purpose 
of applying this provision when other coverage is on a provision 
of service basis, the dike amount’ of such other coverage shall be 
taken as the amount which the services rendered would have 
cost in the absence of such coverage. 

“If the foregoing policy provision is included in a policy which 
also contains the next following policy provision there shall be 
added to the caption of the foregoing provision the phrase ‘—EX¬ 
PENSE INCURRED BENEFITS.’ The insurer may, at its option, 
include in this provision a definition of ‘other valid coverage,’ 
approved as to form by the superintendent of insurance, which 
definition shall be limited in subject matter to coverage provided 
by organizations subject to regulation by insurance law or by in¬ 
surance authorities of this or any other state of the United States 
or any province of Canada, and by hospital or medical service 
organizations, and to any other coverage the inclusion of which 
may be approved by the superintendent. In the absence of such 
definition such term shall not include group insurance, automo¬ 
bile medical payments insurance, or coverage provided by hos¬ 
pital or medical service organizations or by union welfare plans 
or employer or employee benefit organizations. For the purpose 
of applying the foregoing policy provision with respect to any 
insured, any amount of benefit provided for such insured pur¬ 
suant to any compulsory benefit statute (including any work¬ 
men’s compensation or employer’s liability statute) whether pro¬ 
vided by a governmental agency or otherwise shall in all cases be 
deemed to be ‘other valid coverage’ of which the insurer has had 
notice.

“ (5) A provision as follows: Insurance with Other Insurers: 
If there be other valid coverage, not with this insurer, providing 
benefits for the same loss on other than an expense incurred basis 
and of which this insurer has not been given written notice prior 
to the occurrence or commencement of loss, the only liability for 
such benefits under this policy shall be for such proportion of the 
indemnities otherwise provided hereunder for such loss as the 
like indemnities of which the insurer had notice (including the 
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indemnities under this policy) bear to the total amount of all like 
indemnities for such loss, and for the return of such portion of the 
premium paid as shall exceed the pro-rata portion for the indem¬ 
nities thus determined. 


“If the foregoing policy provision is included in a policy which 
also contains the next preceding policy provision there shall be 
added to the caption of the foregoing provision the phrase 
“OTHER BENEFITS.’ The insurer may, at its option, include in 
this provision a definition of ‘other valid coverage/ approved as 
to form by the superintendent of insurance, which definition shall 
be limited in subject matter to coverage provided by organiza¬ 
tions subject to regulations by insurance law or by insurance au¬ 
thorities of this or any other state of the United States or any 
province of Canada, and to any other coverage the inclusion of 
which may be approved by the superintendent. In the absence 
of such definition such term shall not include group insurance, 
or benefits provided by union welfare plans or by employer or 
employee benefit organizations.

“The foregoing policy provision may be inserted only in a

ject to its terms by the timely payment of premiums (1) until at 
least age 50 or, (2) in the case of a policy issued after age 44, for 
at least five years from its date of issue. The insurer may, at its 
option, include in this provision a definition of Valid loss of time 
coverage/ approved as to form by the superintendent of insur¬ 
ance, which definition shall be limited in subject matter to cov¬ 
erage provided by governmental agencies or by organizations 
subject to regulation by insurance law or by insurance authorities 
of this or any other state of the United States or any province of 
Canada, or to any other coverage the inclusion of which may be 
approved by the superintendent or any combination of such cov¬ 
erages. In the absence of such definition such term shall not in¬ 
clude any coverage provided for such insured pursuant to any 
compulsory benefit statute (including any workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion or employer’s liability statute), or benefits provided by union 
welfare plans or by employer or employee benefit organizations. 

“ (7) A provision as follows: Unpaid Premium: Upon the pay¬ 
ment of a claim under this policy, any premium then due and un¬ 
paid or covered by any note or written order may de deducted 
therefrom. 

“ (8) A provision as follows: Conformity with State Statutes: 
Any provision of this policy which, on its effective date, is in con¬ 
flict with the statutes of the state in which the insured resides 
on such date is hereby amended to conform to the minimum re¬ 
quirements of such statutes. 

“(9) A provision as follows: Illegal Occupation: The insurer 
shall not be liable for any loss to which a contributing cause was 
the insured’s commission of or attempt to commit a felony or to 
which a contributing cause was the insured’s being engaged in an 
illegal occupation. 

“(10) A provision as follows: Intoxicants and Narcotics: The 
insurer shall not be liable for any loss sustained or contracted in 
consequence of the insured’s being intoxicated or under the in¬ 
fluence of any narcotic unless administered on the advice of a 
physician. 

“ (C) Inapplicable or Inconsistent Provisions—If any provision 
of this section is in whole or in part inapplicable to or inconsis¬ 
tent with the coverage provided by a particular form of policy 
the insurer, with the approval of the superintendent of insurance, 
shall omit from such policy any inapplicable provision or part of 
a provision, and shall modify any inconsistent provision or part 
of the provision in such manner as to make the provision as con¬ 
tained in the policy consistent with the coverage provided by the 
policy. 
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“ (D) Order of Certain Policy Provisions—The provisions 
which are the subject of subsections (A) and (B) of this section, 
or any corresponding provisions which are used in lieu thereof 
in accordance with such subsections, shall be printed in the con¬ 
secutive order of the provisions in such subsections or, at the 
option of the insurer, any such provision may appear as a unit 
in any part of the policy, with other provisions to which it may 
be logically related, provided the resulting policy shall not be in 
whole or in part unintelligible, uncertain, ambiguous, abstruse, or 
likely to mislead a person to whom the policy is offered, deliv¬ 
ered or issued. 

“(E) Third Party Ownership—The word ‘insured/ as used in 
this act, shall not be construed as preventing a person other than 
the insured with a proper insurable interest from making appli¬ 
cation for and owning a policy covering the insured or from being 
entitled under such a policy to any indemnities, benefits and 
rights provided therein. 

“(F) Requirements of Other Jurisdictions—(1) Any policy of 
a foreign or alien insurer, when delivered or issued for delivery 
to any person in this state, may contain any provision which is 
not less favorable to the insured or the beneficiary than the pro¬ 
visions of this act and which is prescribed or required by the 
law of the state under which the insurer is organized. 

“(2) Any policy of a domestic insurer may, when issued for 
delivery in any other state or country, contain any provision per¬ 
mitted or required by the laws of such other state or country. 

“ (G) Filing Procedure—The superintendent of insurance may 
make such reasonable rules and regulations concerning the pro¬ 
cedure for the filing or submission of policies subject to this 
act as are necessary, proper or advisable to the administration of 
this act. This provision shall not abridge any other authority 
granted the superintendent by law. 

“Section 4. Renewability. (A) Every individual policy of 
insurance providing hospital, medical or surgical benefits in 
which an insurer reserves the right to refuse renewal on an in¬ 
dividual basis shall provide, in substance, in a provision thereof 
or in an endorsement thereon or in a rider attached thereto that 
subject to the right to terminate the policy upon nonpayment of 
premium when due, such right to refuse renewal shall not be 
exercised before the renewal date occurring on, or after the near¬ 
est, each anniversary, or in the case of lapse and reinstatement 
at the renewal date occurring on, or after and nearest, each anni¬ 
versary of the last reinstatement, and that any refusal of renewal 
shall be without prejudice to any claim originating while the 
policy is in force. Subject to the right to terminate for nonpay- 
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ment of premium, the right to refuse renewal by an insurer shall 
only be exercised after having given the insured no less than 
thirty days notice in writing of the intent not to renew. 

“(B) Every individual accident and sickness insurance policy 
which is subject to renewal at the option of the insurer shall so 
indicate in a prominently captioned statement on the first page 
of such policy. 

“Section 5. Examination of Contract. Every individual acci¬ 
dent and sickness policy except single premium non-renewable 
policies or contracts, issued for delivery in the State of Alabama 
on or after the effective date of this Act by an insurance company, 
shall have printed thereon or attached thereto a notice stating in 
substance that the person to whom the policy is issued shall be 
permitted to return the policy within ten (10) days of its delivery 
to said purchaser and to have the premium paid refunded if, 
after examination of the policy, the purchaser is not satisfied 
with it for any reason. If a policyholder or purchaser pursuant to 
such notice returns the policy or contract to the company or as¬ 
sociation at its home or branch office or to the agent through 
whom it was purchased, it shall be void from the beginning and 
the parties shall be in the same position as if no policy or con¬ 
tract has been issued. 

“Section 6. Amendment of Policies by Riders or Endorse¬ 
ments. Any insurance company writing health, accident, hospital 
expense and/or medical care expense policies, may, with approval 
of the superintendent of insurance, add endorsements or riders to 
existing policies of such insurance with or without increase in 
premium; provided, there is shown separately on the endorsement 
or rider a stated premium charge for additional coverage. 

“Section 7. Requirements May be Complied with by Endorse¬ 
ment or Rider. The requirements of this Act may be complied 
with by an endorsement or rider attached to the policy. 

“Section 8. Conforming to Statute (A) Other Policy Pro¬ 
visions—No policy provision which is not subject to section 3 of 
this act shall make a policy, or any portion thereof, less favorable 
in any respect to the insured or the beneficiary than the provi¬ 
sions thereof which are subject to this act. 

“ (B) Policy Conflicting with this Act—A policy delivered or 
issued for delivery to any person in this state in violation of this 
act shall be held valid but shall be construed as provided in this 
act. When any provision in a policy subject to this act is in con¬ 
flict with any provision of this act, the rights, duties and obliga¬ 
tions of the insurer, the insured and the beneficiary shall be gov¬ 
erned by the provisions of this act. 
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“Section 9. Application. (A) The insured shall not be bound 
by any statement made in an application for a policy unless a 
copy of such application is attached to or endorsed on the policy 
when issued as a part thereof. If any such policy delivered or 
issued for delivery to any person in this state shall be reinstated 
or renewed, and the insured or the beneficiary or assignee of such 
policy shall make written request to the insurer for a copy of the 
application, if any, for such reinstatement or renewal, the insurer 
shall within fifteen days after the receipt of such request at its 
home office or any branch office of the insurer, deliver or mail 
to the person making such request, a copy of such application. If 
such copy shall not be so delivered or mailed, the insurer shall be 
precluded from introducing such application as evidence in any 
action or proceeding based upon or involving such policy or its re¬ 
instatement or renewal. 

“ (B) No alteration of any written application for any such 
policy shall be made by any person other than the applicant with¬ 
out his written consent, except that insertions may be made by 
the insurer, for administrative purposes only, in such manner 
as to indicate clearly that such insertions are not to be ascribed 
to the applicant. 

“ (C) The falsity of any statement in the application for any 
policy covered by this act may not bar the right to recovery 
thereunder unless such false statement materially affected either 
the acceptance of the risk or the hazard assumed by the insurer. 

“Section 10. Notice, Waiver.—The acknowledgment by an 
insurer of the receipt of notice given under any policy covered 
by this act or the furnishing of forms for filing proofs of loss, or 
the acceptance of such proofs, or the investigation of any claim 
thereunder shall not operate as a waiver of any of the rights of 
the insurer in defense of any claim arising under such policy. 

“Section 11. Age Limit.—If any such policy contains a provi¬ 
sion establishing, as an age limit or otherwise, a date after which 
the coverage provided by the policy will not be effective, and 
if such date falls within a period for which premium is accepted 
by the insurer or if the insurer accepts a premium after such date, 
the coverage provided by the policy will continue in force subject 
to any right of cancellation until the end of the period for which 
premium has been accepted. In the event the age of the insured 
has been misstated and if, according to the correct age of the in¬ 
sured, the coverage provided by the policy would not have be¬ 
come effective, or would have ceased prior to the acceptance of 
such premium or premiums, then the liability of the insurer shall 
be limited to the refund, upon request, of all premiums paid for 
the period not covered by the policy. 
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“Section 12. Non-Application to Certain Policies.—Nothing in 
this act shall apply to or affect (1) any policy of workmen’s com¬ 
pensation insurance or any policy of liability insurance with or 
without supplementary expense coverage therein; or (2) any 
policy or contract of reinsurance; or (3) any blanket or group 
policy of insurance; (4) life insurance, endowment or annuity 
contracts, or contracts supplemental thereto which contain only 
such provisions relating to accident and sickness insurance as (a) 
provide additional benefits in case of death or dismemberment or 
loss of sight by accident, or as (b) operate to safeguard such con¬ 
tracts against lapse, or to give a special surrender value or special 
benefit or an annuity in the event that the insured or annuitant 
shall become totally and permanently disabled, as defined by the 
contract or supplemental contract; (5) any policy of industrial 
insurance; (6) any corporation organized and operating under the 
provisions of Act No. 544, General Acts of 1935, page 1157, en¬ 
titled ‘An Act to authorize, provide for and regulate non-profit 
corporations for the establishment, maintenance, and furnishing 
of a plan of hospitalization and hospital service,’ as codified and 
amended; and the provisions of Section 27, Title 28 of the Code of 
Alabama shall not apply to accident and sickness policies. 

“Section 13. Violation.—Any person, partnership or corpora¬ 
tion willfully violating any provision of this act or order of the 
superintendent of insurance made in accordance with this act, 
shall forfeit to the state a sum not to exceed $1,000.00 for each 
such violation, which may be recovered by a civil action. The 
superintendent of insurance may also suspend or revoke the li¬ 
cense of an insurer or agent for any such willful violation. 

“Section 14. Judicial Review.—Any order or decision of the 
superintendent of insurance under this act shall be subject to re¬ 
view by appeal to the Circuit Court of Montgomery County at 
the instance of any party in interest. The filing of the appeal 
shall operate as a stay of any such order or decision until the court 
directs otherwise. The court may review all the facts, and in dis¬ 
posing of the issue before it, may modify, affirm or reverse the 
order or decision of the superintendent in whole or in part. 

“Section 15. Repeal of Inconsistent Acts.—All laws or parts 
of laws inconsistent with the provisions of this act are hereby re¬ 
pealed. 

“Section 16. This act shall become effective on January 1, 
1958.”

AN ACT 

To regulate the qualifications, applications, examinations and li¬ 
censing of all persons who shall be hereafter licensed to act as agent for 
or to solicit business for any life or health and accident insurance carriers 
in Alabama who shall engage in the business of selling, soliciting, issuing, 
delivering, effecting or collecting premiums on policies or contracts of 
life insurance or contracts of health and accident insurance or both; to 
define terms; to provide penalties for violations of the provisions hereof; 
to prohibit the representing of unauthorized insurers; to provide for lia¬ 
bility of insurance agents when representing unauthorized insurers; to 
prohibit the doing of business by unlicensed agents; to prohibit the doing 
of business with unauthorized agents; to provide for the revocation of 
licenses; to provide that certain information, documents, records or state¬ 
ments disclosed or made to the Superintendent of Insurance shall be 
deemed a privileged communication and shall not be used as evidence in 
any court action or proceeding; to provide for the refusal, suspension, or 
revocation of license and to provide for a hearing thereof; to provide an 
appeal from certain actions of the Superintendent; to provide for the 
making of certain rules and regulations by the Superintendent: to provide 
for the making of certain investigations by the Superintendent; to pro¬ 
vide penalties for the violation of this Act; to provide for the severability 
of this Act; to repeal conflicting laws, and to provide an effective date 
for this Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Definitions. Whenever used in this act, certain 
terms shall be defined as follows: 

A. The term “agent” means any authorized or acknowledged 
agent of an insurer, and any subagent of such agent who acts as 
such in the solicitation of, negotiation for or procurement or mak¬ 
ing of a contract of life, health or accident insurance, or making 
of an annuity contract, except that the term “agent” shall not in¬ 
clude any regular salaried officer or employee of a licensed in¬ 
surer or of a licensed insurance agent who does not solicit or ac¬ 
cept from the public applications for any such contract or a 
ticket-selling agent of a railroad or steamship company, carrier 
by air or public bus carrier, who shall act only as an agent or 
solicitor in the sale of accident insurance tickets to individuals. 
And the term “agent” shall not include members of fraternal 
benefit societies who receive no commission or other compensa¬ 
tion for the obtaining of applications for membership. A regular 
salaried officer or employee of an insurer authorized to do busi¬ 
ness in this State shall not be deemed to be an “agent” by reason 
of rendering assistance to or on behalf of a licensed insurance 
agent, provided that such salaried officer or employee devotes 
substantially all of his time to activities other than the solicitation 
of applications for life, health or accident insurance or annuity 
contracts, and receives no commission or other compensation di¬ 
rectly dependent upon the amount of business obtained. 
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B. The term “subagent” means any person (except as pro¬ 
vided in Paragraph A of this Section) who acts for or on behalf of 
a licensed agent in the solicitation of, negotiation for, or procure¬ 
ment or making of a life, health or accident insurance contract or 
annuity contract, whether or not he be designated by such agent 
as subagent or a solicitor or by any other title. Each subagent 
shall be deemed to be an agent as defined in Paragraph A of this 
Section, and wherever in succeeding Sections of this Act the 
term “agent” is used, it shall include subagents, whether or not 
they are specifically mentioned. Each such person shall individu¬ 
ally file an application for license and submit to a written ex¬ 
amination as hereafter provided for applicants for an agent’s li¬ 
cense. 

C. The term “insurance contract”, for purposes of this Act, 
shall mean any contract or policy affecting life, health or accident 
insurance or any annuity contract on behalf of any company or 
insurer engaged in the business of writing life, health or accident 
insurance or annuity contracts. 

D. The term “rejected risk” shall mean a life, health or ac¬ 
cident insurance risk or annuity contract for which application 
has been made to an agent and which insurance or annuity con¬ 
tract is declined by the insurer for which such agent is licensed. 

E. The term “Superintendent” shall mean the Superintendent 
of Insurance of the State of Alabama. 

F. The term “company” and “insurer” shall mean a corpora¬ 
tion, association, order, or society, writing life, health and accident 
insurance, or annuity contracts, but shall not include non-profit 
corporations for establishment of hospitalization plan under Title 
28, Chapter 10, Article 3 of the Alabama Code, 1940, as amended. 
And provided however, that any Insurance Department of a 
Brotherhood or Labor Union, the members of which are subject to 
the act of Congress known as the Railway Labor Act, shall be ex¬ 
cluded from this Act. The term “Company” and “Insurers” shall 
include fraternal benefit societies as defined in Title 28, Chapter 9, 
Code of Alabama, 1940, as amended, but shall not include those so¬ 
cieties, lodges, and Associations exempt from the provisions of 
said Chapter 9 by Section 230 thereof. 

Section 2. Representing Unauthorized Insurers Prohibited; 
Personal Liability of Agents. No person, partnership or corpora¬ 
tion shall, within this State, solicit, procure, receive or forward 
applications for life, health or accident insurance or annuities, or 
issue or deliver policies for, or in any manner secure, help or aid 
in the placing of any contract of life, health or accident insurance 
or annuity for any person other than himself, directly or indirect¬ 
ly, with any insurer not authorized to do business in this State. 
Any person, partnership or corporation shall be liable for the full 
amount of any loss sustained on any contract of life, health or 
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accident insurance or annuity made by or through him or it, di¬ 
rectly or indirectly, with any insurer not authorized to do business 
in this State, and in addition, for any premium taxes which may 
become due under any law of this State by reason of such con¬ 
tract. 

Section 3. Necessity for License; Doing Business with Unli¬ 
censed Agent Prohibited. A. No person shall act as an agent 
within this State until he shall have first procured a license as 
required by the laws of this State. 

B. No insurer or agent doing business in this State shall pay, 
directly or indirectly, any commission or any other valuable con¬ 
sideration to any person for services as an agent within this State 
unless such person shall hold a currently valid license to act as an 
agent as required by the laws of this State. Any insurer or agent 
paying any commission or other valuable consideration to such 
person shall be liable for a fine in an amount of three times the 
amount of the commission paid. Such fine shall be levied and 
collected by the Superintendent; upon failure to pay such fine the 
Superintendent may, in his discretion, revoke the license of the 
agent or insurer; provided, however, that the provisions of this 
section shall not prevent the payment or receipt of renewal or 
other deferred commissions to or by any person solely because 
such person has ceased to hold a license to act as an agent; or 
payment to the personal representative of a deceased agent; and 
provided, further, that the provisions of this section shall not 
prevent the payment or receipt of any commission or any other 
valuable consideration to or by a person who has been appointed 
as its fulltime agent or subagent and has applied for a tempo¬ 
rary license pursuant to Section 13, pending issuance of a per¬ 
manent license. , 

Section 4. Application for License; Certificate of Insurer; Ex¬ 
amination Fee. A. Each applicant for a license to act as an agent 
within this State shall file with the Superintendent his written 
application on forms furnished by the Superintendent. The ap¬ 
plication shall be signed and verified by oath of the applicant. 
The prescribed form shall require the applicant to state his full 
name, residence, age, occupation, and place of business for five 
(5) years preceding the date of the application; whether appli¬ 
cant has ever held a license to solicit insurance contracts in any 
state; whether he has been refused, or has had suspended or re¬ 
voked, a license to solicit insurance contracts in any state; what 
insurance experience, if any, he has had; what instruction in in¬ 
surance and in the insurance laws of this State he has had, or 
expects to have; whether any insurer or general agent claims that 
the applicant is indebted under any agency contract or otherwise; 
and if so, the name of the claimant, the nature of the claim, and 
the applicant's defense thereto; whether applicant has had any 
agency contract cancelled, if so when, by what company or gen- 
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eral agent, and the reasons therefor; whether applicant will devote 
all or part of his efforts to acting as an insurance agent, and if 
part only, how much time he expects to devote to such work, and 
in what other business or businesses he is engaged or employed; 
whether, if applicant is a married person, the husband or wife has 
ever applied for or held a license to solicit insurance in any 
state, and whether such license has been refused, suspended or 
revoked; and such other information as the Superintendent, in 
his discretion, may require. 

B. The application shall be accompanied by a certificate on 
forms furnished by the Superintendent and signed by an officer 
or properly authorized representative of the insurer stating that 
the insurer has investigated the character and background of the 
applicant and is satisfied that he is trustworthy and qualified to 
act as its agent and to hold himself out in good faith to the gen¬ 
eral public as an agent, and that the insurer desires that the ap¬ 
plicant be licensed as an agent to represent it in this State. 

C. The application when filed shall be accompanied by the 
examination fee if an examination is required hereunder; the 
examination fee shall be $5.00 except in those cases where a re¬ 
examination is required, in which event the fee shall be $3.00 for 
each such re-examination. The examination fees shall not be re¬ 
funded and shall be in addition to all other fees and taxes pro¬ 
vided by law. 

Section 5. Examinations of Applicants for License. Each ap¬ 
plicant for a license to act as an agent within this State shall sub¬ 
mit to a personal written examination to determine his compe¬ 
tence to act as an agent with respect to life insurance and an¬ 
nuity contracts, health and accident insurance, or both, and his 
familiarity with the pertinent provisions of the insurance laws of 
this State, and shall pass the same to the satisfaction of the Su¬ 
perintendent; except that no such written examination shall be 
required of: 

A. An applicant for a renewal license, unless the Superin¬ 
tendent determines that such examination is necessary to estab¬ 
lish the competency of the applicant, or unless a license had not 
been issued to such applicant within two (2) years preceding the 
date of filing the application; 

B. An applicant whose license is limited to acting only as an 
agent with respect to life, health and accident insurance on bor¬ 
rowers or debtors, commonly known as credit life, health and 
accident insurance, provided such applicant is a full-time em¬ 
ployee of the institution granting the credit. 

C. In the discretion of the Superintendent, an applicant whose 
license to do business or act as an agent in this State was suspend¬ 
ed less than one (1) year prior to the date of application. 
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Section 6. Rules and Regulations of Superintendent as to 
Classification of Applicants; Type and Conduct of Examination. 

A. The Superintendent shall establish rules and regulations 
with respect to (1) the classification of applicants according to 
the type of insurance to be effected by them if licensed as agents; 
and (2) the scope, type and conduct of written examinations to 
be given pursuant to this Section, and the times and places within 
this State for the holding of such examinations; provided, how¬ 
ever, that an applicant shall be permitted to take an examination 
once in each two weeks in the principal office of the Superin¬ 
tendent; and provided further, that an examination shall be held 
at least as often as once in each three months in each congression¬ 
al district. 

B. Such rules and regulations when established shall classify 
applicants for purposes of this Section as follows: (1) those de¬ 
siring to write life insurance, (2) those desiring to write accident 
and health insurance, (3) those desiring to write weekly pre¬ 
mium accident and health insurance, (4) those desiring to write 
weekly premium life insurance, (5) those desiring to write any 
combination of two or more of the above classifications, and (6) 
such other classifications as, in the opinion of the Superintendent, 
are necessary or appropriate. 

C. Examinations shall be prepared and given in those sub¬ 
jects only which pertain to the classification or classifications 
which the applicant desires to write, and no applicant shall be re¬ 
quired to take an examination on a subject or subjects pertaining 
to any other classification. 

D. The rules and regulations of the Superintendent where 
established, shall designate textbooks, manuals and other ma¬ 
terials to be studied by applicants in preparation for examinations 
in each classification designated by the Superintendent pursuant 
to this Section. Such textbooks, manuals or other materials may 
consist of matter available to applicants by purchase from the 
publisher or may consist of matter prepared at the direction of 
the Superintendent and distributed to applicants upon request 
therefor and payment of the reasonable cost thereof. If text¬ 
books, manuals or other materials shall have been designated or 
prepared by the Superintendent pursuant to this Section, all ex¬ 
amination questions shall be prepared from the contents of such 
textbooks, manuals or other materials, exactly as such questions 
appear in the booklet herein provided for. 

E. The Superintendent shall, immediately after the effective 
date of this Act, and from time to time thereafter, as an aid to the 
efficient administration of this Act, consult with individuals ex¬ 
perienced in the life, health and accident insurance business to 
include officers, employees, general agents, managers and li¬ 
censed agents of companies engaged in such business, to the end 
that an orderly and effective program be developed as to scope, 
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type and conduct of written examinations and the times and 
places in the State where they shall be held. 

F. No person who shall have taken and failed to pass two (2) 
examinations given pursuant to this Section shall be entitled to 
take any further examination until after the expiration of six (6) 
months from the date of the last examination in which he failed 
to pass. If such person shall thereafter fail to pass two (2) more 
such examinations, he shall not be eligible to take any further 
examination until after the expiration of one (1) year from the 
date of his last unsuccessful examination. An examination fee 
shall be paid for each and every examination; provided, how¬ 
ever, that an applicant shall be permitted to take a single ex¬ 
amination covering all classes of insurance contracts as defined 
above. 

Section 7. Notice as to Results of Examination; Issuance of 
License. A. If the Superintendent is satisfied that the applicant 
is trustworthy and competent and the applicant has satisfactorily 
accomplished a written examination, the Superintendent shall 
forthwith issue to the applicant a license as provided by the in¬ 
surance laws of this State. If the applicant did not pass the writ¬ 
ten examination, the Superintendent shall notify the applicant 
and the insurer in writing that a license will not be issued to him. 

B. In any case where a license is applied for to represent an 
insurer authorized in this State to transact an accident and health, 
as well as a life insurance business, the Superintendent may, on 
request, issue a single license authorizing the applicant to repre¬ 
sent the insurer with respect to both types of business. 

Section 8. Licenses to Non-Residents; Reciprocal Agreements; 
Requirements. A. A person not resident in this State may be 
licensed as an agent upon compliance with the provisions of this 
Act; provided that the state in which such person resides accords 
the same privilege to a resident of this State. 

B. The Superintendent shall have the authority to enter into 
reciprocal agreements with the appropriate official of any other 
state waiving the written examination of any applicant resident 
in such other state, provided: 

(1) That a written examination is required of applicants for 
an agent's license in such other state; 

(2) That the appropriate official of such other state certifies 
that the applicant holds a currently valid license as an agent in 
such other state and either passed such written examination or 
was the holder of an agent's license prior to the time such written 
examination was required; 

(3) That the applicant has no place of business within this 
state for the transaction of business as an agent; 
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(4) That in such other state, a resident of this State is priv¬ 
ileged to procure an agent’s license upon the foregoing conditions 
and without discrimination as to fees or otherwise in favor of the 
residents of such other state. 

Section 9. Existing Licenses Continued. Agents holding li¬ 
censes authorizing them to transact business in the State of Ala¬ 
bama on the date of passage and approval of this act shall con¬ 
tinue to be so authorized to the same extent as if such agents 
had been examined pursuant to this act and duly licensed, pro¬ 
vided such agent satisfied the requirements of subsections (A) 
and (B) of Section Four (4) of this act. 

Section 10. Additional Licenses; Placement of Excess or Re¬ 
jected Risks. A. Additional licenses shall be issued to any agent 
when requested by an official or duly authorized representative 
of an insurer; provided such additional license shall be limited to 
the class or classes for which the agent holds a license. Any in¬ 
surer may file a written request with the Superintendent for 
notification that an agent authorized to represent it has been li¬ 
censed to represent another insurer and the Superintendent shall 
notify such insurer of the licensing of such agent to act for such 
other insurers. 

B. Any agent licensed in this State may place excess or re¬ 
jected risks with any insurer lawfully doing business in this 
State, other than in an insurer that such agent is licensed to repre¬ 
sent, and an agent so placing such risks shall not be required to 
hold a license to represent the insurer accepting such risks, but 
must be currently licensed to write that classification of insur¬ 
ance. 

Section 11. Duration of Licenses. A. Each license issued to 
an agent shall expire on December 31, following the date of issue 
unless prior thereto it is revoked or suspended by the Superin¬ 
tendent, or the authority of the agent to act for the insurer is 
terminated. 

B. In the absence of a contrary ruling by the Superintendent, 
renewal licenses may be issued from year to year upon request of 
the insurer without further action on the part of the agent. 

C. Each request for renewal of license shall be upon such form 
as the Superintendent may prescribe and shall show whether the 
agent devotes all or part of his efforts to acting as agent, and if 
part only, how much time he devotes to such work and in what 
other business or businesses he is engaged or employed. 

D. Upon the filing of a request and tender of fee for renewal 
of license, the current license shall continue in force until the re¬ 
newal license is issued by the Superintendent or until the Super¬ 
intendent has refused for cause to issue such renewal license and 
has given notice of such refusal in writing to the insurer and the 
agent. 
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Section 12. Temporary Licenses. Any other provisions of 
this Act to the contrary notwithstanding, the Superintendent, if 
satisfied with the trustworthiness of the applicant, shall issue a 
temporary license to an applicant for license, pending completion 
of the examination herein provided, except that a temporary li¬ 
cense issued under this section shall not be effective for more 
than six months. The Superintendent, in his discretion, may re¬ 
new a temporary license issued under this paragraph one time 
upon proper application and for good cause. Such temporary 
license may be terminated for cause pursuant to the provisions of 
this Act. 

Such temporary license shall be issued immediately, upon 
receipt by the Superintendent of an application executed by such 
person in the form required by Section 4 of this Act, together with 
a certificate signed by an officer or properly authorized repre¬ 
sentative of such insurer stating: (1) that such insurer has in¬ 
vestigated the character and background of such person and is 
satisfied that he is trustworthy; (2) that such person has been 
appointed or is being considered for appointment by such in¬ 
surer as a fulltime agent; and (3) that such insurer desires that 
such person be issued a temporary license. Should such tem¬ 
porary license not be received from the Superintendent within 
seven days from the date on which the application and certificate 
were delivered to or placed in the United States Mail properly 
addressed to the attention of the Superintendent, the insurer may 
assume that such temporary license will be issued in due course 
and may continue such person in its employment. 

Section 13. License Revoked Upon Termination of Appoint¬ 
ment of Agent; Relative Information as Privileged Communica¬ 
tion. A. Every insurer shall, upon termination of the appoint¬ 
ment of any agent, immediately file with the Superintendent, 
upon completion of the company’s final investigation, a state¬ 
ment of the facts relative to the termination of the appointment 
and the date and cause thereof. The Superintendent shall there¬ 
upon terminate the license of such agent to represent such insurer 
in this State. 

B. Any information, document, record or statement disclosed 
or made to the Superintendent pursuant to this Section shall be 
deemed a privileged communication and shall not be used as 
evidence in any court action or proceeding. 

Section 14. Refusal, Suspension, or Revocation of License; 
Notice, Hearing, Revocation as Bar to Issuance of New License. 
A. A license may be refused, or a license duly issued may be sus¬ 
pended or revoked or the renewal thereof refused by the Super¬ 
intendent if, after notice and hearing as hereafter provided, he 
finds that the applicant for or holder of such license has: 

(1) Wilfully violated any provision of the insurance laws of 
this State; or 
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(2) Intentionally made a material misstatement in the appli¬ 
cation for such license; or 

(3) Obtained or attempted to obtain such license by fraud or 
misrepresentation; or 

(4) Misappropriated or converted to his own use or illegally 
withheld money belonging to an insurer or an insured or bene¬ 
ficiary; or 

(5) Otherwise demonstrated lack of trustworthiness or com¬ 
petence to act as an agent; or 

(6) Been guilty of fraudulent or dishonest practices; or 

(7) Materially misrepresented the terms or conditions of in¬ 
surance policies or contracts; or 

(8) Made or issued, or caused to be made or issued, any state¬ 
ment misrepresenting or making incomplete comparisons re¬ 
garding the terms or conditions of any insurance or annuity con¬ 
tract legally issued by any insurer, for the purpose of inducing or 
attempting to induce the owner of such contract to forfeit, cancel 
or surrender such contract or allow it to lapse for the purpose of 
replacing such contract with another; or 

(9) Obtained, or attempted to obtain, such license, not for 
the purpose of holding himself out to the general public as an 
agent, but primarily for the purpose of soliciting, negotiating or 
procuring insurance or annuity contracts covering himself or 
members of his family, or the officers, directors, stockholders, 
partners or employees of a partnership, association or corpora¬ 
tion of which he or a member of his family is an officer, director, 
substantial stockholder, partner or employee. 

B. Before any license shall be suspended or revoked or the 
renewal thereof refused hereunder, the Superintendent shall give 
notice of his intention so to do by registered mail to the applicant 
for or holder of such license and the insurer whom he represents 
or who desires that he be licensed, and shall set a date not less 
than twenty (20) days from the date of mailing such notice when 
the applicant or licensee and a duly authorized representative of 
the insurer may appear to be heard and produce evidence. In the 
conduct of such hearing, the Superintendent, or any deputy spe¬ 
cially designated by him for such purpose, shall have power to ad¬ 
minister oaths, to require the production of books, records, docu¬ 
ments, or papers relevant to the inquiry upon his own initiative 
or upon the request of the applicant or licensee. Upon termina¬ 
tion of such hearing, findings shall be reduced to writing, and 
upon approval by the Superintendent, shall be filed in his office 
and notice of the findings sent by registered mail to the applicant 
or licensee and the insurer concerned. 

C. No licensee whose license has been revoked hereunder 
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shall be entitled to file another application for a license as an 
agent within one (1) year from the effective date of such revoca¬ 
tion, or if judicial review of such revocation is sought, within one 
year from date of final court order or decree affirming such revo¬ 
cation. Such application, when filed, may be refused by the 
Superintendent unless the applicant shows good cause why the 
revocation of his license shall not be deemed a bar to the issuance 
of a new license. 

Section 15. Appeal from Action of Superintendent. Any ap¬ 
plicant for a license as an insurance agent whose application has 
been denied, or any insurance agent whose license shall have been 
suspended or revoked or renewal thereof denied, or any insurer 
which shall have had its license revoked or which shall be an in¬ 
terested party and feel itself aggrieved, shall have the right to 
have the order denying, suspending or revoking such license re¬ 
viewed by the Circuit Court sitting in equity of the County of 
which the licensee is a resident or has its principal place of busi¬ 
ness, on a writ of certiorari, upon filing a petition therefor with 
the Register of said Court within 60 days from the date of mail¬ 
ing of the notice as herein provided in this Act together with a 
bond with good and sufficient sureties to be approved by the 
Register thereof, conditioned to pay all costs which may accrue 
against the petitioner in such proceedings. Upon the filing of a 
petition for review the Superintendent shall prepare, or cause 
to be prepared, an official record which shall contain a copy of all 
proceedings and the findings and the decision or order of the Su¬ 
perintendent and which shall also contain a transcript of all 
testimony and exhibits. 

The filing of the petition in the Circuit Court in Equity shall 
stay the enforcement of the Superintendent’s decision or order, 
unless the Court shall order otherwise. The Superintendent shall 
transmit the record in the case to the Court within 30 days after 
the service of the petition. 

The review by the Court shall be confined to the record. The 
Court to which the petition is addressed, or the Supreme Court 
of Alabama on appeal to it, may affirm the decision or order or 
remand the case for further proceedings, or it may reverse, 
modify or vacate the decision or order in whole or in part if it 
was affected by any error of law or was unsupported by sub¬ 
stantial evidence, or was arbitrary or capricious. 

From the judgment of such Circuit Court, sitting in Equity 
either the State or the interested party taking the appeal may 
appeal directly to the Supreme Court of Alabama within 30 days 
from the date of the rendition of the judgment or decree; the in¬ 
terested party so appealing to the Supreme Court shall give se¬ 
curity for the costs of such appeal to be approved by the Register 
of said Circuit Court. 
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Section 16. Notice of Change of Address by Licensee. Every 
licensed agent shall inform the Superintendent promptly in writ¬ 
ing of a change of his principal business address. 

Section 17. Rules and Regulations Established by Superin¬ 
tendent. The Superintendent is hereby authorized to establish 
such reasonable rules and regulations as shall be necessary for 
the administration of this act, and may secure the assistance of 
the State Personnel Department in the preparation and analysis 
of the written portions of the examinations. All employees pro¬ 
vided for in this act shall be classified employees within the mean¬ 
ing of the Merit System Act and shall be appointed and bonded 
by the Superintendent of Insurance as are other regularly classi¬ 
fied employees of the Department of Insurance. 

Section 18. Investigations by Superintendent; Evidence Ad¬ 
ducted is Privileged. For the purpose of making such investiga¬ 
tions as he may deem necessary for the proper administration of 
this Act, the Superintendent and his deputies specially designated 
by him for the purpose of conducting a hearing or investigation 
shall have inquisitorial powers and shall be empowered to sub¬ 
poena witnesses and documents and to examine them under 
oath; provided that all testimony, documents and other evidence 
required to be submitted to the Superintendent pursuant to this 
act shall be privileged and shall not be admissible as evidence 
in any other proceeding. 

Section 19. Violations of Act; Penalty; Suspending or Re¬ 
voking License. Any person who shall violate any of the pro¬ 
visions of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined not less than Ten Dollars 
($10.00) nor more than Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00), and the 
Superintendent may in his discretion suspend or revoke the li¬ 
cense of any such person who shall be an insurance agent. 

Section 20. Severability. If any provision of this Act or the 
application thereof to any person or circumstance is held invalid, 
the invalidity shall not affect other portions or applications of 
the Act which can be given effect without the invalid provision 
or application, and to this end the provisions of this Act are sev¬ 
erable. 

Section 21. Repeal Provision. All laws and parts of laws in 
conflict herewith are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 22. Time of Taking Effect. This Act shall become 
effective upon the date of its passage and approval by the Gov¬ 
ernor, or upon its otherwise becoming the law.

Act No. 600 H. 39—Hanby, Oden, Wood, Locke (Choctaw) 

AN ACT 

To amend Section 12 of Act No. 2, H. 47, approved May 19, 1945 (Gen¬ 
eral Acts of Alabama, 1945, p. 20), entitled “An Act To provide for addi¬ 
tional revenue by levying a privilege tax upon every person engaging in 
the business of producing or severing oil or gas or other hydrocarbons 
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from the soil or the waters, or from beneath the soil or the waters, of the 
State of Alabama; to require all parties engaged in severing such natural 
resources to set up, keep, and maintain full and complete records of the 
severance of such resources; to prescribe the method of collecting and en¬ 
forcing the payment of such tax; to provide for the distribution of the 
taxes collected; to provide for penalties and punishment and for restrain¬ 
ing orders for the violation of the terms and provisions of this Act; and to 
exempt such products on producing properties and all leases in produc¬ 
tion, including mineral rights in producing properties, from ad valorem 
taxes,” by providing further for the size of producing oil and gas units 
exempt from ad valorem taxes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 12 of Act No. 2, H. 47, approved May 19, 
1945 (General Acts of Alabama, 1945, p. 20), entitled “An Act To 
provide for additional revenue by levying a privilege tax upon 
every person engaging in the business of producing or severing 
oil or gas or other hydrocarbons from the soil or the waters, or 
from beneath the soil or the waters, of the State of Alabama; to 
require all parties engaged in severing such natural resources to 
set up, keep, and maintain full and complete records of the sev¬ 
erance of such resources, to prescribe the method of collecting 
and enforcing the payment of such tax; to provide for the distri¬ 
bution of the taxes collected; to provide for penalties and punish¬ 
ment and for restraining orders for the violation of the terms and 
provisions of this Act; and to exempt such products on producing 
properties and all leases in production, including mineral rights 
in producing properties, from ad valorem taxes,” is amended to 
read as follows: 

“Section 12. (a) All oil or gas produced, all leases in pro¬ 

duction, including mineral rights in producing properties, and all 
oil or gas under the ground on producing properties within the 
State of Alabama shall be exempt from all ad valorem taxes now 
levied or hereinafter levied by the State of Alabama or by any 
county or municipality. No additional assessment shall be added 
to the surface value of such lands by the presence of oil or gas 
thereunder or its production therefrom, (b) For the purpose of 
this Act, the area of a lease or leases, including oil and gas rights 
considered to be in production, or the area of any other producing 
property considered to be in production, shall include an oil or 
gas drilling unit as established by the State Oil and Gas Board of 
Alabama, shall be exempt from ad valorem taxation because of 
production from any one well.” 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or by its otherwise becom¬ 
ing a law.

Act No. 601 H. 1066—Law, Johnson (Elmore) 

AN ACT 

To exempt the gross proceeds received by certain non-profit youth 
organizations or associations from the business of conducting, sponsoring 
or operating gospel singing concerts and certain other forms of amuse¬ 
ment or entertainment, in which members of such organizations or asso¬ 
ciations participate, from the computation of the sales tax levied by 
Article 10, Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, as amended. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The gross proceeds received by any non-profit 
youth organization or association, fostering a love of music or pro¬ 
moting the development of musical talent by the young people of 
this country, from the business of conducting, sponsoring or op¬ 
erating any gospel singing concert or other form of amusement

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The expenses incidental to any examination of 
State Banks more than twice in one year shall be borne by the 
Bank so examined, and such Bank so examined shall, on the call 
of the Superintendent of Banks, pay into the Treasury of Ala¬ 
bama, ear-marked for the use of the State Banking Department, 
within ten days after said examination, an amount not exceeding 
$50.00 for each day a bank examiner, or the Superintendent of 
Banks is engaged in making such examination. 

Section 2. (a) All Credit Unions examined by the State Bank¬ 
ing Department shall pay a fee of $25.00 per man day for each 
Credit Union examined and the actual expenses of such' person 
or persons making the examination; but in no event shall the 
total amount charged Credit Unions having total assets of not 
more than $5,000.00 exceed $25.00 per annum; or Credit Unions 
having total assets in excess of $5,000.00 but not more than $10,- 
000.00 exceed $40.00 per annum; or Credit Unions having total as¬ 
sets in excess of $10,000.00 but not more than $15,000.00 exceed 
$60.00 per annum; or Credit Unions having total assets in excess

AN ACT 

To regulate trade practices in the business of insurance by defining, 
or providing for the determination of, all such practices in this State 
which constitute unfair methods of competition or unfair or deceptive 
acts or practices; to prohibit the same; to provide for a determination by 
the Superintendent of Insurance of any violations of this Act after a hear¬ 
ing thereon, with the right of review by appeal to the Circuit Court of 
Montgomery County; to provide a fine for violating the orders of the Su¬ 
perintendent of Insurance; and for other purposes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Declaration of Purpose. 

The purpose of this Act is to regulate trade practices in the 
business of insurance in accordance with the intent of Congress 
as expressed in the Act of Congress of March 9, 1949 (Public Law 
15, 79th Congress), by defining, or providing for the determina¬ 
tion of, all such practices in this state which constitute unfair 
methods of competition or unfair or deceptive acts or practices 
and by prohibiting the trade practices so defined or determined. 

Section 2. Definitions. 

When used in this Act: 
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(1) “Person” shall mean any individual, corporation, associa¬ 
tion, partnership, reciprocal exchange, inter-insurer, Lloyds in¬ 
surer, fraternal benefit society, mutual aid, benefit or industrial 
companies or associations, and any other legal entity engaged in 
the business of insurance, including agents, brokers and adjusters. 

(2) “Superintendent” shall mean the Superintendent of Insu¬ 
rance of this state. 

Section 3. Unfair Methods of Competition or Unfair and De¬ 
ceptive Acts or Practices Prohibited. 

No person shall engage in this state in any trade practice 
which is defined in this Act as, or determined pursuant to this 
Act to be, an unfair method of competition or an unfair or de¬ 
ceptive act or practice in the business of insurance. 

Section 4. Unfair Methods of Competition and Unfair or De¬ 
ceptive Acts or Practices Defined. 

The following are hereby defined as unfair methods of com¬ 
petition and unfair and deceptive acts or practices in the business 
of insurance: 

(1) Misrepresentations and False Advertising of Policy Con¬ 
tracts—Making, issuing, circulating, or causing to be made, is¬ 
sued or circulated, any estimate, illustration, circular or statement 
misrepresenting the terms of any policy issued or to be issued or 
the benefits or advantages promised thereby or the dividends 
or share of the surplus to be received thereon, or making any false 
or misleading statement as to the dividends or share of surplus 
previously paid on similar policies, or making any misleading 
representation or any misrepresentation as to the financial con¬ 
dition of any insurer, or as to the legal reserve system upon which 
any life insurer operates, or using any name or title of any policy 
or class of policies misrepresenting the true nature thereof, or 
making any misrepresentation to any policyholder insured in 
any company for the purpose of inducing or tending to induce 
such policyholder to lapse, forfeit, or surrender his insurance. 

(2) False Information and Advertising Generally.—Making, 
publishing, disseminating, circulating, or placing before the pub¬ 
lic, or causing, directly or indirectly, to be made, published, dis¬ 
seminated, circulated, or placed before the public, in a news¬ 
paper, magazine, or other publication, or in the form of a notice, 
circular, pamphlet, letter or poster, or over any radio or television 
station, or in any other way, an advertisement, announcement or 
statement containing any assertion, representation or statement 
with respect to the business of insurance or with respect to any 
person in the conduct of his insurance business, which is untrue, 
deceptive or misleading. 

(3) Defamation.—Making, publishing, disseminating, or cir¬ 
culating directly or indirectly, or aiding, abetting or encouraging 
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the making, publishing, disseminating or circulating of any oral 
or written statement or any pamphlet, circular, article or litera¬ 
ture which is false, or maliciously critical of or derogatory to the 
financial condition of an insurer, and which is calculated to in¬ 
jure any person engaged in the business of insurance. 

(4) Boycott, Coercion and Intimidation.—Entering into any 
agreement to commit, or by any concerted action committing, 
any act of boycott, coercion, or intimidation resulting in or tend¬ 
ing to result in unreasonable restraint of, or monopoly in, the 
business of insurance. 

(5) False Financial Statements.—Filing with any supervisory 
or other public official, or making, publishing, disseminating, cir¬ 
culating or delivering to any person, or placing before the public, 
or causing directly or indirectly, to be made, published, dissem¬ 
inated, circulated, delivered to any person, or placed before the 
public, any false statement of financial condition of an insurer 
with intent to deceive. 

Making any false entry in any book, report or statement of 
any insurer with intent to deceive any agent or examiner law¬ 
fully appointed to examine into its condition or into any of its 
affairs, or any public official to whom such insurer is required 
by law to report, or who has authority by law to examine into its 
condition or into any of its affairs, or with like intent, wilfully 
omitting to make a true entry of any material fact pertaining to 
the business of such insurer in any book, report or statement of 
such insurer. 

(6) Stock Operations and Advisory Board Contracts.—Issuing 
or delivering or permitting agents, officers, or employees to is¬ 
sue or deliver, agency company stock or other capital stock, or 
benefit certificates or shares in any common-law corporation, of 
securities or any special or advisory board contracts or other con¬ 
tracts of any kind promising returns and profits as an inducement 
to insurance. 

(7) Unfair Discrimination.— 

(a) Making or permitting any unfair discrimination between 
individuals of the same class and equal expectation of life in the 
rates charged for any contract of life insurance or of life annuity 
or in the dividends or other benefits payable thereon, or in any 
other of the terms and conditions of such contract. 

(b) Making or permitting any unfair discrimination between 
individuals of the same class and of essentially the same hazard in 
the amount of premium, policy fees, or rates charged for any 
policy or contract of accident or health insurance or in the bene¬ 
fits payable thereunder, or in any of the terms or conditions of 
such contract, or in any other manner whatever. 
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(8) Rebates.— 

(a) Except as otherwise expressly provided by law, know¬ 
ingly permitting or offering to make or making any contract of 
insurance or agreement as to such contract other than as plainly 
expressed in the contract issued thereon; or paying or allowing, 
or giving or offering to pay, allow, or give, directly or indirectly, 
as inducement to any contract of insurance, any rebate of pre¬ 
miums payable on the contract. 

(b) Nothing in subsection (7) or paragraph (a) of subsec¬ 
tion (8) of this Section shall be construed as including within 
the definition of discrimination or rebates any of the following 
practices: (A) in the case of any contract of life insurance or life 
annuity, paying bonuses to policyholders or otherwise abating 
their premiums in whole or in part out of surplus accumulated 
from non-participating insurance, provided that any such bonuses 
or abatement of premiums shall be fair and equitable to policy¬ 
holders and for the best interests of the company and its policy¬ 
holders; (B) in the case of life or health and accident insurance 
policies issued on the industrial debit or weekly premium plan, 
making allowance to policyholders who have continuously for a 
specified period made premium payments directly to an office 
of the insurer in an amount which fairly represents the saving 
in collection expense; (C) re-adjustment of the rate of premium 
for a group insurance policy based on the loss or expense experi¬ 
ence thereunder, at the end of the first or any subsequent policy 
year of insurance thereunder, which may be made retroactive 
only for such policy years; (D) in the case of life insurance com¬ 
panies, allowing its bona fide employees to receive a commission 
or reduction on the premiums paid by them on policies on their 
own lives; (E) issuing life or accident and health policies on a 
Salary Savings, Bank Draft, pre-authorized check or pay roll de¬ 
duction plan or other similar plan at a reduced rate reasonably 
related to the savings made by the use of such plan; (F) paying 
commissions or other compensation to duly licensed agents or 
brokers, or allowing or returning to participating policyholders, 
members of subscribers, dividends, savings or unabsorbed premi¬ 
um deposits. 

(9) Coercion.—Requiring as a condition of the sale of, or the 
lending of money upon the security of, real or personal property, 
that any insurance covering such property or covering any lia¬ 
bility arising from the ownership, maintenance or use thereof, 
be procured through any particular person or agent or in any 
particular insurer; provided, however, that this provision shall 
not prevent the exercise by such seller or lender of the right to 
approve or disapprove any insurer selected to underwrite any 
required insurance, but any disapproval of any insurer shall be 
on reasonable grounds. 
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Section 5. Power of Superintendent. 

The Superintendent shall have power to examine and investi¬ 
gate into the affairs of every person engaged in the business of 
insurance in this state in order to determine whether such per¬ 
son has been or is engaged in any unfair method of competition 
or in any unfair or deceptive act or practice prohibited by Sec¬ 
tion 3 of this Act. 

Section 6. Hearings, Witnesses, Appearances, Production of 
Books and Service of Process. 

(1) Whenever the Superintendent shall have reason to be¬ 
lieve that any such person has been engaged or is engaging in this 
state in any unfair method of competition, or any unfair or de¬ 
ceptive act or practice defined in Section 4, and that a proceeding 
by him in respect thereto would be to the interest of the public, 
he shall issue and serve upon such person a statement of the 
charges in that respect and a notice of a hearing thereon to be 
held at a time and place fixed in the notice, which shall not be 
less than ten (10) days after the date of the service thereof. 

(2) At the time and place fixed for such hearing, such per¬ 
son shall have an opportunity to be heard and to show cause why 
an order should not be made by the Superintendent requiring 
such person to cease and desist from the acts, methods or prac¬ 
tices so complained of. Upon good cause shown, the Superin¬ 
tendent shall permit any person to intervene, appear and be heard 
at such hearing by counsel or in person. 

(3) Nothing contained in this Act shall require the observ¬ 
ance at any such hearing of formal rules of pleading or evidence. 

(4) The Superintendent, upon such hearing, may administer 
oaths, examine and cross-examine witnesses, receive oral and 
documentary evidence, and shall have the power to subpoena 
witnesses, compel their attendance, and require the production 
of books, papers, records, correspondence, or other documents 
which he deems relevant to the inquiry. The Superintendent, 
upon such hearing, may, and upon the request of any party shall, 
cause to be made a stenographic record of all the evidence and all 
the proceedings had at such hearing. If no stenographic record 
is made and if a judicial review is sought, the Superintendent 
shall prepare a statement of the evidence and proceeding for use 
on review. In case of a refusal of any person to comply with any 
subpoena issued hereunder or to testify with respect to any matter 
concerning which he may be lawfully interrogated, the Circuit 
Court of Montgomery County, or the county where such party 
resides, on application of the Superintendent, may issue an order 
requiring such person to comply with such subpoena and to testi¬ 
fy; and any failure to obey any such order of the court may be 
punished by the court as a contempt thereof. 
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(5) Statements of charges, notices, orders, and other processes 
of the Superintendent under this Act may be served by anyone 
duly authorized by the Superintendent, either in the manner pro¬ 
vided by law for service or process in civil actions, or by register¬ 
ing and mailing a copy thereof to the person affected by such 
statement, notice, order, or other process at his or its residence 
or principal office or place of business. The verified return by 
the person so serving such statement, notice, order, or other 
process, setting forth the manner of such service, shall be proof 
of the same, and the return postcard receipt for such statement, 
notice, order, or other process, registered and mailed as aforesaid, 
shall be proof of the service of the same. 

Section 7. Cease and Desist Orders and Modifications There¬ 
of. 


(1) If, after such hearing, the Superintendent shall determine 
that the method of competition or the act or practice in question is 
defined in Section 4 of this Act and that the person complained 
of has engaged in such method of competition, act or practice in 
violation of this Act, he shall reduce his findings to writing and 
shall issue and cause to be served upon the person charged with 
the violation an order requiring such person to cease and desist 
from engaging in such method of competition, act or practice. 

(2) Until the expiration of the time allowed under subsection 
(1), Section 8 of this Act for filing a petition for review, if no 
such petition has been duly filed within such time, or if a petition 
for review has been filed within such time, then until the tran¬ 
script of the record in the proceeding has been filed in the court, 
as hereinafter provided, the Superintendent may at any time, 
upon such notice and in such manner as he shall deem proper, 
modify or set aside in whole or in part any order issued by him 
under this Section. 

(3) After the expiration of the time allowed for filing such 
a petition for review, if no such petition has been duly filed with¬ 
in such time, the Superintendent may at any time, after notice 
and opportunity for hearing, reopen and alter, modify or set 
aside, in whole or in part, any order issued by him under this 
Section whenever in his opinion conditions of fact or of law have 
so changed as to require such action or if the public interest shall 
so require. 

Section 8. Judicial Review of Cease and Desist Orders. 

(1) Any person required by an order of the Superintendent 
under Section 7 of this Act to cease and desist from engaging in 
any unfair method of competition or any unfair or deceptive act 
or practice defined in Section 4 of this Act may obtain a review 
of such order by filing in the Circuit Court of any county in the 
State of Alabama, within thirty (30) days from the date of service 
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of such order, a written petition praying that the order of the 
Superintendent be set aside. A copy of such petition shall be 
forthwith served upon the Superintendent, and thereupon the 
Superintendent forthwith shall certify and file in such court a 
transcript of the entire record in the proceedings, including all 
the evidence taken and the report and order of the Superintend¬ 
ent. Upon such filing of the petition and transcript, such court 
shall have jurisdiction of the proceeding and of the question de¬ 
termined therein, shall determine whether the filing of such peti¬ 
tion shall operate as a stay of such order of the Superintendent, 
and shall have power to make and enter upon the pleadings, evi¬ 
dence and proceedings set forth in such transcript a decree modi¬ 
fying, affirming or reversing the order of the Superintendent, in 
whole or in part. The findings of the Superintendent as to the 
facts, if supported by the evidence, shall be conclusive. 

(2) To the extent that the order of the Superintendent is af¬ 
firmed, the court shall thereupon issue its own order commanding 
obedience to the terms of such order of the Superintendent. If 
either party shall apply to the court for leave to adduce addition¬ 
al evidence and shall show to the satisfaction of the court that 
such additional evidence is material and that there were reason¬ 
able grounds for the failure to adduce such evidence in the pro¬ 
ceeding before the Superintendent, the. court may order such ad¬ 
ditional evidence be taken before the Superintendent, and to be 
adduced upon the hearing in such manner and upon such terms 
and conditions as to the court may seem proper. The Superin¬ 
tendent may modify his findings of fact, or make new findings by 
reason of the additional evidence so taken, and he shall file such 
modified or new findings which, if supported by the evidence, 
shall be conclusive, and his recommendation, if any, for the modi¬ 
fication or setting aside of his original order, with the return of 
such additional evidence. Appeal may be taken from the Circuit 
Court to the Supreme Court as provided in other civil cases. 

(3) A cease and desist order issued by the Superintendent 
under Section 7 of this Act shall become final: 

(a) Upon the expiration of the time allowed for filing of 
petition for review, if no such petition has been duly filed within 
such time; except that the Superintendent may thereafter modify 
or set aside his order to the extent provided in subsection (2) of 
Section 7 of this Act; or 

(b) Upon the final decision of the court if the court directs 
that the order of the Superintendent be affirmed or the petition 
for review dismissed. 

(4) No order of the Superintendent under this Act or order 
of the court to enforce the same shall in any way relieve or ab¬ 
solve any person affected by such order from any liability under 
any other laws of this state. 
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Section 9. Procedure as to Unfair Methods of Competition 
and Unfair or Deceptive Acts or Practices Which Are Not De¬ 
fined. 

(1) Whenever the Superintendent shall have reason to believe 
that any person engaged in the business of insurance is engaging 
in this state in any method of competition or in any act or practice 
in the conduct of such business which is not defined in Section 4 
of this Act, that such method of competition is unfair or that such 
act or practice is unfair or deceptive and that a proceeding by 
him in respect thereto would be to the interest of the public, he 
may issue and serve such person a statement of the charges in 
that respect and a notice of a hearing thereon to be held at a 
time and place fixed in the notice, which shall not be less than 
ten (10) days after the date of the service thereof. Each such 
hearing shall be conducted in the same manner as the hearings 
provided for in Section 6 of this Act. The Superintendent shall, 
after such hearing, make a report in writing in which he shall 
state his findings as to the facts, and he shall serve a copy there¬ 
of upon such person. 

(2) If such report charges a violation of this Act and if such 
method of competition, act or practice has not been discontinued, 
the Superintendent may, through the Attorney General of this 
state, at any time after thirty (30) days after the service of such 
report, cause a petition to be filed in the Circuit Court of this 
State within the circuit wherein the person resides or has his 
principal place of business, to enjoin and restrain such person 
from engaging in such method, act or practice. The court shall 
have jurisdiction of the proceeding and shall have power to make 
and enter appropriate orders in connection therewith and to 
issue such writs as are ancillary to its jurisdiction or are necessary 
in its judgment to prevent injury to the public pendente lite. 

(3) A transcript of the proceedings before the Superintendent 
including all evidence taken and the report and findings shall be 
filed with such petition. If either party shall apply to the court 
for leave to adduce additional evidence and shall show, to the 
satisfaction of the court, that such additional evidence is material 
and there were reasonable grounds for the failure to adduce such 
evidence in the proceeding before the Superintendent, the court 
may order such additional evidence to be taken before the Super¬ 
intendent and to be adduced upon the hearing in such manner and 
upon such terms and conditions as to the court may seem proper. 
The Superintendent may modify his findings of fact or make 
new findings by reason of the additional evidence so taken, and 
he shall file such modified or new findings with the return of 
such additional evidence. 

(4) If the court finds that the method of competition com¬ 
plained of is unfair or that the act or practice complained of is 
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unfair or deceptive, that the proceeding by the Superintendent 
with respect thereto is to the interest of the public and that the 
findings of the Superintendent are supported by the weight of the 
evidence, it shall issue its order enjoining and restraining the 
continuance of such method of competition, act or practice. 

Section 10. Judicial Review by Intervenor 

If the report of the Superintendent does not charge a violation 
of this Act, then any intervenor in the proceedings may, within 
thirty (30) days after the service of such report, cause a notice of 
appeal to be filed in the Circuit Court of Montgomery County for 
a review of such report. Upon such review, the court shall have 
authority to issue appropriate orders and decrees in connection 
therewith, including, if the court finds that it is to the interest of 
the public, orders enjoining and restraining the continuance of 
any method of competition, act or practice which it finds, not¬ 
withstanding such report of the Superintendent, constitutes a vio¬ 
lation of this Act. 

Section 11. Penalty. 

Any person who violates a cease and desist order of the Su¬ 
perintendent under Section 7 of this Act after it has become final 
and while such order is in effect shall, upon proof thereof, to the 
satisfaction of the court, forfeit and pay to the State of Alabama 
a sum of not less than Fifty Dollars ($50.00) and not more than 
One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00), which may be recovered in a 
civil action. 

Section 12. Provisions of Act Additional. 

The powers vested in the Superintendent by this Act shall be 
additional to any other powers to enforce any penalties, fines or 
forfeitures authorized by law with respect to the methods, acts 
and practices hereby declared to be unfair or deceptive. 

Section 13. Immunity from Prosecution. 

If any person shall ask to be excused from attending and testi¬ 
fying or from producing any books, papers, records, correspond¬ 
ence or other documents at any hearing on the ground that the 
testimony or evidence required of him may tend to incriminate 
him or subject him to a penalty or forfeiture, and shall notwith¬ 
standing be directed to give such testimony or produce such evi¬ 
dence, he must nonetheless comply with such direction, but he 
shall not thereafter be prosecuted or subjected to any penalty or 
forfeiture for or on account of any transaction, matter or thing 
concerning which he may testify or produce evidence pursuant 
thereto, and no testimony so given or evidence produced shall be 
received against him upon any criminal action; investigation or 
proceeding, provided, however, that no such individual so testify¬ 
ing shall be exempt from prosecution or punishment for any

perjury committed by him while so testifying and the testimony 
or evidence so given or produced shall be admissible against him 
upon any criminal action, investigation or proceeding concern¬ 
ing such perjury, nor shall he be exempt from the refusal, revoca¬ 
tion or suspension of any license, permission or authority con¬ 
ferred, or to be conferred, pursuant to the insurance law of this 
state. Any such individual may execute, acknowledge and file 
in the office of the Superintendent a statement expressly waiving 
such immunity or privilege in respect to any transaction, matter 
or thing specified in such statement and thereupon the testimony 
of such person or such evidence in relation to such transaction, 
matter or thing may be received or produced before any judge 
or justice, court, tribunal, grand jury or otherwise, and if so re¬ 
ceived or produced such individual shall not be entitled to any 
immunity or privilege on account of any testimony he may so give 
or evidence so produced. 

Section 14. Hearing May Be Conducted by Deputies. 

Where under the terms of this Act the Superintendent is re¬ 
quired to hold a hearing, he is authorized to appoint a member of 
his official staff to conduct it, who shall report to the Superin¬ 
tendent in writing all the testimony taken and the proceedings 
had at the hearing, together with his findings of fact for the Su¬ 
perintendent’s action thereon. 

Section 15. Severability. 

If any provision of this Act or the application thereof to any 
person or circumstance is held invalid, the invalidity shall not 
affect other portions or applications of the Act which can be given 
effect without the invalid provision or application, and to this 
end the provisions of this Act are severable. 

Section 16. Effective Date. 

This Act shall become effective upon its date of passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming the 
law.

AN ACT 

To provide for the administrative organization of the State Military 
Department 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The Adjutant General may have to assist him in the 
performance of his duties and to perform the various duties of 
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the Military Department such number of officers and employees 
as may be approved by the Governor, such officers and employees 
to be appointed by the Adjutant General subject to the approval 
of the Governor and subject to the provisions of the merit system 
wherever applicable, it being specifically provided that, if ap¬ 
proved by the Governor, such departmental organization may 
include the positions of Deputy Adjutant General, an Assistant 
Adjutant General for Army and an Assistant Adjutant General 
for Air. The provisions of the merit system shall have applica¬ 
tion to all officers and employees of the department other than 
those serving in the active military service of the State under 
orders of the Governor, who shall receive the same pay as an of¬ 
ficer or enlisted man of the regular service of corresponding grade 
with corresponding length of service; provided, however, that in 
the event a person be appointed to the position of Deputy Adju¬ 
tant General such person shall occupy a position in the unclassi¬ 
fied service of the State. All persons hereafter appointed as of¬ 
ficers in the Military Department shall have served at least three 
years in the active Alabama National Guard or the Army of the 
United States or other armed forces of the United States or the 
Officers Reserve Corps and should have military and civil edu¬ 
cation, training, and experience particularly fitting him for the 
position to which he is assigned. 

The assigments, duties and authority of the officers and em¬ 
ployees of the department shall be prescribed and assigned by 
the Adjutant General, with the approval of the Governor, and 
such department shall be so organized, and may be reorganized 
into appropriate sections, divisions or agencies as to conform to 
the wishes of the Governor and the regulations and requirements 
of the National Guard of the United States. The persons occu¬ 
pying positions as heads or chiefs of the various sections or divi¬ 
sions or holding other offices or positions in the department shall, 
if such person qualify therefor, hold such military rank as may 
be authorized and approved for such positions by the Governor 
and the National Guard Bureau of the United States, and if so 
authorized and approved those officers holding the position of 
Deputy Adjutant General, Assistant Adjutant General for Army 
and Assistant Adjutant General for Air may be appointed to and 
hold the grade of Brigadier General for the time they occupy 
such positions. Officers and employees of the State Military 
Department called, ordered, or drafted into the service of the 
armed forces of the United States for any reason shall be granted 
leave of absence from their employments therein for the time 
they are retained in such service and shall be reinstated in such 
or similar employments if they so desire, and if they apply in 
writing to the Adjutant General for said reinstatement within 
twelve months after termination of the term of service on their 
original call, order, draft or enlistment into the federal service. 
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Section 2. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

To amend Section 258, Title 22, Code of Alabama (1940), which pre¬ 
scribes penalties for trafficking in marihuana. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 258 of Title 22 of the Code of Alabama 
(1940) is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 258. Penalties. Any person who violates any provi¬ 
sion of this chapter shall be guilty of a felony, and upon convic¬ 
tion for the first offense shall be imprisoned for not less than five 
nor more than twenty years, and, in addition, may be fined not 
more than twenty thousand dollars. For a second or subsequent 
offense, or if, in case of a first conviction of violation of any pro¬ 
vision of this chapter, the offender shall have been previously con¬ 
victed of any violation of the laws of the United States or of any 
other state, territory or district relating to narcotic drugs or mari¬ 
huana, the offender shall be imprisoned for not less than ten nor 
more than forty years, and, in addition, may be fined not more 
than twenty thousand dollars. 

“The imposition or execution of sentence shall not be suspend¬ 
ed, and probation shall not be granted. Provided further, any 
person over eighteen years of age who is convicted of selling, de¬ 
livering, offering to sell, bartering, or giving any marihuana, can¬ 
nabis americana, or cannabis indica, or any cigar or cigarette 
made of or containing any marihuana, to a person under the age 
of eighteen years shall be imprisoned not less than ten nor more 
than forty years, and, in addition, may be fined not more than 
twenty thousand dollars.” 

Section 2. That all laws or parts of laws which are inconsist¬ 
ent with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. That this Act shall be effective and in force from 
and after its passage and approval by the Governor.

Act.” 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 6 of Act No. 158, 1956 General Acts, 
First Special Session, page 224, entitled “An Act to provide for 
and fix the manner in which the Director of Conservation may 
execute oil, gas and mineral leases on all lands under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Department of Conservation; to further provide for 
the manner in which the Director of Conservation may execute 
oil, gas and mineral leases on lands belonging to other State de¬ 
partments or agencies; to further provide for the manner in which 
lands or any rights of interest therein under any navigable 
streams or navigable waters, bays, estuaries, lagoons, bayous or 
lakes, and the shores along the navigable waters to high tide 
mark, and submerged lands in the Gulf of Mexico within the his¬ 
toric seaward boundary of this State, which is hereby declared

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days (25) before the final date for submitting bids. Invitations 
for bids shall contain a statement as to the final date for submit¬ 
ting bids; the time and place at which the bids will be opened; 
and a legal description, the location, and the approximate acre¬ 
age of the tract of land proposed to be leased. Provided, that no 
tract of land containing more than five thousand two hundred 
(5,200) acres shall be leased or advertised for lease under the 
provisions of this Act. Bids shall be opened publicly in the office 
of the Director of Conservation at the time stated in the invi¬ 
tations for bids. The lease of any tract of land shall be awarded 
to the highest responsible bidder making the most advantageous 
offer to the State and the Director of Conservation must either 
accept the most advantageous offer or reject all bids within five 
(5) days from the date said bids were opened. The Director of 
Conservation may reject all bids on any tract of land when, in 
his opinion, the public interest will be served thereby, but such 
tract of land shall not thereafter be leased except in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

“The operation by a nonresident of a motor vehicle on a public 
highway in this state, or the operation on a public highway in 
this state of a motor vehicle owned by any nonresident and being 
operated by such nonresident, or his, their or its agent, shall be 
deemed equivalent to an appointment by such nonresident of the 
secretary of state of the State of Alabama, or his successor in of¬ 
fice, to be such nonresident’s, or in case of the death of such non¬ 
resident his personal representative’s true and lawful agent or 
attorney upon whom may be served the summons and complaint 
in any action against such nonresident, or if such nonresident 
has died against such nonresident’s personal representative, 
growing out of any accident or collision in which such nonresi¬ 
dent may be involved while operating a motor vehicle on such

public highway; or in which such motor vehicle may be involved 
while being operated on such public highway within the State 
of Alabama; and such operation shall be deemed a signification of 
such nonresident's agreement and equivalent to an appointment 
by such nonresident of the secretary of state of the State of Ala¬ 
bama, or his successor in office, to be such nonresident’s, or in 
case of the death of such nonresident his personal representative’s 
true and lawful agent or attorney upon whom may be served all 
lawful process in any action or proceedings against such nonresi¬ 
dent, or if such nonresident has died against such nonresident’s 
personal representative, growing out of any accident or collision 
in which such nonresident may be involved while operating a 
motor vehicle on such public highway, or in which such motor

service and a copy of the summons and complaint are forthwith 
sent by registered mail to the defendant by the secretary of state 
of the State of Alabama, or his successor in office, and the defend¬ 
ant’s return receipt and the certificate of the secretary of state, 
or his successor in office, of the compliance herewith, which shall 
be filed in the office of the clerk of the court or in the court where¬ 
in said action may be pending. Such certificate of the secretary 
of state shall show the date of the mailing by registered mail of 
the notice of the service and copy of the summons and complaint 
to such nonresident defendant, and the date of the receipt of the 
return card, and shall be signed by the secretary of state of the 
State of Alabama, or his successor in office; or, provided, that the 
secretary of state of the State of Alabama in lieu of the notice of 
service hereinabove provided to be given, by registered mail, in 
the following manner: By causing or having a notice of such serv¬ 
ice and a copy of the summons and complaint served upon such 
nonresident defendant, if found within the State of Alabama, by 
any officer duly qualified to serve legal process within the State 
of Alabama, or if such nonresident defendant is found without 
the State of Alabama, by a sheiff, deputy sheriff, or United States 
marshal, or deputy United States marshal, or any duly consti¬ 
tuted public officer qualified to serve like process in the state of 
the jurisdiction where such nonresident defendant is found; and 
the officer’s return showing such service, when made, shall be 
filed in the office of the clerk of the court, or in the court wherein 
such action is pending, on or before the return day of the process, 
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or within such further time as the court may allow; provided fur¬ 
ther that the secretary of state, or his successor in office, may re¬ 
quire the plaintiff in such action to deposit two dollars additional 
with the secretary of state of the State of Alabama to cover the 
cost and such officer’s fee for serving such notice and process. 
And the court in which such action is pending may order such 
continuance or continuances as may be necessary to afford such 
nonresident defendant reasonable opportunity to defend the ac¬ 
tion. The fee of three dollars paid by the plaintiff to the secretary 
of state, required to be deposited with the secretary of state at 
the time of the service, and the additional fee of two dollars if it 
is required to be deposited by the plaintiff with the secretary of 
state, shall be taxed as costs, if he prevails in the suit. The secre¬ 
tary of state shall keep on file in his office a copy of such summons 
and complaint and also keep a record of all such process which 
shall show the day and hour and manner of such service. 

“This section shall not apply to any foreign corporation that 
has qualified under the constitution and laws of this state as to 
doing business herein, and has designated and has and is main¬ 
taining at such time an authorized agent or agents residing in this 
state upon whom service can be had.”

in an amount equal to seventy-five percent of such wages, sal¬ 
aries or other compensation, due or to become due to such labor¬ 
ers or employees, and the levy as to such percentage of their 
wages, salaries or other compensation shall be void. The court 
issuing the writ or levy shall show thereon the amount of the 
claim of the plaintiff and the court costs in the proceedings and 
should at any time during the pendency of said proceedings in the 
court a judgment be rendered for a different amount, then the 
court shall notify said garnishee of the correct amount due by 
the defendant under said writ or levy. The garnishee shall re¬ 
tain twenty-five percent of the wages, salaries, or other compensa¬ 
tion of the laborer or employee during such period of time as is 
necessary to accumulate a sum equal to the amount shown as due 
by the court on the writ or levy, at which time the garnishee shall 
pay the same into court. Should the employment of the defendant 
for any reason be terminated with the garnishee, then the gar¬ 
nishee shall not later than fifteen days after the termination of 
such employment, report such termination to the court and pay 
into court all sums as have been withheld from the defendant’s 
wages, salaries or other compensation. If the plaintiff in garnish¬ 
ment contest the answer of the garnishee, as now provided by

World War II, and June 27,1950, and December 31, 1955, as to the 
Korean Conflict, or (b) died from a disability incurred from mil¬ 
itary service during any of the above periods specified in Section 
1 (a), as established by the State Department of Veterans Affairs 
on the basis of facts provided by the United States Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration or other appropriate federal agencies, provided such 
death occurred within twenty years following the beginning date 
of each official period of hostilities specified therein, after having 
been discharged under conditions other than dishonorable and 
after having served at least ninety days consecutively in the 
armed forces prior to and/or subsequent to the date on which such 
disability occurred, or who was honorably discharged by reason 
of a war time service-connected disability after serving less than 
ninety days; may attend any Alabama state institution of higher 
learning, college, or university for a period of four standard aca¬ 
demic years of nine months each, not to exceed thirty-six months 
total, without paying any instructional fees or tuition whatsoever 
for such college or university attendance, or any such child may 
take a prescribed course in any Alabama state trade school, for the 
length of any prescribed course of study of his or her choosing, 
without the payment of any instructional tuition or fees whatso¬ 
ever. Training under this section must be initiated within two 
years after high school graduation, but in no case after the child's 
twenty-third birthday, and must be completed within five years 
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after its initiation, except for delays caused by military service 
during the training period, and in no case may training be received 
under this Act beyond the thirtieth birthday of such child.” 

Section 2. Section 2 of said Act No. 47, H. 29, approved May 
24,1951, as amended, is amended further to read as follows: 

“Section 2. The widow of any person who was killed, declared 
missing, or died in line of duty in the armed forces, or died as a 
result of war time service-connected disability during any of the 
periods described in Section 1 of this Act shall be entitled to at¬ 
tend any Alabama state institution of higher learning, college or 
university, for a period of two standard academic years of nine 
months each, not to exceed eighteen months, without the pay¬ 
ment of any tuition or fees whatsoever, or such widow may at¬ 
tend any Alabama state trade school on the payment of one-half 
of the cost of tuition and fees of any prescribed course in any such 
school. Should the widow of such deceased serviceman or vet¬ 
eran have children by such deceased serviceman or veteran, she 
is entitled to four standard academic years of educational train¬ 
ing, not to exceed thirty-six months, in any Alabama state insti¬ 
tution of higher learning, college or university, without the pay¬ 
ment of any tuition or fees whatsoever, or such widow may take 
any prescribed course of study in any Alabama state trade school, 
tuition and fees free. It is provided, however, that in order for 
such widow to be eligible for the benefits receivable under this 
Act, she must, except where unable to do so because of circum¬ 
stances beyond her control, begin her educational training within 
five years after the effective date of this Act or within five years 
after the death of the veteran, whichever occurs later. All train¬ 
ing received under this section must be completed within three 
years after the beginning date of a two-year course or within six 
years after the beginning date of a four-year course. This section 
shall not apply to the widow of any such deceased serviceman or 
veteran who has remarried prior to applying for and obtaining 
educational benefits under this section, and should any such wid¬ 
ow of such deceased serviceman or veteran remarry during the 
time she is in attendance upon any of the schools, colleges, or 
universities mentioned in this section, then she shall pay tuition 
and fees for her course of study or attendance upon such school, 
college or university from the time of her remarriage.” 

Section 3. Section 3 of said Act No. 47, H. 29, approved May 
24, 1951, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 3. The wife and children of any veteran who is suf¬ 
fering from forty per cent or more service-connected disabilities, 
brought about from service in the armed forces of the United 
States between April 7, 1917, and November 11, 1918, December 
7, 1941, and December 31, 1946, or June 27, 1950, and December 
31,1955, or shall have had such forty per cent or more of service-

connected disabilities at the time of his death, provided that such 
disabilities as are mentioned herein are established as war time 
service-connected by the State Department of Veterans Affairs on 
the basis of facts provided by the United States Veterans Admin¬ 
istration or other appropriate federal agencies, shall be entitled 
to the following educational advantages and opportunities: 

“The wife shall be entitled to two standard academic years of 
not to exceed nine months each attendance upon any Alabama 
state institution of higher learning, college or university without 
the payment of any tuition or fees, and should she elect to take 
a prescribed course of study in any Alabama state trade school, 
then she shall be required to pay one-half of the regular tuition 
and fees for such prescribed course of study. It is provided, how¬ 
ever, that all training received at state institutions of higher 
learning under the provisions of this section must be completed 
within a period of three years after the beginning date of such 
two-year course. 

“The children of such disabled veteran shall be entitled to four 
standard academic years of not to exceed nine months each attend¬ 
ance upon any Alabama state institution of higher learning, col¬ 
lege or university, without the payment of any tuition or fees, or 
he or she shall be entitled to a prescribed course of study in any 
Alabama state trade school, without the payment of any tuition 
or fees. Training under this section must be initiated within two 
years after high school graduation, but in no case after the child’s 
twenty-third birthday, and must be completed within five years 
after its initiation, except for delays caused by military service 
during the training period, and in no case may training be re¬ 
ceived under this section beyond the thirtieth birthday of such 
child.” 

Section 4. Section 5 of said Act No. 47, H. 29, approved May 
24, 1951, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 5. Any veteran who applies for benefits under this 
Act must produce sufficient identification, sufficient proof of be¬ 
ing a permanent resident of this State, of at least one year prior 
to his or her entrance into service, and must produce an honorable 
discharge or other proof of honorable termination of at least nine¬ 
ty days of service in the armed forces, or service of less than nine¬ 
ty days if discharged or released by reason of service-connected 
disability, before application for any such benefits can be ap¬ 
proved. The wife, widow, or child who makes application for any 
educational benefits under this Act must produce sufficient iden¬ 
tification that such person is the wife, widow, or child of such 
disabled veteran or deceased serviceman or veteran, sufficient 
proof that their husband, father, or mother, as the case may be, 
is or was a permanent resident of the State of Alabama, of at least 
one year’s residence prior to his or her entrance into the service, 
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and, in the case of wives, widows, and children of veterans, must 
produce an honorable discharge or other proof of honorable termi¬ 
nation of service of such veteran in the armed forces, for a period 
of at least ninety days between the dates hereinabove mentioned, 
or service of less than ninety days if discharged or released by 
reason of service-connected disability. For the purposes of this 
Act it is mandatory that war time service-connected disability or 
death therefrom be established by the State Department of Vet¬ 
erans Affairs on the basis of facts provided by the United States 
Veterans Administration or other appropriate federal agencies.” 

Section 5. Section 6 of said Act No. 47, H. 29, approved May 
24, 1951, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 6. All applications for benefits accruing under this 
Act must be made to the State Department of Veterans Affairs. 
The State Service Commissioner, or any official of the depart¬ 
ment designated by him, is hereby charged with the responsibility 
and duty of determining the eligibility of each applicant for the 
benefits under this Act; provided, however, that such determina¬ 
tion of eligibility shall be based upon the findings of the United 
States Veterans Administration in addition to other proofs and 
records required under this section. The State Service Commis¬ 
sioner shall cause the State Department of Veterans Affairs to 
issue a certificate of eligibility and entitlement in behalf of each 
applicant who may be determined by him to be entitled to the 
benefits.” 

Section 6. Section 10 of said Act No. 47, H. 29, approved May 
24,1951, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 10. There is hereby appropriated from any funds in 
the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated such an amount as 
may be necessary to reimburse every Alabama state institution of 
higher learning, college, university, or Alabama state trade school 
in which benefits are given to veterans, their wives, widows, or 
children under this Act. Such reimbursement shall be made at 
the end of each academic quarter or semester for all fees waived 
by such institutions, colleges, universities, or schools under this 
Act, and shall be made on the basis of certified invoices submitted 
by such institution or school to the State Department of Veter¬ 
ans Affairs, and shall be supported by names of the students re¬ 
ceiving such benefits, together with the amounts claimed for each 
student.” 

Section 7. Section 12 of said Act No. 47, H. 29, approved May 
24, 1951, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 12. No veteran, nor his wife may obtain any benefits 
under this Act if the Federal Government, through its public laws 
No. 634, 190, or 894 or any similar legislation hereafter enacted, 
provides for payment to any person, institution, or organization 
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on behalf of such veteran, or his wife, for the purpose of providing 
opportunity for rehabilitation or educational training, provided 
such benefits are of equal or greater value than those provided by 
this Act; Provided, however, that the benefits hereunder are pro¬ 
vided in addition to any other State or Federal benefits to which 
the widow or children of a deceased veteran may be entitled.” 

Section 8. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To provide for the further promotion of river development in this 
State; to create the Alabama River Development Authority; to prescribe 
its powers and duties; to prescribe the authority and functions of the Au¬ 
thority; to provide for the appointment of an administrator of the Au¬ 
thority, and to prescribe his powers and duties; and to make an appro¬ 
priation for the purposes of the Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The Legislature finds that Alabama's water re¬ 
sources have become a factor of major importance in connection 
with the further industrial development and economic expansion 
of the State, and that in order to promote the economic develop¬ 
ment of the State, and to secure for the people of the State the 
benefits to be derived therefrom, it is necessary to exploit to the 
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fullest the waterways potential of Alabama. It is, therefore, the 
purpose of this Act to create the Alabama River Development 
Authority, and to vest in such agency responsibility for promoting 
the development of the rivers and waterways of this State. In 
order to attain these ends, the Legislature declares that this Act 
shall be liberally construed. 

Section 2. There shall be an Alabama River Development Au¬ 
thority, which shall be composed of the members of the State 
Planning and Industrial Development Board. The members of 
the Authority shall hold regular meetings at least once each 
month, and may hold special meetings at the call of the chairman; 
but no member of the Authority shall receive pay and allowances 
for more than fifty (50) days during any calendar year. The 
Authority may have an appropriate seal with such words and 
emblem as it may prescribe. The secretary shall notify each 
member in writing of all meetings of the Authority in such man¬ 
ner and under such rules and regulations as the Authority may 
prescribe. The Authority shall adopt rules and regulations for 
the transaction of its business; and the secretary shall keep a rec¬ 
ord of all its proceedings, and upon request, shall furnish a copy 
thereof to each member of the Authority. The members of the 
Authority shall receive the same compensation for their services 
as that provided in Act No. 342, General Acts 1955, page 765. 

Section 3. The members of the Alabama River Development 
Authority shall choose a chairman and a vice-chairman from 
among their own number. The Director of the State Planning 
and Industrial Development Board shall be the administrator of 
the Authority. The administrator shall serve as secretary to the 
Authority and shall be custodian of its books, records, and papers, 
which he shall maintain at the office of the Authority; and he 
shall perform any and all functions and duties, and exercise any 
and all powers and authority, that may be delegated to him by 
the Authority. The administrator shall establish within the Au¬ 
thority such divisions or administrative units as may be necessary 
or convenient to the efficient performance of the functions and 
duties of the Authority. He may assign and reassign functions 
and duties within the Authority. All functions and duties of the 
Authority shall be exercised by the administrator acting by and 
through such administrative divisions or units as he may deter¬ 
mine; and he shall have all power and authority necessary or con¬ 
venient to carry out the functions and duties of the Authority, and 
the orders, rules, and regulations of the Authority, subject to the 
jurisdiction and direction of the Authority. The administrator 
may employ such personnel as are necessary to the efficient ad¬ 
ministration of the functions and duties of the Authority, but the 
employment, and the termination of the employment, of all per¬ 
sonnel shall be subject to the approval of the Authority. All per¬ 
sonnel employed by the administrator shall be appointed from 
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lists of eligibles certified by the State Personnel Department as 
qualified to perform the duties required of them, but the person¬ 
nel employed by the Alabama River Development Authority shall 
be subject to the provisions of the State Merit System only as to 
pay, and to recruitment in the manner aforesaid. 

Section 4. The Alabama River Development Authority shall 
have the following powers and duties: 

1) To investigate and make studies and surveys relative to 
the river system of the State of Alabama, and to seek to secure the 
development of an inland waterway system for the State, and 
make a report of such surveys and studies to the Governor and the 
Legislature. 

2) To contract with county and municipal governments on a 
matching basis in order to make studies and surveys of the river 
system of the State. 

3) To cooperate with State and local chambers of commerce, 
industrial development boards, or other local, state, regional, or 
national governmental agencies, groups, associations, or organiza¬ 
tions, having an interest in river development; and to encourage 
and coordinate the efforts of other public and private organiza¬ 
tions or groups of citizens to secure the development of the rivers 
of this State. 

4) To aid in securing the enactment of federal legislation in 
support of river development; to attempt to secure for Alabama 
the full amounts of any federal funds which may be appropriated 
for river development purposes within the states; and, toward 
the ends mentioned herein, either to establish an office in Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., or to employ representatives located in such city, in 
order to maintain liaison with the appropriate federal agencies 
and departments. 

5) To promulgate such reasonable rules and regulations, con¬ 
sistent with the laws of this State, as may be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of this Act. 

6) To exercise such other powers as may be appropriate to 
enable it to accomplish its functions and duties in connection with 
the promotion, planning, and engineering of river and waterway 
development in this State and to carry out the purposes of this 
Act. 

Section 5. To carry out the provisions of this Act there is 
hereby appropriated from any funds in the State treasury not 
otherwise appropriated the sum of one hundred and twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($125,000.00) for the fiscal year ending Sep¬ 
tember 30, 1958, and the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars ($150,000.00) for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1959. The expenditure of all sums appropriated to the Authority 
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shall be budgeted and allotted in accordance with the provisions 
of Article 3, Chapter 4, Title 55’ Code of Alabama (1940) and 
shall be limited to the amount appropriated thereto for each fiscal 
year; provided, however, that the Authority shall have the pow¬ 
er to receive and expend all federal funds allocated to and subject 
to expenditure by the State of Alabama for river development. 

Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 7. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 8. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To further amend Section 402 (17), Title 37, of the Code of Alabama 
1940, which was last amended by Act No. 116, of the General Acts of Ala¬ 
bama 1956, relating to the board of directors of municipal corporations for 
the purpose of owning, operating and financing water, sewer, gas and 
electric systems. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 402 (17) of Title 37, Code of Alabama, 
1940, which was last amended by Act No. 116 of the General Acts 
of Alabama 1956, relating to the board of directors of municipal 
corporations for the purpose of owning, operating and financing 
water, sewer, gas and electric systems, is hereby amended to read 
as follows: “Each corporation formed or the certificate of incorpo¬ 
ration of which is amended under this act shall have a board of 
directors which shall constitute the governing body of the cor¬ 
poration, which board shall consist of three members. No fee 
shall be paid to any director for services rendered with respect 
to a sanitary sewer system. In any instance when the system or 
systems owned and operated by the corporation are any one or 
more of a water system, a gas system, and an electric system, the 
chairman of the board of directors may, at the discretion of the 
board of directors, be paid a director’s fee in an amount not ex¬ 
ceeding $15.00 each month for one such system and $10.00 each 
month for each additional system, and each member of the board 
of directors other than the chairman may be paid a director’s 
fee in an amount not exceeding $10.00 each month for each such 
system; provided, that where the municipality with respect to 
which the corporation was primarily organized has less than 
5,000 inhabitants according to the last or any subsequent official 
census, the maximum total amount of director’s fees which may 
be paid to the chairman of its board of directors shall not exceed 
$25.00 during any month and the maximum total amount of di¬ 
rector’s fees which may be paid to any other member of the board 
of directors shall not exceed $20.00 during any month. All mem¬ 
bers of the board of directors of any corporation organized under 
the provisions of this act shall be reimbursed for actual expenses 
incurred in and about the performance of their duties hereunder. 
Any officer of the municipality shall be eligible for appointment 
and may serve as a member of the board of directors for the term 
for which he is appointed or during his tenure as a municipal offi¬ 
cer, whichever expires first, but shall not receive a fee for his 
services; provided, however, that at no time shall the board con¬ 
sist of more than two officers of the municipality. The directors 
of the corporation shall be elected by the governing body of the 
municipality, and they shall be so elected that they shall hold 
office for staggered terms. The first term of office of one direc¬ 
tor shall be two years, of another director shall be four years, and 
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of a third director shall be six years, as shall be designated at the 
time of their election, and thereafter the term of office of each 
director shall be six years; provided, however, that the governing 
body of any municipality which has heretofore or hereafter au¬ 
thorized the creation of a corporation as provided herein may, at 
its option, increase the board of directors from three to five mem¬ 
bers to serve according to all the conditions and terms set forth 
herein. In the event the governing body elects to increase such 
board of directors from three to five members, one member added 
to the board shall be appointed for a term of four years and the 
remaining member for a term of six years and thereafter the term 
of each such director shall be six years; provided that at no time 
shall such board consist of more than three officers of the munici¬ 
pality; provided, further, that any officer of the municipality ap¬ 
pointed to serve as a member of the board of directors shall serve 
for the term for which he is appointed or during his tenure as a 
municipal officer, whichever expires first. 

Section 2. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions hereof are hereby repealed to the extent to which they 
may conflict herewith. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its adoption by the Legislature and approval by the Governor, or 
its otherwise becoming effective pursuant to law.

AN ACT 

To amend further Section 37 of Title 52 of the Code of Alabama 
(1940) which relates to the authority of board and trustees of institu¬ 
tions to borrow from federal agencies or others. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 37 of Title 52 of the Code of Alabama 
(1940) as amended, is amended further to read as follows: 

“Section 37. (a) Authority is hereby granted to the state board 
of education and the trustees of all state institutions respectively, 
where education is a part of the program of the institution, to 
borrow money from federal agencies, or from any private per¬ 
son, or corporation, or lending agency, for the purchase, erection, 
or alteration of buildings, purchase of land, beautification of 
grounds, and the erection and maintenance of swimming pools at 
the several state institutions, and to comply with the requirements 
of such federal agencies, or of such private persons, or corpora¬ 
tions, or banking agencies, promulgated in reference to moneys so 
loaned. The state board of education and the trustees of the 
state institution in question are authorized to issued bonds, war- 
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rants or other evidences of debt, for the repayment of the amount 
borrowed under this section, with interest at a rate not to exceed 
five percent per annum payable semi-annually, and to pledge 
therefor the fees from students to be levied by the institution and 
other moneys not appropriated by the state to the institution. The 
bonds, warrants or other evidences of debt issued under the pro¬ 
visions of this section shall not be an obligation of any nature 
whatsoever of the state, and shall not be payable out of any mon¬ 
eys provided for or appropriated by the state to the institution in 
question. The state board of education or the trustees of any of 
said state institutions shall have power at any time or from time 
to time to issue new bonds in place of those previously issued by 
such state board of education or said trustees under this section 
and then outstanding, and subject to call, which new bonds may 
have terms like or different from the bonds to be refunded, and 
may be secured by provisions like or different from the bonds to 
be refunded; provided, however, that such new bonds shall not 
constitute an extension of the time when the principal of the 
bonds to be refunded shall be paid or increase the principal 
thereof. Such bonds may be exchanged for outstanding bonds or 
may be sold and the proceeds applied to the payment of outstand¬ 
ing bonds, provided that such outstanding bonds can be paid 
within five months after the issuance of the new bonds. 

“(b) Without limiting the generality of the foregoing pro¬ 
visions of this section, the board of trustees of Alabama Polytech¬ 
nic Institute and the board of trustees of the University of Ala¬ 
bama are authorized to alter, enlarge, and improve existing sta¬ 
dium facilities from time to time at each institution in order to 
provide each institution with a completely equipped stadium 
having a permanent and temporary seating capacity for approxi¬ 
mately 50,000 persons. Provided, however, that the total amount 
so borrowed for construction at each institution under the pro¬ 
visions of this section shall not exceed $1,000,000. The construc¬ 
tion, alteration, enlargement and improvement of the stadia shall 
be performed under the technical supervision of the state build¬ 
ing commission. The board of trustees of Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute and the board of trustees of the University of Alabama 
shall each have power and authority to negotiate self-liquidating 
loans, not to exceed the amount herein authorized for each sta¬ 
dium project, with federal agencies, or from any private person, 
corporation, or lending agency when and as needed to complete 
the authorized stadia. The boards of trustees of Alabama Poly¬ 
technic Institute and the University of Alabama are authorized 
to issue bonds, warrants, or other evidences of debt for the repay¬ 
ment of any amount borrowed, together with interest. The bonds, 
warrants or other evidences of debt issued under the provisions of 
this section shall not be an obligation of any nature whatsoever 
of the state, and shall not be payable out of any moneys provided 
for or appropriated by the state to the institution in question. 
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All bonds, warrants, and other evidences of debt issued under this 
section shall be callable before maturity at the option of the board 
of trustees issuing the same. Securities issued hereunder shall 
be special obligations payable from student athletic fees, gate re¬ 
ceipts, other moneys and revenues to be derived from the opera¬ 
tion of the stadia. The board of trustees of each educational insti¬ 
tution are authorized and directed to pledge all or any part of such 
student athletic fees, gate receipts, other moneys and revenues 
derived from the use of the stadia, to the payment of the principal 
of, and interest on the securities. In order to secure the prompt 
payment of such principal and interest and the proper application 
of the student athletic fees, gate receipts, other moneys and rev¬ 
enues pledged thereto, the boards of trustees of Alabama Poly¬ 
technic Institute and the University of Alabama are each author¬ 
ized to covenant by appropriate provisions in the resolution or 
resolutions authorizing the securities.” 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To authorize the State Board of Agriculture and Industries to adopt 
rules and regulations for poultry meat inspection and grading; to author¬ 
ize the Department of Agriculture and Industries to perform poultry meat 
inspection and grading work and to enter into contracts to furnish in¬ 
spection and grading services for which services fees may be charged and 
collected. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The State Board of Agriculture and Industries is 
authorized to promulgate and adopt rules and regulations pro¬ 
viding for poultry meat inspection and grading at poultry slaugh¬ 
tering, dressing or processing plants or establishments to the end 
that consumers of poultry and poultry products may be supplied 
with a wholesome and healthful product which complies with the 
requirements of such rules and regulations and which may also 
comply with requirements of the State Board of Health, County 
boards of health, the Federal government or any municipality 
receiving such poultry or poultry products or any state to which 
such poultry or poultry products may be shipped. 

Section 2. The Department of Agriculture and Industries 
through qualified personnel of said Department is authorized to 
perform poultry meat inspection at poultry slaughtering, dress¬ 
ing or processing establishments for the purpose of determining 
whether or not poultry and poultry products slaughtered, dressed 
or processed at such plants or establishments comply with the re¬ 
quirements set forth in rules and regulations promulgated as au¬ 
thorized under Section 1 hereof. 

Section 3. The Department of Agriculture and Industries, act¬ 
ing by and through the Commissioner of Agriculture and Indus¬ 
tries, with approval of the State Board of Agriculture and Indus¬ 
tries is also authorized and empowered to enter into contracts 
with any person, firm, partnership, corporation or association en¬ 
gaged in slaughtering, dressing, processing or marketing poultry 
or poultry products whereby the Department of Agriculture and 
Industries on terms and conditions mutually agreed upon between 
the parties to such a contract shall perform poultry meat inspec¬ 
tion and grading at poultry slaughtering, dressing or processing 
plants to the end that poultry slaughtered, dressed or processed at 
such plants shall meet the requirements of any rules, regulations, 
specifications or standards adopted and promulgated under the 
provisions of this Act. The Department of Agriculture and Indus¬ 
tries under terms and conditions of any contract entered into here¬ 
under is authorized to charge and collect fees for inspection serv¬ 
ices to be performed thereunder and such fees shall be in the na¬ 
ture of a contribution to defray the cost of such inspection work 
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with the amount thereof to be mutually agreed upon. All amounts 
collected hereunder as fees shall be deposited into the State 
Treasury to the credit of the Agricultural Fund. The provisions 
of this section shall not be construed to require or make it manda¬ 
tory upon the Department of Agriculture and Industries or any 
person, firm, partnership, corporation or association to enter into 
contracts as authorized hereunder as it is the intent and purpose 
hereof that such contracts shall be voluntarily entered into. The 
amount of fees or compensation to be paid to the Department of 
Agriculture and Industries under the provisions of any contract 
authorized hereunder shall be fixed at an amount whereby no 
cost or additional expenses will be borne by the Department in 
rendering the services to be performed thereunder, nor shall the 
amount of fees or compensation be fixed at a sum which will pro¬ 
duce a profit or any additional revenue to the Department as it 
is the intent and purpose hereof that such fees or compensation 
shall be fixed at an amount which will defray the actual cost and 
expense of the inspection services provided. 

Section 4. The provisions of this Act shall not be construed to 
restrict, limit, or modify the powers, authority or duties of the 
State Board of Health and County boards of health or any city 
or town in the State of Alabama with respect to poultry meat 
slaughtering, dressing or processing requirements or inspection 
as the provisions of this Act are supplementary or additional to 
the powers, duties and authority of such agencies. Provided, 
however, this Act shall not apply to counties having a population 
of not less than 20,832 and not more than 25,849 according to the 
last Federal decennial census. 

Section 5. The provisions of this Act are cumulative and shall 
not be construed to repeal any laws or parts of laws not in con¬ 
flict with the provisions of this Act.

To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, 
legislative and judicial departments of the State, and for the interest on 
the public debt and for the public schools. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature oj Alabama: 

Section 1. That for the purpose of this Act, the following clas¬ 
sifications, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable: (a) 
“salary” and “other salaries”, wherever appearing herein, shall 
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mean the wages or other compensation for skill work or employ¬ 
ment for anyone performing services for the State of Alabama as 
an employee, officer or official, and shall be expended only for 
such purposes; (b) “other expenses” shall mean the operating 
costs of agencies, departments, boards, bureaus and institutions of 
the State, other than salaries, equipment purchases and additions 
and betterments and shall be expended only for operating costs 
incident to the normal operations of such agencies, departments, 
boards, bureaus and institutions including supplies and materials, 
postage, telephone, telegraph, express, travel expense, motor ve¬ 
hicle operations, lights, water, power, insurance and bonding, 
printing and binding, repairs, rents, and items of general expense 
not defined as “equipment purchases”, and the money appropri¬ 
ated therefor shall be expended only for such purposes; (c) 
“equipment purchases” shall mean those items of office equip¬ 
ment, motor vehicle equipment and other equipment which has 
an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of 
one year, and the money appropriated therefor shall be expended 
only for such purposes; (d) “additions and betterments” shall 
mean lands and buildings and the construction and alteration of 
structures and improvements thereto, improvements to land, sew¬ 
er, water, shelter, support, storage, protection or the improvement 
of a natural condition, and the money appropriated therefor shall 
be expended only for such purposes. 

Section 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary ex¬ 
penses of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of 
the State, for the interest on the public debt, and for the public 
schools for each of the two fiscal years ending respectively Sep¬ 
tember 30, 1958 and September 30, 1959, to be paid out of any 
moneys in the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the 
several sums of money hereinafter specified or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, and the total amount to be expended for the 
items for which the appropriation is herein made shall not ex¬ 
ceed the amount provided therefor.

Section 6. In addition to the appropriations herein made, all 
gifts, grants, or contributions, including grants by the Congress 
of the United States, municipalities, or counties, to any depart¬ 
ment, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, 
office or officer of the State of Alabama are hereby appropriated 
and, in the event the same are recurring, are reappropriated to 
such department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, 
institution, office or officer to be used only for the purpose or 
purposes for which the grant or contribution was or shall be 
made.

AN ACT 

To abolish the Hospital Board for Cullman County; to create in lieu 
thereof the Cullman County Hospital Administration Board; to prescribe 
its duties; to authorize the operation of the hospital, owned jointly by the 
County of Cullman and the City of Cullman; to provide for the election 
of the chairman of said hospital board and prescribe his duties; to make 
provisions for the appointment of a superintendent of said hospital; to 
make provisions and care for deficiencies in revenue of said hospital and 
provide for manner of payment of said appropriations. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby created a Cullman County Hospital 
Administration Board, to operate and supervise the hospital 
owned jointly by the County of Cullman, Alabama, and the City 
of Cullman, Alabama, said board to be composed of five members, 
but all members shall be qualified electors of Cullman County, 
and shall serve such terms, until their successors are appointed 
and qualified, or otherwise. 

Section 2. The said hospital board is hereby authorized and 
empowered to equip, maintain, supervise, and operate the hos¬ 
pital owned jointly by the County of Cullman, 60%, and the City 
of Cullman, 40%; said hospital to be maintained for the receipt of 
the sick, wounded, and infirm, and of people in need of hospital 
treatment, and to make such rules and regulations as are neces¬ 
sary for the operation of said hospital; however, no person shall 
be denied hospital care, if a citizen of Cullman County, regard¬ 
less of their ability to pay. No person shall be denied emergency 
treatment. 

Section 3. Said Cullman Hospital shall be operated mainly as 
a charitable institution, inasfar and in relation to gain or profit, 
but may admit patients who are able to pay, and fix and collect 
a reasonable charge therefor. The said Cullman Hospital shall 
and must operate efficiently, but must reduce daily rates charged 
the general public, if the net earnings exceed $2,500.00 per month, 
in any three months of any calendar year. The net earnings must 
be based on actual operating costs, without regard to depreciation, 
as the term is used in general business operations. No reserves, 
or funds of any kind may be set up and accumulated, to exceed 
$2,500.00 per month. 

Section 4. That indigent patients needing hospitalization 
shall be admitted to said hospital only upon the certificate issued 
by the county governing body of Cullman County, or the city 
governing body of the City of Cullman, with the further provi¬ 
sions that such fees as may be fixed by the hospital board for indi¬ 
gent patients shall be paid by the governing body of the City of 
Cullman, or County of Cullman, as such certificate may be issued 
by either of the above governing bodies, and the said city or coun- 
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ty shall be required to pay hospital fees for such patients as may 
be the obligation of either the city or county, but either govern¬ 
ing body shall not be required to pay said obligations, unless they 
have issued certificate authorizing such expenditure. 

Section 5. That said hospital board shall employ a suitable 
person to serve as hospital superintendent, who may be removed 
or discharged by the board with or without cause; that the said 
superintendent shall keep or cause to be kept a record of all trans¬ 
actions of said hospital, that he shall maintain an office in said 
hospital and shall perform such duties as are required by the said 
hospital board, and shall have such authority as may be delegated 
to him by the said hospital board; that said superintendent shall 
be paid such salary as the hospital board shall fix and shall be re¬ 
quired to post such bond as may be required by the hospital board; 
that said superintendent shall have general authority over the op¬ 
eration of the hospital referred to in this Act, with the authority 
to employ all persons needed in the conduct of said hospital and 
fix their compensation; that he shall make all purchases of sup¬ 
plies of whatever kind of which may be needed in the conduct of 
the hospital and to make payment therefor; he shall make such 
rules and regulations respecting the duties of employees as may 
be necessary; he shall act as treasurer of the hospital and shall 
properly account for all funds received and expended and shall 
make a proper record of all bills paid and incurred, and shall see 
that such bills are properly audited before payment. The records 
and accounts of said hospital shall be audited yearly, by a certi¬ 
fied public accountant, licensed to conduct auditing work in the 
said State of Alabama. 

Section 6. Neither the Hospital Administration Board > the su¬ 
perintendent, nor any subordinate employee of said hospital shall 
have the authority, to make any expenditure whatsoever, for per¬ 
manent improvement, or for any purpose whatsoever, other than 
normal, daily operating expenses, without the written authoriza¬ 
tion and approval of the governing bodies, of both the City of 
Cullman, and the County of Cullman. 

Section 7. By the tenth (10th) day of each month, the hos¬ 
pital superintendent shall make a report, showing all expendi¬ 
tures made by him during the preceding month, and a list of all 
accounts payable, or claims, which have been filed and approved 
by him for payment, which were incurred during the said calen¬ 
dar month in question; the said superintendent shall likewise 
make a report showing all receipts for the preceding month, for 
hospital services rendered, whether paid by the month end in 
question. The above financial statement shall reflect the true 
condition of the Cullman Hospital, and shall be rendered in ac¬ 
cordance with good accounting practices, governing such insti¬ 
tutions. One copy of said financial statement shall be filed with 
the Cullman County governing body, one copy shall be filed with 
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the City of Cullman, and one copy each shall be given or filed with 
the hospital board, and a copy going to each member of said hos¬ 
pital board. Upon receipt of copies of financial statement by the 
Cullman County governing body, and the City of Cullman gov¬ 
erning body, if any deficiency was incurred in the operations of 
the said Cullman Hospital, for the calendar month in question, 
such deficiency shall be paid into the Cullman Hospital treasury, 
on a 60/40% basis, the Cullman County governing body paying 
60% and the City of Cullman paying 40% of such deficiency; how¬ 
ever in any one given calendar month, the County of Cullman 
shall not be liable, and it shall be unlawful for said county gov¬ 
erning body, to contribute more than $600.00 (Six Hundred Dol¬ 
lars) and it shall be unlawful for the City of Cullman to contrib¬ 
ute more than $400.00 (Four Hundred Dollars) in any one calen¬ 
dar month. 

Section 8. The Cullman Hospital Board shall consist of five 
members. One member shall be at all times, a registered nurse. 

Section 9. A chairman and four members shall be appointed 
by the members of the Legislature from Cullman County to serve 
on the Cullman County Hospital Administration Board, upon this 
Act becoming law. The chairman of the hospital board shall be 
appointed for a term of six years. Two associate members of the 
board shall be appointed for terms of four years each, and two 
associate members shall be appointed for a term of two years 
each. The registered nurse who is required to serve on the above 
named board, as specified in Section 8, shall be named by the 
Cullman County registered nurses, who shall meet upon expira¬ 
tion of term of said nurse, and appoint by election of that body, 
a nurse to fill said board position. 

At the expiration of the board members term who are named 
to the above mentioned four year term, the county governing body 
shall appoint one member to this place, and the City of Cullman 
governing body shall appoint one member to the expired four 
year term. 

Upon the expiration of the terms running two years from the 
effective date of this Act, the City of Hanceville governing body 
shall appoint one member to fill the then existing vacancy; and 
the governing body of the City of Holly Pond shall appoint one 
member to fill the other then existing vacancy. Thereafter, all 
vacancies shall be filled according to the aforesaid schedule of 
appointments, and in the event that any municipality named 
above fails to appoint within 30 days, the member they are en¬ 
titled to appoint, then it shall become the duty of the Cullman 
County governing body, jointly with the City of Cullman govern¬ 
ing body, to assemble together, and fill any vacancy which should 
exist due to non-appointment of a board member, by either the 
City of Hanceville or the City of Holly Pond. 
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Board members shall receive as compensation, for attending 
meetings the sum of $10.00 per meeting. No member shall be en¬ 
titled to receive compensation, unless he or she actually attends 
regular or special board meetings, and said meetings shall be 
monthly, between the 1st and 10th day of each month, and no spe¬ 
cial meetings shall be called unless an emergency exists, or on call 
of the chairman of the county governing body and the president of 
the city council, jointly calling said special meeting. 

Section 10. Once each year, within 60 days after closing of the 
said Cullman Hospital Boards’ fiscal year, a full and complete ac¬ 
counting shall be rendered by a certified public accountant, copies 
being transmitted by said certified public accountant, to all mem¬ 
bers of the Cullman Hospital Board, and copies to all members of 
the City of Cullman governing body, including the mayor there¬ 
of, and to all members of the county governing body. This above 
mentioned accounting, shall be full and complete, and shall cover 
the previous years operations in detail, according to standard ac¬ 
counting procedures. 

Section 11. Any member of said hospital board may be re¬ 
moved from office for cause, and by the same procedure as pro¬ 
vided by law for the removal or impeachment of members of the 
county governing body, or the City of Cullman governing body. 

Section 12. Any part or section of this Act which is severable, 
and which might be determined to be unconstitutional, shall in 
no way affect the remainder of said Act. 

Section 13. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

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for his term of office, salary, powers, duties and removal,” is 
further amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. The County Board of Education of Geneva Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, shall appoint the county superintendent of education 
for a term of four years commencing quadrennially on July first. 
To be eligible for appointment to the office of county superin¬ 
tendent of education a person must hold at least an Alabama Class 
B Superintendent-Principal certificate. 


The superintendent of education shall be entitled to a salary 
of not more than seven thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500) 
per annum, and an expenditure for travel and other expenses of 
not more than one thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500) per 
annum, to be fixed by the county board of education, which sala¬ 
ry shall be paid in monthly installments out of any funds avail¬ 
able to the board of education for such purpose. The county board 
of education may remove the superintendent of education at any 
time for immorality, misconduct in office, incompetency, willful 
neglect of duty, or when the best interests of the schools require 
it.”

Section 1. Any county in the State of Alabama now owning 
a water works plant and distribution system or portion thereof 
is hereby authorized to transfer or convey such plant and sys- 
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tem or portion thereof, without the necessity of authorization at 
an election of the qualified voters of such county, to any munici¬ 
pal corporation situated in such county. Any such transfer or 
conveyance may be made with or without pecuniary considera¬ 
tion and on such terms and conditions as the governing body of 
the county owning such plant and system or portion thereof may 
determine, but only after such governing body shall have adopted 
a resolution authorizing such transfer or conveyance. It shall 
not be necessary to obtain any permission or approval from the 
Alabama Public Service Commission or other similar regulatory 
body for such transfer or conveyance. 

Section 2. This act shall be deemed to be severable. If any 
portion hereof should be held invalid or unenforceable by a court 
of competent jurisdiction, such holding shall not invalidate or 
render unenforceable any other portion hereof. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming law.

Each member of the court of county commission¬ 
ers, board of revenue, or like governing body of Geneva County, 
except the chairman or other presiding officer, shall receive a 
salary of two thousand four hundred dollars ($2,400.00) per an¬ 
num, payable in equal monthly installments out of the county 
treasury. In addition, members of the governing body other than 
the chairman or other presiding officer shall each receive an al¬ 
lowance of seventy-five dollars ($75.00) per month, payable out 
of the county treasury, as reimbursement for expenses incurred 
by them in the performance of their duties as members of the 
county governing body.

AN ACT 

To create an inferior Court, to be known as the DeKalb County In¬ 
ferior Court of DeKalb County, Alabama, with the power of justice of 
the Peace; To prescribe the jurisdiction, authority, powers and duties of 
said Court and Officers thereof; To provide rules and procedures of said 
Court; To provide that the DeKalb County Commission shall provide 
quarters and supplies for said Court; and to provide for the execution of 
process and operation of said Court: 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby established an inferior Court of 
DeKalb County, Alabama. Said Inferior Court shall be known 
as the DeKalb County Inferior Court. 

Section 2. The DeKalb County Inferior Court shall have and 
exercise all authority, powers and jurisdiction as is now vested 
in or which may hereafter be conferred on Courts of Justices of 
the Peace by general laws. The Judge of said Court shall have 
and exercise all the powers and authority and perform all the du¬ 
ties now or which may hereafter be required by law of justices of 
the peace and he shall have the same rights and privileges and 
same disabilities and penalties as now apply by law to justices of 
the peace. 

Section 3. H. C. Lybrand is hereby appointed as Judge of said 
Court who shall hold office until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1963, and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. At the General Election in 1962 and every six years 
thereafter a successor to such Judge shall be elected by the quali¬ 
fied electors of DeKalb County. Such Judge shall hold office for 
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a term of six years until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 4. All vacancies in the office of Judge shall be filled 
by appointment by the Governor, and such appointee shall hold 
office for the unexpired term and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. 

Section 5. The Judge of said Court shall possess all the quali¬ 
fications which the law requires of a justice of the peace and 
shall be a qualified elector of and reside in DeKalb County, Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 6. All provisions of the general law relating to rules 
of procedure, the holding of Court, issuing of process, assessment, 
taxing allowance, collection and payment of costs and fees and 
all laws affecting and regulating the practice and duties of the 
justices of the peace shall be applicable to and required of the 
Judge of the DeKalb County Inferior Court. 

Section 7. The Judge of the DeKalb County Inferior Court 
shall receive as compensation for his services the same fees and 
costs allowed justices of the peace which shall be taxed and col¬ 
lected in each case in the same manner as in justice of the peace 
courts. 

Section 8. The Judge of said Court shall address all proc¬ 
esses issued out of said Court to any lawful officer of DeKalb 
County, Alabama, and it shall be executed by the Sheriff or one 
of his Deputies. Fees allowed the Sheriff for similar service in 
Justice of the Peace Courts shall be taxed and collected in each 
case in the DeKalb County Inferior Court and paid to the Sheriff 
for his services. 

Section 9. The same rights, laws regulations and requirements 
as now govern appeals and certiorari in cases from courts of jus¬ 
tices of the peace shall apply and govern appeals and certiorari of 
cases from the DeKalb County Inferior Court. 

Section 10. In the event the Judge of the DeKalb County In¬ 
ferior Court is for any reason disqualified from acting or is absent 
for any cause, the parties to the cause or either of the Judges of 
the Judicial Circuit of which DeKalb County is situated may ap¬ 
point a suitable person to act as such Judge in such cause or dur¬ 
ing the absence of said Judge. 

Section 11. Before entering upon his duties as Judge of the 
DeKalb County Inferior Court, such Judge shall give bond in the 
penal sum of Two Thousand Dollars payable to DeKalb County, 
Alabama, and conditioned to faithfully discharge the duties of 
his office which bond shall be approved by the Judge of Probate 
and filed in the office of the Judge of Probate of DeKalb County, 
Alabama. Said bond shall also be conditioned as required by law 
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as other public officials of DeKalb County, and shall take the pre¬ 
scribed oath of office as other public officials before assuming the 
duties of said office. 

Section 12. The office of the Judge of the DeKalb County In¬ 
ferior Court shall be considered a County Office within the mean¬ 
ing of the election laws of Alabama. 

Section 13. The County Commission shall furnish the Judge 
of the DeKalb County Inferior Court with suitable office space in 
the Courthouse of DeKalb County, Alabama, which said office 
shall be kept open for business during the usual hours of business 
for the transaction of business and shall furnish the supplies for 
said Court on request of the Judge, and the Judge shall hold his 
court at the County Courthouse of DeKalb County, Alabama. 

Section 14. The rules now applying to the recording of judg¬ 
ments in the Justice of the Peace Courts and the liens thereof 
shall apply to the Judgments rendered in the DeKalb County 
Inferior Court. 

Section 15. The Judge of said Court shall keep a record of all 
proceedings in the DeKalb County Inferior Court, DeKalb Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, and shall keep a docket of all cases tried or to be 
tried in said Court, and said records shall be subject to audit as 
other county offices by the State Department of Examiners of 
Accounts. 

Section 16. It is not the intention of the Act to abolish the 
office of justice of the peace in DeKalb County or any precinct, 
but only to create the DeKalb County Inferior Court in DeKalb 
County, Alabama with concurrent jurisdiction throughout DeKalb 
County, Alabama, with justices of the peace and said court shall 
have final jurisdiction to try and determine cases of forcible en¬ 
try and detainer and unlawful detainer, cognizable in said coun¬ 
ty, irrespective of the location of the real property in DeKalb 
County, Alabama. 

Section 17. That if for any reason any section, clause or pro¬ 
vision of this Act shall be declared invalid or unconstitutional, it 
shall not be deemed or held to affect any other section, clause or 
provision, but same shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 18. That this Act shall become effective upon its pas¬ 
sage by the Legislature and approval by the Governor, or its oth¬ 
erwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To establish a DeKalb County Superior Court for DeKalb County; to 
define its jurisdiction and powers; To provide for its officers, their pow¬ 
ers, duties and compensation; To provide that the said court shall be open 
at all times for the trial of cases and transaction of business; Prescribing 
rules and procedure of said Court; and to provide for the transfer of cases 
now pending in the DeKalb County Court to the DeKalb County Superior 
Court; To provide for the repeal of the DeKalb County Court, DeKalb 
County, Alabama, as created by Act No. 179 Local Acts, 1927, Legislature, 
pages 93 to 101 inclusive, as amended; To create a fine and forfeiture fund 
and to provide for payment of claims, to transfer funds from DeKalb 
County Fine and Forfeiture Fund to DeKalb County Superior Court Fine 
and Forfeiture Fund; To provide for a Solicitor for the DeKalb County 
Superior Court, his term of office and election, compensation and duties; 
To provide for payment of expenses of said Court out of the General Fund 
of DeKalb County, Alabama. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there be and is hereby established in and for 
DeKalb County, Alabama, a Court which shall be called “The De¬ 
Kalb County Superior Court”, and which shall be a court of record 
which shall have and exercise the jurisdiction or authority, func¬ 
tions and powers hereinafter conferred upon it by this Act. 

Section 2. Said Court shall have original jurisdiction coexten¬ 
sive with DeKalb County of all civil cases at law and the said 
court and the Judge thereof shall have the power and authority to 
administer oaths, to issue search warrants and writs of habeas 
corpus, prohibition, certiorari, quo warranto, mandamus, and oth¬ 
er special and extraordinary writs and the Judge of said court 
shall have the same power as Circuit Judges with reference to 
ordering the institution of quo warranto proceedings; and the 
said court in civil matters shall have jurisdiction concurrent with 
the Circuit Court. The said court shall have jurisdiction of all 
causes against persons charged with the commission of misde¬ 
meanors, except that this Act shall not restrict the criminal juris¬ 
diction of justices of the peace, and shall have exclusive jurisdic¬ 
tion of all criminal cases appealed from the court of any Mayor, 
Recorder, Justice of the Peace, Probate Court, appeals from Pro¬ 
bate Court in condemnation proceedings, and appeals from the 
actions of any city or towns from improvement assessments; no¬ 
tary public ex officio, justice of the peace, and of bastardy pro¬ 
ceedings provided for by Title 6 of the Code of Alabama, 1940, and 
on all indictments returned against parties charged with misde¬ 
meanor, and the Clerk of said Court shall issue capiases return¬ 
able to said DeKalb County Superior Court. The said DeKalb 
County Superior Court shall also have exclusive jurisdiction of 
all civil cases appealed from any justice of the peace court or of 
any notary public ex officio justice of the peace. 

Section 3. Said Court shall have exclusive jurisdiction over 
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children and the Judge of the DeKalb County Superior Court 
shall be Judge of the Juvenile Court. It being the intention to 
confer complete, full, unlimited and exclusive jurisdiction upon 
the DeKalb County Superior Court of all juvenile matters and 
juvenile jurisdiction in DeKalb County, Alabama, as now pro¬ 
vided under Title 13, Chapter 7, Sections 350 to 383, both inclu¬ 
sive, of the Code of Alabama, 1940, or as hereafter amended and 
appeals in such cases shall be to the Circuit Court. 

Section 4. That the DeKalb County Superior Court shall have 
exclusive and original jurisdiction of all cases arising under Title 
34, Article 3, Sections 89 to 104, both inclusive, of the Code of Ala¬ 
bama 1940, or as hereafter amended, which Article 3, is entitled 
“Desertion and Non-Support.” That the trial of such cases shall 
be by the Court without a jury and appeals in such cases shall be 
to the Circuit Court. 

Section 5. That the Clerk of the DeKalb County Superior 
Court shall by the Clerk of the Juvenile Court and shall issue 
complaints, warrants, notices, orders, decrees and writs necessary 
in and about the operation of said Court, and for his services upon 
said Court shall receive in addition to compensation now or here¬ 
after allowed him, the sum of $400.00 per annum as ex officio fees 
to be paid by the DeKalb County Commission or other like gov¬ 
erning body of DeKalb County, Alabama, as other ex officio fees 
are paid. 

Section 6. All laws and rules of practice with reference to 
process, pleading and practice, and drawing of juries in the sev¬ 
eral proceedings in the Circuit Court shall be applicable to the 
DeKalb County Superior Court and all statutes and rules of prac¬ 
tice pertaining to County Courts and to the Circuit Court shall be 
applicable to criminal causes pending in said court. 

Section 7. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in De¬ 
Kalb County may be instituted in the DeKalb County Superior 
Court by making an affidavit before the Judge or Clerk of said 
court. The writ on said affidavit to be issued by the Clerk of said 
Court, and when the defendant is arrested on said affidavit, said 
cause may be docketed for trial and be tried as though the de¬ 
fendant had been indicted by a grand jury. 

Section 8. That all civil cases are to be tried by the Court 
without the intervention of a jury, unless at the time of the filing 
the suit, plaintiff shall endorse upon the summons and complaint 
a demand for a jury trial or that the defendant or claimant at the 
time of filing the first pleading in the case or at the time of 
making his appearance shall demand a trial by jury in writing to 
be filed in the cause, and provided further that all criminal cases 
shall be tried without the intervention of a jury, unless a demand 
for a jury is endorsed upon the bond at the time of making the 
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same or a demand in writing be filed in the cause within fifteen 
days after the arrest of the defendant. 

Section 9. In all causes in the DeKalb County Superior Court 
brought by appeal or certiorari from justices of the Peace Court, 
Mayors’ Courts, Recorders Court, Probate Courts, or other inferior 
courts, the issue and question of facts shall be tried by the Judge 
of the Court without the intervention of a jury unless a demand 
for a trial by jury be made in writing and filed in the cause by 
the party suing out the appeal or certiorari within five days after 
suing out the same or filed in the cause by the opposite party in 
all civil actions within five days after he has been served with no¬ 
tice of appeal or certiorari, unless said cause is sooner called for 
trial in which case the demand shall be made at the first call of 
said cause. 

Section 10. That all cases in the Probate Court of DeKalb 
County, Alabama, wherein a will is sought to be probated, the 
filing of any contest shall automatically transfer the trial of such 
contest to the DeKalb County Superior Court and it shall be the 
duty of the Judge of Probate to deliver forthwith to the Clerk of 
said Court all papers filed in said contest, and same shall stand 
for trial as any other civil case. That all notices shall be issued 
by the Clerk of said Court as are now required to be issued by the 
Judge of Probate in the contest of wills and the rules for the try¬ 
ing the same as provided for trials of civil cases as to the drawing 
and empaneling of a jury, provided, however, that either party 
desiring a jury trial may file a written demand therefor at any 
time within thirty days from the date of the filing of the cause in 
the DeKalb County Superior Court or at the time said cause is 
first called for trial, if called within said time. That the final 
judgment entry of said contest shall be certified by the clerk of 
said court to the Judge of Probate and by him recorded in the 
Probate Court minutes and acted upon as though it had been ren¬ 
dered in the Probate Court. 

Section 11. That civil cases may be transferred from the De¬ 
Kalb County Superior Court to the Circuit Court in Equity for the 
same reason and in the same manner and under the same rules 
and regulations as is now provided for the transfer of causes from 
the law side of the Circuit Court to the Equity side of said Court. 

Section 12. The Supreme Court and Court of Appeals of this 
State shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over said 
court and in the Judge thereof, which may be exercised in the 
same manner as such jurisdiction may be exercised over the Cir¬ 
cuit Court of the State, and the Judges thereof and appeals may 
be taken from the orders and judgments of said Court to the Su¬ 
preme Court and Court of Appeals in the same manner and within 
the same time as appeals are now taken from the orders and 
judgements of the Circuit Courts of the State, except as may be 
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otherwise provided for juvenile cases and desertion and non-sup¬ 
port cases. 

Section 13. The Venue in any case in the said DeKalb County 
Superior Court shall be changed to any other county under the 
same orders and regulations as governed by change of venue in 
the Circuit Court. 

Section 14. That the Honorable W. G. Hawkins is hereby ap¬ 
pointed Judge of said Court, and shall hold office as judge of said 
court until the second Tuesday after the first Monday in January, 
1961, and until his successor shall be elected and qualified. A 
Judge of said court shall be elected by the qualified electors of 
DeKalb County at the general election to be held in 1960, and each 
six years thereafter, and the term of the Judge of said court shall 
commence on the second Tuesday after the first Monday in Jan¬ 
uary following his election, and shall continue for a period of six 
years and until his successor shall be elected and qualified. 

Section 15. Vacancies in the office of the Judge of said court 
shall be filled by appointment by the Governor, and the person so 
appointed shall hold office as required by the constitution of this 
State. Said Judge shall be removed from office in the same man¬ 
ner now provided by law for the removal of Circuit Judges. The 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Alabama may, where he 
deems proper, by order spread on the minutes of the DeKalb 
County Superior Court, designate any Circuit Judge to hold said 
Court or to try any cause pending in said Court. 

Section 16. That the Clerk of the Circuit Court of DeKalb 
County, shall be ex officio clerk of said Court and shall have the 
powers to discharge the duties which will devolve upon the clerk 
of the Circuit Court and shall be subject to the same pains and 
penalties with regard to the duties of the office and shall be en¬ 
titled to the same fees as are now or may hereafter be allowed to 
Circuit Clerks of Alabama and the same shall be collected as such 
fees are collected in the Circuit Court, and the Deputy Clerk of 
the Circuit Court of DeKalb County shall be ex officio deputy 
clerk of the DeKalb County Superior Court and exercise the same 
powers and duties as are exercised in the Circuit Court by such 
deputy clerks. 

Section 17. That the Judge of said court shall receive a salary 
of Six Thousand Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly in¬ 
stallments at the end of each month out of the county treasury, 
and said salary shall be a preferred claim against any funds in said 
Treasury, superior to all other claims. 

Section 18. That there shall be a Solicitor of the DeKalb Coun¬ 
ty Superior Court who shall receive a salary of Forty-eight hun¬ 
dred dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments 
out of the County Treasury at the end of each month and all So-

licitor’s fees taxed and collected in said court shall be paid into 
the County Treasury of DeKalb County for the benefit of the gen¬ 
eral fund of said County. The Honorable J. A. Johnson is hereby 
appointed Solicitor of the DeKalb County Superior Court, and 
shall hold said office until the second Tuesday after the first Mon¬ 
day in January, 1959, and until his successor shall be elected and 
qualified. A solicitor of said Court shall be elected at the Gen¬ 
eral Election to be held in 1958, and each four years thereafter, 
and the term of the Solicitor shall be for four years, commencing 
on the second Tuesday after the first Monday in January, follow¬ 
ing his election, and until his successor is elected and qualified. 
It shall be the duty of the Solicitor of said Court to prosecute all 
criminal causes pending in said court and to attend upon the ses¬ 
sions of the Grand Jury of DeKalb County, Alabama, and to assist 
the Circuit Solicitor in drawing of indictments and in the prose¬ 
cution of criminal causes pending in the Circuit Court of DeKalb 
County when requested to do so by the Circuit Solicitor. There 
shall be no deputy solicitor in DeKalb County. Vacancies in the 
office of Solicitor of said County shall be filled by the Governor 
and such appointee shall hold said office for the unexpired term. 
The Solicitor of said court shall maintain an office at the Court 
House of DeKalb County, and it shall be the duty of the DeKalb 
County Commission or other like governing body of DeKalb Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, to provide such an office, and supply the same with 
the necessary furnishings, fixtures, stationary and supplies. 

Section 19. The Solicitor of said Court shall be learned in the 
law and shall be licensed as an attorney at law and solicitor in 
chancery by the Supreme Court of Alabama, and shall devote his 
full time to the duties of his office and shall not during his term 
of office, engage in the private practice of law. The Solicitor 
shall be a qualified elector of DeKalb County, Alabama, and shall 
reside in DeKalb County during his term of office. 

Section 20. That the said Court shall be held at the Courthouse 
of DeKalb County, Alabama and that said Court shall be open at 
all times for the trial of cases and the transaction of business. In 
case of sickness or disqualification of the Judge of said court, the 
law applicable to the appointment and service of special judges in 
the Circuit Court shall apply. The Judge of the said Court shall 
be subject to the same penalty for failure to attend upon the Court 
as Circuit Judges of this State. The Judge of said Court shall 
keep an office at the Courthouse of DeKalb County, and it shall 
be the duty of the DeKalb County Commission or other like gov¬ 
erning body of DeKalb County, Alabama, to provide such an of¬ 
fice, and supply the same with the necessary furnishings, fixtures, 
stationery and supplies. 

Section 21. The Judge of said Court may determine and fix 
the time of holding the sessions of said court for the trial of all 
cases triable in said court; provided that the Judge of said Court 
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shall, at the beginning of each year, designate the time at which 
the sessions of said court shall be held for a period of at least one 
year, by making and entering an order upon the minutes of said 
court; provided that the Judge of said Court may call and hold 
special, extra or adjourned sessions of said court when in his 
judgment it is necessary to do so. 

Section 22. The Sheriff of DeKalb County shall, in person or 
by a deputy or deputies, appointed by him, said appointment to be 
approved by the Judge of the DeKalb County Superior Court, be 
required to attend upon said court, and preserve order, and exe¬ 
cute all writs or process and perform such other duties, in all re¬ 
spect as in the circuit courts of this state and for himself and each 
deputy required for attendance upon the sessions of the said court, 
he shall receive the sum of $5.00 per day, payable out the County 
Treasury, upon his warrant, approved by the presiding Judge, 
provided that the Sheriff and his deputies shall not receive pay 
except for the times that the court is actually in session, and none 
of which compensation to the deputies shall be shared in by the 
Sheriff. 

Section 23. The Clerk shall have an official seal for said court. 

Section 24. The Judge of said court shall appoint a competent 
shorthand reporter to perform the duties of official court reporter 
of said court, who shall hold office at the pleasure of said Judge 
and who shall receive as compensation, a fee of Five Dollars for 
each criminal case docketed on trial in said Court and said fee 
shall be collected by the Clerk and paid to the official court re¬ 
porter appointed for said court, and in all civil cases where a 
money judgment is sought where the amount is more than one 
hundred dollars, a court reporter’s fee of Five Dollars shall be 
taxed as part of the cost and be collected by the Clerk and paid to 
the official court reporter and in cases of less than one hundred 
dollars, there shall be a reporter’s fee of two dollars and fifty 
cents, and in all civil cases where there is a default judgment there 
shall be a court reporter’s fee of two dollars and fifty cents, all 
of such fees shall be taxed as part of the cost in such cases and col¬ 
lected by the Clerk and paid to the Court reporter, and the said 
reporter’s fees shall be included in the judgement entry by the 
Court. The said court reporter shall have authority to administer 
oaths and shall be an officer of the Court and shall not be related 
to the Judge of said court within the fifth degree. 

Section 25. All laws pertaining to costs and fees in cases in the 
Circuit Courts as provided by the general laws of this State, both 
as to criminal and civil cases, shall be applicable to said court ex¬ 
cept as herein otherwise provided. A trial tax of two dollars is 
imposed in each case, both criminal and civil, which is docketed 
in said court to be taxed and collected as other costs in said court, 
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and when collected to be paid into the County Treasury for the 
benefit of the general fund. 

Section 26. The Judge of said Court shall be a qualified elector 
of DeKalb County, Alabama; and shall be learned in the law, and 
shall be licensed as an attorney at law and solicitor in chancery 
by the Supreme Court of Alabama, and shall devote his full time 
to the duties of Judge of said Court and shall not engage in the 
private practice of law. 

Section 27. That there is hereby created a fine and forfeiture 
fund for the DeKalb County Superior Court of DeKalb County, 
Alabama, to be known as “The DeKalb County Superior Court 
Fine and Forfeiture Fund”, and all fines and forfeitures assessed 
and collected in said court shall be deposited in said Fine and For¬ 
feiture Fund of the DeKalb County Superior Court. 

Section 28. Only claims accruing in the DeKalb County Su¬ 
perior Court will be valid claims against said fund and all claims 
now registered against the DeKalb County Fine and Forfeiture 
Fund as created by Act No. 17, Page 6 of the 1939 Local Acts of 
the Legislature of Alabama, be re-registered against the DeKalb 
County Superior Court Fine and Forfeiture Fund within six 
months after the passage and approval of this act or else they 
will be barred against said fund. 

Section 29. The Sheriff’s and Clerk’s claims originating in the 
DeKalb County Superior Court, when registered, shall be on a 
par with witnesses’ claims against said fund, and all claims against 
said fund shall be paid upon certificate of the clerk of the DeKalb 
County Superior Court stating that said claims have been prop¬ 
erly registered and are legal claims against said fund, and the 
Clerk of the DeKalb County Superior Court shall be the custodian 
of said fine and forfeiture fund. 

Section 30. That the Judge of the DeKalb County Superior 
Court may, in his discretion, disallow any part of the cost of the 
clerk and sheriff as a claim against the DeKalb County Superior 
Court Fine and Forfeiture Fund by so stating in the judgment en¬ 
try of the court and should the said Judge not allow said cost as a 
claim against said fund, the sheriff and clerk are prohibited from 
filing said claim and should the clerk and sheriff file such claim, 
after the Judge has disallowed same, they shall be in contempt of 
court and shall be punished as the court, in its discretion, may de¬ 
termine as in other cases of contempt of court. 

Section 31. That the Custodian of the DeKalb County Su¬ 
perior Court Fine and Forfeiture Fund shall receive for his serv¬ 
ices the sum of Two Hundred Dollars per annum, to be paid out of 
said fund by proper warrant drawn by the custodian on January 
1, of each year. 
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Section 32. That should, at any time, the DeKalb County Su¬ 
perior Court Fine and Forfeiture Fund accumulate a sum in excess 
of Ten Thousand Dollars above the claims outstanding against 
said fund, said excess shall be paid over to the County Treasury 
of DeKalb County, Alabama for general county purposes by the 
Custodian of said fund. 

Section 33. That the DeKalb County Court of DeKalb Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, as created by Act No. 179, pages 93 to 101 inclusive 
of the 1927 local acts of the Legislature of Alabama, is hereby 
abolished from and after the passage of this Act, and shall no 
longer exist and all cases pending in said DeKalb County Court of 
DeKalb County, Alabama, when this act becomes a law, shall im¬ 
mediately become pending upon the docket of the DeKalb County 
Superior Court, DeKalb County, Alabama, as though originally 
brought in said court and shall be called for trial as other cases in 
said court. 

Section 34. That the DeKalb County Fine and Forfeiture 
Fund, created by Act No. 17, page 6, of the 1939 Local Acts of the 
Alabama Legislature, is hereby abolished from and after the pas¬ 
sage of this Act, and shall no longer exist and all funds accumu¬ 
lated in said DeKalb County Fine and Forfeiture Fund are hereby 
transferred to the DeKalb County Superior Court Fine and For¬ 
feiture Fund and shall be administered as other funds in said fine 
and forfeiture fund. 

Section 35. The Custodian of the DeKalb County Superior 
Court Fine and Forfeiture Fund shall keep a Register of all claims 
filed against said fund and claims shall be paid in their order of 
registration and all claims shall be numbered and no claim shall 
be paid until registration and said register shall be open to public 
inspection. 

Section 36. That if for any reason any section, provision or 
clause of this Act shall be held unconstitutional or invalid, that 
fact shall not destroy the constitutionality of this act except as to 
that clause or section. 

Section 37. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 38. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Said salary to be lowered or raised by the Marshall County Board 
of Education in proportion to increase or decrease in teachers 
salaries. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective upon the expiration 
of the term of office of the incumbent county superintendent of 
Marshall County and its passage and approval by the Governor 
or its otherwise becoming law.

AN ACT 

To amend further Section 425 of Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940), 
which relates to the excise tax on financial institutions. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 425 of Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940), as 
amended, which relates to the excise tax on financial institutions, 
is amended further to read as follows: 

“Section 425. When used in this schedule, the following terms 
shall have the following meanings: (a) ‘Financial institution’ shall 
mean and include any person, firm, corporation, and any legal 
entity whatever doing business in this state as a national banking 
association, bank, banking association, trust company, industrial 
or other loan company, building and loan association and shall 
likewise include any other institution or person employing mon¬ 
eyed capital coming into competition with the business of na¬ 
tional banks, and shall apply to such person or institution regard¬ 
less of what business form and whether or not incorporated, 
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whether of issue or not, and by whatsoever authority existing. 
‘Financial institution’ shall not mean or include individual citi¬ 
zens and fiduciaries acting in a representative capacity for indi¬ 
vidual citizens, not engaged in a banking, loan, investment or sim¬ 
ilar business, but merely making personal investments of personal 
or fiduciary funds in bonds, notes, or other evidences of indebted¬ 
ness and not made in competition with the business of national 
banks, nor shall such term apply to insurance companies or insur¬ 
ance associations making merely investments of reserves in bonds, 
notes, or other evidences of indebtedness and not made in com¬ 
petition with the business of national banks, (b) ‘Net income’ 
shall mean and include the net income for the taxable year, as in 
this title defined, arising from the business the privilege to engage 
in which is hereby taxed computed by deducting from the gross 
income arising from such business, without any exclusions from 
or credit to such gross income, the total amount of the following 
deductions: (1) All the ordinary and necessary expenses paid or 
incurred during the year the income is received which is made the 
basis of the tax in carrying on the business, the privilege to en¬ 
gage in which is hereby taxed, including a reasonable allowance 
for salaries or other compensation for personal service actually 
rendered; also all contributions paid by a financial institution as 
employer to or under a stock bonus, pension, profit-sharing or an¬ 
nuity plan, or if compensation is paid or accrued on account of any 
employee of any financial institution under the plan deferring the 
receipt of such compensation such contributions or compensation 
shall be deductible, but only to the following extent: (A) In the 
taxable year when paid, if the contributions are paid into a pen¬ 
sion trust, and if such taxable year ends within or with a taxable 
year of the trust for which the trust is exempt under section 392 
of Title 51 in an amount determined as follows: (i) An amount not 
in excess of 5 per centum of the compensation otherwise paid or 
accrued during the taxable year to all the employees under the 
trust, but such amount may be reduced for future years if found 
by the commissioner of revenue upon periodical examinations at 
not less than five year intervals to be more than the amount reas¬ 
onably necessary to provide the remaining unfunded cost of past 
and current service credits of all employees under the plan, plus 
(ii) any excess over the amount allowable under clause (i) nec¬ 
essary to provide with respect to all of the employees under the 
trust the remaining unfunded cost of their past and current serv¬ 
ice credits distributed as a level amount, or a level percentage of 
compensation, over the remaining future service of each such em¬ 
ployee, as determined under regulations prescribed by the com¬ 
missioner of revenue, but if such remaining unfunded cost with 
respect to any three individuals is more than 50 per centum of 
such remaining unfunded cost, the amount of such unfunded cost 
attributable to such individuals shall be distributed over a period 
of at least 5 taxable years, or (iii) in lieu of the amounts allow- 
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able under (i) and (ii) above, an amount equal to the normal 
cost of the plan, as determined under regulations prescribed by 
the commissioner of revenue plus, if past service or other supple¬ 
mentary pension or annuity credits are provided by the plan, an 
amount not in excess of 10 per centum of the cost which would be 
required to completely fund or purchase such pension or annuity 
credits as of the date when they are included in the plan, as deter¬ 
mined under regulations prescribed by the commissioner of rev¬ 
enue, except that in no case shall a deduction be allowed for any 
amount (other than the normal cost) paid in after such pension 
or annuity credits are completely funded or purchased, (iv) 
Any amount paid in a taxable year in excess of the amount de¬ 
ductible in such year under the foregoing limitations shall be de¬ 
ductible in the succeeding taxable years in order of time to the 
extent of the difference between the amount paid and deductible 
in each such succeeding year and the maximum amount deducti¬ 
ble for such year in accordance with the foregoing limitations. 
(B) In the taxable year when paid, in an amount determined in 
accordance with subparagraph (A) of this paragraph, if the con¬ 
tributions are paid toward the purchase of retirement annuities 
and such purchase is a part of a plan which meets the require¬ 
ments of subsection (5) of section 392 of Title 51, and if refunds of 
premiums, if any, are applied within the current taxable year or 
next succeeding taxable year towards the purchase of such re¬ 
tirement annuities. (C) In the taxable year when paid, if the 
contributions are paid into a stock bonus or profit-sharing trust, 
and if such taxable year ends within or with a taxable year of the 
trust with respect to which the trust is exempt under subsection 
(5) of section 392 of Title 51, in an amount not in excess of 15 
per centum of the compensation otherwise paid or accrued during 
the taxable year to all employees under the stock bonus or profit- 
sharing plan. If in any taxable year beginning after the approval 
of this act by the governor there is paid into the trust, or a similar 
trust then in effect, amounts less than the amounts deductible 
under the preceding sentence, the excess, or if no amount is paid, 
the amounts deductible shall be carried forward and be deducti¬ 
ble when paid in the succeeding taxable years in order of time, 
but the amount so deductible under this sentence in any such suc¬ 
ceeding taxable year shall not exceed 15 per centum of the com¬ 
pensation otherwise paid or accrued during such succeeding tax¬ 
able year to the beneficiaries under the plan. In addition, any 
amount paid into the trust in a taxable year beginning after the 
approval of this act by the governor in excess of the amount al¬ 
lowable with respect to such year under the preceding provisions 
of this subparagraph shall be deductible in the succeeding taxable 
years in order of time, but the amount so deductible under this 
sentence in any one such succeeding taxable year together with 
the amount allowable under the first sentence of this subpara¬ 
graph shall not exceed 15 per centum of the compensation other-

wise paid or accrued during such taxable year to the beneficiaries 
under the plan. The term ‘stock bonus or profit-sharing trust’, as 
used in this subparagraph, shall not include any trust designed to 
provide benefits upon retirement and covering a period of years, 
if under the plan the amounts to be contributed by the employer 
can be determined actuarially as provided in subparagraph (A). 
If the contributions are made to two or more stock bonus or prof¬ 
it-sharing trusts, such trusts shall be considered a single trust 
for the purposes of applying the limitations of this subparagraph. 
(D) In the taxable year when paid, if the plan is not one included 
in subparagraphs (A), (B) or (C), if the employees’ rights to or 
derived from such employer’s contribution or such compensation 
are nonforfeitable at the time the contribution or compensation is 
paid. (E) For the purposes of subparagraphs (A), (B) and (C), 
a taxpayer on the accrual basis shall be deemed to have made a 
payment on the last day of the year of accrual if the payment is 
on account of such taxable year and is made within sixty days 
after the close of the taxable year of accrual. (F) If amounts are 
deductible under subparagraphs (A) and (C), or (B) and (C), 
or (A), (B) and (C), in connection with two or more trusts, or 
one or more trusts and an annuity plan, the total amount deduct¬ 
ible in a taxable year under such trusts and plans shall not exceed 
25 per centum of the compensation otherwise paid or accrued dur¬ 
ing the taxable year to the persons who are the beneficiaries of 
the trusts or plans. In addition, any amount paid into such trust 
or under such annuity plans in a taxable year beginning after the 
approval of this act by the governor in excess of the amount allow¬ 
able with respect to such year under the preceding provisions of 
this subparagraph shall be deductible in the succeeding taxable 
years in order of time, but the amount so deductible under this 
sentence in any one such succeeding taxable year together with 
the amount allowable under the first sentence of this subpara¬ 
graph shall not exceed 30 per centum of the compensation otner- 
wise paid or accrued during such taxable years to the benefici¬ 
aries under the trusts or plans. This subparagraph shall not have 
the effect of reducing the amount otherwise deductible under sub- 
paragraphs (A), (B), and (C), if no employee is a beneficiary 
under more than one trust, or a trust and an annuity plan. If there 
is no plan but a method of employer contributions or compensa¬ 
tion has the effect of a stock bonus, pension, profit-sharing, or an¬ 
nuity plan, or similar plan deferring the receipt of compensation, 
this paragraph shall apply as if there were such a plan. Also, 
all contributions or gifts made by financial institutions to a com¬ 
munity chest or to recognized religious, charitable, scientific or 
educational institutions or agencies, or to institutions or agencies 
for the prevention of cruelty to children or animals, which are 
not operated for profit and no part of the net earnings of which 
inures to the benefit of any private stockholder or individual, or 
contributions or gifts for vocational rehabilitation authorized by 
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the United States Vocational Rehabilitation Act. The amount of 
such deduction shall not be, however, in excess of 5% of the 
financial institution’s net income as computed without the bene¬ 
fit of this subsection. Such contributions or gifts shall be allow¬ 
able as deductions only where made to a community chest or in¬ 
stitution or agency recognized as such for the above purposes un¬ 
der rules and regulations prescribed by the department of reve¬ 
nue. Traveling expenses including a reasonable amount ex¬ 
pended for meals and lodgings while away from home in the nec¬ 
essary business of such institutions; rentals or other payments re¬ 
quired to be made as the condition to the continued use or posses¬ 
sion for the purposes of such business, of property to which the 
taxpayer has not taken or is not taking title or in which the tax¬ 
payer has no equity, provided the amount and the reasonable¬ 
ness of all such expenditure shall be approved by the state de¬ 
partment of revenue. (2) All interest paid or accrued within the 
taxable year on the indebtedness of said business. Also, all divi¬ 
dends paid or accrued within the taxable year on the shares of 
preferred stock held or owned by reconstruction finance corpora¬ 
tion or any other governmental agency. (3) Taxes actually paid 
within the year in which the income on which the tax is based was 
received, except the excise tax imposed by this chapter and taxes 
assessed against local benefits of a kind tending to increase the 
value of the property assessed. (4) Losses sustained and deter¬ 
mined during the taxable year by the business and not compen¬ 
sated for by insurance or otherwise, (a) The basis for deter¬ 
mining the amount of any loss or gain shall be the cost to the fi¬ 
nancial institution of the asset disposed of less the actual depre¬ 
ciation sustained on physical asset and any reduction charged as 
an expense upon stocks, bonds or other securities in previous 
years, (b) No loss shall be allowable unless the property is ac¬ 
tually disposed of and the loss thereby determined or an appraisal 
of the loss is made and allowed under the supervision of the de¬ 
partment of revenue, except as hereinafter provided. (5) Debts 
ascertained to be worthless and charged off within the taxable 
year. Provided, however, that a schedule of such debts shall be 
filed and the reasons supporting such claim for deduction be filed 
with the return. Provided, further, that bad debts shall not in¬ 
clude losses on stocks and bonds or a reduction in the market 
value of such stocks and bonds except where loss is determined 
by the sale of such securities. Provided, however, in the case of 
any financial institution required by law to be examined by state, 
federal, or federal reserve bank examiners, such debts can be 
charged off and to such an amount or extent as required to be 
charged off by state, federal, or federal reserve bank examiners. 
And provided further that any reduction in the book value of any 
stocks or bonds carried on the books of any such financial insti¬ 
tution required by any state, federal, or federal reserve bank ex¬ 
aminers shall be allowed as proper deductions by the state depart- 
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ment of revenue. Provided, further, that on the sale of any se¬ 
curities, the book value of which has been reduced on the require¬ 
ment of such examiners, and the reduction so made claimed as a 
deduction, accomplishing a reduction of the tax paid, any excess 
of the sale price over said book value of such securities shall be 
reflected as income and subject to the excise tax levied by this 
chapter. Provided, further, that when in the opinion of state, fed¬ 
eral, or federal reserve bank examiners a debt is recoverable only 
in part and when a part of such debt is charged off by requirement 
of state, federal, or federal reserve bank examiners, the depart¬ 
ment of revenue shall allow a deduction in an amount equal to the 
amount of such charge-off. (6) A reasonable allowance for the 
exhaustion, wear and tear of property used in the business, in¬ 
cluding a reasonable allowance for the obsolescence. The basis 
for determining the amount of such depreciation deduction shall 
be the cost of such property, or if acquired prior to October 15, 
1935 the basis shall be the depreciated cost as of October 1, 1935. 

(7) The amount received as dividends from a corporation organ¬ 
ized and existing under the laws of the state of Alabama and the 
amount received as dividends in liquidation paid from capital. 

(8) In the discretion of the department of revenue, in lieu of such 
deductions for losses or bad debts, a reasonable addition to re¬ 
serves therefor and for extraordinary expenses. (9) In the case 
of saving and loan associations the amount paid out as dividends 
on the withdrawable shares thereof. (10) In computing the net 
income of credit unions for the purpose of the excise tax levied 
by this chapter, there shall in addition to all other deductions al¬ 
lowed by law, be deducted the amount paid out as dividends on 
the withdrawable shares of such credit union. (11) All financial 
institutions shall be allowed to carry back their net operating 
losses to apply as a deduction against prior income, and to deduct 
from succeeding years’ income the excess loss, if any, that is not 
absorbed thereby. For purposes of this subdivision, the term 
‘net operating loss’ means the excess of allowable deductions over 
gross income. No net operating loss deduction (arising out of a 
net loss in an earlier or later year) shall be allowed in computing 
a net operating loss. Casualty losses, and losses arising from 
theft, fraud, and embezzlement, however, shall be deductible in 
computing the net operating loss. A net operating loss for a 
taxable year ending after the year 1952 may be carried back two 
years, then forward to the eight succeeding taxable years in chron¬ 
ological order; provided, that no part of the net operating loss 
which has been previously applied against income for one taxable 
year may be applied as a carryback or carryover to another tax¬ 
able year. The net operating loss deduction allowed herein shall 
be the sum of the carrybacks and carryovers applicable to the 
taxable year. A successor financial institution shall be allowed 
to carry over and deduct from succeeding years’ income, in the 
manner prescribed herein, the net operating loss of its predeces- 
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sor. Refunds under the provisions of this subdivision shall be 
paid from the current year’s receipts, (c) ‘Taxable year’ shall 
mean a full period of twelve consecutive months constituting the 
fiscal year or calendar year of each financial institution ended 
last prior to April 1, 1935, and thereafter ended last prior to April 
first of each year in which such tax is to be assessed. In the case 
of any business hereby taxed conducted only during a fractional 
period in any year return shall be made as herein provided and 
the tax computed as herein provided and such tax as assessed 
shall be an excise for the privilege of doing business in this state 
for such fractional year, (d) ‘State tax year’ shall mean the cal¬ 
endar year.” 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to the town of Lockhart in Covington County; to alter, rear¬ 
range, and extend the boundaries thereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The boundaries of the town of Lockhart in Coving¬ 
ton County are hereby altered, rearranged and extended so as to 
include within the corporate limits of said town, in addition to the 
territory included within the present corporate limits, the fol¬ 
lowing described territory: 

Southwest quarter (SW(4) of the Southwest quarter (SW%); 
Thirteen and nine-tenths (13.9) acres of the Northwest half 
(NW(4) of the Southeast quarter (SE14) of the Southwest quar¬ 
ter (SW(4); the North half (N 1 4) of the Southwest quarter 
(SW( 4 ) of the Southeast quarter (SE(4); the Southeast quarter 
(SE 1 /)) of the Southeast quarter (SE %), all in Section Twenty- 
eight (28); and the West two-thirds (W2/3) consisting of Twen¬ 
ty-eight acres (28) approximately, of the Northwest quarter 
(NW(4) of the Northwest quarter (NW! 4 ); the Southwest quar¬ 
ter (SWV 4 ) of the Northwest quarter (NW%); the Northwest 
quarter (NW(4) of the Southwest quarter (SW(4), the South¬ 
west half (SWV 2 ) of the Northeast quarter (NE(/ 4 ) of the South¬ 
west quarter (SW( 4 ); and the Northeast quarter (NE)4) of the 
Southeast quarter (SE%), all being in Section Thirty-three (33);

Such salary shall be in lieu of all fees, commissions, percentages 
or allowances provided under the general law, and shall be his 
entire compensation for the performance of his duties. The pro¬ 
bate judge shall also be allowed to employ a chief clerk at a sal¬ 
ary of three hundred dollars ($300) per month, one clerk at a 
salary of two hundred sixty dollars ($260) per month, and two 
other clerks, each of whom shall be paid a salary of two hundred 
twenty dollars ($220) per month. The salaries of all clerks of 
the judge of probate shall be paid from the county treasury on 
warrants drawn in the manner prescribed by law. In addition to 
his regular clerks, the probate judge may be authorized by the 
board of revenue, court of county commissioners, or like govern¬ 
ing body of Colbert County to employ temporary clerks, but the 
total amount of their compensation shall not exceed one thousand 
and fifty dollars ($1,050) per annum. 

Section 2. The sheriff of Colbert County shall be entitled to 
receive an annual salary of eight thousand four hundred dollars 
($8,400), payable monthly from the county treasury. Such sal¬ 
ary shall be in lieu of the fees, commissions, percentages and al¬ 
lowances provided sheriffs under the general law, and shall be 
the entire compensation of the sheriff of Colbert County for the 
performance of his duties. The sheriff of Colbert County shall 
be allowed one chief deputy, whose salary shall be four hundred 
dollars ($400) per month, three deputies whose salaries shall be 
three hundred fifty dollars ($350) per month, and one clerk whose 
salary shall be two hundred twenty-five dollars ($225) per month. 
The compensation of the chief deputy and of the other deputies 
and the clerk shall be payable from the county treasury on war¬ 
rants drawn in the manner prescribed by law. 

Section 3. The tax assessor of Colbert County shall be entitled 
to receive an annual salary of seven thousand two hundred dol¬ 
lars ($7,200), payable monthly from the county treasury. Such 
salary shall be in lieu of the fees, commissions, percentages and 
allowances provided tax assessors by the general law, and shall 
be the entire compensation of the tax assessor for the perform¬ 
ance of his duties. The tax assessor shall be allowed to employ 
one clerk at a monthly salary of two hundred sixty dollars ($260), 
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and an additional clerk at a monthly salary of one hundred eigh¬ 
ty-five dollars ($185). The salaries of such clerks shall be pay¬ 
able from the county treasury on warrants drawn in the manner 
prescribed by law. In addition to such regular clerks, the tax 
assessor may be allowed to employ a temporary clerk or clerks by 
the board of revenue, court of county commissioners, or like gov¬ 
erning body of Colbert County, but the total compensation of such 
temporary clerk or clerks shall not exceed four hundred fifty dol¬ 
lars ($450) per annum. 

Section 4. The tax collector of Colbert County shall be en¬ 
titled to an annual salary of seven thousand two hundred dollars 
($7,200). Such salary shall be payable monthly from the county 
treasury, shall be in lieu of the fees, commissions, percentages and 
allowances provided tax collectors by the general law, and shall 
be the entire compensation of the tax collector for the perform¬ 
ance of his duties. The tax collector shall be allowed to employ 
one clerk at a monthly salary of two hundred sixty dollars ($260). 
The clerk’s salary shall be payable from the county treasury on 
warrants drawn in the manner prescribed by law. In addition to 
the regular clerk employed by the tax collector, the court of coun¬ 
ty commissioners, board of revenue, or like governing body of the 
county may authorize him to employ a temporary clerk or clerks 
whose compensation shall be payable from the county treasury, 
but the total amount thereof shall not exceed seven hundred fifty 
dollars ($750) per annum. 

Section 5. The clerk of the circuit court of Colbert County 
shall be paid an annual salary of seven thousand two hundred dol¬ 
lars ($7,200), payable monthly from the county treasury. Such 
salary shall be in lieu of all fees, commissions, percentages and al¬ 
lowances provided circuit clerks under the general law, and shall 
be the entire compensation of the clerk of the circuit court of 
Colbert County for the performance of his duties. Such clerk 
shall be authorized to employ one clerk at a monthly salary of 
two hundred thirty-five dollars ($235), and one clerk at a monthly 
salary of two hundred dollars ($200). The compensation of such 
clerks shall be payable from the county treasury on warrants 
drawn in the manner prescribed by law. In addition to his regu¬ 
lar clerks, the circuit clerk may employ a temporary clerk or 
clerks, subject to the approval of the court of county commission¬ 
ers, board of revenue or like governing body of Colbert County, 
but his or their total compensation shall not exceed seven hundred 
dollars ($700) per annum. 

Section 6. The register of the circuit court of Colbert County 
shall be paid an annual salary of four thousand eight hundred 
dollars ($4,800), payable monthly from the county treasury. Such 
salary shall be in lieu of all fees, commissions, percentages and 
allowances provided for registers of the circuit court under the 
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general law, and shall be his entire compensation for the perform¬ 
ance of his duties. 

Section 7. The court of county commissioners, board of reve¬ 
nue or like governing body of Colbert County shall provide the 
judge of probate, sheriff, tax assessor, tax collector, circuit clerk 
and register of the circuit court with the books, furniture, fur¬ 
nishings, equipment, supplies, postage, services, and other office 
conveniences necessary for the proper and efficient conduct of the 
affairs of their offices. The sheriff shall also be provided with 
automobiles and automotive equipment of his own choosing. 

Section 8. All fees, commissions, percentages, allowances, 
charges and costs heretofore collected for the use of any of the 
officers named in this Act shall be collected for the use of Colbert 
County, and shall be paid into the county treasury. The claims of 
the officers named in this Act and their deputies and assistants 
for services performed by them which are payable from the coun¬ 
ty treasury shall be preferred claims against the county and shall 
be given the same priority as compensation of the members of the 
court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like county 
governing body. 

Section 9. Temporary clerks or assistants may be allowed any 
of the officers named in this Act from time to time as deemed 
necessary by the court of county commissioners, board of reve¬ 
nue or like county governing body, and their compensation shall 
be payable from the county treasury. Each officer named in 
this Act shall appoint his own clerks and assistants and they shall 
not be selected by the court of county commissioners, board of 
revenue, or like county governing body.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. (a) “Cosmetology” as used in this Act is hereby 

defined to mean any one and/or combination of practices gener¬ 
ally and usually, heretofore and hereafter performed by, and 
known as the profession of Beauty Culturists, or Cosmeticians, or 
Cosmetologists, or Hairdressers, or of any other person holding 
him or herself out as practicing Cosmetology by whatever desig¬ 
nation and within the meaning of this Act and in/and upon what¬ 
ever place or premises; and in particular Cosmetology shall be 
defined and shall include—but otherwise not be limited thereby-— 
the following cr any one or a combination of practices, to-wit: Ar¬ 
ranging, dressing, curling, waving, cleansing, cutting, singeing, 
bleaching, coloring, or similar work, upon the hair of any person 
by any means, and /or with hands or mechanical or electrical ap¬ 
paratus or appliances, or by the use of cosmetic preparations, an¬ 
tiseptics, tonics, lotions, creams, or otherwise, massaging, cleans¬ 
ing, stimulating, manipulating, exercising, beautifying, or similar 
work, the scalp, face, neck, arms, hands, bust, or upper part of the 
body, or manicuring the nails of any person. 

(b) “Cosmetologist” shall mean any person, not an apprentice 
or a student, following or practicing cosmetology, not owning or 
managing a Beauty Shop or School of Cosmetology, and who shall 
have the qualifications hereinafter provided for a cosmetologist. 

(c) “Managing Cosmetologist” shall mean a cosmetologist 
who manages or conducts a beauty shop or school of cosmetology. 

(d) “Manicurist” shall mean any person who engages only in 
the practice of manicuring the nails of any person. 

(e) “Apprentice” shall mean any person who is engaged in 
the learning or acquiring of any or all the practices of cosmetology 
and while so learning, performs or assists in any of the practices 
of cosmetology in a shop registered or licensed under this Act. 

(f) “Student” shall mean any person who is engaged in the 
learning or acquiring of any or all the practices of cosmetology 
and while so learning, performs or assists in any of the practices 
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of cosmetology in a school registered or licensed under this Act 
under the instruction or immediate supervision of an instructor, 
licensed as such under this Act. 

(g) “Instructor” shall mean any person who is a cosmetolo¬ 
gist and who teaches cosmetology or any practices thereof in a 
duly registered school of cosmetology, provided, however, that 
nothing contained herein shall apply to any instructor employed 
by a teacher in a school or class executed by a public school board 
of education. 

(h) “Student Instructor” shall mean a cosmetologist who is 
receiving instructions in teacher’s training in a duly registered 
school of cosmetology. 

(i) “Beauty Shop” shall mean any place or part thereof, 
wherein or whereupon cosmetology or any of its practices are 
followed, whether such place is known or designated as a cosme¬ 
tician, cosmetological or beauty shop or establishment or whether 
the person practicing cosmetology therein holds himself out as a 
cosmetician, cosmetologist or beauty culturist, or by any other 
name as designation indicating that cosmetology is practiced 
therein. 

(j) “School of Cosmetology” shall mean any place or part 
thereof, wherein or whereupon cosmetology or any of its practices 
are taught, whether such place or establishment is known or 
designated as a cosmetician, cosmetological or beauty culture 
school or establishment, or by any other name or designation, in¬ 
dicating that cosmetology is taught therein to students, provided, 
however, that nothing contained herein shall apply to any school 
or class operated by a public school board of education. 

(k) “Place of Cosmetology” for the purpose of this Act, shall 
mean such place wherein or whereupon cosmetology is practiced 
on the members of the general public for compensation; and such 
place wherein or whereupon cosmetology is taught to students 
shall hereinafter be considered as a school of cosmetology; pro¬ 
vided, however, that any appropriate name herein mentioned may 
be used for either such beauty shop or for such school of cosme¬ 
tology, respectively but such name shall be displayed upon or 
over the entrance door or doors of such place designating it as a 
beauty shop or school of cosmetology as the case may be, within 
the meaning of this Act. Either of such establishments shall be 
entirely distinct and separated from any living quarters, but may 
be housed under the same roof. Provided, however, any place of 
Cosmetology shall have 6 months from the effective date of this 
act to meet the requirements of this paragraph. 

(l) “Board” as that term shall be used in this Act shall mean 
and refer to the Alabama Board of Cosmetology, as hereinafter 
provided for. 
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Section 2. After October 1, 1957, it shall be unlawful for any 
person in this state to engage in or to follow or to attempt to en¬ 
gage in or to follow or to hold himself or herself out as engaging 
in or following, or to advertise or to assume to engage in or to 
follow the profession of cosmetology as a cosmetologist, or mani¬ 
curist, or manager, or apprentice, or student, in and upon what¬ 
ever place or premises, unless such person shall have first ob¬ 
tained a license from the Alabama Board of Cosmetology; or to 
engage in the teaching of cosmetology, or to receive teacher’s 
training in a school of cosmetology, without first procuring a li¬ 
cense from and become registered with the Alabama Board of 
Cosmetology, as the case may be. 

Section 3. After October 1, 1957, it shall be unlawful for any 
person, co-partnership, association or corporation, foreign or do¬ 
mestic, to engage in or to follow, or to hold himself, herself or it¬ 
self out as engaging in or following, or to advertise or to assume 
to engage in or to follow the conducting and operation of a beauty 
shop or a school of cosmetology, by whatever name or designation, 
in and upon whatever, place or premises, within this State, with¬ 
out first procuring from the Alabama Board of Cosmetology, a 
certificate of registration, as provided by this Act. 

Section 4. There is hereby created the Alabama Board of Cos¬ 
metology, to consist of five persons, citizens of this State for at 
least five (5) years prior to their appointment, for the purpose of 
carrying out and enforcing the provisions of this Act. Such Board 
shall be appointed by the Governor and no two Board members 
shall be residents of the same congressional district of the State 
of Alabama. The members of the Board shall be at least twenty- 
five (25) years of age, must have had at least five (5) years prac¬ 
tical experience in the majority of the practices of Cosmetology 
and shall be citizens of this State. One member of said Board shall 
be a member of or affiliated with a school of cosmetology. One 
(1) member shall be appointed for a term of one (1) year, one 
(1) member for a term of two (2) years, one member for a term 
of three (3) years, one member for a term of four (4) years, and 
one member for a term of five (5) years, and until their successors 
are appointed and qualified. Vacancies on the Board shall be 
filled by the Governor. Said Board may do all things necessary 
and convenient for enforcing the provisions of this Act. They 
may from time to time promulgate necessary rules and regula¬ 
tions compatible with the provisions of this Act. Any Board mem¬ 
ber may be removed by the Governor for just cause. 

Section 5. (a) The members of the Board shall, annually, 
elect from among their number, a president, a secretary, and a 
treasurer. They shall be empowered to employ adequate person¬ 
nel properly to enforce the provisions of this Act. The compen¬ 
sation of said personnel shall be paid out of the funds received by 
the Board. All employees of the Board shall serve at the pleas- 
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ure of the Board. The Board members, before entering upon the 
discharge of their duties, shall file with the Treasurer of the State 
a good and sufficient bond in the penal sum of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00) payable to the State of Alabama to insure the 
faithful performance of his or her duties and the premium of such 
bond shall be paid out of the funds of the Board. Such bond with 
the approval of the Board and oath of office endorsed thereon 
shall be deposited with the Secretary of State and kept in his of¬ 
fice. Provided, however, that the member of the Board elected 
as treasurer shall file with the Treasurer of the State a good and 
sufficient bond in the penal sum of $25,000, payable to the State of 
Alabama, to insure the faithful performance of his or her duties 
as such treasurer, and the premium on such bond shall be paid 
out of the funds of the Board. 

Section 6. Each Board member shall receive fifteen dollars 
($15.00) per diem while engaged in the discharge of his or her 
official duties, and necessary expenses incurred therein, not to 
exceed ten dollars ($10.00) per day, plus nine cents a mile for 
necessary travel involved in such official duties. The members’ 
compensation, for expenses as herein provided and other expenses 
authorized by this Act shall be paid from the fund derived from 
the operation of this Act, and held in the State Treasury to the 
use of the Board, on requisition signed by the President and Treas¬ 
urer of the Board, and on warrant of the Auditor of the State. 
Any monies remaining in this fund, not expended or obligated as 
provided in this Act, shall at the end of each fiscal year be trans¬ 
ferred to the general fund of the State. 

Section 7. The Board shall meet in the City of Montgomery on 
the second Tuesday in January, April, July and October of each 
year, and at such other times and places as the Board may direct. 
The majority of the members of the Board shall constitute a quo¬ 
rum for the transaction of business. The Board shall prescribe 
rules for its government and have a seal with which to authenti¬ 
cate its acts. Provided, however, that the members of such Board 
shall not be entitled to the per diem and expenses hereinabove 
provided for more than twenty days during any calendar year. 

Section 8. The said Board shall keep a permanent record of 
its proceedings. It shall keep a register of applicants for certifi¬ 
cates or licenses showing the name of the applicant, the name and 
location of his or her place of occupation or business, and whether 
the applicant was granted or refused a Certificate or license. The 
books and records of the Board shall be prima facie evidence of 
matters therein contained, shall constitute public records and 
shall at all reasonable times be open for public inspection. 

Section 9. No person shall be admitted to examination or re¬ 
ceive a license under this Act, except as otherwise provided for 
in this Act, unless such person shall possess the following quali¬ 
fications: 
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(a) Cosmetologist—Except as otherwise provided for in this 
Act, no person may be licensed as a cosmetologist in any one or 
combination of the practices of cosmetology under this Act, un¬ 
less such person shall pay the original licensing fee as hereinafter 
provided for, and have an education equivalent to the completion 
of eight grades in school and shall have served and completed the 
required time and studies as follows: 

1. For a complete course of cosmetology, consisting of all or 
the majority of practices thereof in a school of cosmetology, of at 
least 1000 hours of continuous training not to exceed more than 
eight (8) hours in any one day; 

2. Or as an apprentice in a beauty shop for a period of not 
less than four thousand (4000) hours over a minimum period of 
two (2) years of training not to exceed more than eight hours (8) 
in any one day; or, in either event, 

3. Shall have passed an examination to the satisfaction of the 
Board as provided in this Act. 

(b) Manicurist—Except as otherwise provided for in this Act, 
no manicurist may be licensed as such unless such person shall 
pay the original licensing fee as hereinafter provided for and snail 
have completed a course of training of not less than three hundred 
(300) hours in a school of cosmetology, or shall have served as an 
apprentice in a beauty shop for a period of not less than six hun¬ 
dred (600) hours and a minimum period of four (4) months con¬ 
tinuous training not to exceed more than eight (8) hours in any 
one day, and shall have passed an examination to the satisfaction 
of the Board as provided for in this Act. 

(c) Managing Cosmetologists—Except as otherwise provided 
for in this Act, no person may be licensed as a managing cosme¬ 
tologist, unless such person shall pay the original licensing fee as 
hereinafter provided for, and shall be a licensed cosmetologist, 
and has served as such in a registered beauty shop for a period of 
not less than 2 years prior to such application for a license as 
managing cosmetologist. 

(d) Apprentices—Apprentices in cosmetology shall be regis¬ 
tered upon the payment of the original fee as hereinafter provided 
for, payable upon the commencement of the apprenticeship in a 
duly registered beauty shop. Such apprentice shall be at least 
sixteen (16) years of age at the time of such registration. Pro¬ 
vided, that any beauty shop that shall take an apprentice shall 
immediately file with the Board the name and age of such ap¬ 
prentice, and the Board shall cause the same to be entered in a 
registry kept for that purpose. 

(e) Students—Students in cosmetology shall be registered by 
the Board without fee, upon enrollment in a registered school of 
cosmetology, and upon certification by such school of such enroll- 
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ment. A student shall be at least sixteen (16) years of age at the 
time of such registration. Provided, that any school of cosmetolo¬ 
gy that shall enroll such a student shall immediately file with the 
Board the name and age of such student, and the Board shall cause 
the same to be entered in a registry kept for that purpose. 

(f) Instructors—Except as otherwise provided for in this Act, 
no person may be licensed as an instructor in any one or combi¬ 
nation of the practices of cosmetology unless such person shall 
pay the original licensing fee as hereinafter provided for, and shall 
hold a license as a cosmetologist issued to him pursuant to Para¬ 
graph (a) in Section 9 hereinabove, and in addition, 

1. Shall have at least six (6) months teacher’s training course 
in cosmetology in a registered school of cosmetology, provided 
that in no event shall more than nine (9) months teacher’s train¬ 
ing be required for admission to examination; or 

2. Shall have at least one (1) year experience as an active 
practicing cosmetologist and supplemented by not less than three 
(3) months teacher’s training in cosmetology in a registered 
school of cosmetology, provided that in no event shall more than 
five (5) months teacher’s training be requisite for admission for 
examination. 

No instructor or student instructor shall be permitted to prac¬ 
tice cosmetology on the public other than such practical work as 
shall pertain directly to the teaching of practical subjects to 
students. 

(g) Student Instructors—Student instructors in cosmetology 
shall be registered as such without fee, upon enrollment in a reg¬ 
istered school of cosmetology, and upon certification by such 
school to the Board of such enrollment. A student instructor at 
the time of such enrollment shall hold a license as a cosmetologist. 
Upon the completion of the course prescribed by this Act for a 
student instructor, said student instructor may make application 
on a form provided by the Board and pay the examination fee 
as hereinafter provided for. Said Board shall thereupon cause 
such applicant to be examined for an instructor’s certificate, said 
examination to be given by the Board. Upon such applicant’s 
successfully passing said examination and the payment of the 
original licensing fee of an instructor as hereinafter provided for 
said Board shall issue and give an instructor’s certificate. Pro¬ 
vided that any school of cosmetology that shall enroll any person 
as a student instructor shall immediately file with the Board the 
name and age of such student, his qualifications qualifying him 
for such course as herein provided and the Board shall cause the 
same to be entered in a register kept for that purpose. 

The sufficiency of the qualifications of applicants for admis¬ 
sion to the examinations or for licensing as herein provided for 
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shall be determined by the Board, subject to such provisions as 
the Board shall make. 

Persons duly registered under any limited or unlimited medi¬ 
cal practice laws or lecturers upon subjects not directly appertain¬ 
ing to cosmetology, need not be holders of cosmetologists certifi¬ 
cates as provided for in this Act, nor need such persons have the 
required training in cosmetology, and they shall otherwise be 
exempt from the provisions of this Act. 

Section 10. (a) It shall be necessary for any person, firm, cor¬ 
poration or association to apply to the Board for a certificate of 
registration as a registered beauty shop or school of cosmetology, 
within the meaning of this Act, said application to be upon a form 
prescribed by the Board, and shall be accompanied by the pay¬ 
ment of the original registration fee, as hereinafter provided for. 
Any beauty shop or school of cosmetology shall after the effective 
date of this Act fully comply with all the provisions of the Act 
applicable thereto, and with all the rules and regulations promul¬ 
gated by the Board as hereinafter provided. 

(b) No beauty shop shall accept an apprentice unless such 
beauty shop be in charge of a managing cosmetologist, licensed as 
such, and shall have also on its staff at least one additional li¬ 
censed cosmetologist; provided, further, that such shop may regis¬ 
ter one additional apprentice for each three additional licensed 
cosmetologists attached to its staff. In addition, such shop shall 
possess the necessary apparatus and equipment for the proper in¬ 
struction in all subjects for the practices for which a license is 
required under this Act, and shall maintain a daily record of the 
attendance of such apprentice or apprentices, together with the 
number of hours of apprenticeship, and shall certify to the Board 
upon termination of such apprenticeship the credits earned. Such 
instruction shall require the necessary training for a complete 
course comprising all or the majority of the practices of cosmetol¬ 
ogy as provided in Section 9, Paragraphs a and b of this Act and 
such course shall include practical demonstrations and theoretical 
studies and studies in sanitation, sterilization, and other safety 
measures, and the use of antiseptics, cosmetics and electrical ap¬ 
pliances, consistent with the practical and theoretical require¬ 
ments as applicable to cosmetology, as provided for in this Act. 

(c) Any person, firm or corporation teaching any or all of the 
practices of cosmetology, shall be required to comply with all pro¬ 
visions applicable to schools of cosmetology or to beauty shops 
having apprentices and any and all rules which may be promul¬ 
gated by the Board. No school of cosmetology or beauty shop 
shall operate within this State unless a proper certificate of regis¬ 
tration under this Act has first been obtained. The practice of 
cosmetology shall not be followed in this State except in a duly 
registered beauty shop or school of cosmetology except for educa¬ 
tional purposes. 
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Section 11. No school of cosmetology shall be granted a cer¬ 
tificate of registration unless it shall employ and maintain a suf¬ 
ficient number of competent instructors, at least one for every 
twenty students in attendance at any one time; shall possess ap¬ 
paratus and equipment sufficient for the proper and full teaching 
of all subjects of its curriculum; shall keep a daily record of the 
attendance of each student, maintain regular class and instruction 
hours, establish grades, and hold examinations before issuance of 
diplomas; and shall require a school term of training for a com¬ 
plete course comprising all or the majority of the practices of cos¬ 
metology as provided in Section 9 (a) of this Act, together with 
the minimum number of hours therein prescribed; and shall in¬ 
clude practical demonstrations and theoretical studies and study 
in sanitation, sterilization, other safety measures, and the use of 
antiseptics, cosmetics and electrical appliances, consistent with 
the practical and theoretical requirements as applicable to cos¬ 
metology or any practice thereof, as provided in this Act. Any 
such school that shall enroll student instructors, shall not have 
at any one time more than one student instructor for each licensed 
instructor actively engaged in such school. 

Section 12. Each person, who desires to engage in any of the 
practices designated to be within the meaning of this Act shall 
file with the Secretary of the said Board a written application for 
a certificate to practice or for an examination and license to prac¬ 
tice as the case may be and as provided in this Act, said applica¬ 
tion to be accompanied by a health certificate issued by a regular¬ 
ly licensed physician, on a form prescribed and supplied by said 
Board. Such applicant shall, under oath, submit photographs, 
satisfactory proof of the required age, educational qualifications, 
and be of good moral character, and shall deposit with the Secre¬ 
tary the required fee hereinafter provided for. 

Section 13. If the Board finds that the applicant has submit¬ 
ted the credentials required for admission to the examination and 
license, or registration, and has paid the required fee, and shall 
have complied with the requirements of Section 12, the Board 
shall admit such applicant to examination or for registration, as 
the case may be. 

Section 14. The examination of applicants for a license to 
practice a classified profession as designated under this Act shall 
be conducted under rules prescribed by the said Board and shall 
include both practical demonstrations, written and oral tests in 
reference to the practices for which a license is applied and such 
related studies on subjects as the Board may determine necessary 
for the proper and efficient performance of such practices; and 
shall not be confined to any specific system or method, and such 
examinations shall be consistent with a prescribed curriculum 
for a Beauty School or Schools of Cosmetology and the practical 
and theoretical requirements for the practice of Cosmetology as 
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provided by this Act. 

Section 15. If an applicant for examination to practice cosme¬ 
tology passes such examination to the satisfaction of said Board 
and has paid the required fee as provided in Section 16 hereof and 
otherwise complies with the requirements provided in this Act, 
or an applicant who otherwise qualified for registration, and has 
paid the required fee and complies with the requirements for reg¬ 
istration as provided in this Act, the Board shall issue a certificate 
or license, as the case may be, to that effect, signed by the Secre¬ 
tary and/or members of the Board and attested by its seal. Such 
certificate or license shall be evidence that the person to whom it 
is issued is entitled to follow the practices, profession or profes¬ 
sions, as classified under this Act. The holder of a cosmetologist’s 
license, as herein provided for, shall have the right and privilege 
to place the initials “R. C.” immediately following his or her name 
to designate him or her as a registered cosmetologist. 

Section 16. The various fees to be paid by the applicants for 
original registrations, original licenses, annual renewals, tempo¬ 
rary permits, licenses issued upon reciprocity, and examinations 
as required under this Act, shall be as follows: 

(a) Original registrations, licenses and annual renewals there¬

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Section 17. (a) The board shall have authority to employ in¬ 

spectors, and to employ and fix the compensation of such regular 
or special counsel, clerks and other assistants as it may deem nec¬ 
essary in order to carry out the provisions of this chapter, subject, 
however, to the limitation that the number of clerks and other as¬ 
sistants shall at no time exceed a total of three and that the num¬ 
ber of inspectors employed by the Board at any one time shall not 
exceed six, one or more of whom may be inspectors of colored 
shops and schools, and subject to the further limitation that no em¬ 
ployee of the board shall be related by blood or marriage to any 
member of said Board, which said inspectors shall be approved by 
the Department of Public Health of the State of Alabama before 
being eligible for such employment. Each inspector shall receive 
a salary of not more than $4,200.00 per year and shall be reim¬ 
bursed for actual expenses involved in the discharge of his or her 
duties. Such expenses shall not exceed the sum of ten dollars 
($10.00) per day, plus five cents a mile travel expenses. The Board 
shall, upon written request of the State Health Officer, discharge 
any inspector for cause. 

(b) All inspectors appointed under the provisions of this law 
shall be registered cosmetologists who have engaged in the prac¬ 
tice of cosmetology in this state for not less than three years, and 
who are not less than twenty-five years of age. 

Section 18. The Board may dispense with examinations of ap¬ 
plicants as provided in this Act, may grant Certificates of regis¬ 
tration of Licenses under the respective sections, upon the pay¬ 
ment of the required fee as provided in this Act, provided that 
such applicant is currently licensed in and has complied with the 
requirements of another State, territory, District of Columbia, or 
foreign country, state or province wherein the requirements for 
registration were substantially equal to those in force in this State 
at the time said license was issued by said State, Territory, Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, or foreign country, state or province or upon 
due proof that such applicant has continuously practiced the prac¬ 
tices or profession which a license is applied at least five (5) 
years immediately prior to such application and upon the payment 
of a fee provided in Section 16 of this Act. 

Section 19. Any person, who, at the time of the passage of this 
Act is, or prior thereto has practiced within this State cosmetology 
or any of its practices as a cosmetologist, and as; such is at the 
time of the passage of this Act acting as an instructor, managing 
cosmetologist, or owner of a beauty shop or a school of cosmetolo¬ 
gy, and any person who at the time of the passage of this Act and 
for at least six (6) months immediately prior thereto has been in 
the continuous and actual practice of cosmetology or any of the 
practices thereof, in established places of business or beauty shop 
or school of cosmetology within this State as a cosmetologist, and 
not as an apprentice or student, shall be registered by the Board 
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and shall receive a license to practice and follow the profession 
of cosmetology to the same extent and in the same capacity as 
such person has practiced or is practicing cosmetology or any of 
the practices thereof as a cosmetologist, instructor, managing cos¬ 
metologist, or owner. Such certificate and license shall be issued 
by the Board without an examination, and such person shall also 
be exempt from the qualifications heretofore set out as to educa¬ 
tion or age. Any person studying at the time of the passage of this 
Act to become a student instructor or studying the occupation of 
cosmetology or any practice thereof in a school of cosmetology or 
who shall be acquiring the practice in a beauty shop as an appren¬ 
tice shall receive credit for the time and hours spent in such; pro¬ 
viding that the person or persons to be exempted under this Sec¬ 
tion as provided hereinabove and providing that the student and 
apprentice to be credited as hereinabove provided shall within 
ninety (90) days after the appointment of the Board by the Gov¬ 
ernor file with said Board an application upon a form prescribed 
and furnished by the Board for a license to practice or to follow 
the practice or practices in the same capacity as shall have been 
followed by him prior thereto or for a certificate of credits as a 
student or apprentice as the case may be. Such application shall 
be accompanied by an affidavit sworn to before a Notary Public 
or an officer authorized to administer oaths, and shall be signed by 
the applicant, stating the practice or practices followed by him 
prior thereto or the study pursued, and further providing that 
such application be accompanied by a registration fee of Five Dol¬ 
lars ($5.00) for applications by cosmetologists, Five Dollars 
($5.00) for instructors, Five Dollars ($5.00) for managing cosme¬ 
tologists, Five Dollars ($5.00) for owners of beauty shops, One 
Dollar ($1.00) for students or apprentices, and Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) for schools of cosmetology. Any license or certificate so 
issued shall thereafter be renewable as provided in this Act and 
upon the payment of the renewal fees as provided for in this Act. 

Section 20. The Board shall have the power to refuse, revoke 
and suspend licenses and certificates, strictly in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act, upon proof of violation of any of the 
rules and regulations promulgated by the said Board, or upon 
proof of violation of any of the sections of this Act. 

The Board may refuse to grant or may revoke or suspend any 
certificate or license issued in any case where the holder of or ap¬ 
plicant for such license or certificate shall have been guilty of 
fraud or dishonest conduct in the taking of the examination herein 
provided for, or shall at any time have been convicted of a felony 
or of gross immorality, or shall be guilty of grossly unprofessional 
or dishonest conduct, or shall be addicted to the excessive use of 
intoxicating liquors or to the use of drugs to such an extent as to 
render him or her unfit to practice in any of the practices or pro¬ 
fessions set forth in this Act, or who shall advertise by means of 
knowingly false or deceptive statements, or who shall fail to dis- 
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play the license or certificate issued to him as provided for in this 
Act. Provided, however, that the Board shall not on any of the 
grounds in this section stated, refuse to issue or renew any license 
or certificate, now shall it revoke or suspend any such license or 
certificate already issued, except after a hearing, of which the 
applicant or licensee or the holder of the certificate affected shall 
be given at least twenty (20) days notice in writing, specifying 
the reason or reasons for denying the applicant a license or cer¬ 
tificate or registration, or in case of a suspension or revocation, the 
offense or offenses of which the licensee or the holder of the cer¬ 
tificate of registration is charged. Such notice may be served by 
mailing a copy thereof by registered mail to the last known resi¬ 
dence or business address of such applicant, licensee or holder of 
a certificate. The hearing on such charges shall be at such time 
and place as the Board may prescribe, provided, however, that 
such hearing must be held in the county in which such applicant, 
licensee or holder of a certificate has his or her place of business. 

The members of the Board shall have the power to administer 
oaths and shall have the power to require the attendance of wit¬ 
nesses and the production of such books, records and papers as it 
may desire at any hearing on any matter which the Board has au¬ 
thority to investigate, and for that purpose may require the Sec¬ 
retary of the Board to issue a Subpoena Duces Tecum to compel 
the production of any books, records or papers, directed to the 
Sheriff of the County where such witness resides or may be found, 
which Subpoenas and Subpoenas Duces Tecum shall be served 
and returned in the same manner as a subpoena in a criminal case 
is served and returned. The fees and mileage of the sheriff and 
witnesses shall be the same as allowed in the Circuit Courts of this 
State. Such fees and mileage shall be paid from the funds of the 
Board on deposit in the State Treasury for the use of the Board, in 
the same manner as other expenses of the Board are paid. The 
Board must subpoena all witnesses from whom subpoena is re¬ 
quested by the applicant, licensee or holder of a certificate pro¬ 
vided, however, that such request shall be made in writing to the 
Secretary of the Board at least ten (10) days prior to the date set 
for the hearing. All fees and mileage of the Sheriff and witnesses 
subpoenaed at the request of such applicant, licensee or holder of 
a certificate shall be paid by the applicant, licensee or holder of a 
certificate, and execution may issue therefor the same as provid¬ 
ed in civil cases in the Circuit courts in this State. 

Section 21. Findings made by the Board are deemed conclu¬ 
sive, unless within thirty (30) days after notice of the decision 
of the Board has been given an aggrieved party, said aggrieved 
person shall appeal said finding or ruling to the Circuit Court of 
the County of his residence, or to the Circuit Court of Montgom¬ 
ery County. In the event of such appeal, the Circuit Court shall 
hear the same de novo. Such appeal shall be taken by the filing 
with the Board of a letter stating the aggrieved person’s desire to 
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appeal said findings, and said letter shall specify whether the ap¬ 
peal is taken to the Circuit Court of the county of his residence or 
to the Circuit Court of Montgomery County. Such aggrieved per¬ 
son shall have a right to demand trial by jury by demanding same 
at the time of the filing with the Board of the notice of Appeal. 
The action of the Board shall be stayed pending such appeal. The 
Circuit Court shall have the right to affirm, reverse or affirm in 
part or reverse in part the finding of the Board and shall render 
such final judgment as to the court may seem just and proper. 

In the event the decision of the board is affirmed the cost of 
such appeal shall be taxed against the party taking such appeal. 
In the event the decision of the Board is not affirmed in whole, the 
court shall in its discretion tax such cost of appeal against the 
board or against the person taking such appeal or partly against 
each; and the court in its discretion may award a reasonable attor¬ 
ney fee to the attorney for the party taking such appeal as part of 
such cost, in the event the decision of the board is not affirmed in 
whole. 

Section 22. Any investigation, inquiry or hearing, which the 
said Board is empowered by this Act to hold or undertake may 
be held or undertaken by, or held before any three members of 
said Board, and shall be deemed to be the finding or order of said 
Board when approved and confirmed by a majority of said Board. 

Section 23. The fees for examination, licenses and certificates, 
as provided for in this Act, shall be paid in advance to the Secre¬ 
tary of the Board, and by him paid each month into the State 
Treasury to the credit of a fund for the use of the said Board. On 
failure to pass an examination the fees shall not be returned to 
the applicant, but within the year after such failure he or she may 
present himself or herself and be again examined without the 
payment of an additional fee. 

Section 24. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or cor¬ 
poration to practice cosmetology except in a bona fide established 
beauty shop or school of Cosmetology, wherein the requiremens 
of law as to proper and sanitary practices of cosmetology are com¬ 
plied with. 

Section 25. The Board may issue a temporary license, to any 
person who otherwise is subject to examination, as provided in 
this Act, upon documentary or other satisfactory evidence that 
the applicant therefor has the necessary qualifications to practice 
any one or any combination of practices of Cosmetology for which 
a temporary license is applied; providing, however, that such ap¬ 
plication for a temporary license is accompanied by an applica¬ 
tion for an examination as provided in this Act and the necessary 
fee therefor as provided in Section 16 of this Act. Each temporary 
license shall state the date of expiration and the temporary license 
shall after such date be void and of no effect. Such temporary 
license shall in no event remain in force beyond the date of the 
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next regular meeting of the Board at which examinations are held 
and until the results of the applicant’s examinations are an¬ 
nounced. Two such temporary licenses may not be issued to the 
same person. 

Section 26. Nothing in this Act shall prohibit service in case 
of emergency, or domestic administration, without compensation, 
nor services by persons authorized under the laws of this State 
to practice medicine, surgery, dentistry, chiropedy, osteopathy, 
or chiropractic or the occupation of a masseur, nor services by 
barbers, insofar as their usual and ordinary vocation and profes¬ 
sion is concerned, when engaged in any of the following practices, 
namely: arranging, cleansing, cutting, or singeing the hair of any 
person; or in massaging, cleansing, stimulating, exercising, or sim¬ 
ilar work, the scalp, face or neck of any person, with the hands, or 
with mechanical or electrical apparatus or appliance, or by the use 
of cosmetic preparations, antiseptics, tonics, lotions or creams. 
Nor shall this Act apply to the services of personnel of the United 
States Army, Navy, Air Force or Marine Corps, or to registered 
nurses doing any of the acts of works defined as cosmetology; and 
this act shall not apply to the teaching or practice of cosmetology 
in training public school or trade school pupils. 

This Act shall not apply to any person who only occasionally 
dresses hair or does any other act or thing mentioned in subsec¬ 
tion (a) of Section 1, without holding herself or himself out to 
the public as a practicing cosmetologist, as defined in this Act. 

Section 27. Every holder of a certificate of license granted by 
the said Board, as provided in this Act, shall display it in a con¬ 
spicuous place in his or her principal office, place of business or 
employment. 

Section 28. The holder of a certificate or license issued by said 
Board as provided in this Act, who continues in active practice of 
said profession within the meaning of this Act, shall annually on 
or before the 1st day of October, renew his or her certificate or 
license and pay the renewal fee. A certificate or license which 
has not been renewed prior to the 31st day of October in that year, 
shall expire on the 1st day of November in that year. The holder 
of the expired certificate or license may have within three (3) 
years of the date of the expiration, the certificate restored upon 
the payment of the required renewal fee and satisfactory proof of 
his or her qualifications to resume practice or profession. The 
restoration fee shall be as follows: The sum of the accumulated 
annual renewal fees for the lapsed period, plus the fee for the 
current year. 

Section 29. The first certificates or licenses issued under this 
Act shall be valid until October 1, 1958. Thereafter no certificate 
or license shall be issued for a longer period than one year, and 
all certificates shall expire on the 30th day of September, next 
succeeding, unless renewed for the next year by the 31st day of 
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October and upon payment of the fees for renewal as herein pro¬ 
vided. 

Section 30. Any person or corporation who shall practice cos¬ 
metology or; any of the practices thereof, maintaining a school 
of cosmetology or a Beauty Shop, or act in any capacity wherein 
a certificate or license is required, without a certificate or license 
provided in this Act, or shall in other form or manner violate any 
of the provisions of this Act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall be fined not to exceed One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) or 
shall be imprisoned for no more than ninety (90) days, or both, 
and if a corporation, shall be punished by a fine of no more than 
Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00). 

Section 30t/2- The provisions of this bill shall not apply to 
any county having a population of 400,000 or more according to 
the last Federal decennial census or any future Federal decen¬ 
nial census. The provisions of this bill shall not apply to any 
county having a population of not less than 28,000 nor more than 
28,900 according to the last or any subsequent federal decennial 
census. This Act shall not apply in any county which now has or 
which may hereafter have a population of not less than 29,000 nor 
more than 29,350, according to the last or any subsequent federal 
decennial census. This Act shall not apply in any county which 
now has or which may hereafter have a population of not less than 
16,000 nor more than 16,300 according to the last or any subsequent 
federal decennial census. This Act shall not apply in any county 
which now has or which may hereafter have a population of not 
less than 18,000 nor more than 18,100, according to the last or any 
subsequent federal decennial census. The provisions of this biil 
shall not apply to any county having a population of not less than 
29,300 and not more than 29,800 according to the last or any subse¬ 
quent federal decennial census. Provided, however, that the pro¬ 
visions of this act shall not apply in any county having a popula¬ 
tion of not less than 20,830 nor more than 20,840 nor in any county 
having a population of not less than 29,400 nor more than 29,500 
according to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census 
nor in any county having a population of not less than 125,000 nor 
more than 225,000 according to the last or any subsequent Federal 
decennial census. 

Section 31. If any section, or phrase of this Act is for any 
reason held to be unconstitutional or invalid such decision shall 
not affect the validity of the remaining portions of this Act. 

Section 32. All acts or parts of acts in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 33. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming law.

Providing for the permissive change in the basis of compensating 
coroners of all counties having a population of not less than 53,000 nor 
more than 56,200 inhabitants, according to the last or any subsequent 
federal decennial census; authorizing the governing body of all such coun¬ 
ties to place such officers on a salary in lieu of all fees, commissions, per¬ 
centages and allowances prescribed by law for the performance of such 
duties; prescribing that such salary shall be paid out of the general fund 
of the county. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The governing body of every county of the State 
having a population of not less than 53,000 nor more than 56,200 
inhabitants, according to the last or any subsequent federal de¬ 
cennial census, is hereby authorized to change the basis of com¬ 
pensating the coroner of such county by placing such officer on a 
salary of not less than Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per annum 
and not exceeding One Thousand Eight Hundred ($1800.00) Dol¬ 
lars per annum, to be fixed from time to time by the governing 
body of the county in accordance with constitutional require¬ 
ments relative to compensation of elected public officials. Such 
salary, when authorized, shall be payable in equal monthly in¬ 
stallments out of the general fund of the county. 

Section 2. Whenever the coroner of any such county is placed 
on a salary as herein provided, such salary compensation shall be 
in lieu of all fees, commissions, percentages, and allowances pre¬ 
scribed by law for the performance of the duties of his office. 
Any fees, commissions, percentages, or allowances not payable by 
the county which would be collectible for the use of the coroner 
but for the provisions of this Act shall be paid into the general 
fund of the county. 

Section 3. Any such county desiring to change the basis of 
compensating its coroner by placing such officer on a prescribed 
salary may do so by duly adopted resolution of its governing body, 
subject to the limitations and conditions hereinabove provided in 
Section 1. 

Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 5. The provisions of this Act are permissive and sever¬ 
able. If any part of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitu¬ 
tional, such declaration shall not effect the part which remains. 

Section 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

To amend Act No. 466, H. 928, approved September 15, 1939 (Local 
Acts of Alabama, 1939, p. 280), entitled “An Act To regulate, define and 
license the practice of Barbering in Madison County, Alabama; to provide 
rules and regulations concerning sanitation and cleanliness in and about 
Barber Shops in said County; to authorize the County Board of Barber 
Examiners to establish minimum prices and hours for Barbers in said 
County when the same have been agreed to by not less than 80% of all 
the licensed and registered Barbers of said County; to create a Board 
of Barber Examiners for said County, and define its powers and duties; to 
fix the punishment for the violation of the provisions of this act.” 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 9 of Act No. 466, H. 928, approved Septem¬ 
ber 15, 1939 (Local Acts of Alabama, 1939, p. 280), entitled “An 
Act To regulate, define and license the practice of Barbering in 
Madison County, Alabama; to provide rules and regulations con¬ 
cerning sanitation and cleanliness in and about Barber Shops in 
said County; to authorize the County Board of Barber Examiners 
to establish minimum prices and hours for Barbers in said County 
when the same have been agreed to by not less than 80% of all 
the licensed and registered Barbers of said County; to create a 
Board of Barber Examiners for said County, and define its powers 
and duties; to fix the punishment for the violation of the provi¬ 
sions of this act,” is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 9. A person shall be qualified to receive an examina¬ 
tion for an apprentice certificate of registration, if such person is 
at least eighteen years and six months of age, is a graduate of 
a reputable barber school, and is of good moral character and 
temperate habits. A person shall be qualified to receive an ex¬ 
amination for a master barber certificate of registration, if such 
person has practiced as a registered apprentice for not less than 
twenty-four months under the personal supervision of a regis¬ 
tered barber, or is the holder of a certificate of registration from 
any other county in the State of Alabama, or is the holder of a 
valid license issued by any other state, and is of good moral char¬ 
acter and temperate habits. The examinations shall be conducted 
by the Madison County Board of Barber Examiners, to determine 
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the applicants’ fitness to practice barbering in Madison County, 
and such examinations shall be based on the fundamentals and 
scientific principles of barbering.” 

Section 2. Section 13 of said Act No. 466, H. 928, approved 
September 15, 1939, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 13. Every applicant for a certificate of registration 
shall apply to the County Board of Barber Examiners upon blanks 
provided by the County Board of Barber Examiners for that pur¬ 
pose and each application shall be accompanied by the payment 
of a fee of twenty dollars ($20) to be paid to the County Board of 
Barber Examiners to cover the cost of the examination. If, after 
the examination, the Board finds the applicant to be qualified to 
practice barbering, or serve as an apprentice, as the case may be, 
the Board, shall upon the payment of five dollars ($5) by the ap¬ 
plicant, issue to the applicant a certificate of registration author¬ 
izing him to practice barbering, or serve as an apprentice, in 
the County of Madison and said certificate shall remain in effect 
until the thirty-first day of December of the year in which it is 
issued. Said certificate of registration shall be renewed on the 
first day of January of each succeeding year by the Board upon 
the payment by the holder of such certificate of a fee of five dol¬ 
lars ($5), and the filing with the Board of a certificate of health, 
which shall be dated not more than ten days prior to the applica¬ 
tion for said renewal certificate.” 

Section 3. Section 14 of said Act No. 466, H. 928, approved 
September 15, 1939, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 14. The County Board of Barber Examiners shall be 
appointed by the Board of County Commissioners of Madison 
County, Alabama, and shall consist of four members, three of 
whom shall be practicing barbers who shall have been engaged in 
such practice for a period of not less than ten years, three years of 
which shall have been in the County of Madison. The fourth 
member of said Board shall be the County Health Officer, who 
shall be ex-officio chairman of said Board. Each of said three 
barber members of said Board shall serve for a period of three 
years and until his successor has been appointed and qualified, 
except, however, that the first appointments to be made hereun¬ 
der shall be made as follows: One barber member for a term of 
three years; one barber member for a term of two years; and one 
barber member for a term of one year. The members of said 
Board shall be appointed by the Board of County Commissioners 
of Madison County within thirty days subsequent to the taking 
effect of this Act, and shall be entitled to a certificate of appoint¬ 
ment signed by members of the Board of County Commissioners 
of Madison County, Alabama. Each barber member of the Board 
of Barber Examiners shall receive as compensation for his serv¬ 
ices such an amount, not to exceed fifteen dollars ($15) per day, 
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as may be fixed by the Board of County Commissioners of Madi¬ 
son County, for not to exceed two days per month; and the com¬ 
pensation of the members and the other expenses of the Board 
made in the execution and carrying out of this Act shall be paid 
out of the county treasury, as herein provided, except that at no 
time shall the expenses of the Board be greater than the amount 
paid into the county treasury by said County Board of Barber 
Examiners. All fees and charges collected by the County Board 
of Barber Examiners under the provisions of this Act shall be 
paid into the county treasury and shall constitute a separate fund 
to be disbursed by the governing body of the county on order of 
the Board of Barber Examiners with the approval of the chairman 
of the Board of County Commissioners. And all moneys remain¬ 
ing in said separate fund at the end of the fiscal year not expended 
as herein provided shall become a part of the general fund of the 
county. The Board shall elect a president and a secretary-treas¬ 
urer. Not less than two members of the Board shall meet upon 
call of the president to examine applicants for certificates of reg¬ 
istration and pass upon their qualifications to practice barbering. 
The Health Officer of Madison County shall be responsible for 
the enforcement of the sanitary provisions of this Act, and shall 
make sanitary inspections of all barber shops at least once a 
month, and at any time that he may be called upon to do so by a 
majority of the members of the County Board of Barber Exami¬ 
ners. All inspections shall be made during regular business hours 
of the barber shops. The County Board of Barber Examiners 
shall be charged and held responsible for the enforcement of this 
Act.” 

Section 4. Section 18 of said Act No. 466, H. 928, approved 
September 15, 1939, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 18. Any person guilty of a violation of any of the 
provisions of this Act, shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
twenty-five dollars ($25) nor more than one hundred dollars 
($100) for the first offense, and upon being convicted of a second 
violation of any of the provisions of this Act, such person shall be 
subject to the penalties as heretofore prescribed, and in addition 
thereto, the certificate of registration shall be revoked by the 
County Board of Barber Examiners. Such order of revocation 
shall be supplied to the violator and to the County Health Officer, 
and it shall be unlawful for such person to further practice bar¬ 
bering in the County of Madison. Each day a violation of the 
provisions of this Act continues shall constitute a separate of¬ 
fense.” 

Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Madison County: To create and establish the Madison 
County Court; to define its jurisdiction and powers; to provide officers 
for said court, prescribe their powers, duties, tenure and compensation; to 
divest justices of the peace and notaries public ex officio justices of the 
peace in Madison County of criminal and quasi-criminal jurisdiction and 
vest such jurisdiction in the court hereby created; to authorize the trans¬ 
fer of any case pending in any court of a justice of the peace or in the In¬ 
ferior Court of Huntsville to the Madison County Court; to prescribe rules 
of procedure for the Madison County Court; to provide for the transfer 
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to the Circuit Court of Madison County and trial therein without prior 
indictment or presentment by the grand jury of any criminal case insti¬ 
tuted in the Madison County Court if a jury trial is demanded; and to 
provide for the execution of the process of said court and the operation 
thereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby created and established in and for 
the County of Madison, State of Alabama, a court which shall be 
known and called the Madison County Court. The court is hereby 
invested with and shall have and exercise final jurisdiction of the 
following offenses when committed in Madison County: Viola¬ 
tions of Sunday, vagrancy, assaults, assaults and batteries, and 
affrays in which no stick or other weapon is used; when the value 
of the commodity does not exceed ten dollars of larceny, wheth¬ 
er at common law or by statute, of embezzlement and receiving 
stolen or embezzled goods, knowing them to be stolen or em¬ 
bezzled; for failure to work on the public road after legal notice; 
of offenses for cruelty to animals; of public drunkenness; and of 
any and all other misdemeanors of which justices of the peace 
have final jurisdiction under the general law, including violations 
of traffic laws, rules of the road and all other offenses triable in 
justice of the peace courts or courts of like jurisdiction under the 
provisions of Title 36, Code of Alabama, 1940, and any amend¬ 
ments or additions thereto. The court shall have preliminary 
jurisdiction of all felonies committed in the county, and shall 
have jurisdiction of bastardy and peace proceedings. All juris¬ 
diction of justices of the peace and notaries ex officio justices of 
the peace in criminal and quasi-criminal cases heretofore granted 
to and conferred upon them by law, as to Madison County, is 
hereby revoked. Said court shall have and exercise original and 
exclusive jurisdiction in all juvenile and non-support cases arising 
in said county under Title 13, Code of Alabama, 1940, and amend¬ 
ments and additions thereto, and shall have all the powers there¬ 
in conferred upon the probate courts. The Madison County Court 
shall also be invested with and shall have and exercise jurisdic¬ 
tion in all civil cases at law when the matter or sum in contro¬ 
versy does not exceed two hundred fifty dollars ($250) and of all 
other civil cases of which justices of the peace have jurisdiction 
under the general law. 

The Madison County Court shall not be a court of record, but 
it shall have a seal of office. The court shall not draw or impanel 
juries. When the defendant demands trial by jury in any crimi¬ 
nal case in such court the case shall immediately be transferred 
to the Circuit Court of Madison County in the same manner pre¬ 
scribed by Section 424 of Title 13, Code of Alabama, 1940, for the 
transfer of cases in which trial by a jury is demanded in a justice 
of the peace court. Upon the transfer of any case to the circuit 
court for trial by jury, the solicitor shall make, sign and file a 
brief statement of the cause of complaint in substantially the 
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form prescribed in Section 363 of Title 15, Code of Alabama 1940, 
and the case shall then proceed to a jury trial in the circuit court 
without any indictment or presentment by the grand jury. 

Any case pending in the court of any justice of the peace of 
Madison County or in the Inferior Court of Huntsville when this 
Act becomes effective may be transferred to the Madison County 
Court, hereby established, for further prosecution. Any case so 
transferred shall be proceeded upon as if originally instituted in 
such court. 

Section 2. James W. Baker is hereby designated the first 
judge of the Madison County Court, and he shall hold office until 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 1961, and 
until his successor has been elected and has qualified. At the gen¬ 
eral election held for state and county officers in November 
1960, and every six years thereafter, a judge of the Madison Coun¬ 
ty Court shall be elected by the qualified voters of Madison 
County. The term of office of judges so elected shall commence 
on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January follow¬ 
ing their election and shall be for a term of six years. The 
judge of said court shall be a qualified elector of Madison Coun¬ 
ty, at least twenty-five years of age and learned in the law, and 
shall have been a resident of Madison County for at least one 
year next preceding his election or appointment. All vacancies 
in the office of judge of said court shall be filled by appointment 
by the Governor, and the person so appointed shall hold the office 
as provided by the Constitution of Alabama. The judge of said 
court shall not practice law in any of the courts of this State or of 
the United States. 

Section 3. The judge of said court shall receive a salary of 
seven thousand two hundred dollars ($7,200) per annum, pay¬ 
able monthly out of the county treasury, upon his warrant drawn 
upon the county treasurer or proper custodian of county funds. 
The judge of said court, before entering upon the duties of said 
office, shall take the oath of office in form required by law to be 
taken by judges of the circuit courts of Alabama, which shall be 
recorded in the office of the Probate Judge of Madison County, 
and a commission shall be issued to him as provided by law in 
other county offices. The said judge may be removed from office 
for the causes and in the manner now provided by law for the re¬ 
moval of judges of the circuit court. The judge of said court may 
punish for criminal contempt in cases where the judges of the 
circuit court can punish for contempt, by fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars and by imprisonment in the county jail for not exceeding 
five days, one or both at the discretion of the said judge. The 
said judge shall have the right to take the affidavits and to issue 
and sign in his name any process or other paper of said court, and 
he is hereby specifically authorized to issue warrants of arrest in 
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any case of which the Madison County Court has preliminary 
jurisdiction. 

In addition to his other duties, the judge of said court, while 
acting as the judge of the juvenile court, shall keep a complete 
docket of all juvenile cases had in said court showing their final 
disposition. In all non-support cases in which orders have been 
made for support payments to be made to the court for the use of 
the wife and children, or either, the said judge shall have a docket 
kept, showing the names of the defendants, the amounts paid by 
such defendants, and to whom the money was paid by the court. 

Section 4. The said court shall have a chief clerk who shall 
issue all civil process of said court, approve civil bonds, keep 
dockets of the proceedings of said court, both civil and criminal, 
and certify all appeals and certioraries, collect all monies due the 
court, and his duties shall be, generally, those performed by clerks 
of the county court. When execution against the defendant is 
returned “no property found,” the chief clerk shall issue execu¬ 
tion against the plaintiff for all costs created by him in obtaining 
his judgment in the same manner that circuit clerks issue execu¬ 
tions in such cases. The same fees and costs allowed by law in 
civil cases to justices of the peace, constables, sheriffs and wit¬ 
nesses for services in justice of the peace courts shall be taxed and 
collected in each civil case in the Madison County Court. In ad¬ 
dition thereto, there shall be taxed and collected for the use of the 
county in each civil case docketed a trial fee of one dollar and 
fifty cents ($1.50). The same fees and costs authorized by law 
to be taxed in justice of the peace courts or courts in lieu of jus¬ 
tices in the State shall be taxed and collected in each criminal 
case tried or plea of guilty entered in said court. In addition 
thereto, there shall be taxed and collected for the use of the coun¬ 
ty in each criminal case docketed a trial fee of one dollar and fif¬ 
ty cents ($1.50). All costs, fees, fines and forfeitures collected for 
the county shall be paid monthly by the chief clerk to the county 
treasurer or other proper custodian. All fines, forfeitures and 
other monies collected by the chief clerk for the State of Alabama 
shall be paid monthly by such chief clerk to the state treasurer or 
other proper custodian. The costs and fees accruing to sheriffs, 
constables, witnesses, and justices of the peace and other monies 
collected shall be paid direct to those entitled to receive same. 
The said chief clerk shall give bond before he enters upon his 
duties with good and sufficient sureties thereon, in the penal sum 
of five thousand dollars, payable to the State of Alabama, and 
conditioned to faithfully discharge the duties of such office, and 
to pay all monies to the proper authorities and persons to whom 
they are due, and to faithfully account for all monies coming into 
his hands by virtue of his office, which bond shall be approved 
by the chairman of the board of county commissioners or like gov¬ 
erning body of the county, and together with his oath of office, 
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shall be filed in the office of the probate judge of Madison County. 

Section 5. The chief clerk of the Madison County Court shall 
be appointed by and hold office at the pleasure of the judge of 
said court. He shall receive a salary of three thousand six hun¬ 
dred dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments 
out of the county treasury, upon his warrant drawn upon the 
county treasurer or other proper custodian. The judge of said 
court is also authorized to appoint an assistant clerk of the court, 
who shall hold office at the pleasure of the judge. The annual 
salary of the assistant clerk shall be such amount as the board 
of county commissioners or like governing body of the county 
prescribes, but not less than two thousand four hundred dollars; 
and such salary shall be payable in equal monthly installments 
out of the county treasury of Madison County. 

Section 6. The sheriff of Madison County shall be an officer 
of said court, and shall execute all processes from said court and 
make due return thereon, and all processes issued out of said 
court shall be addressed to any lawful officer of Madison County, 
Alabama. The sheriff or his deputy shall attend on said court on 
trial days of criminal and civil cases, for which he shall be paid 
as provided by law for like services in circuit courts, and when¬ 
ever requested to do so by the judge, the sheriff or his deputy 
shall serve all processes of said court, receiving the legal fees 
therefor for his services. 

Section 7. In the event of sickness or absence of the judge of 
said court, the presiding judge of the Circuit Court of Madison 
County or in his absence the judge of such circuit who is next in 
length of service, shall appoint a special judge to hold court dur¬ 
ing the absence of the regular judge. The compensation of the 
special judge shall be at the same rate as provided by the general 
law for special judges for the circuit court and such compensa¬ 
tion shall be paid on such judge’s warrant drawn on the proper 
custodian of county funds in the same manner that the regular 
judge’s salary is paid. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of the board of county com¬ 
missioners or other governing body of said county to provide of¬ 
fices for said court, and to provide for the necessary accommoda¬ 
tion therefor, and to provide said court with all blanks, station¬ 
ery, docket books, typewriters, phones, postage and other articles 
and supplies which may be reasonably necessary for said court. 

Section 9. The rules and regulations governing justice of the 
peace courts shall apply as nearly as possible in all civil cases 
brought in the court; and the rules and regulations governing 
county courts shall apply as nearly as possible in all criminal 
cases in said court, except as herein otherwise stated. All parties 
against whom judgments have been rendered shall have ten days 
within which to effect appeals to the circuit court, where trial 
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may be had by jury when demanded as though the case had been 
originally brought in the circuit court. In all civil cases of judg¬ 
ment by default the judge may at his discretion set aside said 
judgment when requested to do so by the defendant within five 
days after such judgment is rendered. In civil cases when an exe¬ 
cution has been issued within twelve months after the rendition 
of judgment and has not been returned satisfied, an alias execu¬ 
tion may be issued thereon at any time within ten years from 
date of such judgment without a revival of the judgment. When 
a certificate of judgment has been filed in the office of the pro¬ 
bate judge within twelve months from the date of its rendition, 
execution may issue thereon at any time within ten years from 
the date of such judgment, whether execution has been previously 
issued or not, and such recorded judgment shall be a lien on the 
property of the defendant as provided by law in circuit courts. 
In all suits brought for minors by their next friends in which 
judgments are obtained and the money or property paid or de¬ 
livered into court, the said money or property may be paid or de¬ 
livered to the next friend bringing the suit to be for the use and 
benefit of the minor, and the said next friend is authorized to 
receipt the court record or docket for same, which shall be bind¬ 
ing on said minor. Warrants may be issued by justices of the 
peace in said county returnable to said court for any indictable 
offense in said county, including peace and bastardy proceedings 
and non-support cases. 

Section 10. All laws, local or general, in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of this Act are, in so far as they conflict with the provisions 
of this Act, hereby repealed. 

Section 11. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 12. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. This Act shall apply in all counties having a popu¬ 
lation of not less than 63,750 nor more than 72,750 inhabitants, 
according to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census. 

Section 2. The court of county commissioners, board of reve¬ 
nue, or like governing body of every county in which this Act 
applies is hereby authorized, directed and required to fix the 
compensation of the following employees of the county at not less 
than fifty dollars per week: the assistant custodian of the court¬ 
house, the librarian employed in the public library; and the jailer. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To alter, re-arrange and extend the boundaries of the town of Parrish 
in Walker County. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The boundaries of the town of Parrish in Walker 
County, Alabama, are hereby altered, re-arranged and extended 
so as to include within the corporate limits of said municipality 
the following described land: “Begin at the NW corner of the 
SW1/4 of Section 16, Township 15 South, Range 7 West, and thence 
run North along said section line Yi mile to the NW corner of 
SWV 4 of NW% of said Section; thence run East along the North 
boundary line of said forty mile to the NE corner of said forty; 
thence run South along the East boundary line of said forty Yi 
mile to the SE corner of said forty; thence run East along the 
quarter section line % 0 f a mile to the West boundary line of 
Section 15, Township 15 South, Range 7 West; thence run North 
along said section line % mile to the NW corner of the SWV 4 of 
NWV 4 of said Section; thence run East along the North line of 
said forty l A mile to the NE corner of said forty; thence run South 
along the East boundary line for a distance of Y 2 mile to the SE 
corner of NW% of SWV 4 of said section 15; thence run West along 
the South line of said forty for 14 mile to the SW corner of said 
forty; thence run South along the West line of said section 15 for 
V 2 mile to the SE corner of NE14 of NE% of Section 21, Township 
15, South, Range 7 West; thence run West along the quarter Sec¬ 
tion line % mile to the intersection with the original City Limits 
of the said City of Parrish, Walker County, Alabama, thence fol¬ 
low the original City Limits of the said City of Parrish, Alabama, 
to the point of beginning, all of said lands described hereinabove 
being and lying in Walker County, Alabama.” 

Section 2. (a) The substantial provisions of this Act shall 

become effective only if approved (1) by a majority vote of the 
qualified electors of Walker County who reside within the terri¬ 
tory annexed to the town of Parrish by this Act, which territory 
is outside the present corporate limits of the town, and (2) by a 
majority vote of the qualified electors who reside within the pres¬ 
ent corporate limits of the town of Parrish, both of which referen¬ 
da or elections are ordered to be held on the first Tuesday after 
the expiration of ninety days from the passage of this Act. 

(b) The election in the non-municipal territory annexed to 
the town of Parrish by this Act shall be held and conducted as 
provided herein. Notice of the election shall be given by the sher¬ 
iff of Walker County, and such notice shall be published one time 
in a newspaper of general circulation in the county at least ten 
days prior to the date of the election. The notice shall state the

date on which the election is to be held; the voting place or places 
designated by the judge of probate of Walker County; the boun¬ 
daries within which voters must reside to vote at the respective 
voting places, which must be within the particular territory an¬ 
nexed to the town by this Act; and that a map of the territory to 
be affected is on file in the office of the judge of probate of the 
county, open to inspection by the public. The judge of probate of 
Walker County may designate as many places within the partic¬ 
ular territory hereby annexed to the town as he may deem neces¬ 
sary for the convenience of the voters, and must designate the 
boundaries within which the voters must reside to vote at the 
respective voting places; and the appointing board, consisting of 
the judge of probate, the sheriff, and the circuit clerk of Walker 
County, as provided by law, shall appoint an inspector, a chief 
clerk, and two assistant clerks for each voting place to be used 
at the election. Each qualified voter who has resided within the 
boundaries of the territory hereby annexed to the town for three 
months next preceding the election may vote at the election, but 
he must vote at the voting place designated by the judge of pro¬ 
bate for voters in the territory in which he resides and in no other 
place. 

(c) The judge of probate of Walker County shall cause to be 
prepared all election supplies, including the ballots, necessary 
for the conduct of such elections; and the costs of these supplies 
shall be paid by the town of Parrish. The question to be printed 
on the ballots to be used at the election held within the corporate 
limits of the town of Parrish shall be stated substantially as fol¬ 
lows: “Do you favor the annexation of the territory proposed to be 
annexed to the town of Parrish by Act No. _ ... , approved the 

-day of _ __, 1957? Yes ( ) No 

( ).” The question to be printed on the ballots to be used at the 

election held in the territory annexed to the town of Parrish by 
this Act^ shall be stated substantially as follows: “Do you favor 
annexation to the town of Parrish in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of Act No-, approved the_day of 

1957? Yes ( ) No ( ).” 

(d) The elections must be conducted in all respects as pro¬ 
vided by the general election laws and under the same sanctions 
and penalties, except as modified by the provisions of this Act. 

(e) The inspectors of the several voting places must, as soon 
as the polls are closed, ascertain and certify the results of the elec¬ 
tion to the judge of probate, and the judge of probate must can¬ 
vass the returns as made. If a majority of the votes cast at the 
election held in the non-municipal territory annexed to the town 
of Parrish by this Act are “Yes,” and if a majority of the votes 
cast at the election held within the corporate limits of the town of 
Parrish are “Yes,” all the provisions of this Act shall become oper¬ 
ative as of the thirtieth day from the day of the election. If a 
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majority of the votes cast at either the election held in the non¬ 
municipal territory annexed to the town by this Act or the elec¬ 
tion held within the corporate limits of the town, or at both such 
elections, are “No,” this Act shall have no further effect. The 
judge of probate of Walker County shall certify the results of 
both elections to the Secretary of State and to the governing body 
of the town of Parrish within thirty days from the date of the 
election, and he shall keep on file in his office a copy of such 
certificate. 

(f) The judge of probate shall be entitled to the same fees for 
his services performed under the provisions hereof as he is author¬ 
ized by law to charge and collect for similar services rendered by 
him, and all other officers shall be entitled to the same compensa¬ 
tion for services rendered by them, as they are authorized by law 
to charge and collect for similar services rendered by them, all 
of which shall be paid by the town of Parrish. 

(g) The governing body of the town of Parrish shall order 
and provide for the holding of the election to be held within the 
corporate limits of the town on the date prescribed in this Act.

AN ACT 

Relating to the county court of Walker County; to re-define the jur¬ 
isdiction of said court, prescribe the powers and duties thereof, provide 
for the selection, tenure, powers, duties, and compensation of its offi¬ 
cers, and repeal conflicting laws. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The county court of Walker County shall have the 
following power, authority, and jurisdiction: 

(a) All power, authority, and jurisdiction which are now, or 
which hereafter may be, conferred on or vested in county courts 
under the general laws of this State. 

(b) All power, authority, and jurisdiction which are now, or 
which hereafter may be, conferred on or vested in the juvenile 
court of Walker County, and the juvenile court of Walker County 
is hereby relieved of all such power, authority, and jurisdiction. 

(c) Jurisdiction concurrent with justices of the peace in Wal¬ 
ker County in matters pertaining to bastardy proceedings. 

(d) All power, authority, and jurisdiction relating to domestic 
relations which are now, or which hereafter may be, conferred 
on or vested in the probate court of Walker County; or which is 
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conferred on or vested in the probate court of Walker County 
under the provisions of Article 3 of Chapter 4 of Title 34, Code of 
Alabama (1940), or any other laws relating to the duties of a 
husband toward his wife or any parents toward their children, 
and that the county court shall have all the power, authority, and 
jurisdiction conferred on or vested in the probate court of Walker 
County under the provisions of Chapter 7 of Title 13, or any other 
laws relating to juvenile delinquents, probation officers, wards of 
the State, and dependent children; and the probate court of Walk¬ 
er County is hereby relieved of all such power, authority, and 
jurisdiction as may be conferred on or vested in the county court 
of Walker County under the provisions of this subsection. 

(e) Jurisdiction concurrent with the circuit court of Walker 
County of all misdemeanors committed in the county. 

(f) Jurisdiction concurrent with the circuit court of Walker 
County in all matters pertaining to habeas corpus proceedings in¬ 
stituted in Walker County, and in all matters pertaining to divorce 
proceedings held under the provisions of Chapter 2 of Title 34, 
Code of Alabama (1940). 

Section 2. The judge of the county court of Walker County 
shall be elected at the general election to be held in November, 
1958, and every four years thereafter, and neither the probate 
judge nor the judge of the probate court of Walker County shall 
serve as judge of the county court. The judge of the county court 
shall hold office for a term of four years from the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January next following his election, 
and until his successor shall have been elected and qualified. The 
judge of the county court shall be a resident and qualified elector 
of Walker County, shall be a person learned in the law, and shall 
have been admitted to the practice of law in the State of Ala¬ 
bama. The judge of the county court shall receive a salary of 
six thousand six hundred dollars ($6,600.) per annum, payable as 
a preferred claim in equal monthly installments out of the gen¬ 
eral fund of the county, which shall be in lieu of all other com¬ 
pensation heretofore provided by law. The judge of the county 
court may be impeached or removed from office on the same 
grounds and in the same manner as may be provided for the im¬ 
peachment or removal of the judges of county courts under the 
general laws of this State. 

Section 3. The judge of the county court of Walker County 
shall have the power and authority to administer oaths and take 
acknowledgments to conveyances and affidavits in all cases in 
which such oaths, acknowledgments, and affidavits are required 
by law, and to solemnize the rites of matrimony. Also, the judge 
of the county court shall have and exercise the power and author¬ 
ity which are now, or which hereafter may be, conferred on or 
vested in the judges of county courts under the general laws of 
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this State, or which are conferred on or vested in the judge of 
the county court of Walker County. 

Section 4. The judge of the county court shall at all reasonable 
times, when not otherwise engaged in the discharge of the duties 
of his office, occupy an office in the court house, which office shall 
be provided by Walker County; and it shall be unlawful for the 
judge of the county court to practice law or be connected in the 
practice of law with any lawyer or law firm, it being the duty of 
such judge to give his entire time to the discharge of the duties of 
his office. 

Section 5. In all matters of controversy in which the county 
court is given equity jurisdiction concurrent with the circuit court 
of Walker County under the provisions of this Act, such matters 
shall be tried and determined in the same manner and under the 
same rules of practice and procedure as govern the circuit courts 
under the general laws of this State, and the county court shall 
have the power and authority to enforce its orders, judgments, 
and decrees in such cases in the same manner as the circuit courts 
under the general laws of this State. In all other cases, practice 
and procedure in the county court of Walker County shall con¬ 
form to, and shall be governed by, the rules of practice and pro¬ 
cedure which apply in county courts under the general laws of 
this State, or which apply in the county court of Walker County. 

Section 6. In all cases in which the county court exercises 
equity jurisdiction concurrent with the circuit court under the 
provisions of this Act, appeals from any order, judgment, or de¬ 
cree of the county court may be taken to the supreme court and 
the court of appeals in the same manner, on the same grounds, 
and within the same times as such appeals may be taken from 
any order, judgment, or decree of the circuit court of Walker 
County. 

Section 7. Except as may otherwise be provided herein, the 
judge of the county court shall determine what papers connected 
with any proceedings before him shall be recorded. 

Section 8. In addition to any other duties imposed upon him 
by law, it shall be the duty of the county solicitor of Walker 
County to represent the State in all criminal and quasi-criminal 
cases in the county court of Walker County; to prosecute all crim¬ 
inal cases arising from indictments transferred to the county 
court; and to represent the State in preliminary proceedings, ap¬ 
plications for bail, and habeas corpus proceedings arising in the 
county court. The county solicitor shall receive a salary of three 
thousand three hundred dollars ($3,300.00) per annum, payable 
in equal monthly installments out of the general fund of the coun¬ 
ty, which shall be in lieu of all other compensation heretofore 
provided by law. 
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Section 9. The clerk of the circuit court of Walker County 
shall be ex officio clerk of the county court of Walker County. 
As clerk of the county court, he shall have the same power, juris¬ 
diction, and authority and shall perform the same duties as may 
be conferred on, vested in, or required of the clerks of county 
courts under the general laws of the State, or conferred on, vested 
in, or required of the clerk of the county court of Walker County 
under the provisions of this Act. The clerk of the county court 
shall receive the same fees and compensation as allowed by law 
to clerks of the circuit courts in criminal cases, to be payable in 
the same manner. 

Section 10. The Honorable Gerald D. Colvin, duly elected 
judge of the county court of Walker County as constituted prior 
to the passage of this Act, shall serve as judge of the county court 
of Walker County as constituted by this Act until his successor 
shall be elected and qualified in accordance with Section 2 of this 
Act. 

Section 11. The clerk of the county court of Walker County 
shall be ex officio register of the county court, and in all matters 
in equity in the county court he shall have the same power, juris¬ 
diction, and authority and shall perform the same duties, includ¬ 
ing the taking of decrees pro confesso and holding references, as 
may be conferred on, vested in, or required of the register of the 
circuit court of Walker County in such cases. 

Section 12. The clerk of the county court of Walker County 
shall have the same power and authority and shall perform the 
same duties which are now, or which hereafter may be, conferred 
on, vested in, or required of the clerk of the juvenile and domestic 
relations court of Walker County, and the clerk of the juvenile 
and domestic relations court of Walker County is hereby relieved 
of such power and authority and the performance of such duties. 

Section 13. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 14. In all criminal cases resulting in conviction in 
the county court of Walker County the defendant shall have the 
right of appeal to the Circuit Court of Walker County on entering 
into bond, with sufficient surety, to appear at the term of the court 
to which the appeal is taken, and from term to term until dis¬ 
charged; the bond to be in such penalty as the judge of the said 
county court of Walker County may prescribe, and to be approved 
by the judge or clerk of said court. If the defendant does not 
make the bond required he shall remain in custody and said de¬ 
fendant may, within ten days after taking said appeal, demand in 
said circuit court, in writing, a trial by jury; otherwise, said case 
shall be tried by the court without a jury. All appeals must be 
taken within 30 days of conviction and no appeal shall be taken 
after defendant has accepted judgment of the court by paying any 
fine adjudged. 
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Section 15. All criminal, equity, juvenile, or domestic relations 
cases now pending in the county court of Walker County as con¬ 
stituted prior to the passage of this Act shall be deemed to be now 
pending in the county court of Walker County as constituted by 
this Act and in all cases in which the judge of the county court of 
Walker County as constituted prior to the passage of this Act had 
continuing authority said authority shall be continued in the 
county court of Walker County as constituted by this Act. 

Section 16. Should for any reason any section, provision or 
clause of this Act be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, that 
fact shall not destroy the constitutionality of this Act except as 
to that clause or section. 

Section 17. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 52 of Title 37 of the Code of Alabama of 
1940, as heretofore amended, is hereby further amended to read 
as follows: 

“Section 52. Meetings of commissioners.—Said board of com¬ 
missioners shall hold regular public meetings on the first and 
third Tuesdays of each and every month at some regular hour to 
be fixed by said board from time to time and publicly announced 
by it, provided, however, that said board may by ordinance pro¬ 
vide that it shall hold regular public meetings on Tuesday of each 
and every week or on the second and fourth Tuesdays of each and 
every month, the time of such meetings to be fixed by said board 
from time to time and publicly announced by it; and said board 
may hold such adjourned, called, and other meetings as may be 
necessary or convenient.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

poration but where the attempted incorporation is invalid because of 
some irregularity in the procedure for incorporation. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. In all cases where the governing body of a county 
has adopted a resolution authorizing the incorporation, under Act 
No. 46 adopted at the 1949 Regular Session of the Legislature of 
Alabama, as originally enacted or as subsequently amended, of a 
public corporation for hospital purposes and there has been an 
attempt to organize such public corporation by filing in the office 
of the Judge of Probate of such county a certificate of incorpora¬ 
tion, but the attempted incorporation is invalid because of some 
irregularity in the procedure followed, any such corporation so 
authorized and attempted to be formed shall be and hereby is 
validated ab initio notwithstanding any failure to comply with 
the requirements of said Act No. 46 respecting acknowledgment 
of signatures to certificates of incorporation, any failure on the 
part of the governing body of any such county to take formal ac¬ 
tion approving the form and contents of such certificate of incor¬ 
poration, or any other failure to comply with the procedures set 
forth in the said Act No. 46; provided, that this act shall not apply 
to the incorporation of any public corporation that has been held 
invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction by judgment or de¬ 
cree entered prior to the effective date of this act, or to the in¬ 
corporation of any public corporation the validity of which is an 
issue in any pending suit commenced prior to the effective date 
of this act. 

Section 2. This act shall become effective upon its approval 
by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming law.

AN ACT 

To amend Act No. 46 adopted at the 1949 Regular Session of the Leg¬ 
islature so as to authorize the amendment of the certificate of incorpora¬ 
tion of any public hospital corporation, at any time organized under said 
act, for the purpose of changing the number of the members of its board 
of directors or making any other change in any such certificate of in¬ 
corporation that is not inconsistent with the provisions of said act; so as 
to provide the method of effecting any such amendment; so as to specify, 
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in the event any such amendment shall reduce the number of the mem¬ 
bers of any such board of directors, the method for determining which 
members of any such board of directors shall continue to serve and which 
shall cease to serve, following such amendment; and so as to provide that 
the terms of office of any such board of directors shall thereafter be stag¬ 
gered so that the term of office of one-third of such directors shall ex¬ 
pire at the end of each period of two years. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 5 of Act No. 46 adopted at the 1949 Regular 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama shall be and hereby is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 5. Recording of Certificate of Incorporation and Sub¬ 
sequent Amendment Thereof. The certificate of incorporation 
shall have attached thereto a certified copy of the resolution pro¬ 
vided for in the preceding section and a certificate by the Secre¬ 
tary of State of the State of Alabama that the name proposed for 
the corporation is not identical with that of any other corporation 
in this state or so nearly similar thereto as to lead to confusion 
and uncertainty. The certificate of incorporation shall be signed 
and acknowledged by the incorporators before an officer author¬ 
ized by the laws of this state to take acknowledgment of deeds 
and, with the documents attached, may be filed with the Judge 
of Probate of the county, who shall forthwith receive and record 
the same. When the certificate of incorporation and the docu¬ 
ments attached have been filed as herein provided, the corpora¬ 
tion referred to therein and composed of the incorporators named 
therein shall come into existence and shall constitute a body cor¬ 
porate and politic under the name set forth in the certificate of 
incorporation. The incorporators shall constitute the members 
of the corporation until they are succeeded by other members as 
hereinafter provided. The certificate of incorporation of any 
corporation heretofore or hereafter organized under this act may 
at any time be amended so as to change the number of the mem¬ 
bers of its board of directors or to make any other change in the 
said certificate of incorporation that is not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act. Any such amendment shall be effected in 
the following manner: The governing body of the county which 
authorized the incorporation of the corporation shall adopt a res¬ 
olution setting forth the proposed amendment, and a certified 
copy of the said resolution shall then be filed in the office of the 
Judge of Probate of said county. The proposed amendment shall 
become effective upon the filing in said office of such certified 
copy. If any such amendment shall have the effect of reducing 
the number of the members of the board of directors of the cor¬ 
poration, those directors who have been theretofore appointed for 
terms of office then having longer than four years to run shall 
remain in office as members of said board of directors; provided, 
however, that if the said directors whose existing terms of office 
will then run for longer than four years are greater in number 
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than the full membership of the board of directors, as it will be 
constituted following the effective date of such amendment, the 
governing body shall determine by lot which of the said directors 
whose existing terms will run for longer than four years shall con¬ 
tinue in office. If the said members whose then existing terms of 
office will run for longer than four years are insufficient in num¬ 
ber to make up the full membership of the board of directors, as it 
will be constituted following the effective date of said amend¬ 
ment, then those directors who were theretofore appointed for 
terms then having more than two but less than four years to run 
shall remain in office as members of said board of directors to the 
extent needed to make up the full membership of the board of 
directors and, if all of said members then having terms that will 
run for more than two but less than four years are not needed to 
make up the aforesaid full membership, then the governing body 
shall determine by lot which of those directors who were thereto¬ 
fore appointed for terms then having more than two but less than 
four years to run shall continue in office as members of said 
board of directors. If the said directors whose then existing 
terms of office will run for longer than four years and those di¬ 
rectors whose then existing terms will run for longer than two 
but less than four years are together insufficient in number to 
make up the full membership of the board of directors, as it will 
be constituted following the effective date of the amendment, 
then the governing body shall determine by lot which of those 
directors who were theretofore appointed for terms then having 
less than two years to run shall continue in office as members of 
said board of directors. Upon the expiration of the aforesaid ex¬ 
isting terms of office of those directors who will remain in office, 
pursuant to the foregoing provisions of this section, the govern¬ 
ing body of the county shall elect or re-elect directors for terms 
of office that shall be staggered, to the end that the terms of not 
less than one-third of the entire membership of the board of di¬ 
rectors, as constituted after the effective date of the said amend¬ 
ment, shall expire at intervals of two years. Those directors who 
will not, pursuant to the foregoing provisions of this section, con¬ 
tinue in office as members of said board of directors, as consti¬ 
tuted following the effective date of said amendment, shall there¬ 
upon cease to be members of said board of directors.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective upon its approval 
by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming law.

For the relief of Irene Dorough and Pearl Hyatt; authorizing the 
court of county commissioners, board of revenue or other like governing 
body of Jefferson County to make an appropriation from the county 
treasury to compensate Irene Dorough and Pearl Hyatt for certain dam¬ 
ages. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1, The court of county commissioners, board of rev¬ 
enue or other like governing body of Jefferson County is hereby 
authorized and empowered to appropriate from the county treas¬ 
ury a sum not to exceed two hundred eighty dollars ($280) for the 
relief of Irene Dorough, and a sum not to exceed fifty dollars 
($50) for the relief of Pearl Hyatt, to compensate them, respec¬ 
tively, for damages incurred as the result of a motor vehicle acci¬ 
dent involving a dump truck owned and operated by Jefferson

Legislature, relating to joint public hospitals board in any county 
in the State of Alabama having a population of at least 125,000 
and not more than 225,000 people according to any succeeding 
decennial Federal census, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 4. The Joint Public Charity Hospital Board shall 
be responsible for the direction, supervision, administration 
and promotion of such charity hospital, clinic and medical pro¬ 
grams as will contribute to the general welfare of the residents 
of such a county. The board shall establish policies and pro¬ 
cedures to administer its programs. The board shall have 
power and authority to accept financial and other aid and 
grants from any public or private agency or individual and 
shall expend its funds, after payment and costs of administra¬ 
tion, as herein before provided, for hospital, clinic, medical 
care and treatment of indigent or poor residents of such a coun¬ 
ty. The board may establish such rules and regulations as it 
deems necessary or expedient to determine eligibility for such 
care and treatment and shall determine eligibility for such 
care and treatment and such determination shall be final. 

The board may establish a minimum entrance and release 
or visiting fee in accordance with the circumstances and fi¬ 
nancial condition of the indigent or poor residents of such a 
county. These funds to be in addition to any appropriations 
hereunder authorized. 

The board may make and execute, through its administra¬ 
tor, contracts, agreements and other legal instruments with 
public or private hospitals, clinics, laboratories and with in¬ 
dividuals and other legal entities, without limitation, which 
the board deems necessary or desirable to administer or im¬ 
plement its program. The board shall make all contracts for 
purchases, except purchases of minor items of a value of less 
than Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00), on a competitive bid 
basis. The board may sue or be sued. The board shall keep 
accurate records and minutes of its meetings and shall main¬ 
tain proper books and accounting procedures; and such books, 
records and accounts shall be subject to audit and examination

dollars ($50) per month for transportation expenses incurred by 
such judge in the operation, or for the upkeep, repair and mainte¬ 
nance of his privately-owned automobile or other means of trans¬ 
portation when used in the performance of the duties of his office.

AN ACT 

Relating to counties having a population of not less than 94,000 nor 
more than 135,000, according to the last or any subsequent federal decen¬ 
nial census; providing further for extending the corporate limits and 
boundaries of incorporated municipalities in such counties. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. This Act shall apply only in counties having a pop¬ 
ulation of not less than 94,000 nor more than 135,000, according to 
the last or any subsequent federal decennial census. 
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Section 2. Whenever the governing body of any incorporated 
municipality situated within any county to which this Act applies 
shall pass a resolution to the effect that the public health or public 
good requires that certain territory (describing it) shall be 
brought within the limits of the city or town: 

(1) It shall be the duty of the mayor to certify a copy of such 
resolution to the judge of probate of the county in which the land 
proposed to be annexed is situated, and said certified resolution 
shall have attached thereto a plat or map of said territory, which 
certified resolution and plat or map shall be filed by the judge of 
probate. 

(2) Within ten days from the date of the filing of such reso¬ 
lution, the judge of probate must make and enter an order upon 
the minutes of said court, directing and ordering an election to 
be held by the qualified electors residing within the territory 
described, not less than twenty days nor more than forty days 
from the date of the making of the order. The said judge shall 
give notice of the holding of such election by publication in a 
newspaper published within the city or town whose limits are 
proposed to be extended if a newspaper is published therein, and 
if no newspaper is published in such municipality, then by posting 
notices at three public places in such municipality, which notice 
shall state the day on which such election is to be held, the voting 
place or places, the boundaries within which voters must reside to 
vote at the respective voting places, which must be within the 
territory proposed to be brought into the city or town, and such 
notice must give a description of the territory proposed to be an¬ 
nexed, and must state that a map of such territory is on file in the 
office of the judge of probate of said county, open to the inspection 
of the public. 

(3) The judge of probate may designate as many places with¬ 
in the territory proposed to be annexed as he may deem necessary 
for the convenience of the voters and must designate the boun¬ 
daries within which the voters must reside to vote at the respec¬ 
tive voting places, and shall appoint three inspectors of election, 
two clerks and one returning officer for each voting place, which 
inspectors shall manage the election at the respective voting 
places at which they are appointed as inspectors. 

(4) Each qualified elector who has resided within the boun¬ 
daries of the territory proposed to be brought into the city or 
town for three months next preceding the election, may vote at 
such election, but must vote at the voting place designated by the 
judge of probate for voters in the territory in which he resides. 

(5) The election to determine whether or not the proposed 
territory shall be brought within such corporate limits must be 
conducted in all respects as provided by the general election laws, 
and under the same sanction and penalties, except as changed by 
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the provisions hereof, and except that an official ballot need not 
be provided. 

(6) Each voter may furnish his own ballot with the following 
words written or printed thereon: “For annexation,” if he desires 
to vote in favor of annexing the territory to the city, or “against 
annexation,” if he desires to vote against annexing the territory 
to the city or town. It shall not be necessary for the ballot to be 
of any particular size, form, or color. 

(7) The inspectors at the respective voting places must, as 
soon as the polls are closed, ascertain and certify the results of 
the election, at their respective voting places, to the judge of pro¬ 
bate, and deliver the same to the returning officer, who must at 
once return the same to the judge of probate, and the judge of 
probate must canvass the return as made by the inspectors, and 
if it appears that a majority of the votes cast at the election were 
“for annexation,” the judge shall make and enter an order on the 
records of the probate court adjudging and decreeing the corpo¬ 
rate limits of the city or town to be extended so as to embrace the 
territory described in the resolution and designated on the plat 
or map attached to the resolution, and must cause the certified 
resolution and the map and all orders or decreees or judgments 
to be recorded in the records in his office, and from the time of 
the entry of such order such territory shall be part of and within 
the corporate limits of the city or town. If it appears that a ma¬ 
jority of the votes cast at the election are “against annexation” 
the judge of probate shall make and enter an order on the records 
of the court adjudging and decreeing that a majority of the votes 
at such election were cast against coming into the corporate limits 
of the city or town, and that the territory described and desig¬ 
nated in the resolution and plat or map attached shall not form a 
part of or be embraced in the city or town until it may thereafter 
be brought into the city or town as a part thereof. 

(8) The result of such election may be contested by any qual¬ 
ified elector voting at the election under the same provisions as 
are provided by general law for contesting the election of justice 
of the peace, making the city or town the contestee. The city or 
town at whose instance the election is held shall pay all costs and 
expense incident to the election. 

(9) The plat or map filed with the certified copy of the reso¬ 
lution, as required herein, shall show accurately the territory pro¬ 
posed to be embraced within the corporate limits, including all 
subdivisions into lots, blocks, streets and alleys within such ter¬ 
ritory, if any, and an accurate description by metes and bounds 
of the boundary of such territory, which territory must be con¬ 
tiguous to the boundary of and form a homogeneous part of the 
city or town and such territory may extend to or around the boun¬ 
dary line of any other city or town, but is not to embrace any ter¬ 
ritory within the corporate limits of another municipality. No 
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platted or unplatted territory shall be included within such boun¬ 
dary unless there are at least two qualified electors residing on 
each quarter of each quarter section, according to government 
survey, or part thereof, of such platted or unplatted land, and the 
persons, firms or corporations owning at least sixty percent of 
the acreage of such platted or unplatted land signify their con¬ 
sent by signing said petition. However, the provision requiring 
at least two qualified electors to reside on each quarter of each 
quarter section, or part thereof, shall not apply to any quarter of 
a quarter section, or part thereof, when the persons, firms or cor¬ 
porations owning at least eighty percent of the acreage in said 
quarter of a quarter section, or part thereof, and the persons, 
firms or corporations owning at least eighty percent of the as¬ 
sessed value of the land and improvements in said quarter of a 
quarter section, or part thereof, have consented thereto in writ¬ 
ing. Proof of residence and qualification as electors of petitioners 
and of persons affected shall be made to the judge of probate, by 
affidavit or otherwise, as he may direct. When determining own¬ 
ership and assessed value, respectively, of the land and improve¬ 
ments within such boundary, the persons, firms or corporations 
assessing the same for taxation and the assessed value for the 
preceding tax year shall be accepted by the probate judge as 
prima facie proof thereof. 

Section 3. (1) Whenever the owners of all the property in a 

particular area desire for such territory to be annexed to a mu¬ 
nicipality situated within any county to which this Act applies, 
the owners of such property shall all sign a petition which shall 
signify their desire for such territory to be annexed, and such 
petition shall be filed with the governing body of such munici¬ 
pality; and there shall also be filed at the same time with such 
municipality a plat or map which shall show accurately the terri¬ 
tory proposed to be embraced within the corporate limits, includ¬ 
ing all subdivisions into lots, blocks, streets and alleys within 
such territory, if any, and an accurate description by metes and 
bounds of the boundary of such territory. 

(2) Any territory to be annexed must be contiguous to the 
boundary of and form a homogeneous part of the city or town 
and such territory may extend to or around the boundary line 
of any other city or town, but is not to embrace any territory 
within the corporate limits of another municipality. 

(3) If the governing body of the municipality to which the 
petition is presented shall approve the annexation of such terri¬ 
tory by appropriate resolution, the governing body of such mu¬ 
nicipality shall then forward to the judge of probate of the coun¬ 
ty within which the municipality and territory to be annexed are 
located a certified copy of such resolution together with a copy of 
the petition and the map or plat filed with such petition. 

(4) The judge of probate shall determine within ten days 
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after receipt of such petition whether the petition does in fact 
contain the names of the persons, firms or corporations which in 
fact own all the property embraced within the territory to be an¬ 
nexed. When determining the ownership of the land within such 
territory, the persons, firms or corporations assessing the same 
for taxation shall be accepted by the judge of probate as prima 
facie the owners thereof. 

(5) If it is determined that the petition is signed by the own¬ 
ers of all property within the territory to be annexed, then within 
ten days from the filing of such resolution, together with the peti¬ 
tion and the plat or map attached thereto, the judge of probate 
shall direct and order that the resolution be advertised once a 
week for three consecutive weeks in a newspaper having a gen¬ 
eral circulation in said municipality or by posting such resolution 
in three public places in said municipality, if there is no newspa¬ 
per of general circulation published therein. In addition to such 
advertisement or posting, the judge of probate shall within ten 
days of the receipt of such resolution send by registered or certi¬ 
fied mail notice of such proposed annexation to all persons, firms 
or corporations which he has found to be an owner of property 
located within the territory to be annexed, such notice to state the 
time within which protests must be filed. 

(6) If no protest is filed with the office of the judge of pro¬ 
bate within thirty days from the time the resolution is first pub¬ 
lished or posted, or if such protests are determined, after hearing 
as provided herein, to be without merit, the judge of probate, if 
he has determined that the petition is. signed by the owners of all 
the property within the territory +o be annexed, shall forthwith 
make and enter on the records of the probate court adjudging and 
decreeing the corporate limits of the town or city to be extended 
so as to embrace the territory described in the resolution and 
designated on the plat or map attached to the resolution, and must 
cause the certified resolution and the plat or map attached to it, 
together with the petition of the owners of the affected acreage 
setting forth their desire for the annexation together with all 
other orders, notices, decrees or judgments relating to said annex¬ 
ation, to be recorded in the records of the office of the judge of 
probate, and from the time of entry of such order such territory 
shall be a part of and within the corporate limits of the town or 
city. 

(7) Within thirty days from the date the resolution is first 
published or posted, any person, firm or corporation owning acre¬ 
age in the territory proposed to be annexed, may file a written 
protest with the judge of probate contesting the proposed annexa¬ 
tion on the ground that said person, firm or corporation is in fact 
the owner of land embraced within the territory proposed to be 
annexed and did not give consent thereto in writing by signing 
such petition. Upon receipt of such protest, the judge of probate 
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shall designate a day and time not less than ten nor more than 
twenty days after the last day for the filing of protest, at which 
time a hearing shall be held to hear any and all such protests and 
at which time those persons, firms or corporations protesting the 
proposed annexation may present evidence to show that the an¬ 
nexation should not be accomplished in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of this Section. If it is determined, on the basis of the evi¬ 
dence presented at such hearing, that a person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion owning land within the territory proposed to be annexed did 
not in fact consent in writing to such annexation by signing such 
petition, the judge of probate shall make and enter an order on 
the records of the court adjudging and decreeing that the annexa¬ 
tion proceedings under this Section are null and void. 

(8) Any city or town having extended its corporate limits 
under the provisions of this Section may again extend its corpo¬ 
rate limits hereunder or under any other law authorizing an ex¬ 
tension of corporate limits by such city or town. Failure to com¬ 
plete annexation proceedings in accordance with this Section shall 
not preclude any city or town from seeking to annex the same 
territory under any other law. 

(9) In every proceeding to extend the corporate limits of any 
city or town under the provisions of this Section, the governing 
body of such city or town shall declare in each and every resolu¬ 
tion herein provided for and the city clerk and probate judge shall 
declare in each and every notice given hereunder and in every 
order made and entered on the records of the probate court here¬ 
under, that such resolution, notice, or order, as the case may be, 
is passed, given, or entered under the provisions of this Section. 

(10) Al] territory brought within the corporate limits of a 
city or town under the provisions of this Section shall be subject 
to its laws and ordinances and the governing body shall have and 
exercise the same jurisdiction over such territory as is exercised 
over all other territory within the corporate limits of the city or 
town. 

Section 4. In the event that any section, sentence, clause or 
provisions of this Act shall be held or declared invalid by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, such adjudication shall not affect 
the remaining sections, sentences, clauses and provisions of this 
Act, but it is the legislative intention in passing this Act that such 
remaining sections, sentences, clauses, and provisions shall nev¬ 
ertheless stand and continue effective. 

Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed, insofar as they conflict with this Act. 

Section 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

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ber of the governing body of any such county unless the person is 
a resident and qualified elector of the district for which he is 
elected, both at the time of his election and during his continu¬ 
ance in office, and has resided in such district for at least five 
years preceding the date on which he qualifies for nomination or 
election. Where more than one member is elected for any single

To amend Act No. 288 of the 1955 Regular Session of the Legislature 
of Alabama which relates to the regulation and licensing of barbers and 
barber colleges, and other like businesses in any County of the State of 
Alabama having a population of at least 125,000 nor more than 225,000, 
to creating a barber’s commission for said Counties and defining the pow¬ 
ers and duties of said barber’s commission and providing for an inspec¬ 
tor and providing a penalty for the violation of the provisions thereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 5 of Act No. 288 of the 1955 regular session 
of the Legislature of Alabama is hereby amended to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

“Section 5. Application for License, Hearings, Appeals and 
Fees. Every applicant for a barber's license, apprentice barber’s 
license, barber teacher license, scalp specialist license, or a license 
to operate a barber shop or barber’s college, or other like busi¬ 
ness, shall apply therefor in writing on blanks prepared or fur¬ 
nished by said barbers’ commission. It shall be accompanied by 
the recommendation of at least two barbers doing business in the 
county, not related to applicant, certifying that the applicant is of 
good reputation, is qualified to practice the profession of barber- 
ing, and recommending that a license be granted. The applica¬ 
tion shall be accompanied by the application fee hereinafter pro¬ 
vided, and a reputable doctor’s certificate certifying that said ap¬ 
plicant has no communicable or contagious or infectious disease. 
Should such application not be approved, one-half the fee filed 
therewith shall be refunded to the applicant and one-half thereof 
shall be retained by the commission for the expense of conduct¬ 
ing the investigation and examination by this subdivision re¬ 
quired. The Commission, after an application in proper form 
has been filed, shall before refusing to issue a license set the ap¬ 
plication down for a hearing and determination as hereinafter 
provided. The Commission shall issue a license in such form as 
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it may prescribe, which shall show the name and address of the 
licensee and the barber shop or college in which he is employed. 
The seal of the Commission shall be imprinted and such addi¬ 
tion matter placed thereon as the Commission may designate. It 
shall be the duty of each person, co-partnership, association or 
corporation to conspicuously display his license in his place of 
business. The Commission shall issue to each licensee a pocket 
card on which shall be an imprint of the seal of the Commission 
certifying that the person whose name appears thereon is a li¬ 
censed barber or operator of one of the businesses named as the 
case may be. Any person, resident of this county, who for one 
year immediately preceding passage of this act was continuously 
engaged in the practice of barbering at one or more established 
places of business in the county, shall be granted a certificate of 
registration as a registered barber, without examination, by 
making application to the board and paying the required fee and 
furnishing health certificate. The original fee for each barber’s 
license, apprentice barber license, barber teacher license shall 
be $25.00 and the renewal fee shall be $10.00. The original fee 
for each scalp specialist license shall be $50.00 and the renewal fee 
for each scalp specialist shall be $25.00. The original fee for each 
person to operate a barber shop, or other like business shall, in 
addition to fee herein before provided, pay $50.00 and the annual 
renewal fee of $2.00 per chair. The fee set out in this bill may be 
changed by majority of commission based upon the needs of the 
barber commission and like license issued by other barber com¬ 
missions in the State of Alabama. The original fee for each per¬ 
son to operate a barber college shall, in addition to the fee herein¬ 
before provide, be two hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00), which 
fee shall be due and payable annually. Every license shall ex¬ 
pire on the 31st day of December each year. Said licenses for the 
ensuing year shall be due and payable January 1st of each year 
and delinquent on the first day of February of each year. There 
shall be no exemptions from the payment of these licenses by any 
barber, scalp specialist, barber apprentice, barber teacher, barber 
school, barber shop operator, partnership, association or corpora¬ 
tion; or school board or public institution where fee is charged for 
barbering. Any barber, barber shop, barber college or other like 
business within the meaning of this subdivision and any person, 
firm, partnership, association or corporation who fails to pay the 
licenses herein prescribed within the time required by this article 
shall in addition to the license required pay a penalty of twenty 
per cent of the amount of the license due and in addition to the 
licenses and penalty shall pay interest at the rate of one-half of 
one percent per month or fraction thereof from the date on which 
the license became due and payable. The commission shall issue 
a renewal license for the ensuing year in the absence of any rea¬ 
son or condition that might warrant the refusal of granting of the 
license upon the receipt of the written request of the applicant, 
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accompanied by the annual fee therefore as herein required, and 
accompanied also by a certificate of a reputable physician assert¬ 
ing that the applicant then has no contagious, communicable, or 
infectious disease. The commission may upon its own motion, 
and shall upon the verified complaint in writing of any three 
persons hereby affected. And shall have the power to suspend or 
to revoke any license issued under the provisions of this subdi¬ 
vision at any time where the licensee has fraudulently obtained a 
license, or where the licensee is performing or attempting to per¬ 
form any of the acts mentioned herein is found by the Barber 
Commission to be guilty of (a) the violation of any state, county, 
or city statute or ordinance pertaining to the operation of the 
business hereby affected, (b) the violation of any rule or regula¬ 
tion established by the commission, (c) or who has failed upon the 
request of the Inspector to give evidence and/or proof of the 
compliance with the same. The Commission shall, before deny¬ 
ing an application for a license, or before suspending or revoking 
any license, set the matter down for a hearing, and at least twen¬ 
ty days prior to the date set for the hearing, notify the applicant 
or licensee in writing, which notice shall contain an exact state¬ 
ment of the charge made and the date and place of hearing. The 
applicant or licensee at all such hearings shall have the oppor¬ 
tunity to be heard in person and by counsel, such notice may be 
served by delivery of the same personally to the applicant or li¬ 
censee, or by mailing the same by registered mail to the last 
known business address of such applicant or licensee. In prepara¬ 
tion and conduct of hearings, the commission shall have the power 
to require by subpoena the appearance and testimony of wit¬ 
nesses and the production of papers, and any member of the Com¬ 
mission may sign subpoenas, administer oaths, and examine wit¬ 
nesses. The fees and mileage shall be the same as prescribed by 
law in Judicial procedure in the Circuit Court of this State in 
Civil cases. Any party to a hearing shall have the right to the 
attendance of witnesses in his behalf. In case of disobedience to 
the subpoena, any member of the Commission may invoke the 
aid of any court of competent jurisdiction in requiring the attend¬ 
ance and testimony of witnesses and the production of papers and 
such court may issue an order requiring the persons to appear be¬ 
fore the commission and give evidence or produce papers as the 
case may be, and any failure to obey such order of the court may 
be punished by the court as a contempt thereof. If the commis¬ 
sion shall determine that any applicant is not qualified to receive 
a license, or that any licensee is guilty of a violation of any of 
the provisions of this subdivision, a license shall not be granted, 
or the same suspended or revoked, as the case may require. Upon 
request of the applicant or licensee in writing, the commission 
shall furnish said party with a definite statement of its findings 
of facts and its reason or reasons for refusing to grant the license 
or for its suspension or revocation of same. The findings of the 
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commission may be appealed to the Circuit Court of the County 
in which the principal office of the commission is located, pro¬ 
vided an appeal is taken within thirty days after final determi¬ 
nation of the commission, any person desiring to appeal under 
the subdivision shall file with the commission or some member 
thereof, a notice in writing that he appeals to the Circuit Court, 
with at least two solvent sureties payable to the county wherein 
the case will be tried, conditioned to prosecute such appeal to ef¬ 
fect, and upon failure to do so, to pay all costs and damages which 
may be taxed against him by the Circuit Court on such appeal, 
such bond to be approved by the Circuit Clerk of the county and 
any cause so appealed shall be tried de novo in said Circuit 
Court. The commission shall at least every three months hold an 
examination for the purpose of determining the qualifications of

To alter, extend, and rearrange the corporate limits of the town of 
Castleberry, Conecuh County, Alabama. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The corporate limits of the town of Castleberry, 
Alabama, are hereby altered, extended, and rearranged so as to 
include within the corporate limits of said town all of that terri¬ 
tory embraced within the following lines:

AN ACT 

To provide further for the economic development of counties having 
a population of not less than 29,500 nor more than 30,500 inhabitants, ac¬ 
cording to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census, and the 
economic development of municipalities within such counties; providing 
for the creation of a development board in each county to which this Act 
applies; providing for the organization, powers, functions, duties, and per¬ 
sonnel of such board; and providing for the payment of the expenses and 
for the compensation of the personnel of such board. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. This Act shall apply only in counties having a 
population of not less than 29,500 nor more than 30,500 inhabi¬ 
tants, according to the last or any subsequent federal decennial 
census. 

Section 2. Upon application made to the board of revenue, 
court of county commissioners, or other like governing body of 
any county to which this Act applies by a majority of the munici¬ 
palities of such county, each of which applications shall be ac¬ 
companied by a resolution duly passed by thq governing body of 
such municipality authorizing said application, said county gov¬ 
erning body shall pass a resolution creating and providing for a 
county development board, hereinafter referred to as the 
“Board,” and said Board shall be constituted an instrumentality 
for the exercise of public and essential governmental functions; 
and the exercise by the Board of the powers conferred by this 
Act and the development of the county and the municipalities 
therein shall be deemed to be an essential governmental function 
of the county.

Section 3. The Board shall be composed of seven members, 
all of whom must be residents and qualified electors of the 
county. Four members of the Board shall be appointed by the 
court of county commissioners, board of revenue or like govern¬ 
ing body of the county; and three members shall be appointed by 
the joint action of the governing bodies of all the participating 
municipalities within the county. Two of the first members ap¬ 
pointed by the county governing body and one of the first mem¬ 
bers appointed by the municipalities shall each serve for a term 
of two years, and the remaining first members shall each be ap¬ 
pointed to a term of four years. Thereafter the members of the 
Board shall each be appointed to a term of four years. Vacancies 
on the Board shall be filled in the same manner that original ap¬ 
pointments are made, and any person appointed to fill a vacancy 
shall serve only for the unexpired portion of the term. Mem¬ 
bers of the Board shall receive no compensation for the services 
herein required of them, but they shall be reimbursed for their 
actual and necessary expenses incurred in the performance of their 
official duties. 

Section 4. The Board shall hold an organizational meeting on 
the first Tuesday following the expiration of thirty days after the 
date on which it is created. The members of the Board shall elect 
a chairman from among their number, and the chairman shall 
serve for such a term, as such, as the Board may by rule or regu¬ 
lation prescribe. After the organizational meeting, the Board 
shall meet at the time and place designated in the call. The 
chairman or a majority ot its members may call a meeting of the 
Board, and at least four meetings shall be held each year. A ma¬ 
jority of the members of the Board shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 5. The Board may employ a Director, who shall be 
the chief administrative officer of the Board and shall serve as 
secretary to the Board. The Director shall serve at the pleasure 
of the Board and his salary shall be fixed by the Board. The Di¬ 
rector shall have authority, subject to the approval of the Board, 
to employ clerical and other assistants. The Board may require 
that the Director be bonded for the faithful performance of his 
duties before he enters upon the discharge thereof. 

Section 6. The Board may establish and maintain an office at 
some point within the county, and the cost of securing, furnish¬ 
ing, lighting, heating and maintaining such office shall be a law¬ 
ful charge against any funds appropriated for the use of the 
Board. 

Section 7. The ordinary and necessary operating expenses of 
the Board, including the expenses of the members and the salaries 
and expenses of employees of the Board, shall be paid jointly by 
the county and the municipalities making applications to the gov¬ 
erning body of the county for the formation of the Board; pro- 
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vided, however, the county shall pay two-thirds of such expenses 
and said municipalities shall pay the remaining one-third. The 
county governing body shall annually, before the end of the coun¬ 
ty’s fiscal year, fix the amount to be expended by said Board dur¬ 
ing the next ensuing fiscal year. The expenses of the Board to be 
paid by the municipalities shall be prorated among such munici¬ 
palities on the basis of population. The payment of the operating 
expenses of the Board shall be made on warrants drawn upon the 
county treasury, and each municipality shall make monthly re¬ 
imbursements to the county, upon certification by the county 
governing body of the municipality’s pro rata share of such oper¬ 
ating expenses. 

Section 8. The Board or its agents and employees may (a) 
investigate, study and engage in basic research relative to the 
natural resources of land, water, minerals and people in the coun¬ 
ty and apply the findings of such investigation, study and re¬ 
search to efforts to promote a sound and balanced agricultural 
and industrial development of the county and the municipalities 
therein; (b) publicize and advertise the resources of, and indus¬ 
trial, commercial and agricultural opportunities in the county; 
(c) cooperate with planning or other industrial development au¬ 
thorities; (d) collect, compile and distribute literature concern¬ 
ing the facilities, advantages and attractions of the county, the 
historic, recreational and scenic places of interest within the 
county and the transportation and highway facilities; (e) con¬ 
tract with other agencies, individuals or corporations to promote 
the purposes of this Act; the Board is expressly authorized to 
contract, on such terms as it may deem proper, with any munici¬ 
pality in the county to act as the development agency for the mu¬ 
nicipality and as such agency to exercise all powers granted to 
municipal development agencies under the general laws of the 
State; (f) with consent of the owner, enter upon any land in the 
county and make examinations and surveys and place and main¬ 
tain necessary monuments and markings thereon; and (g) accept 
gifts, grants, bequests or devices. 

Section 9. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 10. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 11. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

In all counties which now have, or which may here¬ 
after have, a population in excess of 500,000, according to the last 
or any subsequent Federal decennial census, the compensation 
of the election officers in the primary elections to be held on the 
first Tuesday in May, 1958, and every four years thereafter, are 
fixed as follows: 

The chief inspector shall be paid $17.00 plus mileage, as now 
provided by law for bringing in the election returns, as returning 
officer. The assistant chief inspector shall be paid $12.00. Each 
clerk shall be paid $10.00 per day. Provided, however, that where 
paper ballots are used exclusively, the provisions of law applica¬ 
ble to the use of paper ballots shall apply as to the amount which 
each election official in such voting centers shall be paid. 

Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To authorize the county board of education and each city board of 
education in any county in this state having a population of 400,000 or 
more, according to the last or any subsequent federal census, to sell and 
issue from time to time interest bearing tax anticipation warrants for the 
purpose of acquiring, providing, constructing and equipping public school 
buildings and appurtenant buildings and facilities, including, without lim¬ 
itation, school busses; to provide that such warrants shall be payable, as 
to both principal and interest, solely from the proceeds of any ad valorem 
tax or privilege or license tax paid, allocated or apportioned to or for the 
benefit of the board of education issuing such warrants; to require the 
pledge of such tax proceeds for the benefit of such warrants; to specify 
the effect and priority of each such pledge; to specify the manner in which 
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any such warrants shall be sold; to authorize the refunding of any such 
warrants; to require the approval by the state superintendent of education 
for the issuance of any such warrants and to specify the effect of such 
approval; to provide that any such warrants shall be legal investments for 
executors, administrators, trustees and other fiduciaries; to provide that 
any such warrants and interest coupons applicable thereto, and all income 
derived therefrom, shall forever be exempt from all state, county, mu¬ 
nicipal and other taxation under the laws of Alabama; and to provide that 
the powers granted in this act shall be cumulative and that all boards of 
education subject to the provisions of this act shall continue to have all 
powers granted them by Article 4 of Chapter 10 of Title 52 of the Code of 
Alabama of 1940, as amended. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The legislature hereby recognizes and finds that 
because of the rapid and continuing growth of the population 
centers and urban areas of the state, the consequent burden on 
the public schools in such centers and areas and the complexity 
and variation in the types of revenue available for school pur¬ 
poses in such areas, it is desirable that city and county boards of 
education in the more populous counties in the state be able to fi¬ 
nance the acquisition, construction, provision and equipment of 
public school buildings and appurtenant buildings and facilities 
including school busses, by means more flexible than those pres¬ 
ently available under existing laws. The legislature hereby de¬ 
clares that it is necessary and in the public interest that county 
and city boards of education in such counties be authorized to is¬ 
sue interest bearing tax anticipation warrants payable solely 
from the proceeds of any ad valorem tax or privilege or license 
tax paid, allocated or apportioned to or for the benefit of the 
board of education issuing such warrants. This act shall be lib¬ 
erally construed to give effect to its purpose. 

2. The county board of education in any county having a pop¬ 
ulation of 400,000 or more, according to the last or any succeeding 
federal census, and the city board of education of any city in 
such a county shall have the power from time to time to sell and 
issue interest bearing tax anticipation warrants for the purpose 
of paying the costs of acquiring, providing, constructing and 
equipping public school buildings and appurtenant buildings and 
facilities, including without limiting the generality of the fore¬ 
going, school busses. Warrants issued under the provisions of this 
act shall be payable, as to both principal and interest, solely from 
the proceeds of any ad valorem tax or privilege or license tax 
which may be paid, apportioned or allocated to or for the benefit 
of the board of education issuing such warrants; provided how¬ 
ever, that nothing contained herein shall be construed as prohib¬ 
iting such board of education from voluntarily paying the princi¬ 
pal of or the interest on any such warrants from any other funds 
which may be available therefor under any other provision of 
law. Any board of education issuing any warrants hereunder 
shall specify, in the proceedings authorizing such warrants, the 
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tax proceeds out of which such warrants are to be payable and 
shall secure payment of the principal thereof and the interest 
thereon by a pledge of such much as may be necessary therefor of 
such tax proceeds. If any such board of education makes more 
than one such pledge with respect to the proceeds from the same 
tax, then such pledges shall take precedence in the order in which 
they are made unless the proceedings making the pledge prior in 
time shall expressly provide that such pledge shall be on a parity 
with or subordinate to a subsequent pledge of the said tax pro¬ 
ceeds. Warrants issued pursuant to the provisions of this act 
shall constitute preferred claims against the tax proceeds out of 
which they are payable, subject to prior pledges, and shall have 
preference over claims for salaries or other operating expenses 
or any other purpose. 

Section 3. Warrants issued pursuant to the provisions of this 
act may bear such rate or rates of interest, not exceeding six per 
centum per annum, payable semi-annually, may be in such de¬ 
nomination or denominations, may have such maturity or maturi¬ 
ties not exceeding thirty years from their date, may be made re¬ 
deemable prior to maturity at the option of the issuing board of 
education at such redemption price or prices and on such terms 
and conditions, may be payable at such place or places within or 
without this state, may be executed in such manner and may con¬ 
tain such terms and details not in conflict with the provisions of 
this act, all as the board of education issuing such warrants may 
provide in the proceedings wherein such warrants are authorized 
to be issued. All warrants issued pursuant to the provisions of 
this act shall be sold in the manner required by the provisions of 
Section 223 of Title 52 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended, 
for the sale of capital outlay warrants, provided that the notice 
of sale with respect to the sale of warrants issued hereunder, in 
lieu of stating whether a county or district tax is to be pledged, 
shall briefly describe the tax to be pledged for payment of such 
warrants. No warrants issued pursuant to the provisions of this 
act may be sold for less than their face value plus accrued inter¬ 
est thereon to the date of their delivery. The proceeds derived 
from the sale of any such warrants shall be used solely for the 
purpose for which they were authorized to be issued, including 
the payment of any expense incurred in connection with the is¬ 
suance thereof; provided however, that none of such proceeds 
may be used for payment of any fiscal or other fee or commission 
for effecting a sale of any such warrants or for advice (other than 
legal advice) respecting the manner and terms of the sale of any 
such warrants. 

Section 4. Each board of education issuing warrants pursuant 
to the provisions of this act may in like manner from time to time 
sell and issue refunding warrants for the purpose of refunding a 
like or greater principal amount of warrants then outstanding 
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which were issued under the provisions of this act and the inter¬ 
est accrued thereon and any premium necessary to redeem or 
retire the warrants to be so refunded. The provisions of this act 
applicable to the original issue of warrants so refunded shall like¬ 
wise be applicable to any such refunding warrants except that the 
principal proceeds derived from the sale of such refunding war¬ 
rants shall be used only to redeem or retire the warrants refunded 
thereby. 

Section 5. Before issuing any warrants hereunder, the board 
of education by which such warrants are proposed to be issued 
shall cause an application for approval of such issue to be filed 
with the state superintendent of education. Such application 
shall be in such form and shall contain such information as the 
state superintendent of education may prescribe and he may re¬ 
quire such further information as may be necessary relating to 
the proposed warrants or other financial or educational matters 
under the control of such board of education. He shall not ap¬ 
prove the issue of any warrants hereunder which would jeopard¬ 
ize the minimum state program of education as prescribed by law 
and in accordance with the rules and regulations of the state board 
of education. He shall not approve the issue of any warrants here¬ 
under when the principal of or the interest on any other warrants 
constituting a preferred claim against the tax proceeds to be 
pledged for payment of the proposed warrants is overdue and un¬ 
paid, except warrants to refund the same. The written approval 
of the state superintendent of education of the amount and gen¬ 
eral purpose of the warrants shall be a sufficient approval of the 
issue, but he may at his discretion approve any of the terms and 
provisions of the warrants which in such events shall not be is¬ 
sued otherwise. He shall not approve the issuance of any refund¬ 
ing warrants unless evidence presented to him in his judgment 
shows (a) that an interest saving will thereby be effected without 
extending the date of payment of the warrants desired to be re¬ 
funded, (b) that payment of warrants desired to be refunded 
will prevent the issuing board of education from operating schools 
the customary term in their jurisdiction, (c) that an extension 
of the time of payment of the warrants desired to be refunded is 
necessary to prevent the state’s minimum program from being 
jeopardized, or (d) that the proceeds of the tax pledged to pay¬ 
ment of the warrants to be refunded are not or will not be suffici¬ 
ent for the payment of the principal of and the interest on such 
warrants. The state superintendent’s approval of the issue of any 
warrants hereunder shall be a conclusive determination that all 
necessary evidence has been presented to him. The written ap¬ 
proval of the state superintendent of education of the issue of 
any warrants hereunder shall be a conclusive determination in 
favor of the validity of such warrants that all of the requirements 
of this act have been complied with. The state superintendent of 
education may also determine conclusively for all purposes re- 
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lating to the validity of any warrants issued hereunder whether 
any other warrants constitute a preferred claim against the tax 
proceeds out of which the proposed warrants are payable. In all 
matters connected with his approval of warrants the state super¬ 
intendent of education shall comply with any regulations or in¬ 
structions of the state board of education, but his failure to do so 
shall not affect the validity of warrants approved by him. 

Section 6. Warrants issued pursuant to the provisions of this 
act shall be legal investments for executors, administrators, trus¬ 
tees and other fiduciaries. 

Section 7. All warrants and interest coupons issued pursuant 
to the provisions of this act, and all income derived therefrom, 
shall forever be exempt from all state, county, municipal and 
other taxation under the laws of Alabama. 

Section 8. The provisions of this act are cumulative and shall 
not be deemed to restrict or abridge any power which any board 
of education subject to the provisions hereof had prior to the 
adoption of this act. Without in any way limiting the generality 
of the foregoing, it is hereby declared that boards of education 
subject to the provisions of this act shall continue to have, in ad¬ 
dition to the powers granted by this act, all the powers granted 
them by the provisions of Article 4 of Chapter 10 of Title 52 of 
the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended, provided that the pro¬ 
visions of Section 233 of Title 52 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 
shall not be applicable to any board of education subject to the 
provisions of this act. 

Section 9. If any clause, provision or section of this act shall 
be held invalid or unenforceable by any court of competent juris¬ 
diction, such holding shall not invalidate or render unenforceable 
any other clause, provision or section hereof.

The fee and allowance of the Constables of all coun¬ 
ties having a population of Five Hundred Thousand (500,000) or 
more inhabitants according to the last or any subsequent Federal 
census, for serving any summons or other mesne process, except 
subpoenas for witnesses, and returning the same, where the 
amount in controversy is less than Twenty Dollars ($20.00), shall 
be One Dollar ($1.00) plus Fifty Cents ($.50) for traveling ex¬ 
pense for only one trip made in serving any such summons or 
other mesne process, except subpoenas for witnesses. 

Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or its otherwise becom¬ 
ing a law.

AN ACT 

To authorize the county commission of Jefferson County to levy ad¬ 
ditional privilege license and excise taxes for public school purposes with¬ 
in the county, such taxes to parallel the state sales and use taxes provided 
for in Section 752 through Section 811, and Articles 10 and 11, Chapter 20, 
Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940), as amended and supplemented, when 
such a levy is approved at an election called for such purpose; providing 
for the ordering and holding of such election; providing for the collection 
of such taxes by the State Department of Revenue, and for the distribu : 
tion of the proceeds thereof; providing for the enforcement of the Act'; 
and providing penalties for violation of the Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The County Commission of Jefferson County is 
authorized to order an election to determine whether special coun¬ 
ty privilege license and excise taxes in the amounts hereinafter 
provided should be levied for public school purposes within the 
county. The Sheriff must give notice at least thirty days before 
any election to be held under this act by publication in some 
newspaper in the county of the time of holding and the purpose 
of the election. Such election shall be held at the next general or 
special election at which the qualified voters of Jefferson County 
are eligible to participate therein and the question of the impo¬ 
sition of the tax here involved shall be submitted at that election 
and at no other election. Costs of such election shall be borne 
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by the county school system and the city school systems within 
Jefferson County and shall be apportioned on the basis of the av¬ 
erage daily attendance of pupils at the schools within each such 
school system during the preceding school year. 

Section 2. The county commission of Jefferson County shall 
declare the result of the election, and if a majority of the electors 
voting on the question have voted in favor of the special taxes, 
the county commission of Jefferson County may by resolution or 
ordinance levy, in addition to all other taxes of every kind now 
imposed by law, a county privilege or license tax against the per¬ 
son on account of business activities in an amount to be deter¬ 
mined by the application of rates against gross sales, or gross re¬ 
ceipts, as the case may be, and a county excise tax, as follows: 

1. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or contin¬ 
uing within Jefferson County in business of selling at retail any 
tangible personal property whatsoever, including merchandise 
and commodities of every kind and character (not including, how¬ 
ever, bonds or other evidences of debt or stocks), an amount equal 
to one per cent of the gross proceeds of sales of the business ex¬ 
cept where a different amount is expressly provided herein. Any 
person engaging or continuing in business as a retailer and whole¬ 
saler or jobber shall pay the tax required on the gross proceeds 
of retail sales of such business at the rates specified, when his 
books are kept so as to show separately the gross proceeds of 
sales of each business, and when his books are not so kept he 
shall pay the tax as retailer, on the gross sales of the business. 

2. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or con¬ 
tinuing within Jefferson County in the business of conducting or 
operating places of amusement or entertainment, billiard and 
pool rooms, bowling alleys, amusement devices, musical devices, 
theaters, opera houses, moving picture shows, vaudevilles, 
amusement parks, athletic contests, including wrestling matches, 
prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football and base¬ 
ball games (including athletic contests conducted by or under the 
auspices of any educational institution, or any athletic association 
thereof, or other association whether such institution or associa¬ 
tion be denominational, a state, county, or city school, or other 
institution, association, or school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf 
courses, or any other place at which any exhibition, display, 
amusement, or entertainment is offered to the public or place or 
places where an admission fee is charged, including public bath¬ 
ing places, public dance halls of every kind and description, con¬ 
ducted or carried on within Jefferson County, an amount equal 
to one per cent of the gross receipts of any such business. 

3. An excise tax on the storage, use, or other consumption in 
Jefferson County of tangible personal property purchased at re¬ 
tail, at the rate of one percent of the sales price of such property. 
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4. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or con¬ 
tinuing within Jefferson County in the business of selling any 
automotive vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer, an amount 
equal to one-third of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale 
of such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, and semi-trailer. 

5. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or contin¬ 
uing within Jefferson County in the business of selling any used 
automotive vehicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer, where such 
vehicles are bought for purposes of resale, an amount equal to one- 

third of one per cent of the gross proceeds of the sale of said au¬ 
tomotive vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer; provided, how¬ 
ever, this subsection shall not apply to the sale of any used auto¬ 
motive vehicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer where it was ac¬ 
quired as a part of the consideration for the sale, trade, or ex¬ 
change, in the county of any new or used motor vehicle, truck 
trailer, or semi-trailer. 

6. An excise tax on the storage, use, or other consumption in 
the county of any new or used automotive vehicle, truck trailer, 
or semi-trailer purchased at retail on or after the date a tax is 
imposed under the authority of this Act for storage, use, or other 
consumption in the county at the rate of one-third of one per cent 
of the sales price of such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, or 
semi-trailer. 

The taxes authorized to be levied by this Act shall be subject 
to all definitions, exemptions, proceedings, rules, regulations, re¬ 
quirements, fines, penalties, punishments, and deductions as are 
provided in Section 752 through Section 811, and Articles 10 and 
11, of Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940), and all acts 
amendatory thereof or supplementary thereto, except where in¬ 
applicable or where herein otherwise provided, all of which are 
adopted and made a part hereof by reference, including the pro¬ 
visions for the enforcement and collection thereof. 

Every person storing, using, or otherwise consuming in Jef¬ 
ferson County any tangible personal property purchased at retail 
shall be liable for the tax authorized to be imposed by Paragraph 
3 or 6 above, and the liability shall not be extinguished until the 
tax has been paid, provided that a receipt from a retailer main¬ 
taining a place of business in the county showing the payment of 
said tax shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further 
liability for a tax to which such receipt may refer. 

Section 3. The taxes herein authorized, when levied in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of this Act, shall be collected by the 
Department of Revenue of the State of Alabama, at the same time 
and along with the collection by that department of taxes levied 
and collected for the State of Alabama under the provisions of 
Section 752 through Section 811, and Articles 10 and 11, of Chap- 
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ter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940), and all acts amendatory 
thereof or supplementary thereto, and all reports now required 
to be made to the Commissioner of Revenue shall, on the request 
of the Department of Revenue, be available for inspection by the 
president of the county commission of Jefferson County, or his 
designated agent, at reasonable times during business hours. The 
State Department of Revenue shall prepare and distributed such 
reports, forms and other information as may be necessary for the 
collection of the county taxes authorized to be levied by this Act, 
and shall have all the authority and duties in connection with 
such taxes as are now given by law to the Department of Revenue 
or the Commissioner of Revenue in connection with the collection 
of the state sales and use taxes provided for by Section 752 
through Section 811, and Articles 10 and 11, of Chapter 20, Title 
51, Code of Alabama (1940), and all acts amendatory thereof or 
supplementary thereto. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner 
of Revenue to pay into the State Treasury all taxes collected un¬ 
der this Act; and on or before the first day of the following month, 
the Commissioner shall certify to the State Comptroller the 
amount of special taxes levied and collected under the provisions 
of this Act for the use and benefit of Jefferson County during the 
calendar month immediately preceding the month of making such 
certificate. Whereupon, it shall be the duty of the Comptroller 
to issue his warrants on the State Treasurer, payable as follows, in 
a total amount equal to the amount so certified by the Commis¬ 
sioner of Revenue as having been collected for the use of Jeffer¬ 
son County and paid into the State Treasury. The Comptroller 
shall apportion among the city and county school systems within 
the county the amount so certified by the Commissioner of Reve¬ 
nue as having been collected for the use of the county. He shall 
make such apportionment on the basis of the average daily attend¬ 
ance of pupils at the schools within each such school system, dur¬ 
ing the preceding school year, and shall pay to the custodian of 
school funds of each such school system that system’s pro rata 
share of the proceeds. Such proceeds shall be expended under the 
direction of the city or county board of education having jurisdic¬ 
tion of the school system to which such proceeds are paid and 
shall be used for public school purposes. 

Section 4. The Department of Revenue shall charge Jefferson 
County for collecting the special taxes herein authorized a per¬ 
centage of the taxes to be computed on the same basis as the total 
cost of collecting the state sales and use taxes bears to the total 
amount of state sales and use taxes collected for each fiscal year 
ending September 30. In computing the charge for each month 
the department shall use the percentage of the cost of collecting 
the state sales and use taxes for the next preceding fiscal year 
with the amount so charged to be corrected and adjusted in the 
amount paid to the county hereunder for the month of Novem¬ 
ber of the next succeeding fiscal year. The comptroller shall each 
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month draw his warrant on the funds collected hereunder in the 
amount so computed or adjusted payable to the Department of 
Revenue. The Department of Revenue shall have full authority 
to employ such special counsel as it deems necessary from time 
to time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized to be levied 
by this Act, and otherwise to enforce the provisions of this Act, 
including any litigation involving the Act; and the Department 
of Revenue shall pay such special counsel such fees as it deems 
necessary and proper from the proceeds of the taxes collected by 
it for the county. 

Section 5. The taxes authorized herein, together with the in¬ 
terest and penalties which are authorized by this Act, shall be a 
lien upon the property of any person, firm, or corporation liable 
for taxes under the provisions of this Act, and all of the provisions 
of the revenue laws of the State of Alabama applying to or re¬ 
lating to the enforcement of liens for license taxes due the State 
of Alabama shall apply fully to the collection of taxes levied un¬ 
der the authority of this Act. The taxes authorized by this Act 
shall be in addition to all other licenses and taxes levied by law 
as a condition precedent to engage in any business taxable here¬ 
under in Jefferson County. 

Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declar¬ 
ation shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 7. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed.

AN ACT 

To regulate further the compensation and allowances of certain of¬ 
ficers of counties having a population of not less than 80,000 nor more than 
94,000, according to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. This Act shall apply only in counties having a pop¬ 
ulation of not less than 80,000 nor more than 94,000, according to 
the last or any subsequent federal decennial census. 

Section 2. The judge of probate of every county to which this 
Act applies shall be entitled to receive an annual salary of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000), payable in equal monthly install- 
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ments from the county treasury. The salary of the judge of pro¬ 
bate as herein provided shall be in lieu of all fees, commissions, 
percentages, or allowances for such an officer as prescribed by 
law, except that he shall be entitled to receive two and one-half 
cents (2y 2 c) for each name he lists on the county’s list of quali¬ 
fied voters, to be paid in the manner prescribed by law, the said 
two and one-half cents ( 2 y 2 c) per name to be one-half (V 2 ) of 
the five cents (5c) per name now provided by law for such serv¬ 
ice. 

Section 3. The clerk of the circuit court of every county to 
which this Act applies shall be entitled to receive an annual sal¬ 
ary of seven thousand dollars ($7,000), payable in equal monthly 
installments from the county treasury. Such salary shall be the 
entire compensation of the clerk for performing the duties of his 
office, and shall be in lieu of all fees, commissions, percentages, 
and allowances provided such an officer by general law. 

Section 4. The register of the circuit court of every county 
to which this Act applies shall be entitled to receive an annual 
salary of five thousand two hundred eighty dollars ($5,280), pay¬ 
able in equal monthly installments from the county treasury. 
Such salary shall be the entire compensation of the register for 
performing the duties of his office, and shall be in lieu of all fees, 
commissions, percentages, and allowances provided such an offi¬ 
cer by general law. 

Section 5. In addition to the salary paid by the State, the cir¬ 
cuit judge or judges for each county to which this Act applies 
shall each be paid a supplemental salary of two thousand five 
hundred dollars ($2,500) per annum by the county, payable in 
equal monthly installments from the county treasury in the same 
manner as the salaries of county officers are paid. 

Section 6. In addition to the salary paid by the State, the cir¬ 
cuit solicitor for each county to which this Act applies shall be 
paid a supplemental salary of one thousand five hundred dollars 
($1,500) per annum by the county, payable in equal monthly in¬ 
stallments from the county treasury in the same manner as the 
salaries of county officers are paid. 

Section 7. The chairman of the board of revenue, court of 
county commissioners, or other governing body of any county to 
which this Act applies shall receive a salary of seven thousand 
one hundred fifty dollars ($7,150) per annum, and each associate 
member, other than the chairman, of such county governing body 
shall receive a salary of six thousand six hundred dollars ($6,600) 
per annum, such salaries to be paid in equal monthly installments 
from the county treasury in the manner prescribed by law. Such 
compensation shall be in lieu of all other compensation heretofore 
provided by law for the chairman and members of such county 
governing body. 
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Section 8. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 9. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 10. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

That in all Judicial Circuits of Alabama composed 
of one county where the population of such county exceeds 94,000 
people and is less than 134,000 people according to the last or any 
succeeding United States decennial census a supplemental salary 
of Twenty-four Hundred ($2,400.) Dollars per annum shall be 
paid out of the county treasury of such county composing such 
circuit to each such Circuit Judge of such Circuit in twelve equal 
installments as supplemental salary to that paid by the State of 
Alabama and that said supplemental salary shall begin at the 
beginning of the next term of such Circuit Judges in January, 
1959.

AN ACT 

To authorize and make provision for the incorporation in any City 
of the State of Alabama having a population of 300,000 or more accord¬ 
ing to the last or any subsequent federal census of an authority as a pub¬ 
lic corporation for the purpose of acquiring, constructing, enlarging, 
equipping, improving, maintaining, developing and operating airports, 
heliports, airport buildings and facilities and of constructing, acquiring, 
establishing, improving, extending, enlarging, reconstructing, equipping, 
maintaining, repairing and operating buildings, structures and facilities 
suitable for use as manufacturing plants, industrial plants, retail shop¬ 
ping areas or centers, parks, exhibits, exhibitions or for the conduct of 
any lawful business, at, upon, or adjacent to any airport, heliport or 
aircraft landing area owned or operated by such authority and leasing or 
letting such buildings, structures or facilities; to provide for the election 
of the directors and officers of such authority; to specify its powers; to 
endow such authority with the power of eminent domain; to provide 
that any City for which an authority has been organized under this act 
may aid and cooperate in the planning, undertaking construction and op¬ 
eration of airports, heliports and air navigation facilities and may lend, 
give, donate, sell, convey, or transfer money, real property, personal 
property, mixed property or any right capable of transfer to such authori¬ 
ty; to provide that no action or suit shall be brought or maintained against 
such authority or a director thereof for or on account of the negligence 
of the authority or director or of its or his agents, servants or employees; 
to authorize the issuance by such authority of interest bearing revenue 
bonds payable solely out of the revenues of the authority; to specify pro¬ 
visions of said bonds and to declare them to be negotiable instruments; 
to provide that said bonds may be secured by pledge of any of the reve¬ 
nues of such authority to which its right then exists or may thereafter 
come into existence; to provide that such pledge may be provided for in 
an indenture between said authority and a corporate trustee or by reso¬ 
lution providing for the issuance of the bonds; to provide that said au¬ 
thority may include in any indenture or resolution authorizing the issu¬ 
ance of bonds provisions customarily contained in instruments securing 
evidence of indebtedness; to specify the use to which the proceeds of said 
bonds may be put; to authorize the refunding of said bonds; to provide 
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for remedies in the event of any default; to exempt from all taxation the 
bonds issued by said authority and the income therefrom, the property 
of said authority, and the business and activities conducted or engaged 
in by said authority; to authorize the investment of municipal funds in 
bonds of the authority; to provide that said bonds shall be legal invest¬ 
ments for fiduciaries and savings banks and insurance companies; to au¬ 
thorize the publication of notice of the adoption of the resolution author¬ 
izing said bonds and specifying the period of time after such publication 
within which actions and defenses may be asserted respecting said bonds, 
pledge, and indenture and the proceedings authorizing the same; to pro¬ 
vide that the provisions of this act shall be cumulative; to provide for 
audits of the books and accounts of the authority and to provide that the 
provisions of this act shall be severable; to protect certain civil service 
and pension rights of employees of municipal airports taken over by such 
authority; to provide for competitive bidding on construction contracts in 
excess of ten thousand dollars; to provide for a date upon which this act 
shall become effective. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. DEFINITIONS: When used in this act, unless the 
context plainly indicates otherwise, the present tense shall in¬ 
clude the future tense, the singular shall include the plural, the 
plural shall include the singular and the following words and 
phrases shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by 
this section: 

“Aircraft” any contrivance now known or hereafter invented 
used, or designed for navigation of or flight in the air, except a 
parachute or other contrivance designed for use primarily as safe¬ 
ty equipment. 

“The Authority” means a corporation or authority organized 
pursuant to the provisions of this act. 

“Board” means the Board of Directors of the Authority. 

“The Municipality” or “The City” means that incorporated 
city in the state which authorized the organization of the author¬ 
ity. 

“The County” means the county in which the city is located. 

“Governing Body” means the council, Board of Commissioners 
or other like body in which the legislative functions of the mu¬ 
nicipality are vested by law. 

“The State” means the state of Alabama. 

“Bond” means any bond authorized to be issued pursuant to 
the provisions of this act. 

“Coupon” means any interest coupon evidencing an install¬ 
ment of interest payable with respect to a bond. 

“Indenture” means a mortgage, an indenture of mortgage, deed 
of trust, trust agreement or trust indenture executed by the au¬ 
thority as security for any bonds. 
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“Airport” shall mean any area of land or water which is used 
or intended for use, for the landing, taking-off, storage, parking 
or dispersal of aircraft, and any appurtenant areas which are 
used, or intended for use, for airport buildings, facilities or right- 
of-ways, together with all airport buildings, structures and facili¬ 
ties located thereon. 

“Air Navigation Facility” shall mean any facility used in, 
available for use in, or designed for use in aid of air navigation, 
including any structures, mechanisms, lights, beacons, markers, 
communicating systems, or other instrumentalities, or devices 
used or useful as an aid, or constituting an adventage or conveni¬ 
ence to the safe taking-off, navigation, and landing of aircraft, 
or the safe and efficient operation or maintenance of an airport, 
and any combination of any or all of such facilities. 

“Airport Facility” shall mean any building, structure, land, 
right-of-way, equipment or instrumentality used or to be used 
in connection with the construction, enlargement, development, 
maintenance or operation of an airport or heliport or in connec¬ 
tion with the exercise of any power of the authority. 

“Airport Building” shall mean any building used or to be used 
in connection with the construction, enlargement, development, 
maintenance or operation of an airport or heliport or in connec¬ 
tion with the exercise of any power of the authority. 

“Heliport” an airport designed primarily for use by helicop¬ 
ters. 

“Person” means any individual, firm, partnership, corporation, 
company, association, joint stock association, or body politic, and 
includes any trustee, receiver, assignee, or other similar represen¬ 
tative thereof. 

Section 2. AUTHORITY AND PROCEDURE TO INCORPO¬ 
RATE. Whenever any three natural persons shall file with the 
governing body of any city in this state having a population of 
three hundred thousand or more, according to the last or any 
succeeding federal census, an application in writing for authority 
to incorporate a public corporation under the provisions of this 
act, and if it be made to appear to the governing body of such 
city that each of said persons is a duly qualified elector of and 
owner of property in the county in which such city is located, and 
if the governing body of such city shall adopt a resolution, which 
shall be duly entered upon the minutes of such governing body, 
wherein it shall be declared that it will be wise, expedient and 
necessary that such a corporation be formed and that the persons 
filing such application shall be authorized to proceed to form such 
corporation, then said persons shall become the incorporators of 
and shall proceed to incorporate the authority as a public corpora¬ 
tion in the manner hereinafter provided. No authority shall be 
formed hereunder unless the application herein provided for shall 
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be made and unless the resolution herein provided for shall be 
adopted. 

Section 3. CONTENTS OF CERTIFICATE OF INCORPORA¬ 
TION. The certificate of incorporation of the authority shall 
state: (a) The names of the persons forming the authority, to¬ 
gether with the residence of each thereof, and a statement that 
each of them is a duly qualified elector of and owner of property 
in the county in which the city is located; (b) The name of the 
authority (which shall be “THE (NAME OF CITY AND STATE) 
AIRPORT AUTHORITY” or some other name of similar import: 
(c) The period for the duration of the authority which shall be 
perpetual; (d) The location of its principal office which shall be 
in the city; (e) The number of directors which shall be three; (f) 
That such authority shall have all the rights, powers, privileges, 
duties and immunities provided by the Airport Authority Act of 
1957; (g) That the authority is a governmental organization per¬ 
forming governmental and public functions and shall not in any 
respect be deemed to be a private business corporation or a public 
utility; and (h) any other matters relating to the authority that 
the incorporators may choose to insert and that is not inconsistent 
with this act or with the laws of the state. The form and con¬ 
tents of the certificate of incorporation of the authority must be 
submitted to the governing body of the city for its approval which 
shall be evidenced by a resolution duly entered upon the minutes 
of such governing body. 

Section 4. EXECUTION AND RECORDING OF CERTIFI¬ 
CATE OF INCORPORATION. The certificate of incorporation 
of the authority shall be signed and acknowledged by the incor¬ 
porators before an officer authorized by the laws of the state to 
take acknowledgments of deeds and shall have attached thereto 
a certified copy of the resolution provided for in the preceding 
Section 3 of this act and a certificate by the Secretary of the State 
that the name proposed for the authority is not identical with that 
of any other corporation organized under the laws of the state, or 
so nearly similar thereto as to lead to confusion and uncertainty. 
The certificate of incorporation of the authority, together with 
the documents required by the preceding sentence to be attached 
thereto, shall be filed for record in the office of the Judge of Pro¬ 
bate of the county, who shall forthwith receive and record the 
same. When such certificate of incorporation and attached docu¬ 
ments have been so filed, the authority referred to therein shall 
come into existence and shall constitute a body corporate and poli¬ 
tic and a political subdivision of the state and agency of the city 
under the name set forth in such certificate of incorporation, 
whereupon the authority shall be vested with the rights and pow¬ 
ers herein granted. 

Section 5. BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE AUTHORITY. 
The authority shall have a board of directors composed of three 
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directors as provided in the certificate of incorporation. All pow¬ 
ers of the authority shall be exercised by the board or pursuant 
to its authorization. The directors shall be residents of the county 
in which the city is located and shall be elected by the governing 
body of the city for staggered terms of office as follows: The first 
term of one director shall be tw r o years; of another director four 
years; and of the remaining director six years; and thereafter the 
term of office of each director shall be six years. If any director 
resigns, dies, becomes incapable of acting as a director or ceases 
to reside in the county in which the city is located, the governing 
body shall elect a successor to serve the unexpired period of his 
term. Directors shall be eligible for re-election by the governing 
body of the city to succeed themselves in office. No director 
shall be an officer of the state, county or the city. No director or 
employee shall be interested directly or indirectly in any contract 
for work, material, or the profits thereof, or services to be per¬ 
formed for the authority; provided, however, that it shall be im¬ 
material that an officer or employee of the authority may be an 
officer, director or stockholder of a bank or trust company which 
may purchase the bonds or notes of the authority or make loans to 
it or act as paying agent for the principal and interest of any bonds 
or other obligations of the authority, or serve as trustee under an 
indenture securing the payment of bonds of the authority. A 
majority of the members of the board shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business but any meeting of such board may 
be adojurned from time to time by a majority of the directors 
present or may be so adjourned by a single director if such di¬ 
rector is the only director present at such meeting. Any matter 
which the Board of Directors is authorized to act upon may be 
acted upon at any regular or called meeting. All meetings of the 
board shall be open to the public and the minutes thereof and all 
contracts of the authority shall constitute public records. No va¬ 
cancy in the membership of the board shall impair the right of a 
quorum to exercise all the powers and duties of the authority. 
The members of the board shall serve without compensation, ex¬ 
cept that they may be reimbursed for actual expenses incurred 
in and about the performance of their duties when authorized by 
the board and also except that each member of the board shall be 
paid by the authority the sum of $25.00 for each Board of Direc¬ 
tors’ meeting attended by him not in excess of two meetings in 
any one calendar month. All proceedings of the board shall be 
reduced to writing by the secretary of the authority and recorded 
in a well bound book. Copies of such proceedings, when certified 
by the secretary of the authority under its seal, shall be received 
in all courts as evidence of the matters and things therein certi¬ 
fied. Any director of the authority may be impeached and re¬ 
moved from office in the same manner and for any of the 
causes that a mayor or other officer of an incorporated city or 
town may be impeached and removed from office. 
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Section 6. OFFICERS OF THE AUTHORITY. The officers of 
the authority shall consist of a chairman, vice-chairman, a secre¬ 
tary, a treasurer, an executive director and such other officers 
as the board shall deem necessary to accomplish the purposes for 
which the authority was organized. The offices of secretary and 
treasurer may but need not be held by the same person. The 
chairman and vice-chairman of the authority shall be elected by 
the board from its membership, the treasurer, secretary and exec¬ 
utive director and other officers of the authority need not be 
members of the board but shall be elected by the board. The 
chairman, vice-chairman, secretary, treasurer or secretary-treas¬ 
urer and other officers authorized by this section except the exec¬ 
utive director shall serve as such officers at the pleasure of the 
board. The executive director shall be elected by the board of 
directors for a term of five years. The executive director shall 
be subject to dismissal and removal from his office or reduction 
in salary at any time during the term for which he was elected 
by the board but only for one or more of the following reasons: 

(a) the commitment of any criminal act during his term of office; 

(b) conviction of a criminal offense or of a misdemeanor involv¬ 
ing moral turpitude; (c) immoral conduct; (d) incapacity to ef¬ 
ficiently perform his duties due to mental or physical disability; 
(e) incompetency or inefficiency; (f) neglect of duty; (g) will¬ 
ful failure to conform to, obey or carry out any valid require¬ 
ment of the board. Death of any officer of the authority, including 
the executive director, elected by the board, shall vacate any of¬ 
fice held by such officer and in such case the board shall elect a 
successor to serve for the unexpired term. The duties of the chair¬ 
man, vice-chairman, secretary and treasurer shall be such as are 
customarily performed by such officers and as are set by the 
board. The duties of the executive director shall be such as are 
from time to time prescribed by the board. 

Section 7. POWERS OF THE AUTHORITY—IN GENERAL. 
The authority shall have the following powers, together with all 
powers incidental thereto or necessary to the discharge thereof 
in corporate form; (1) to have succession by its corporate name 
for the duration of time (which shall be in perpetuity) specified 
in its certificate of incorporation; (2) to sue and be sued in its own 
name in civil suits and actions, excepting actions in tort against 
the authority; (3) to adopt and make use of a corporate seal and 
to alter the same at pleasure; (4) to adopt and alter by-laws for 
the regulation and conduct of its affairs and business; (5) to ac¬ 
quire, receive, take and hold, whether by purchase, gift, lease, 
devise, or otherwise, property of every description, whether real, 
personal or mixed, and to manage the same; (6) to execute such 
contracts and other instruments and to take such other action as 
may be necessary or convenient to carry out the purposes of this 
act or the exercise of any authority or power granted hereunder; 
(7) to plan, establish, develop, construct, enlarge, improve, main- 
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tain, equip, operate, regulate, and protect airports and air navi¬ 
gation facilities, within the county in which the city is located, 
including the acquisition, construction, installation, equipment, 
maintenance, and operations at such airports of buildings and oth¬ 
er facilities for the servicing of aircraft or for the comfort and 
accommodation of air travelers, and the purchase and sale of sup¬ 
plies, goods, and commodities as are incident to the operation of 
its airport properties; (8) to construct, acquire, establish, improve, 
extend, enlarge, reconstruct, equip, maintain, repair and operate 
heliports, aeriel aircraft (by whatver name such may be known) 
landing, loading or storage areas and transportation terminals; 
(9) to construct, acquire, establish, improve, extend, enlarge, re¬ 
construct, equip, maintain, and repair buildings, structures and 
facilities, suitable for use as manufacturing plants, industrial 
plants, retail shopping areas or centers, parks, exhibits, exhibi¬ 
tions or for the conduct of any lawful business, at, upon or adja¬ 
cent to any airport, heliport or aircraft landing area owned or op¬ 
erated by such authority, and to lease or let such buildings, struc¬ 
tures and facilities or any one or more of them to such tenant or 
tenants, for such term or terms, at such compensation or rental 
and subject to such provisions, limitations and conditions as the 
authority may require or approve; (10) to furnish or supply upon 
any airport, heliport or aircraft landing area, owned, operated by 
or under the jurisdiction of the authority, to persons and aircraft 
thereon, for reward or compensation, goods, commodities, area, 
facilities and services convenient or useful to the owners, opera¬ 
tors and users of aircraft, and to persons upon said airport, heli¬ 
port or aircraft landing area, including, without limitation the 
generality of the foregoing, food, lodging, shelter, lawful drinks, 
confections, reading matter, oil, gasoline, motors and aircraft, mo¬ 
tor and aircraft parts and equipment, space in buildings, space for 
buildings, space for buildings and structures, and the services of 
mechanics, instructors and hostlers; (11) to confer upon indivi¬ 
duals, firms, corporations or companies for reward or compensa¬ 
tion the privilege or concession of supplying upon any airport, 
heliport or aircraft landing area owned, operated by or under the 
jurisdiction of the authority, all or any part of the goods, commod¬ 
ities, things, services and facilities in sub-paragraph (10) of this 
section authorized to be supplied; (12) to acquire, establish, con¬ 
struct, expand, own, control, equip, improve, maintain, operate 
and regulate satellite airports or landing fields for the use of air¬ 
craft in the state of Alabama without the geographical limits of 
the city and the county in which the city is located as well as 
within such city or county; provided, however, that the authority 
shall not exercise the power of eminent domain outside of the 
county in which the city is located; (13) to acquire, by purchase, 
gift, devise, lease, eminent domain proceedings or otherwise, ex¬ 
isting airports and air navigation facilities, provided, however, 
that the authority shall not acquire or take over any airport or 
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air navigation facility owned or controlled by a municipality or 
public agency of this state without the consent of such municipal¬ 
ity or public agency; (14) to borrow money for any corporate 
purpose and to issue in evidence of such borrowing interest bear¬ 
ing revenue bonds payable from the limited sources hereinafter 
referred to; (15) to pledge for payment of such bonds any revenue 
and funds from which such bonds are made payable; (16) to make 
and enter into contracts, leases and agreements incidental to or 
necessary for the accomplishment of any purpose or purposes for 
which the authority was organized; (17) to exercise the power of 
eminent domain in the manner and subject to the provisions of 
Title 19 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended, with respect 
to any property, real, personal or mixed, including property al¬ 
ready devoted to public use, that may be necessary for the con¬ 
struction, extension, maintenance, operation, protection, enlarge¬ 
ment, improvement or preservation of an airport or airport fa¬ 
cility; (18) to appoint, employ, contract with and provide for 
compensation of such officers, employees and agents, including 
engineers, attorneys, consultants, fiscal advisers and such other 
employees as the business of the authority may require, including 
the power to fix working conditions by general rule and other con¬ 
ditions of employment and at its option to provide a system of 
disability pay, retirement compensation and pensions, or any of 
them and to hire and fire servants, agents, employees and officers 
at will; (19) to fix, establish, collect and alter landing fees, tolls, 
rents and other charges for the use of any airport, heliport, land¬ 
ing area, building, structure, facility or other property owned or 
controlled by the authority; (20) to make and enforce rules and 
regulations governing the use of any airport, heliport, landing 
area or airport facility owned or controlled by the authority; 
(21) to provide for such insurance as the board may deem advis¬ 
able; (22) to invest any funds of the authority that the board may 
determine are not presently needed for its corporate purposes in 
any obligations which are direct general obligations of the United 
States of America or which are unconditionally guaranteed as to 
both principal and interest by the United States of America or in 
bonds of the State of Alabama or any municipality thereof; (23) 
to cooperate with the state of Alabama, any department or agen¬ 
cy of the State of Alabama, any county of the state, any munici¬ 
pality of the state and any other political subdivision of the state, 
and to make such contracts with such agencies as the board may 
deem advisable; (24) to sell and convey any of its real, personal 
or mixed property or properties that may have become obsolete 
or worn out or that may no longer be needed or useful in connec¬ 
tion with, or in the operation of, the airport or facility with re¬ 
spect to which they were acquired; provided, however, that the 
authority shall not have the power to sell or convey any airport 
substantially as a whole; (25) to receive and accept grants for or 
in aid of the construction, extension, improvement, maintenance 
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or operation of any airport, heliport, or airport facility from the 
United States of America or any agency thereof, and from the 
State of Alabama, any department or agency thereof, any county 
of the state, any municipality of the state or other political sub¬ 
division thereof, and to receive and accept money, property, la¬ 
bor or other things of value from any source whatever; (26) to 
purchase equipment and supplies necessary or convenient for the 
exercise of any power of the authority; (27) to borrow money on 
such terms as are acceptable to the authority for any corporate 
purpose and execute and deliver its promissory note or notes, and 
such other agreements within the provisions of this act as may be 
reasonably necessary or required to consummate the loan and 
secure the payment of the indebtedness; (28) to enter into a man¬ 
agement agreement or agreements with any political subdivision 
of the state for the management by the authority of any airport 
or other facilities useful to the authority upon such terms and con¬ 
ditions as may be agreed upon between the authority and such 
political subdivision. 

Section 8. POWERS OF THE AUTHORITY—MISCELLAN¬ 
EOUS. The Authority and its authorized agents and employees 
may enter upon any lands, water or premises for the purpose of 
making such surveys, soundings, drillings and examinations as 
it may deem necessary or convenient to the efficient accomplish¬ 
ment of the purposes for which is was organized. Such an entry 
shall not be deemed a trespass or an entry under any condemna¬ 
tion proceedings that may then be pending. The authority shall 
make reimbursement for any actual damages resulting to such 
lands, water and premises as a result of such activities, which 
damages shall be deemed a part of the cost of the airport or air¬ 
port facility with respect to the development of which they were 
sustained. 

Section 9. FEDERAL AND STATE AID. The authority is 
authorized to accept, receive, receipt for, disburse, and expend 
federal and state moneys and other moneys, public or private, 
made available by grant or loan or both, to accomplish, in whole 
or in part, any of the purposes of this act. All federal moneys ac¬ 
cepted under this section shall be accepted and expended by the 
authority upon such terms and conditions as are prescribed by 
the United States and as are not inconsistent with the laws of this 
state and all state moneys accepted under this section shall be 
accepted and expended by the authority upon such terms and 
conditions as are prescribed by law. 

Section 10. MUNICIPAL CORPORATIONS. For the purpose 
of aiding and cooperating in the planning, undertaking, construc¬ 
tion, or operation of airports, heliports and air navigation facilities 
pursuant to the provisions of this act, any city for which an au¬ 
thority has been created may, upon such terms, with or without 
consideration, as it may determine: 
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(a) Lend or donate money to the authority; 

(b) Provide that all or a portion of the taxes or funds avail¬ 
able or to become available to, or required by law to be used by, 
the municipality for airport purposes, be transferred or paid di¬ 
rectly to the authority as such funds become available to the mu¬ 
nicipality; 

(c) Cause water, sewer, or drainage facilities, or any other 
facilities which it is empowered to provide, to be furnished ad¬ 
jacent to or in connection with such airports or air navigation 
facilities; 

(d) Donate, sell, convey, transfer, or lease any land, prop¬ 
erty, or grant easement, license, or lease, which it may own to 
the authority; 

(e) Donate, sell convey or lease any airport, airport property, 
heliport or heliport property or any interest therein owned by it 
to the authority; 

(f) Donate, sell or convey to the authority any right, title or 
interest which such city may have in any lease, contract, agree¬ 
ment, license or grant, involving any property owned by such 
city; 

(g) Furnish, dedicate, close, pave, repair, install, grade, re¬ 
grade, plan or replan streets, roads, roadways, and walks from 
established streets or roads to such airport or air navigation facil¬ 
ities; or abutting or adjacent to such airports or air navigation 
facilities; 

(h) Do any and all things, whether or not specifically author¬ 
ized in this section and not otherwise prohibited by law, that are 
necessary or convenient to aid and cooperate with the authority 
in the planning, undertaking, construction, or operation of air¬ 
ports, heliports and air navigation facilities; 

(i) Enter into agreements with the authority respecting ac¬ 
tion to be taken by the municipality pursuant to the provisions of 
this act or any section thereof; and 

(j) Enter into an agreement or agreements with the authority 
whereby the City will agree to issue and sell bonds of the City for 
any airport purpose or purposes permitted by law, which bonds 
shall be issued in accordance with the provisions of the constitu¬ 
tion and the laws of this state and shall be general obligations of 
the City. The proceeds of such bonds shall be delivered by City 
to the authority and shall be used by the authority in strict ac¬ 
cordance with the proceedings which authorized their issuance 
and the provisions of the agreement between the City and the au¬ 
thority, provided, however, that the authority shall repay to the 
City all such proceeds so advanced from any unpledged revenues 
to which it is or may be entitled in such amounts and at such

times as will permit the City to pay off the bonds as they become 
due. 

Section 11. SUITS AGAINST THE AUTHORITY OR ANY 
DIRECTOR. No action or suit shall be brought or maintained 
against the authority or any director thereof, for or on account of 
the negligence of such authority or director, or its or his agents, 
servants or employees, in or about the construction, maintenance, 
operation, superintendence or management of any airport, heli¬ 
port or other facility, owned or controlled by the authority. 

Section 12. BONDS OF THE AUTHORITY, (a) The author¬ 
ity shall have the power and is hereby authorized at any time and 
from time to time to issue and sell its interest bearing revenue 
bonds for any of its corporate purposes provided, however, that 
no such bonds shall be issued by the authority without the con¬ 
sent of the City evidenced by a resolution of the governing body 
of the City. The principal of and the interest on any such bonds 
shall be payable solely from, and may be secured by a pledge of 
the revenues derived by the authority from the operation of any 
or all of its airports, heliports, facilities and other property, re¬ 
maining after payment of the costs of operating and maintaining 
the same. None of the bonds of the authority shall ever constitute 
an obligation or debt of the state, the county or the city, or a 
charge against the credit or taxing powers of the state, the county 
or the city. Bonds of the authority may be issued at any time and 
from time to time, may be in such form and denominations, may 
be of such tenor, may be payable in such installments and at such 
time or times not exceeding forty years from their date, may be 
payable at such place or places whether within or without the 
state, and may bear interest at such rate or rates payable and evi¬ 
denced in such manner, all as shall not be inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act and as may be provided in the proceedings 
of the board wherein the bonds shall be authorized to be issued. 
Any bond having specified a maturity more than ten years after 
its date shall be made subject to redemption at the option of the 
authority at the expiration of ten years from its date and on any 
interest payment date thereafter at such price or prices and after 
such notice or notices and on such terms and in such manner as 
may be provided in the proceedings of the board wherein it is au¬ 
thorized to be issued. Bonds of the authority shall be sold at pub¬ 
lic sale in such manner and from time to time as may be deter¬ 
mined by the board; provided, however, that the authority may 
sell any bonds to a governmental agency at private sale. The au¬ 
thority may pay all reasonable expenses, premiums, fees and com¬ 
missions that the board may deem necessary or advantageous in 
connection with the authorization, sale and issuance of its bonds. 
All bonds shall contain a recital that they are issued pursuant to 
the provisions of this act, which recital shall be conclusive that 
they have been duly authorized pursuant to the provisions of 
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this act. All bonds issued under the provisions of this act shall be 
and hereby are declared to be negotiable instruments under the 
laws of the state despite the fact that they are payable from a 
limited source. 

Section 13. EXECUTION OF BONDS. All bonds shall be 
signed by the chairman or vice-chairman and the treasurer of 
the authority and the seal of the authority shall be affixed there¬ 
to, but a facsimile of the signature of such chairman or vice-chair¬ 
man may be impressed on any such bonds in lieu of his manually 
signing the same, in which case only the manual signature of the 
treasurer shall be required. Coupons shall be signed by the chair¬ 
man or vice-chairman and the treasurer of the authority, but a fac¬ 
simile of the signature of such chairman or vice-chairman and the 
treasurer may be impressed on any such interest coupons in lieu of 
their manually signing the same. Delivery of bonds so executed 
shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers or in the 
seal of the authority after the signing and sealing of the bonds. 

Section 14. SECURITY FOR BONDS. In the discretion of the 
issuing authority any bonds may be issued under and secured by 
an indenture between the authority and a corporate trustee, which 
may be any trust company or bank having trust powers, whether 
such bank or trust company is located within or without the state. 
In any such indenture or resolution providing for the issuance of 
bonds the authority may pledge, for payment of the principal of 
and the interest on such bonds, any of its revenues to which its 
right then exists or may thereafter come into existence and the 
proceeds derived from the sale of such bonds and may assign, as 
security for such payment, any of its leases, franchises, permits 
and contracts; provided, however, that such indenture or resolu¬ 
tion shall not convey or mortgage (except to the extent provided 
hereinafter in this section) any airport, heliport, building or fa¬ 
cility or part thereof. In any indenture or resolution authorizing 
the issuance of bonds and pledging for the benefit thereof rev¬ 
enues from any one or more of its airports, heliports, buildings 
or facilities, the authority shall have the power to agree to provi¬ 
sions customarily contained in instruments securing evidence of 
indebtedness, including without limiting the foregoing provisions 
respecting the collection, segregation and application of any ren¬ 
tal or other revenue due to or to become due to the authority, the 
terms to be incorporated in any lease agreement respecting any 
property of the authority, the maintenance and insurance of any 
building or structure owned by the authority, the creation and 
maintenance of special funds from any revenue of the authority 
and the rights and remedies available in the event of default to the 
holder of the bonds or the trustee under the indenture, all as the 
board shall deem advisable and as shall not be in conflict with the 
provisions of this act. If there be any default by the authority in 
payment of the principal of or the interest on the bonds or in any 
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of the agreements on the part of the authority that may properly 
be included in any indenture securing the bonds, any holder of 
any of the bonds or any of the coupons, or the trustee under any 
indenture if so authorized in such indenture, may either at law 
or in equity, by suit, action, mandamus or other proceedings, en¬ 
force payment of such principal or interest and compel perform¬ 
ance of all duties of the board and officers of the authority, and 
shall be entitled as a matter of right and regardless of the suffici¬ 
ency of any such security to the appointment of a receiver in 
equity with all the powers of such receiver for the operation and 
maintenance of the property of the authority covered by such in¬ 
denture and the collection, segregation and application of reve¬ 
nues therefrom; provided that any such indenture shall not be 
subject to foreclosure and shall not be construed so as to authorize 
the sale of any property covered thereby or any part thereof in 
satisfaction of the bonds secured thereby. The indenture may 
contain provisions regarding the rights and remedies of any trus¬ 
tee thereunder and the holders of the bonds and the coupons, and 
may contain provisions restricting the individual rights of action 
of the holders of the bonds and coupons. 

Section 15. USE OF PROCEEDS FROM SALE OF BONDS. 
The proceeds derived from the sale of any bonds (other than re¬ 
funding bonds) may be used only to pay the cost of acquiring, 
constructing, improving, enlarging and equipping the airport and 
facilities with respect to which they were issued, as may be speci¬ 
fied in the proceedings in which the bonds are authorized to be 
issued. Such cost shall be deemed to include the following: the 
cost of any land forming a part of such airport and facilities; the 
cost of labor, material and supplies used in any such construction, 
improvement or enlargement, including architect’s, and engineer’s 
fees and the cost of preparing contract documents and advertising 
for bids; the purchase price of and the cost of installing equip¬ 
ment for the airport and facilities; the cost of landscaping the 
lands forming a part of such airport and facilities and of construct¬ 
ing and installing roads, sidewalks, curbs, gutters, utilities, and 
parking places in connection with the airport and facilities; legal, 
fiscal and recording fees and expenses incurred in connection with 
the authorization, sale and issuance of the bonds issued in con¬ 
nection with such airport and facilities; and interest on said bonds 
for a reasonable period prior to and during the time required for 
such construction and equipment and the repayment of any mon¬ 
ey borrowed by the authority (except upon its revenue bonds) 
for any such purpose or purposes; provided, however, that none of 
such proceeds may be used for payment of any fiscal or other fee 
or commission for effecting a sale of any such bonds or for advice 
(other than legal) respecting the manner and terms of the sale 
of any such bonds. If any of the proceeds derived from the sale 
of said bonds remains undisbursed after completion of such work 
and payment of all of the said costs and expenses, such balance 
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shall be used for retirement of the principal of the bonds of the 
same issue, either through purchase of bonds in open market or 
through the redemption privilege of the authority. 

Section 16. REFUNDING BONDS. The authority may at any 
time and from time to time issue refunding bonds for the purpose 
of refunding the principal of and interest on any bonds of the 
corporation theretofore issued hereunder and then outstanding, 
whether or not such principal and interest shall have matured at 
the time of such refunding, and for the payment of any expenses 
incurred in connection with such refunding and any premium 
necessary to be paid in order to redeem or retire the bonds to be 
refunded. The proceeds derived from the sale of any refunding 
bonds shall be used only for the purposes for which the refunding 
bonds were authorized to be issued. Any such refunding may be 
effected either by sale of the refunding bonds and the application 
of the proceeds thereof, or by exchange of the refunding bonds for 
the bonds or interest coupons to be refunded thereby; provided 
that the holders of any bonds or coupons so to be refunded shall 
not be compelled without their consent to surrender their bonds 
or coupons for payment or exchange prior to the date on which 
they may be paid or redeemed by call of the authority under their 
respective provisions. All provisions of this act pertaining to 
bonds of the authority that are not inconsistent with the provi¬ 
sions of this section shall, to the extent applicable, also apply to 
refunding bonds issued by the authority. 

Section 17. EXEMPTION FROM TAXATION. The bonds is¬ 
sued by the authority and the income therefrom shall be exempt 
from all taxation in the state. All property of the authority shall 
be exempt from state, county and city taxation; and the authority 
shall be exempt from license or privilege taxes levied by the state, 
county or city upon any business or activities conducted or en¬ 
gaged in by said authority; provided, however, this exemption 
shall not be construed to exempt concessionaires, licensees, ten¬ 
ants, operators, or lesees of the authority from the payment of any 
taxes, including licenses or privilege taxes levied by the state, 
county or city. 

Section 18. REMEDIES ON DEFAULT. If there be any de¬ 
fault in the payment of the principal of or interest on any bonds 
issued hereunder, then the holder of any of the bonds and of any 
of the interest coupons applicable thereto and the trustee under 
any indenture, or any one or more of them (a) may either at law 
or in equity, by suit, action, mandamus, or other proceeding, 
compel performance of all duties of the officers and directors of 
the authority with respect to the use of funds for the payment of 
the bonds and for the performance of the agreements of the au¬ 
thority contained in the proceedings under which they were is¬ 
sued, and (b) regardless of the sufficiency of the security for the 
bonds in default and as a matter of right, shall be entitled to the 
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appointment of a receiver to administer and operate the airport 
and other properties of the authority out of the revenues from 
which the bonds issued with respect thereto are payable, with 
power to make leases and fix and collect rents, tolls and fees suf¬ 
ficient to provide for the payment of the principal and interest on 
the bonds and any other obligations outstanding against the air¬ 
port and facilities or the revenues therefrom and for the payment 
of the expenses of operating and maintaining the airport and fa¬ 
cilities, and with power to apply the income therefrom in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of the proceedings under which the 
bonds were authorized to be issued. The remedies herein speci¬ 
fied shall be cumulative to all other remedies which may other¬ 
wise be available for the benefit of the holders of the bonds and 
the coupons applicable thereto. 

Section 19. INVESTMENT OF MUNICIPAL FUNDS IN 
BONDS OF THE AUTHORITY. The governing body of the mu¬ 
nicipality is authorized in its discretion to invest in bonds of the 
authority any idle or surplus money held in the treasury of the 
municipality which is not otherwise ear-marked or pledged. 

Section 20. ELIGIBILITY OF BONDS AS INVESTMENT 
FOR TRUST FUNDS. Bonds issued under the provisions of this 
act are hereby made legal investments for executors, administra¬ 
tors, trustees and other fiduciaries and for savings banks and in¬ 
surance companies organized under the laws of the state. 

Section 21. NOTICE OF BOND RESOLUTION. Upon the 
adoption by the board of any resolution providing for the issuance 
of bonds, the authority may in its discretion, cause to be published 
once a week for two consecutive weeks, in a newspaper published 
in the municipality, or if there is no newspaper published in the 
municipality, then in a newspaper published in the county in 
which the municipality is located, a notice in substantially the 
following form (the blanks being properly filled in) at the end 
of which there shall be printed the name and title of either the 

chairman or secretary of the authority: “_ 

_, a public corporation and a political subdivi¬ 
sion of the state of Alabama, on the_day of_ , 

authorized the issuance of $_, princi¬ 

pal amount of revenue bonds of the said corporation for purposes 
authorized in the act of the Legislature of Alabama under which 
the said corporation was organized. Any action or proceeding 
questioning the validity of the said bonds, or the pledge and the 
indenture to secure the same, or the proceedings authorizing the 
same, must be commenced within twenty days after the first pub¬ 
lication of this notice.” Any action or proceeding in any court to 
set aside or question the proceeding for the issuance of the bonds 
referred to in said notice or to contest the validity of any such 
bonds, or the validity of the pledge and indenture made therefor, 
must be commenced within twenty days after the first publica- 
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tion of such notice. After the expiration of the said period no 
right of action or defense questioning or attacking the validity of 
the said proceedings or of the said bonds, or the said pledge or 
indenture shall be asserted, nor shall the validity of the said pro¬ 
ceedings, bonds, pledge or indenture be open to question in any 
court on any ground whatsoever except in an action commenced 
within such period. 

Section 22. AUDITS. At least once every twelve months sub¬ 
sequent to the formation of the authority, the authority shall ap¬ 
point and employ a certified public accountant who shall make an 
examination in detail of all books and accounts of the authority 
since the preceding examination and make a full report thereof 
in writing to be submitted to the authority and spread upon its 
minute book at the first meeting of the board after the receipt of 
said report. A copy of each such report shall be delivered by the 
authority to city by mailing a copy thereof, postage prepaid, to 
the City Clerk of City within thirty days after its receipt by the 
authority. 

Section 23. TREASURER’S BOND. The Treasurer of the au¬ 
thority shall give bond in such sum as the authority may pre¬ 
scribe for the faithful performance of his duties and the safe cus¬ 
tody of the funds of the authority, which bond shall be executed 
by a surety company authorized to engage in the surety business 
in the state of Alabama and satisfactory to the board and the 
premium on such bond shall be paid out of the funds of the au¬ 
thority. The Treasurer shall keep books showing accurately the 
financial conditions of the authority. 

Section 24. EMPLOYEES OF MUNICIPAL AIRPORTS 
TAKEN OVER. Anything in this act to the contrary notwith¬ 
standing, should the authority by purchase or otherwise operate 
or take over any airport owned by any municipality of this state 
and any employee of such municipality is employed in or about 
said airport and such employee is under a civil service or merit 
system established under any law of this state, then the authority 
shall continue the employment of each such employee subject to 
the applicable civil service or merit system except that this sec¬ 
tion shall not apply to any employee who waives the provisions 
thereof by filing with the Personnel Director in charge of such 
civil service or merit system or other executive head thereof a 
statement in writing that such employee desires to and does waive 
the provisions of this section. 

Section 25. EMPLOYEES OF MUNICIPAL AIRPORTS 
TAKEN OVER UNDER PENSION SYSTEMS. Should the au¬ 
thority by purchase or otherwise operate or take over any airport 
owned by any municipality of this state and any employee of such 
municipality is employed in or about said airport and such em¬ 
ployee is a member of a pension system of such municipality, then 
such employee shall be considered for pension purposes only as 
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if he were an employee of the municipality, and the employee and 
the authority insofar as the salary to which such employee is en¬ 
titled is concerned shall each contribute to such pension system as 
if the employee were an employee of the municipality and the au¬ 
thority were the municipality and such employee shall be subject 
to the burdens and entitled to the benefits of such pension system 
as if such employee were an employee of the municipality. Pro¬ 
vided, however, that nothing in this section shall be construed as 
obligating or requiring the municipality to pay to any employee 
of the authority or to any pension fund for or because of such em¬ 
ployee any amount of money whatsoever. Provided, further, that 
this section shall not apply to any employee of the authority who 
shall file with the City Clerk of any such municipality a state¬ 
ment in writing signed by such employee that such employee does 
not desire to continue as a member of such municipal pension 
system.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

The coroner of Tallapoosa County is hereby au¬ 
thorized and empowered to appoint a deputy coroner, who shall 
have authority to exercise all of the functions pertaining to the 
office of the coroner as may be delegated by the coroner. 

Section 2. The compensation of the deputy coroner of Talla¬ 
poosa County shall be a salary of twenty-five dollars ($25) a 
month, payable at the end of each month from the general fund 
of the county, on warrant drawn in the manner prescribed by law. 

Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

(Tallapoosa) 

AN ACT 

To provide for and regulate the selecting and empaneling of juries 
and alternate jurors in the circuit court of Tallapoosa County. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. In every case triable by a jury in the circuit court 
of Tallapoosa County, the court may, in its discretion, order the 
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selection of one or two alternate jurors. If the court orders the 
selection of one alternate juror, such juror shall be selected by 
requiring the parties to strike from the list of jurors alternately 
and in turn, as prescribed by law, until thirteen names remain on 
the list. Thereupon, the court shall select by lot one name from 
such thirteen names, and the juror whose name is thus selected 
shall be the alternate juror, and the remaining twelve shall be the 
principal jurors. If the court orders the selection of two alter¬ 
nate jurors, such alternate jurors shall be selected by requiring 
the parties to strike from the list of jurors alternately and in turn 
until fourteen names remain on the list. Thereupon, the court 
shall select by lot one name from such fourteen names, and the 
juror whose name is so selected shall be alternate juror number 
one; and the court shall then select by lot from the remaining 
thirteen names another name, and the juror whose name is thus 
selected shall be alternate juror number two; the remaining 
twelve shall be the principal jurors. 

Section 2. The court may order an alternate juror to take the 
place of a principal juror only when a principal juror, prior to 
the retirement of the jury to consider its verdict, is excused by 
the court, in the exercise of its sound discretion, from further 
service by reason of some mental or physical ailment in such 
principal juror, or his confrontation with some emergency ren¬ 
dering him unable to perform his duties satisfactorily. If there 
are two alternate jurors, and both are able to perform the duties 
of the juror satisfactorily, the court shall order alternate juror 
number one to take the place of the first member of the jury who, 
for a cause specified herein, is excused from further service. If 
two alternate jurors were selected, but only one of them is able 
to perform the duties of the juror satisfactorily, then such juror 
shall be ordered to take the place of any member of the jury who, 
for a cause specified herein, is excused from further service. 
An alternate juror who is able to perform satisfactorily the duties 
of a juror may be ordered (under the same conditions as he might 
have been ordered to take the place of a member of the original 
twelve jurors) to take the place of a juror who himself was origi¬ 
nally an alternate juror. 

Section 3. All alternate jurors shall obey all orders and admo¬ 
nitions of the court. If the principal jurors are ordered to be 
kept in the custody of an officer or officers during the trial and 
are not allowed to disperse, such alternate juror shall also be kept 
in such custody with the principal jurors. All alternate jurors 
shall be seated near the principal jurors and be provided with 
equal facilities for observing the proceedings in the trial, and 
shall attend the trial at all times in company with the principal 
jurors. If any alternate juror is ordered to become a member of 
the jury, he shall take the same oath as that administered to other 
jurors, and shall have the same functions, powers, duties, and 
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privileges. Any alternate juror who has not been ordered to 
take the place of a principal juror prior to the retirement of the 
jury to consider its verdict shall be discharged at the time the 
jury retires. 

Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declar¬ 
ation shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Section 1 of Act No. 370, S. 439, approved August 
21,1953, (Acts of Alabama, 1953, Vol. I, p. 439), as amended, which 
relates to the powers of the governing bodies of municipalities in 
any county having a population of more than 225,000 and less 
than 500,000 inhabitants, according to the last or any future fed¬ 
eral census, with respect to the appointment, suspension, and dis¬ 
charge of the chief of police of such municipalities, is amended 
further to read as follows: 

“Section 1. The governing body of any city or town in any 
county in the State of Alabama having, according to the last or 
any future federal census, a population in excess of 225,000 in¬ 
habitants and less than 500,000 inhabitants may, in its sole dis¬ 
cretion, by the adoption of a resolution or ordinance, provide 
that the governing body of such city or town shall have the ex¬ 
clusive power and authority to hire, demote, suspend or discharge 
the chief of police of such city or town and to fix his compensa¬ 
tion, according to the following schedule: in cities of less than 
125,000 inhabitants not to exceed eight thousand dollars 
($8,000.00) per annum; in cities of more than 125,000 inhabitants 
not to exceed twelve thousand dollars ($12,000.00) per annum, 
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and his working conditions, and from and after the adoption of 
such resolution or ordinance, such exclusive power and authority 
shall be vested in the governing body of such city or town, and 
if such city or town be subject to any county wide civil service sys¬ 
tem, the personnel director and personnel board and other offi¬ 
cials of any such countywide civil service system shall have no 
rights, powers or duties with reference to the hiring, demotion, 
suspension or discharge of the chief of police of such city or town 
or with respect to the fixing of his compensation or with respect 
to prescribing his working conditions.”

AN ACT 

To authorize and provide for the establishment, maintenance, equip¬ 
ping, operation, and financing of a public law library in Montgomery 
County; and to provide for the taxing and collection of law library fees 
as items of court costs in cases docketed in certain courts within the coun¬ 
ty. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. In each civil or quasi-civil action at law, suit in 
equity, criminal case, quasi-criminal case, proceeding on a for¬ 
feited bail bond, or proceeding on a forfeited bond given in con¬ 
nection with an appeal from a judgment of conviction in any in¬ 
ferior or municipal court to the circuit court, hereafter filed in, 
arising in, or brought by appeal, certiorari, or otherwise to the 
circuit court of Montgomery County, there shall be taxed as costs 
the sum of One Dollar ($1.00). In each criminal case hereafter 
filed in any statutory inferior court in Montgomery County, there 
shall be taxed as costs the sum of Fifty Cents (.50c). In each civil 
case hereafter filed in any statutory inferior court in Montgom¬ 
ery County, there shall be taxed as costs the sum of Thirty-five 
cents (.35c). The costs taxed under this Act shall be collected 
as other costs in such cases are collected, and when collected by 
the clerks or other collecting officers of such courts (including the 
register of the circuit court) shall be by them paid over to the 
treasurer or depository of Montgomery County for deposit in 
the county treasury. The sums so paid over to the county treas¬ 
urer or depository shall be maintained in a separate fund in the 
county treasury, designated as the Montgomery County law li¬ 
brary fund, and shall be expended by the presiding judge of the 
circuit court of Montgomery County for establishing, maintaining, 
equipping, and operating a'law library in the courthouse at Mont¬ 
gomery. The presiding judge of the circuit court shall draw war¬ 
rants on the county treasury in making expenditures for the pur¬ 
poses contemplated in this Act, and shall indicate on the warrants 
the fund against which the warrants are drawn. The said items of 
cost above referred to shall be designated as law library fee, and

of costs. On or before the tenth day of each month, the clerks or 
other collecting officers of the respective courts (including the 
register of the circuit court) shall pay over to the county treas¬ 
urer or depository all amounts collected as law library fees pre¬ 
viously to the first day of the month. The management of the law 
library is vested in the presiding judge of the circuit court of 
Montgomery County. All books or other property purchased 
with the funds produced by this Act shall be the property of 
Montgomery County. 

Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 4. This Act shall become effective upon the adoption 
of an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama authorizing the 
Legislature to fix, alter, and regulate the costs and charges of 
courts in Montgomery County, and the method of disbursement 
thereof.

AN ACT 

To authorize and make provision for the incorporation, in any county 
of the State of Alabama having a population of not less than 94,000 nor 
more than 134,000 according to the last or any subsequent federal decen¬ 
nial census, of an authority as a public corporation for the purpose of 
acquiring, constructing, enlarging, equipping, improving, maintaining, 
developing and operating airports, heliports, airport buildings and facili¬ 
ties and of constructing, acquiring, establishing, improving, extending, 
enlarging, reconstructing, equipping, maintaining, repairing and operating 
building, structures and facilities suitable for use as retail shopping 
areas or centers, parks, exhibits, exhibitions or for the conduct of any 
lawful business, at, upon, or adjacent to any airport, heliport or aircraft 
landing area owned or operated by such authority and leasing or letting 
such buildings, structures or facilities; to provide for the election of the 
directors and officers of such authority; to specify its powers; to endow 
such authority with certain powers of eminent domain; to provide that 
any county and any city in any county for which an authority has been 
organized under this act may aid and cooperate in the planning, under¬ 
taking construction and operation of airports, heliports and air naviga¬ 
tion facilities and may lend, give, donate, sell, convey or transfer money, 
real property, personal property, mixed property or any right capable 
of transfer to such authority; to provide that no action or suit shall be 
brought or maintained against such authority or a director thereof for or 
on account of the negligence of the authority or director or of its or his 
agents, servants or employees; to authorize the issuance by such au¬ 
thority of interest bearing revenue bonds payable solely out of the reve- 
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nues of the authority; to specify provisions of said bonds and to declare 
them to be negotiable instruments; to provide that said bonds may y e 
secured by pledge of any of the revenues of such authority to which its 
right then exists or may thereafter come into existence; to provide that 
such pledge may be provided for in an indenture between said authority 
and a corporate trustee or by resolution providing for the issuance of the 
bonds; to provide that said authority may include in any indenture or 
resolution authorizing the issuance of bonds provisions customarily con- 
tained in instruments securing evidence of indebtedness; to specify the 
use to which the proceeds of said bonds may be put; to authorize the re¬ 
funding of said bonds; to provide for remedies in the event of any de¬ 
fault; to exempt from all taxation the bonds issued by said authority and 
the income therefrom, the property of said authority, and the business and 
activities conducted or engaged in by said authority; to authorize the in¬ 
vestment of municipal and county funds in bonds of the authority; to pro¬ 
vide that said bonds shall be legal investments for fiduciaries and sav¬ 
ings banks and insurance companies; to authorize the publication of no¬ 
tice of the adoption of the resolution authorizing said bonds and specifying 
the period of time after such publication within which actions and de¬ 
fenses may be asserted respecting said bonds, pledge, and indenture and 
the proceedings authorizing the same; to provide that the provisions of 
this act shall be cumulative; to provide for audits of the books and ac¬ 
counts of the authority and to provide that the provisions of this Act 
shall be severable. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The provisions of this act shall apply in all counties 
of this State which have a population according to the last or any 
subsequent federal decennial census of not less than 94,000 nor 
more than 134,000 inhabitants. 

Section 2. DEFINITIONS: When used in this act, unless the 
context plainly indicates otherwise, the present tense shall in¬ 
clude the future tense, the singular shall include the plural, the 
plural shall include the singular and the following words and 
phases shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by 
this section: 

“Aircraft” any contrivance now known or hereafter invented, 
used, or designed for navigation of or flight in the air, except a 
parachute or other contrivance designed for use primarily as safe¬ 
ty equipment. 

“The Authority” means a corporation or authority organized 
pursuant to the provisions of this act. 

“Board” means the Board of Directors of the Authority. 

“Major Municipality” or “Major City” means the incorporated 
city in the county having the largest number of inhabitants of any 
city in the county according to the last or any subsequent federal 
decennial census. 

“Minor Municipality” or “Mnior City” means any incorporated 
city in the county other than the city in the county having the 
largest number of inhabitants according to the last or any subse¬ 
quent federal decennial census.

“The County” means any county in which the provisions of 
this act apply. 

“Governing Body” means the council, Board of Commission¬ 
ers or other like body in which the legislative functions of the 
municipality or county are vested by law. 

“The State” means the state of Alabama. 

“Bond” means any bond authorized to be issued pursuant to 
the provisions of this act. 

“Coupon” means any interest coupon evidencing an install¬ 
ment of interest payable with respect to a bond. 

“Indenture” means a mortgage, an indenture of mortgage, deed 
of trust, trust agreement or trust indenture executed by the au¬ 
thority as security for any bonds. 

“Airport” shall mean any area of land or water which is used 
or intended for use, for the landing, taking-off, storage, parking or 
dispersal of aircraft, and any appurtenant areas which are used, 
or intended for use, for airport buildings, facilities or right-of- 
ways, together with all airport buildings, structures and facilities 
located thereon. 

“Air Navigation Facility” shall mean any facility used in, 
available for use in, or designed for use in aid of air navigation, 
including any structure, mechanisms, lights, beacons, markers, 
communicating systems, or other instrumentalities, or devices 
used or useful as an aid, or constituting an advantage or conveni¬ 
ence to the safe taking-off, navigation, and landing of aircraft, 
or the safe and efficient operation or maintenance of an airport, 
and any combination of any or all of such facilities. 

“Airport Facility” shall mean any building, structure, land, 
right-of-way, equipment or instrumentality used or to be used 
in connection with the construction, enlargement, development, 
maintenance or operation of an airport or heliport or in connec¬ 
tion with the exercise of any power of the authority. 

“Airport Building” shall mean any building used or to be used 
in connection wih the construction, enlargement, development, 
maintenance or operation of an airport or heliport or in connec¬ 
tion with the exercise of any power of the authority. 

“Heliport” an airport designed primarily for use by helicop¬ 
ters. 

“Person” means any individual, firm, partnership, corporation, 
company, association, joint stock association, or body politic, and 
includes any trustee, receiver, assignee, or other similar repre¬ 
sentative thereof. 
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Section 3. AUTHORITY AND PROCEDURE TO INCORPO¬ 
RATE. Whenever any three natural persons shall file with the 
governing body of the county and with the governing body of the 
major and minor cities in the county an application in writing for 
authority to incorporate a public corporation under the provisions 
of this act, and if the governing body of such county and the gov¬ 
erning body of such cities shall each duly adopt a resolution, which 
shall be entered upon the minutes respectively of such governing 
bodies, wherein it shall be declared that it will be wise, expedi¬ 
ent and necessary that such a corporation be formed and that the 
persons filing such application shall be authorized to proceed to 
form such corporation, then said persons shall become the incorpo¬ 
rators of and shall proceed to incorporate the authority as a public 
corporation in the manner hereinafter provided. No authority 
shall be formed hereunder unless the application herein provided 
for shall be made and unless the resolutions herein provided for 
shall be adopted. 

Section 4. CONTENTS OF CERTIFICATE OF INCORPORA¬ 
TION. The certificate of incorporation of the authority shall 
state: (a) The names of the persons forming the authority, to¬ 
gether with the residence of each thereof, and a statement that 
each of them is a duly qualified elector of and owner of property 
in the county, (b) The name of the authority (which shall be 
“THE (NAME OF MAJOR CITY AND STATE) AIRPORT AU¬ 
THORITY” or some other name of similar import); (c) The 
period for the duration of the authority which shall be perpetual; 
(d) The location of its principal office which shall be in the coun¬ 
ty; (e) The number of directors which shall be five; (f) That 
such authority shall have all the rights, powers, privileges, duties 
and immunities as provided in this act; (g) That the authority 
is a governmental organization performing governmental and 
public functions and shall not in any respect be deemed to be a 
private business corporation or a public utility; and (h) any 
other matters relating to the authority that the incorporators may 
choose to insert and that is not inconsistent with this act or with 
the laws of the state. The form and contents of the certificate of 
incorporation of the authority must be submitted to and approved 
by the governing body of the county, and of the major and minor 
cities, which approval shall be evidenced by a resolution duly 
entered upon the minutes of such governing body. 

Section 5. EXECUTION AND RECORDING OF CERTIFI¬ 
CATE OF INCORPORATION. The certificate of incorporation 
of the authority shall be signed and acknowledged by the incorpo¬ 
rators before an officer authorized by the laws of the state to take 
acknowledgments of deeds and shall have attached thereto a cer¬ 
tified copy of the resolution provided for in the preceding Section 
4 of this act and a certificate by the Secretary of the State that 
the name proposed for the authority is not identical with that of 
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any other corporation organized under the laws of the state, or 
so nearly similar thereto as to lead to confusion and uncertainty. 
The certificate of incorporation of the authority, together with 
the documents required by the preceding sentence to be attached 
thereto, shall be filed for record in the office of the Judge of Pro¬ 
bate of the county, who shall forthwith receive and record the 
same. When such certificate of incorporation and attached docu¬ 
ments have been so filed, the authority referred to therein shall 
come into existence and shall constitute a body corporate and 
politic and a political subdivision of the state under the name 
set forth in such certificate of incorporation, whereupon the au¬ 
thority shall be vested with the rights and powers herein granted. 

Section 6. BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE AUTHORITY. 
The authority shall have a Board of Directors composed of five 
directors as provided in the certificate of incorporation. All pow¬ 
ers of the authority shall be exercised by the board or pursuant to 
its authorization. The directors shall be residents of the county 
and shall be elected for staggered terms of office as follows: Di¬ 
rector number one shall be elected by the governing body or gov¬ 
erning bodies of any minor city or cities within the county for an 
initial term of one year; director number two and director number 
four shall be elected by the governing body of the county for ini¬ 
tial terms of two years and four years, respectively; director num¬ 
ber three and director number five shall be elected by the gov¬ 
erning body of the major city for initial terms of three vears and 
five years, respectively; and thereafter the term of office of each 
director shall be five years and until his successor is appointed. 
If any director resigns, dies or becomes incapable of acting as a 
director, the governing body having elected such a director shall 
elect a successor to serve the unexpired portion of his term. In 
the event a successor is not appointed by such governing body 
within six months from the date of the vacancy, the remaining 
directors shall have the authority to name a replacement. Direc¬ 
tors shall be eligible for re-election to succeed themselves in of¬ 
fice. No director shall be an officer of the state, county, or city. 
No director or employee shall be interested directly or indirectly 
in any contract for work, material, or the profits thereof, or serv¬ 
ices to be performed for the authority; provided, however, that it 
shall be immaterial that an officer or employee of the authority 
may be an officer, director or stockholder of a bank or trust com¬ 
pany which may purchase the bonds or notes of the authority or 
make loans to it or act as paying agent for the principal and inter¬ 
est of any bonds or other obligations of the authority, or serve as 
trustee under an indenture securing the payment of bonds of the 
authority. A majority of the members of the board shall consti¬ 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business but any meeting of 
such board may be adjourned from time to time by a majority of 
the directors present or may be so adjourned by a single director 
if such director is the only director present at such meeting. Any 
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matter which the Board of Directors is authorized to act upon 
may be acted upon at any regular or called meeting. No vacancy 
in the membership of the board shall impair the right of a quorum 
to exercise all the powers and duties of the authority. The mem¬ 
bers of the board shall serve without compensation, except that 
they may be reimbursed for actual expenses incurred in and about 
the performance of their duties when authorized by the board. 

Section 7. OFFICERS OF THE AUTHORITY. The officers of 
the authority shall consist of a chairman, vice-chairman, a secre¬ 
tary, a treasurer, and such other officers as the board shall deem 
necessary to accomplish the purposes for which the authority was 
organized. The offices of secretary and treasurer may be held 
by the same person. The chairman and vice-chairman of the 
authority shall be elected by the board from its membership the 
treasurer, secretary and other officers of the authority need not 
be members of the board but shall be elected by the board. The 
Chairman, vice-chairman, secretary, treasurer or secretary-treas¬ 
urer and other officers authorized by this section shall serve as 
such officers at the pleasure of the board. The duties of the chair¬ 
man, vice-chairman, secretary and treasurer shall be such as are 
customarily performed by such officers and as are set by the 
board. 

Section 8. POWERS OF THE AUTHORITY—IN GENERAL. 
The authority shall have the following powers, together with all 
powers incidental thereto or necessary to the discharge thereof 
in corporate form: (1) to have succession by its corporate name 
for the duration of time (which shall be in perpetuity) specified 
in its certificate of incorporation; (2) to sue and be sued in its 
own name in civil suits and actions, excepting actions in tort 
against the authority; (3) to adopt and make use of a corporate 
seal and to alter the same at pleasure; (4) to adopt and alter by¬ 
laws for the regulation and conduct of its affairs and business; 
(5) to acquire, receive, take and hold, whether by purchase, gift, 
lease, devise, or otherwise, property of every description, whether 
real, personal or mixed, and to manage the same; (6) to execute 
such contracts and other instruments and take such other action 
as may be necessary or convenient to carry out the purposes of 
this act or the exercise of any authority or power granted here¬ 
under; (7) to plan, establish, develop, construct, enlarge, improve, 
maintain, equip, operate, regulate, and protect airports and air 
navigation facilities, within the county, including the acquisition, 
construction, installation, equipment, maintenance, and opera¬ 
tions at such airports of buildings and other facilities for the 
servicing of aircraft or for the comfort and accommodation of air 
travelers, and the purchase and sale of supplies, goods, and com¬ 
modities as are incident to the operation of its airport properties; 
(8) to construct, acquire, establish, improve, extend, enlarge, re¬ 
construct, equip, maintain, repair and operate heliports, aerial 
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aircraft (by whatever name such may be known) landing, load¬ 
ing or storage areas and transportation terminals; (9) to con¬ 
struct, acquire, establish, improve, extend, enlarge, reconstruct, 
equip, maintain, repair and operate buildings, structures and fa¬ 
cilities, suitable for use as retail shopping areas or centers, parks, 
exhibits, exhibitions or for the conduct of any lawful business, at 
upon or adjacent to any airport, heliport or aircraft landing area 
owned or operated by such authority, and to lease or let such 
buildings, structures and facilities or any one or more of them to 
such tenant or tenants, for such term or terms, at such compensa¬ 
tion or rental and subject to such provisions, limitations and con¬ 
ditions as the authority may require or approve; (10) to furnish 
or supply upon any airport, heliport or aircraft landing area, 
owned, operated by or under the jurisdiction of the authority, to 
persons and aircraft thereon, for reward or compensation, goods, 
commodities, area, facilities and services convenient or useful to 
the owners, operators and users of aircraft, and to persons upon 
said airport, heliport or aircraft landing area, including, without 
limiting the generality of the foregoing, food, lodging, shelter, 
lawful drinks, confections, reading matter, oil, gasoline, motors 
and aircraft, motor and aircraft parts and equipment, space in 
buildings, space for buildings, space for buildings and structures, 
and the services of mechanics, instructors and hostlers; (11) to 
confer upon individuals, firms, corporations or companies for re¬ 
ward or compensation the privilege or concession of supplying 
upon any airport, heliport or aircraft landing area owned, oper¬ 
ated by or under the jurisdiction of the authority, all or any part 
of the goods, commodities, things, services and facilities in sub- 
paragraph (10) of this section authorized to be supplied; (12) to 
acquire, by purchase, gift, devise, lease, or otherwise, existing air¬ 
ports and air navigation facilities in the county; (13) to borrow 
money for any corporate purpose and to issue in evidence of such 
borrowing interest bearing revenue bonds payable from the lim¬ 
ited sources hereinafter referred to; (14) to pledge for payment 
of such bonds any revenue and funds from which such bonds are 
made payable; (15) to make and enter into contracts, leases and 
agreements incidental to or necessary for the accomplishment of 
any purpose or purposes for which the authority was organized; 

(16) to exercise the power of eminent domain in the manner pro¬ 
vided by the General Laws of the State or as may be provided by 
any amendment thereof for the exercise of such power, with re¬ 
spect to any property, real, personal or mixed, including property 
already devoted to public use, or any interest in property, in¬ 
cluding property already devoted to public use, that the authority 
may determine to be reasonably necessary for the extension, 
maintenance, operation, protection, enlargement, improvement 
or preservation of an existing airport or existing airport facility; 

(17) to appoint, employ, contract with and provide for compensa¬ 
tion of such officers, employees and agents, including engineers. 
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attorneys, consultants, fiscal advisers and such other persons as 
the business of the authority may require, including the power to 
fix working conditions by general rule and other conditions of 
employment and at its option to provide a system of disability 
pay, retirement compensation and pensions, or any of them and 
to employ and discharge servants, agents, employees and officers 
at will; (18) to fix, establish, collect and alter landing fees, tolls, 
rents and other charges for the use of any airport, heliport, land¬ 
ing area, building, structure, facility or other property owned or 
controlled by the authority; (19) to make and enforce rules and 
regulations governing the use of any airport, heliport, landing 
area or airport facility owned or controlled by the authority; (20) 
to provide for such insurance as the board may deem advisable; 
(21) to invest any funds of the authority that the board may de¬ 
termine are not presently needed for its corporate purposes in any 
obligations which are direct general obligations of the United 
States of America or which are unconditionally guaranteed as to 
both principal and interest by the United States of America or in 
bonds of the State of Alabama or any municipality thereof; (22) 
to cooperate with the state of Alabama, any department or agency 
of the State of Alabama, any county of the state, any municipality 
of the state and any other political subdivision of the state, and 
to make such contracts with such agencies as the board may deem 
advisable; (23) to sell and convey any of its real, personal or 
mixed property or properties that may have become obsolete or 
worn out or that may no longer be needed or useful in connection 
with, or in the operation of, the airport or facility with respect to 
which they were acquired; provided, however, that the authority 
shall not have the power to sell or convey and shall not sell or 
convey any rights, title or interest in or to any real property 
which was acquired from any municipality without the consent 
of the municipality from which the property was acquired, to 
such sale or conveyance; said consent to be evidenced by resolu¬ 
tion duly entered on the minutes of the governing body of such 
municipality; (24) to receive and accept grants for or in aid of 
the construction, extension, improvement, maintenance or oper¬ 
ation of any airport, heliport or airport facility from the United 
States of America or any agency thereof, and from the State of 
Alabama, any department or agency thereof, any county of the 
state, any municipality of the state, or other political subdivision 
thereof, and to receive and accept money, property, labor or other 
things of value from any source whatever; (25) to purchase 
equipment and supplies necessary or convenient for the exercise 
of any power of the authority; (26) to borrow money on such 
terms as are acceptable to the authority for any corporate pur¬ 
pose and execute and deliver its promissory note or notes, and 
such other agreements within the provisions of this act as may 
be reasonably necessary or required to consummate the loan and 
secure the payment of the indebtedness; (27) to enter into a 
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management agreement or agreements with any political subdi¬ 
vision of the state for the management by the Authority of any 
airport or other facilities useful to the Authority upon such terms 
and conditions as may be agreed upon between the Authority and 
such political subdivision. 

Section 9. POWERS OF THE AUTHORITY-MISCELLANE¬ 
OUS. The Authority and its authorized agents and employees 
may enter upon any lands, water or premises for the purpose of 
making such surveys, soundings, drillings and examinations as it 
may deem necessary or convenient to the efficient accomplish¬ 
ment of the purposes for which it was organized. Such an entry 
shall not be deemed a trespass or an entry under any condemna¬ 
tion proceedings that may then be pending. The authority shall 
make reimbursement for any actual damages resulting to such 
lands, water and premises as a result of such activities, which 
damages shall be deemed a part of the cost of the airport or air¬ 
port facility with respect to the development of which they were 
sustained. 

Section 10. FEDERAL AND STATE AID. The authority is 
authorized to accept, receive, receipt for, disburse, and expend 
federal and state moneys and other moneys, public or private 
made available by grant or loan or both, to accomplish, in whole 
or in part, any of the purposes of this act. All federal moneys ac¬ 
cepted under this section shall be accepted and expended by the 
authority upon such terms and conditions as are prescribed by 
the United States and as are not inconsistent with the laws of this 
state and all state moneys accepted under this section shall be 
accepted and expended by the authority upon such terms and con¬ 
ditions as are prescribed by law. 

Section 11. COUNTIES AND MUNICIPAL CORPORA¬ 
TIONS. 

1. For the purpose of aiding and cooperating in the planning, 
undertaking, construction, or operation of airports, heliports and 
air navigation facilities pursuant to the provisions of this act the 
county or any city located in the County with or without con¬ 
sideration, and upon such terms as it may determine, may; 

(a) Donate, sell, convey, transfer, or lease any land, prop¬ 
erty, or grant any easement, license, or lease, which it may own 
to the authority; Provided, that if the county or any municipality 
in the county has bonds, warrants, or other obligations outstand¬ 
ing the proceeds of which were used in acquiring any lands for 
use of the airport, and such lands are without consideration con¬ 
veyed to the authority under this section, the county and the mu¬ 
nicipalities in the county shall participate in the payment of the 
balance due on such bonds, warrants, or other outstanding obli¬ 
gations in the proportion set out in Paragraph 2 of this section; 
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(b) Donate, sell, convey or lease any airport, airport property, 
heliport or heliport property or any interest therein owned by it 
to the authority; 

(c) Donate, sell or convey to the authority any right, title or 
interest it may have in any lease, contract, agreement, license or 
grant, involving any property owned by such County or City. 

2. Neither the county nor any municipality in the county shall 
appropriate any money as a gift or grant to the authority or fur¬ 
nish or give to the authority without adequate consideration any 
land hereafter acquired, any services, utilities or materials or the 
cost thereof unless the county, the major municipality in the 
county, and the minor municipalities in the county jointly con¬ 
tribute or participate in such gift, grant or cost of acquiring land, 
furnishing such services, utilities, or materials on the following 
basis: the major city shall contribute 50% of such gift, grant or 
cost; minor cities in the aggregate shall contribute 4% of such 
gift, grant or cost; and the county shall contribute 46% of such 
gift, grant or cost. Subject to the above requirements that the 
county and the municipalities in the county jointly participate, 
in the proportion aforesaid, in such gift or grant of money or cost 
of acquiring land or furnishing such services, utilities or materials 
to the authority without receiving from the authority adequate 
consideration therefor, the county and any municipality in the 
county, and upon such terms as it may determine, may: 

(a) Lend or donate money to the authority; 

(b) Cause water, sewer, or drainage facilities, or any other 
facilities which it is empowered to provide, to be furnished ad¬ 
jacent to or in connection with such airports or air navigation 
facilities; 

(c) Furnish, dedicate, close, pave, repair, install, grade, re¬ 
grade, plan or replan streets, roads, roadways, and walks from 
established streets or roads to such airport or air navigation facili¬ 
ties; or abutting or adjacent to such airports or air navigation fa¬ 
cilities; 

(d) Do any and all things, whether or not specifically author¬ 
ized in this section and not otherwise prohibited by law, that are 
necessary or convenient to aid and cooperate with the authority 
in the planning, undertaking, construction, or operation of air¬ 
ports, heliports and air navigation facilities; 

(e) Enter into agreements with the authority respecting ac¬ 
tion to be taken by the county or any municipality pursuant to the 
provisions of this act or any section thereof. 

Section 12. SUITS AGAINST THE AUTHORITY OR ANY 
DIRECTOR. No action or suit shall be brought or maintained 
against the authority or any director thereof, for or on account of 
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the negligence of such authority or director, or its or his agents, 
servants or employees, in or about the construction, maintenance, 
operation, superintendence or management of any airport, heli¬ 
port or other facility, owned or controlled by the authority. 

Section 13. BONDS OF THE AUTHORITY, (a) The au¬ 
thority shall have the power and is hereby authorized at any time 
and from time to time to issue and sell its interest bearing reve¬ 
nue bonds for any of its corporate purposes. The principal of 
and the interest on any such bonds shall be payable solely from, 
and may be secured by the pledge of, the revenues derived from 
the authority from the operation of any or all of its airports, heli¬ 
ports, facilities and other property, remaining after payment of 
the costs of operating and maintaining the same. None of the 
bonds of the authority shall ever constitute an obligation or debt 
of the state, the county or any city in the county, of a charge 
against the credit or taxing powers of the state, the county or 
any city in the county. Bonds of the authority may be issued at 
any time and from time to time, may be in such form and denom¬ 
inations, may be of such tenor, may be payable in such install¬ 
ments and at such time or times not exceeding forty years from 
their date, may be payable at such place or places whether within 
or without the state, and may bear interest at such rate or rates 
not in excess of the legal rate, payable and evidenced in such man¬ 
ner, all as shall not be inconsistent with the provisions of this act 
and as may be provided in the proceedings of the board wherein 
the bonds shall be authorized to be issued. Any bond having 
specified a maturity more than ten years after its date shall be 
made subject to redemption at the option of the authority at the 
expiration of ten years from its date and on any interest payment 
date thereafter at such price or prices and after such notice or 
notices and on such terms and in such manner as may be provided 
in the proceedings of the board wherein it is authorized to be is¬ 
sued. Bonds of the authority may be sold at either public or pri¬ 
vate sale in such manner and from time to time as may be deter¬ 
mined by the board to be most advantageous. The authority may 
pay all expenses, premiums, fees and commissions that the board 
may deem necessary or advantageous in connection with the au¬ 
thorization, sale and issuance of its bonds. All bonds shall con¬ 
tain a recital that they are issued pursuant to the provisions of 
this act with recital shall be conclusive that they have been duly 
authorized pursuant to the provisions of this act. All bonds is¬ 
sued under the provisions of this act shall be and hereby are de¬ 
clared to be negotiable instruments under the laws of the state 
despite the fact that they are payable from a limited source. 

Section 14. EXECUTION OF BONDS. All bonds shall be 
signed by the chairman or vice-chairman and the treasurer of the 
authority and the seal of the authority shall be affixed thereto, 
but a facsimile of the signature of such chairman or vice-chair- 
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man may be impressed on any such bonds in lieu of his manually 
signing the same, in which case only the manual signature of the 
treasurer shall be required. Coupons shall be signed by the chair¬ 
man or vice-chairman and the treasurer of the authority, but a 
facsimile of the signature of such chairman or vice-chairman and 
the treasurer may be impressed on any such interest coupons in 
lieu of their manually signing the same. Delivery of bonds so 
executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers 
or in the seal of the authority after the signing and sealing of the 
bonds. 

Section 15. SECURITY FOR BONDS. In the discretion of the 
issuing authority any bonds may be issued under and secured 
by an indenture between the authority and a corporate trustee, 
which may be any trust company or bank having trust powers, 
whether such bank or trust company is located within or without 
the state. In any such indenture or resolution providing for the 
issuance of bonds the authority may pledge, for payment of the 
principal of and the interest on such bonds, any of its revenues to 
which its right then exists or may thereafter come into existence 
and the proceeds derived from the sale of such bonds and may as¬ 
sign, as security for such payment, any of its leases, franchises, 
permits and contracts) provided, however, that such indenture 01 
resolution shall not convey or mortgage (except to the extent pro¬ 
vided hereinafter in this section) any airport, heliport, building 
or facility or part thereof. In any indenture or resolution author¬ 
izing the issuance of bonds and pledging for the benefit thereof 
revenues from any one or more of its airports, heliports, buildings 
or facilities, the authority shall have the power to agree to pro¬ 
visions customarily contained in instruments securing evidence 
of indebtedness, including without limiting the foregoing pro¬ 
visions respecting the collection, segregation and application of 
any rental or other revenue due to or to become due to the author¬ 
ity, the terms to be incorporated in any lease agreement respect¬ 
ing any property of the authority, the maintenance and insurance 
of any building or structure owned by the authority, the creation 
and maintenance of special funds from any revenue of the author¬ 
ity and the rights and remedies available in the event of default 
to the holder of the bonds or the trustee under the indenture, all 
as the board shall deem advisable and as shall not be in conflict 
with the provisions of this act. If there be any default by the au¬ 
thority in payment of the principal of or the interest on the bonds 
or in any of the agreements on the part of the authority that may 
properly be included in any indenture securing the bonds, any 
holder of any of the bonds or any of the coupons, or the trustee 
under any indenture if so authorized in such indenture, may 
either at law or in equity, by suit, action, mandamus or other pro¬ 
ceedings, enforce payment of such principal or interest and com¬ 
pel performance of all duties of the board and officers of the au¬ 
thority, and shall be entitled as a matter of right and regardless 
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of the suffiicency of any such security to the appointment of a 
receiver in equity with all the powers of such receiver for the 
operation and maintenance of the property of the authority cov¬ 
ered by such indenture and the collection, segregation and appli¬ 
cation of revenues therefrom; provided that any such indenture 
shall not be subject to foreclosure and shall not be construed so as 
to authorize the sale of any property covered thereby or any part 
thereof in satisfaction of the bonds secured thereby. The inden¬ 
ture may contain provisions regarding the rights and remedies of 
any trustee thereunder and the holders of the bonds and the cou¬ 
pons, and may contain provisions restricting the individual rights 
of action of the holders of the bonds and coupons. 

Section 16. USE OF PROCEEDS FROM SALE OF BONDS. 
The proceeds derived from the sale of any bonds (other than re¬ 
funding bonds) may be used only to pay the cost of acquiring, 
constructing, improving, enlarging and equipping the airport and 
facilities with respect to which they were issued, as may be speci¬ 
fied in the proceedings in which the bonds are authorized to be 
issued. Such cost shall be deemed to include the following: the 
cost of any land forming a part of such airport and facilities; the 
cost of the labor, material and supplies used in any such construc¬ 
tion, improvement or enlargement, including architect’s, engi¬ 
neer s and fiscal consultant’s fees and the cost of preparing con¬ 
tract documents and advertising for bids; the purchase price of 
and the cost of installing equipment for the airport and facilities; 
the cost of landscaping the lands forming a part of such airport 
and facilities and of constructing and installing roads, sidewalks, 
curbs, gutters, utilities, and parking places in connection with the 
airport and facilities; legal, fiscal and recording fees and expenses 
incurred in connection with the authorization, sale and issuance of 
the bonds issued in connection with such airport and facilities; 
and interest on said bonds for a reasonable period prior to and 
during the time required for such construction and equipment and 
the repayment of any money borrowed by the authority (except 
upon its revenue bonds) for such purpose or purposes. If any 
of the proceeds derived from the sale of said bonds remain undis¬ 
bursed after completion of such work and payment of all of the 
said costs and expenses, such balance shall be used for retirement 
of the principal of the bonds of the same issue, either through 
purchase of bonds in open market or through the redemption 
privilege of the authority. 

Section 17. REFUNDING BONDS. The authority may at any 
time and from time to time issue refunding bonds for the purpose 
of refunding the principal of and interest on any bonds of the 
corporation theretofore issued hereunder and then outstanding, 
whether or not such principal and interest shall have matured at 
the time of such refunding, and for the payment of any expenses 
incurred in connection with such refunding and any premium 
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necesary to be paid in order to redeem or retire the bonds to be 
refunded. The proceeds derived from the sale of any refunding 
bonds shall be used only for the purposes for which the refunding 
bonds were authorized to be issued. Any such refunding may be 
effected either by sale of the refunding bonds and the application 
of the proceeds thereof, or by exchange of the refunding bonds for 
the bonds or interest coupons to be refunded thereby; provided 
that the holders of any bonds or coupons so to be refunded shall 
not be compelled without their consent to surrender their bonds 
or coupons for payment or exchange prior to the date on which 
they may be paid or redeemed by call of the authority under 
their respective provisions. All provisions of this act pertaining 
to bonds of the authority that are not inconsistent with the pro¬ 
visions of this section shall, to the extent applicable, also apply to 
refunding bonds issued by the authority. 

Section 18. EXEMPTION FROM TAXATION. The bonds is¬ 
sued by the authority and the income therefrom shall be exempt 
from all taxation in the state. All property of the authority shall 
be exempt from state, county and city taxation; and the authority 
shall be exempt from license or privilege taxes levied by the 
state, county or city upon any business or activities conducted or 
engaged in by said authority; provided, however, this exemption 
shall not be construed to exempt concessionnaires, licensees, ten¬ 
ants, operators, or lessees of the authority from the payment of 
any taxes, including licenses or privilege taxes levied by the state, 
county or city. 

Section 19. REMEDIES ON DEFAULT. If there be any de¬ 
fault in the payment of the principal of or interest on any bonds 
issued hereunder, then the holder of any of the bonds and of any 
of the interest coupons applicable thereto and the trustee under 
any indenture, or any one or more of them, (a) may either at law 
or in equity, by suit, action, mandamus, or other proceeding, com¬ 
pel performance of all duties of the officers and directors of the 
authority with respect to the use of funds for the payment of the 
bonds and for the performance of the agreements of the authority 
contained in the proceedings under which they were issued, and 
(b) regardless of the sufficiency of the security for the bonds in 
default and as a matter of right, shall be entitled to the appoint¬ 
ment of a receiver to administer and operate the airport and other 
properties of the authority out of the revenues from which the 
bonds issued with respect thereto are payable, with power to 
make leases and fix and collect rents, tolls and fees sufficient to 
provide for the payment of the principal and interest on the bonds 
and any other obligations outstanding against the airport and 
facilities or the revenues therefrom and for the payment of the 
expenses of operating and maintaining the airport and facilities, 
and with power to apply the income therefrom in accordance with 
the provisions of the proceedings under which the bonds were 
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authorized to be issued. The remedies herein specified shall be 
cumulative to all other remedies which may otherwise be avail¬ 
able for the benefit of the holders of the bonds and the coupons 
applicable thereto. 

Section 20. INVESTMENT OF MUNICIPAL FUNDS IN 
BONDS OF THE AUTHORITY. The governing body of any mu¬ 
nicipality or any county of this state is authorized in its discretion 
to invest in bonds of the authority. 

Section 21. ELIGIBILITY OF BONDS AS INVESTMENT 
FOR TRUST FUNDS. Bonds issued under the provisions of this 
act are hereby made legal investments for executors, administra¬ 
tors, trustees and other fiduciaries and for savings banks and in¬ 
surance companies organized under the laws of the state. 

Section 22. NOTICE OF BOND RESOLUTION. Upon the 
adoption by the board of any resolution providing for the issu¬ 
ance of bonds, the authority may in its discretion, cause to be pub¬ 
lished once a week for two consecutive weeks, in a newspaper 
published in the major municipality, or if there is no newspaper 
published in the major municipality, then in a newspaper pub¬ 
lished in the county, a notice in substantially the following form 
(the blanks being properly filled in) at the end of which there 
shall be printed the name and title of either the chairman or sec¬ 
retary of the authority: “-, a public corporation 

and a political subdivision of the state of Alabama, on the 

day of __ -, authorized the issuance of $ ., 

principal amount of revenue bonds of the said corporation for 
purposes authorized in the act of the Legislature of Alabama un¬ 
der which the said corporation was organized. Any action or pro¬ 
ceeding questioning the validity of the said bonds, or the pledge 
and the indenture to secure the same, of the proceedings author¬ 
izing the same, must be commenced within twenty days after the 
first publication of this notice.” Any action or proceeding in any 
court to set aside or question the proceeding for the issuance of 
the bonds referred to in said notice or to contest the validity of 
any such bonds, or the validity of the pledge and indenture made 
therefor, must be commenced within twenty days after the first 
publication of such notice. After the expiration of the said period 
no right of action or defense questioning or attacking the validity 
of the said proceedings or of the said bonds, or the said pledge or 
indenture shall be asserted, nor shall the validity of the said pro¬ 
ceedings, bonds, pledge or indenture be open to question in any 
court on any ground whatsoever except in an action commenced 
within such period. 

Section 23. AUDITS. At least once every twelve months sub¬ 
sequent to the formation of the authority, the authority shall ap¬ 
point and employ a Certified Public Accountant who shall make 
an examination in detail of all books and accounts of the authority 
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since the preceding examination and make a full report thereof 
in writing to be submitted to the authority and spread upon its 
minute book at the first meeting of the board after the receipt of 
said report. A copy of each such report shall on request be fur- 
nished to the county and to any municipality in the county. 

Section 24. TREASURER’S BOND. The Treasurer of the 
Authority shall give bond in such sum as the authority may pre¬ 
scribe for the faithful performance of his duties and the safe cus¬ 
tody of the funds of the authority, which bonds shall be executed 
by a surety company authorized to engage in the surety business 
in the state of Alabama and satisfactory to the board and the 
premium on such bond shall be paid out of the funds of the au¬ 
thority. The Treasurer shall keep books showing accurately the 
financial condition of the authority. 

Section 25. PROVISIONS CUMULATIVE. This act shall not 
be construed as a restriction or limitation upon any power, right 
or remedy which any municipality or any corporation or author¬ 
ity now in existence or hereafter formed may have in the absence 
thereof, and shall be construed as cumulative and independent 
thereof. 

Section 26. SEVERABILITY. This act is hereby declared to 
be severable. Should any section or provision hereof be held 
invalid or unenforceable by a court of competent jurisdiction, 
said holding shall not invalidate or render unenforceable the re¬ 
maining provisions or sections hereof. 

Section 27. EFFECTIVE DATE. This act shall become effec¬ 
tive immediately upon its approval by the Governor or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

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inhabitants, according to the last or any subsequent federal de¬ 
cennial census, shall be entitled to reimbursment for expenses in¬ 
curred in the performance of his duties, to be paid from the coun¬ 
ty treasury in the amount of One Hundred dollars per month, on 
vouchers or warrants drawn in the manner prescribed by law for 
the payment of his compensation.

AN ACT 

Providing further for the operation of the county board of equali¬ 
zation of each county having a population of not less than 80,000 nor 
more than 94,000, according to the last or any subsequent federal decen¬ 
nial census; further regulating the term of service, compensation, and 
expense allowance of the members of the board; making further provi¬ 
sion in regard to the office space and office fixtures and supplies of the 
board; and providing for the employment of a secretary-appraiser by the 
board and other employees of the board. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. In each county having a population of not less than 
80,000 nor more than 94,000, according to the last or any subse¬ 
quent federal decennial census, the members of the county board 
of equalization shall meet on October first of each year, and at 
such times thereafter as the board may in its discretion deem 
necessary to the proper performance of its duties, and each mem¬ 
ber of the board shall be paid at the rate of ten dollars ($10.00) 
per diem; provided, however, that the board shall not meet, nor 
shall the members receive pay, for more than one hundred eighty 
(180) working days during any one tax year; provided, however, 
that the county governing body is authorized to grant the board 
the right to meet any additional time necessary for the proper 
performance of the duties of the board. The board and its em¬ 
ployees shall be allowed annual traveling expenses in such 
amount as may be prescribed by the court of county commission¬ 
ers, board of revenue or like governing body of the county, and 
such traveling expense shall be paid monthly to each member of 
the board and its employees on vouchers approved by the chair¬ 
man of the board and the county governing body. At its meet¬ 
ing on October first of each year the members of the board shall 
select one of its members to act as chairman of the board for the 
ensuing year and make such rules and regulations as may be 
necessary for the proper performance of its duties, as prescribed 
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by law, relative to the assessment and valuation of property for 
taxation. 

Section 2. The board of equalization of each county to which 
this Act applies may employ a secretary-appraiser, who shall 
serve for a term of four years from the effective date of this Act 
and shall receive such salary as may be fixed by the court of 
county commissioners, board of revenue or like governing body 
of the county; provided, however, that the salary paid the secre¬ 
tary-appraiser must be substantially equal to the salaries received 
by the chief clerks in the offices of the tax assessor and the tax 
collector of the county. Such board of equalization may employ 
two (2) inventory clerks at a salary of $265.00 per month each or 
such additional sum as may be authorized by the county govern¬ 
ing body. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue 
or like governing body of the county shall furnish and supply the 
county board of equalization with adequate office space, neces¬ 
sary furniture and equipment, all necessary books, maps, sta¬ 
tionery, and printed blanks as in the discretion of such governing 
body may be necessary for the effective performance of the duties 
required of the county board of equalization, and such other em¬ 
ployees as may be necessary to the proper discharge of the duties 
of the board. 

Section 3. The per diem of the chairman and board members 
and the expense allowance provide the board, together with the 
salary of the secretary-appraiser and other employees appointed 
or employed by the board, shall be paid in the same manner and 
proportion as prescribed by law for the payment of the compen¬ 
sation and expenses of members of the boards of equalization of 
the several counties of the State. 

Section 4. Such board of equalization shall make whatever 
investigations it shall deem necessary and proper regarding fail¬ 
ure to assess or improper assessments; and may make escape as¬ 
sessments on any day such board is authorized to meet. 

Section 5. The Tax Assessor of such county shall deliver to 
such board lists of all new assessments within thirty (30) days 
after such new assessments are made. 

Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 7. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed.

AN ACT 

To apply in and only in each county in this state having a population 
of 500.000 or more, according to the 1950 or any succeeding decennial 
federal census: to regulate junk dealers and scrap metal processors in 
such counties; to provide for inspection prior to purchase or sale, melting, 
altering or defacing of certain scrap; to make the purchase or sale, melt¬ 
ing, altering or defacing of other scrap lawful; to require a record of 
each purchase of scrap; to require a daily report of purchases from retail 
sources to the chief law enforcement officer of such county; to permit 
furnaces or melting pots in certain instances; to authorize the chief law 
enforcement officer of any municipality in such county to prohibit the 
sale or disposition of certain scrap; to give the right of inspection of 
scrap on the scrap yard or premises of any junk dealer or scrap metal 
processor; to prohibit purchases of scrap from minors under eighteen 
years of age; to prescribe the penalties for violation of this Act; and to 
make Alabama Code of 1940, Title 14, Chapter 52, Sections 327 to 330, and 
present municipal ordinances inapplicable to junk dealers and scrap 
metal processors in the counties to which this Act applies. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Territorial Application of Act. This Act shall apply 
in and only in the counties having a population of 500,000 or more 
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according to the 1950 Federal or any succeeding decennial Fed¬ 
eral census and shall supersede all statutes and municipal ordi¬ 
nances applying to junk dealers and scrap metal processors (as 
herein defined) in such counties. 

Section 2. Findings of Fact. It is hereby found and deter¬ 
mined that the circumstances and conditions under which the 
business of handling scrap is conducted in the larger, more popu¬ 
lous and more industrialized areas of the state and more particu¬ 
larly in counties which now have a population of 500,000 or more 
according to the 1950 Federal census are different from those in 
the smaller, less populous and less industrialized areas and thus 
require different regulations in the interest of the public safety, 
convenience and welfare; and that it is in the interest of the pub¬ 
lic safety, convenience and welfare that, as the counties of the 
state hereafter attain a population of 500,000 or more according to 
any succeeding Federal decennial census, the provisions of this 
Act shall become applicable to the exclusion of presently applica¬ 
ble statutory provisions and municipal ordinances. It is further 
found and determined that the business of acquiring and grading, 
cutting, preparing, processing and refining scrap metal for indus¬ 
trial consumption as presently conducted in counties having a 
population of 500,000 or more according to the 1950 decennial Fed¬ 
eral census, by scrap metal processors (as hereinafter defined) 
and as generally conducted in counties of such size, has become 
one of the larger businesses in the country, conducted in the same 
manner as other large businesses, and with the same necessity 
for accurate business records and prompt decisions and action; 
that persons qualifying as scrap metal processors are engaged in 
an essential business; important in our economy, and necessary 
for the manufacture of important industrial products; and that 
scrap dealers and scrap metal processors conduct their business 
and affairs in a manner different from that of junk dealers as 
heretofore known and as provided in Title 14, sections 327-330, 
Alabama Code of 1940, and earlier statutory provisions. 

Section 3. Definitions. The following words and phrases shall 
have the following meanings in this Act: 

(a) The word “person” shall mean and include persons, firms, 
partnerships, associations, corporations, or organizations of any 
kind. 

(b) The word “scrap” shall mean and include all metals, 
whether ferrous or non-ferrous, whether in pig or other form, 
when sold as scrap, junk or salvage, to or by any junk dealer, or 
scrap metal processor. Without limiting the generality of the 
foregoing, scrap shall include any used or second-hand part of a 
railroad car, streetcar, locomotive, rails, railroad equipment, rail¬ 
road journals, knuckle pins, railroad brasses, machinery, plumb¬ 
ing fixtures or parts thereof, building materials, parts of an auto- 
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mobile, bus or motorcycle, gas or electric fixtures or appliances 
or parts thereof, household hardware, wire, cable, sewer manhole 
covers, storm water inlet covers, bearings, valves, pipe fittings or 
other used or second-hand metal articles sold or delivered as junk, 
scrap, or salvage. 

(c) The words “sale” or “sell” shall include any transfer of 
posesssion and the word “purchase” shall include any acquisition 
of possession, whether by sale, barter, gift, bailment, or other¬ 
wise, but shall not include the leaving of scrap on the yard or 
premises of a junk dealer or scrap metal processor where payment 
of the purchase price has not been made but awaits only an inspec¬ 
tion or the expiration of the required time interval after notice of 
intention to make a retail purchase. 

(d) The phrase “scrap metal processors” shall mean and in¬ 
clude any person who: 

(1) is engaged in the purchase and sale of scrap; and 

(2) regularly purchases scrap in carload lots or other large 
shipments, directly from wholesale sources (as hereinafter de¬ 
fined) having a value of at least 50% of his total purchases; and 

(3) owns and operates at a fixed or established place of busi¬ 
ness in the county at least four separate classes of the following 
enumerated classes of equipment, necessary for the sorting, 
grading, cutting, preparing, processing and refining of scrap for 
direct shipment to industrial consumers, said enumerated classes 
of equipment being: torch, crane, magnet, shear, breaking ball, 
press, melting pot (furnace or crucible) and railroad siding and 
loading facilities; and 

(4) has annual gross receipts from the sale of scrap of not less 
than $100,000 a year. 

(e) The phrase “junk dealer” shall mean and include any 
person who is engaged in the business of buying and selling scrap, 
who has an established or fixed place of business in the County 
and who is not a scrap metal processor, as hereinabove defined. 

(f) The phrase “wholesale source” shall mean and include 
scrap metal processors, junk dealers, railroads, mines, well estab¬ 
lished and recognized industries, public utilities, licensed plumb¬ 
ers, licensed electricians, licensed automobile sales agencies, li¬ 
censed automobile wreckers and other licensed and established 
businesses, federal government installations and agencies, states, 
counties, municipalities and other public bodies. 

(g) The phrase “retail source” shall mean any source other 
than a wholesale source. 

(h) The phrase “industrial consumers” shall mean and in¬ 
clude well established and recognized foundries, mills, smelters, 
refiners and manufacturers. 
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(i) The phrase “the County” shall mean any County to which 
this Act applies or shall apply. 

(j) The phrase “the City” shall mean any city, town, or other 
incorporated municipality of the state located in any County to 
which this Act applies and in which the business of the junk deal¬ 
er or scrap metal processor is located. 

Section 4. Notice, Opportunity and Request for Inspection. 
No junk dealer or scrap metal processor shall purchase from a 
~°tail source any pig iron, railroad material, whether ferrous or 
non-ferrous, cast iron pipe or fittings, tuyere metals, bulldozers, 
roadscrapers, plumbing fixtures, office equipment, electric motors 
or any parts of any of the foregoing, without first mailing a no¬ 
tice of intention to purchase properly addressed to the Chief of 
Police or other chief law enforcement officer of the City at least 
48 hours before such proposed sale. Saturdays, Sundays and legal 
holidays shall be excluded in computing such 48 hours. Such 
notice shall describe the scrap to be purchased and give the name 
and address of the proposed seller. In the event that any junk 
dealer or scrap metal processor shall have reasonable cause to be¬ 
lieve that any person offering any scrap for sale to him, whether 
from a wholesale source or a retail source, is not the lawful own¬ 
er of such scrap or that such person does not have the lawful au¬ 
thority to sell such scrap, he shall notify the chief of police or 
other chief law enforcement officer of the City and the scrap shall 
be inspected by a police officer of the City before the junk dealer 
or scrap metal processor shall have the right to purchase such 
scrap. Whether a junk dealer or scrap metal processor shall have 
reasonable cause or any cause whatsoever to believe that the per¬ 
son offering any scrap for sale to him is not the owner or does not 
have lawful authority to sell such scrap, he may, at his option, 
and without in any way implying any impropriety to the person 
offering to sell such scrap and with or without the consent of such 
person, advise the chief of police or other chief law enforcement 
officer of the City of the proposed sale, and he may also request 
an inspection thereof by a police officer of the City. No junk 
dealer or scrap metal processor shall be liable for any action taken 
by a police officer as a result of any such notice or any such in¬ 
spection provided for in this section. 

Section 5. Purchases which may be made without Notice and 
Inspection. It shall be lawful for any junk dealer or scrap metal 
processor to purchase any scrap direct from any wholesale source 
and also any scrap other than pig iron, aluminum pigs, railroad 
material, whether ferrous or non-ferrous, cast iron pipe or fit¬ 
tings, tuyere metals, bulldozers, roadscrapers, plumbing fixtures, 
office equipment electric motors or parts of any of the foregoing, 
from any retail source without any prior notice of such purchase 
to, or opportunity to inspect the same by any law enforcement of- 
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ficer except as otherwise provided in the fourth sentence of the 
preceding section of this Act. 

Section 6. Record of Purchases. Every junk dealer and scrap 
metal processor shall keep a complete record of each purchase of 
scrap metal, whether from a wholesale source or a retail source. 
The record shall include a complete description of the scrap pur¬ 
chased, the purchase price, the time when purchased, and the 
name and address, license number and other available indentifi- 
cation of the person from whom purchased. Such record shall be 
kept on forms approved by the chief of police or other chief law 
enforcement officer of the City . Such record shall be retained 
for at least one year following the date of purchase and shall be 
available at all reasonable times for inspection by the sheriff or 
other chief law enforcement officer of the County and by the 
chief of police or other chief law enforcement officer of the City. 

Section 7. Daily Report. Every junk dealer and scrap metal 
processor who shall purchase any scrap from any retail source 
shall mail to the chief of police or other chief law enforcement 
officer of the City, a daily report of all purchases from retail 
sources and the same information concerning such scrap as is re¬ 
quired by the preceding section of this Act to be kept as a record. 

Section 8. Sale or other Disposition of Scrap. No junk dealer 
or scrap metal processor shall sell any scrap purchased from a re¬ 
tail source or permit any of his scrap purchased from a retail 
source to be sold until the expiration of forty-eight hours after he 
shall have mailed his daily report required by the preceding sec¬ 
tion properly addressed to the chief of police or other chief law 
enforcement officer of the City. Saturdays and Sundays and legal 
holidays shall be excluded in computing such forty-eight hour 
notice. It shall be lawful for any junk dealer or scrap metal proc¬ 
essor, to sell or otherwise dispose of any scrap to an industrial 
consumer or to a junk dealer who is licensed by the City or to a 
scrap metal processor who is licensed by the City, or to sell any 
article for use for the purpose originally intended though sold as 
salvage or second hand merchandise without notice to or the op¬ 
portunity to inspect the same by any law enforcement officer, ex¬ 
cept as otherwise provided in cases of notice by the chief of po¬ 
lice or other chief law enforcement officer of the City in Section 
10 hereof. 

Section 9. Melting Pot or Furnace; Melting or Alteration of 
Scrap. It shall be lawful for any scrap metal processor to own 
and operate as a part of his processing equipment any melting 
pot, furnace or crucible. No junk dealer or scrap metal processor 
shall melt, alter, change or deface or permit to be melted, altered, 
changed or defaced any scrap purchased from a retail source until 
the expiration of forty-eight hours after he shall have mailed 
his daily report required by section seven of this Act, properly 
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addressed to the chief of police or other chief law enforcement of¬ 
ficer of the City. Saturdays, Sundays and legal holidays shall be 
excluded in computing such forty-eight hours. No notice of or 
waiting period for any such melting, alteration, change or deface¬ 
ment by a scrap metal processor of scrap purchased from a whole¬ 
sale source shall, however, be required. 

Section 10. Authority of Chief Law Enforcement Officer of 
City to Require Inspection of Scrap Prior to Sale. The chief of 
police or other chief law enforcement officer of the City shall 
have authority to prohibit the sale of all or any designated part 
of the purchases or any designated items of the scrap of any junk 
dealer or scrap metal processor purchased by him from a retail 
source or from another junk dealer or scrap metal processor for 
such reasonable periods not exceedings ten days or until inspec¬ 
tion thereof can be made by such chief of police or other chief law 
enforcement officer, as he shall by written notice to such junk 
dealer or scrap metal processor prescribe. Upon receipt of such 
written notice any junk dealer or scrap metal processor shall set 
aside and hold for such reasonable time as designated or until 
inspection shall have been completed the scrap therein desig¬ 
nated. It shall be the duty of the chief of police or other chief 
law enforcement officer to see that scrap so designated for inspec¬ 
tion is inspected at the earliest practicable time. 

Section 11. Right of Inspection. The chief of police or other 
chief law enforcement officer of the City or sheriff or other chief 
law enforcement officer of the County or any other law enforce¬ 
ment officer designated in writing by either of them, shall have 
the right to inspect any scrap on the yard or premises of any junk 
dealer or scrap metal processor at all reasonable times.. 

Section 12. Purchases from Certain Minors. It shall be un¬ 
lawful for any junk peddler, junk dealer or scrap metal processor 
to buy or receive any scrap from any person under the age of eigh- 
ten years. 

Section 13. Penalty. Any person violating any of the provi¬ 
sions of this Act shall, upon conviction, be fined not exceeding 
$500 and may be sentenced to hard labor for the county for not 
more than six months. 

Section 14. Inapplicability of Conflicting Laws. This Act is 
intended to be the exclusive regulation applicable to junk dealers 
and scrap metal processors in counties to which this Act applies. 
Neither Title 14, Chapter 52, Sections 327 to 330, inclusive, Ala¬ 
bama Code of 1940, nor any municipal ordinance now in effect 
regulating junk dealers and scrap metal processors shall apply to 
any act or failure to act by any junk dealer or scrap metal proces¬ 
sor doing business in the counties to which this Act is applicable, 
but such Code sections and municipal ordinances shall continue 
applicable to junk peddlers and persons other than junk dealers 
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and scrap metal processors. Nothing herein contained shall, how¬ 
ever, prevent the enactment hereafter of ordinances by the City 
regulating junk dealers and scrap metal processors which shall 
not be in conflict with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 15. Severability. If any section or provision of this 
Act shall be held unconstitutional, illegal or invalid by any court 
of competent jurisdiction, the remaining sections and provisions 
of this Act shall nevertheless stand, and this Act shall be con¬ 
strued as if such unconstitutional, illegal or invalid section or pro¬ 
vision had not been included herein. If the application of any 
section or provision of this Act to any person or circumstances 
shall be held unconstitutional, illegal or invalid by any court of 
competent jurisdiction, it is nevertheless intended that such sec¬ 
tion or provision shall continue to apply to all persons to whom 
and in all circumstances in which its application shall be consti¬ 
tutional, legal and valid. 

Section 16. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise be¬ 
coming a law.

AN ACT 

To provide for the relief of General Garner of Walker County; and 
to make an appropriation from the county treasury. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The sum of one thousand five hundred dollars 
($1,500) is hereby appropriated from the treasury of Walker 
County to compensate General Garner of Walker County, a for¬ 
mer employee of said county, for injuries sustained by him on or 
about August 9, 1953, while acting within the line and scope of his 
duties as such employee, under such circumstances that said 
county is morally and justly obligated to pay damages but the 
said Garner has no recourse at law to recover the same. The 
court of county commissioners, board of revenue or like govern¬ 
ing body of Walker County is hereby directed to draw or cause a 
warrant on the county treasury to be drawn for the amount here¬ 
in appropriated, and the custodian of the county funds is hereby 
authorized and directed to pay the same upon due presentation 
thereof.

at the time the warrant is presented for payment, then the war¬ 
rant must be countersigned by the then county attorney of the 
county. The proceeds of the warrant shall be used exclusively 
to apply toward the purchase price of a home for the said Gen¬ 
eral Garner and his wife, and no part of the proceeds thereof may 
be used for the payment of any attorney’s fee.

fire departments for attendance at or before any court or grand 
jury in the county in which such cities are located shall be paid 
into said retirement fund promptly upon the receipt of such fees 
by the recipients of the same; (f) the governing body of the city 
shall cause to be paid into said policemen’s and firemen’s retire¬ 
ment fund, out of the treasury of such city, an amount equal to 
eight per cent of the salary of each member of such police and 
fire departments who contributes to said fund, and such payment 
shall be made as and when such salary becomes payable and de¬ 
duction therefrom is made as provided in this section; (g) the 
city clerk shall cover into said fund all seizure fees collected by 
the city in cases involving violation of the prohibition laws since 
the 1st day of February, 1946, and all such fees hereafter collect¬ 
ed by the city. 

Existing funds and property belonging to or part of any exist¬ 
ing similar fund in any such cities now or hereafter governed 
by the provisions of this subdivision, shall be held and admin¬ 
istered, used and governed, in the respective cities affected here¬ 
by, and transferred and covered into the policemen’s and fire¬ 
men’s retirement fund in such cities respectively, as provided 
herein, immediately upon this law becoming effective. 

Section 2. Section 12 of said Act as amended is amended to 
read: Section 12. Any member of such police or fire department 
who has been in continuous service thereof for as long as twenty 
years, upon making written application to the board of trustees 
therefor, shall, without medical examination or disability, be re¬ 
tired from service in such department, and, upon such retirement, 
the board of trustees shall direct the payment to such retired 
member, monthly, from such fund, the amount hereinafter pro¬ 
vided for his particular position, office, salary, or class of work. 
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Section 3. Section 14 of said Act as amended is amended to 
read as follows: Section 14: That if any member of such police 
or fire department becomes or be found to be physically or men¬ 
tally permanently disabled for service in such police or fire de¬ 
partment so as to render his retirement from such service neces¬ 
sary* said board of trustees shall retire such disabled member

Relating to incorporated cities having a population of not less than 
75,000 nor more than 125,000, according to the last or any subsequent fed¬ 
eral decennial census; providing for city planning and zoning; creating a 
planning commission for each such city; prescribing the powers and duties 
of such a commission; and providing for and regulating appeals from 
orders, decisions, and actions of the council, commission or like legislative 
body of each such city made or taken in connection with the recommen¬ 
dations of the planning commission. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. This Act shall apply to all incorporated cities hav¬ 
ing a population of not less than 75,000 nor more than 125,000, ac¬ 
cording to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census. 

Section 2. The city council, commission, or like legislative 
body of each city to which this Act applies shall appoint a city 
planning commission consisting of seven qualified electors of the 
city, which commission shall be in lieu of the city planning com¬ 
mission contemplated in Article 3 of Chapter 16, Title 37, Code of 
Alabama (1940), as amended. The planning commission provided 
for by this Act shall have all the powers, duties, and responsibili¬ 
ties of city planning and zoning commissions as provided in Chap¬ 
ter 16, Title 37, Code of Alabama (1940), as amended; and, ex¬ 
cept as otherwise provided in this Act, the provisions of Chapter 
16, Title 37, Code of Alabama (1940), as amended, shall apply 
fully to the city planning commission provided for herein. The 
members of the city planning commission provided for by this 
Act shall serve at the pleasure of the council, commission, or like 
legislative body of the city. 

Section 3. The planning commission shall elect a chairman 
from among its own number, and shall create and fill such other 
of its offices as it may determine. The commission shall hold at 
least one regular meeting in each month. It shall adopt rules for 
the transaction of its business and shall keep a record of its reso¬ 
lutions, transactions, findings, and determinations, which record 
shall be a public record. 

Section 4. The city planning commission provided for by this 
Act shall appoint an executive secretary who shall be required 
to give bond in the penal sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) 
for the faithful performance of his duties, and the premium on 
the bond shall be paid by the city. All recommendations made 
by the Secretary to the planning commission must be made in 
writing, and shall constitute public records. The secretary shall 
keep the record of all proceedings of the commission and shall 
have custody of the same. Such records shall be open to public 
inspection at all reasonable times. The commission may also ap¬ 
point such other employees as it may deem necessary for its work,

and the appointment, promotion, demotion, and removal of the 
secretary and all other employees of the commission shall be sub¬ 
ject to the same provisions of law as govern other corresponding 
civil employees of the municipality. The commission may also 
contract with city planners, engineers, architects, and other con¬ 
sultants for such services as it may require. The expenditures of 
the commission, exclusive of gifts, shall be within the amount 
appropriated for the purpose by the city council, commission, or 
like legislative body of the city; and all contracts entered into by 
the commission under this section shall be in writing and be mat¬ 
ters of public record. 

Section 5. Before taking any action on any matter coming be¬ 
fore the planning commission, the commission shall hold at least 
one public hearing thereon, notice of the time and place of which 
shall be given as provided for by Chapter 16, Title 37, (1940), 
Code of Alabama, as amended. The members of the city council, 
commission, or like legislative body of the city may attend such 
hearings, but shall have no vote in the proceedings of the plan¬ 
ning commission, and shall not be present at the time the plan¬ 
ning commission votes to make its recommendations to the legis¬ 
lative body. All questions shall be determined by a majority 
vote of the members of the planning commission, and such votes 
shall be taken in executive session. After the planning commis¬ 
sion acts and makes recommendations to the council, commission, 
or like legislative body of the city, such legislative body must 
either accept or reject such recommendations within thirty days, 
or one calendar month, from the date on which the recommenda¬ 
tions are submitted to the legislative body. The council, commis¬ 
sion, or like legislative body of the city shall hold such public 
hearings on such recommendations as in its discretion seem nec¬ 
essary; but the vote of such legislative body on the question of 
accepting or rejecting any such recommendations shall be made 
in public and shall constitute a matter of public record. 

Section 6. Any petitioner for a zoning or a re-zoning of his 
property or with respect to a subdivision, who is aggrieved by any 
decision, order, or action taken or made in connection with any 
such petition, may appeal within fifteen days from the date of 
such decision, order, or action to the circuit court of the county 
in which the city is located, by filing with the city clerk a written 
notice of appeal, specifying the order, decision, or action from 
which the appeal is taken. In case of appeal, the legislative body 
of the city shall cause a transcript of the proceedings in the case 
to be certified to the circuit court, and the cause in such court 
shall be tried de novo. The appellant shall have the right to a 
trial by jury in the circuit court upon his demand therefor. Any 
person, firm, or corporation who is the lessee of, or the holder of 
the legal or equitable title to any property contiguous to or within 
one thousand feet (the width of streets shall not be included in 
determining said one thousand feet) of any property involved in 
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any order, decision, or action shall be deemed to have such interest 
in the order or decision as to permit him to appeal the same as 
provided in this section. Provided however, any person may ap¬ 
pear before the planning commission or legislative body and pro¬ 
test, testify and make recommendations to said bodies. An appeal 
under this section shall stay all proceedings in furtherance of the 
action appealed from unless the legislative body of the city certi¬ 
fies, after the notice of the appeal is filed, that by reason of facts 
stated in the certificate a stay would, in its opinion, cause immi¬ 
nent peril to life or property. In the event that an appeal is taken 
under this section, the petitioner may thereafter re-apply with the 
planning commission or the legislative body of the city for the 
same re-zoning of his property or subdividing of his land, but 
shall have no right of appeal in connection with such re-appli¬ 
cation for a period of one year from the final determination of the 
matter by the courts; but nothing herein contained shall be con¬ 
strued to prevent the petitioner from re-applying for the same 
type of zoning or subdivision in the event no appeal is taken from 
the previous order, decision, or action of the legislative body. 

Section 7. All phases or parts of a general comprehensive city 
plan for any city affected by this Act which has been formally 
adopted by said city prior to the enactment of this Act are hereby 
confirmed and continued. 

Section 8. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 9. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed.

AN ACT 

To authorize all towns having a population of not less than one 
thousand nor more than two thousand population according to the 1950 
or any succeeding Federal decennial census which have fire fighting 
equipment or personnel to use such equipment and personnel in the po¬ 
lice jurisdiction; to authorize licenses by such towns at not exceeding 
75% of the rates within the corporate limits; to authorize such towns to 
make available fire fighting personnel and equipment to protect the 
property of such towns located in the same county; and to exempt such 
towns and their personnel from liability and obligation and to grant pro¬ 
tection as if they were acting inside of the corporate limits. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That all incorporated towns in the State of Ala¬ 
bama which have a population of not less than one thousand nor 
more than two thousand according to the 1950 or any succeeding 
decennial Federal census and which have fire fightiing equip¬ 
ment or personnel (herein called “Towns” or “Town”) may make 
such equipment and personnel available for fire fighting purposes 
and the extinguishment of conflagrations and may furnish fire 
fighting service in the police jurisdiction of such Town as well 
as in the corporate limits thereof. Nothing herein contained shall, 
however, require any such Town to install or cause to be installed 
fire plugs in the police jurisdiction. 

Section 2. In order to compensate for the service authorized 
by the preceding section of this act, each such Town shall have 
the discretionary authority to fix and collect licenses for any bus¬ 
iness, trade or profession done within the police jurisdiction of 
such Town at not exceeding 75% of the rate within the corporate 
limits thereof, the limitation set forth in Title 37, section 733, 
Code of Alabama, 1940, to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Section 3. All such Towns shall have the power and authority 
and the duty to exercise their police jurisdiction and to make 
available fire fighting equipment and personnel and fire fighting 
service to protect and extinguish conflagrations on any property 
owned by any such Town, whether owned by such Town or leased 
by or to such Town, if such property is located in the same county 
as such Town. 

Section 4. In furnishing fire fighting equipment and person¬ 
nel under this Act, any such Town shall be deemed to be oper¬ 
ating in a governmental capacity and subject only to such liability 
for damages or injuries as it would be if operating within its own 
corporate limits. The firemen of any such Town shall have all 
immunities from liability and exemptions from laws, ordinances 
and regulations, and shall have all of the pensions, relief, dis¬ 
ability, workmen’s compensation, and other benefits they would 
have had while performing their duties within the corporate lim¬ 
its of such Town. 

Section 5. If any section or provision of this act shall be held 
unconstitutional, illegal or invalid for any reason by any court of 
competent jurisdiction, the remaining sections and provisions 
hereof shall nevertheless stand and be construed as if such uncon¬ 
stitutional, illegal or invalid provision had not been included here¬ 
in.

ing, developing and operating airports, heliports, airport buildings and 
facilities and of constructing, acquiring, establishing, improving, extend¬ 
ing, enlarging, reconstructing, equipping, maintaining, repairing and op¬ 
erating building, structures and facilities suitable for use as retail shop¬ 
ping areas or centers, parks, exhibits, exhibitions or for the conduct of 
any lawful business, at, upon, or adjacent to any airport, heliport or air¬ 
craft landing area owned or operated by such authority and leasing or 
letting such buildings, structures or facilities; to provide for the election 
of the directors and officers of such authority; to specify its powers; to 
endow such authority with certain powers of eminent domain; to pro¬ 
vide that any county and any city in any county for which an authority 
has been organized under this act may aid and cooperate in the plan¬ 
ning, undertaking construction and operation of airports, heliports and 
air navigation facilities and may lend, give, donate, sell, convey or trans¬ 
fer money, real property, personal property, mixed property or any right 
capable of transfer to such authority; to provide that no action or suit 
shall be brought or maintained against such authority or a director there¬ 
of for or on account of the negligence of the authority or director or of

thorize the refunding of said bonds; to provide for remedies in the event 
of any default; to exempt from all taxation the bonds issued by said au¬ 
thority and the income therefrom, the property of said authority, and the 
business and activities conducted or engaged in by said authority; to 
authorize the investment of municipal and county funds in bonds of the 
authority; to provide that said bonds shall be legal investments for fi¬ 
duciaries and savings banks and insurance companies; to authorize the 
publication of notice of the adoption of the resolution authorizing said 
bonds and specifying the period of time after such publication within 
which actions and defenses may be asserted respecting said bonds, pledge, 
and indenture and the proceedings authorizing the same; to provide that 
the provisions of this act shall be cumulative; to provide for audits of the 
books and accounts of the authority and to provide that the provisions 
of this act shall be severable. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The provisions of this act shall apply in all coun¬ 
ties of this State which have a population according to the last 
or any subsequent federal decennial census of not less than 94,000 
nor more than 134,000 inhabitants. 
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Section 2. Definitions: When used in this act, unless the con¬ 
text plainly indicates otherwise, the present tense shall include 
the future tense, the singular shall include the plural, the plural 
shall include the singular and the following words and phrases 
shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this 
section: 

‘‘Aircraft” any contrivance now known or hereafter invented, 
used, or designed for navigation of or flight in the air, except a 
parachute or other contrivance designed for use primarily as 
safety equipment. 

“The Authority” means a corporation or authority organized 
pursuant to the provisions of this act. 

“Board” means the Board of Directors of the Authority. 

“Major Municipality” or “Major City” means the incorporated 
city in the county having the largest number of inhabitants of 
any city in the county according to the last or any subsequent 
federal decennial census. 

“Minor Municipality” or “Minor City” means any incorpo¬ 
rated city in the county other than the city in the county having 
the largest number of inhabitants according to the last or any 
subsequent federal decennial census. 

“The County” means any county in which the provisions of this 
act apply. 

“Governing Body” means the council, Board of Commissioners 
or other like body in which the legislative functions of the mu¬ 
nicipality or county are vested by law. 

“The State” means the state of Alabama. 

“Bond” means any bond authorized to be issued pursuant to 
the provisions of this act. 

“Coupon” means any interest coupon evidencing an install¬ 
ment of interest payable with respect to a bond. 

“Indenture” means a mortgage, an indenture of mortgage, deed 
of trust, trust agreement or trust indenture executed by the au¬ 
thority as security for any bonds. 

“Airport” shall mean any area of land or water which is used 
or intended for use, for the landing, taking-off, storage, parking 
or dispersal of aircraft, and any appurtenant areas which are 
used, or intended for use, for airport buildings, facilities or right- 
of-ways, together with all airport buildings, structures and fa¬ 
cilities located thereon. 

“Air Navigation Facility” shall mean any facility used in, 
available for use in, or designed for use in aid of air navigation, 
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including any structure, mechanisms, lights, beacons, markers, 
communicating systems, or other instrumentalities, or devices 
used or useful as an aid, or constituting an advantage or conveni¬ 
ence to the safe taking-off, navigation, and landing of aircraft, or 
the safe and efficient operation or maintenance of an airport, and 
any combination of any or all of such facilities. 

“Airport Facility” shall mean any building, structure, land, 
right-of-way, equipment or instrumentality used or to be used in 
connection with the construction, enlargement, development, 
maintenance or operation of an airport or heliport or in connec¬ 
tion with the exercise of any power of the authority. 

“Airport Building” shall mean any building used or to be used 
in connection with the construction, enlargement, development, 
maintenance or operation of an airport or heliport or in connec¬ 
tion with the exercise of any power of the authority. 

“Heliport” an airport designed primarily for use by helicop¬ 
ters. 

“Person” means any individual, firm, partnership, corporation, 
company, association, joint stock association, or body politic, and 
includes any trustee, receiver, assignee, or other similar repre¬ 
sentative thereof. 

Section 3. Authority and Procedure to Incorporate. When¬ 
ever any three natural persons shall file with the governing body 
of the county and with the governing body of the major and minor 
cities in the county an application in writing for authority to in¬ 
corporate a public corporation under the provisions of this act, 
and if the governing body of such county and the governing body 
of such cities shall each duly adopt a resolution, which shall be 
entered upon the minutes respectievly of such governing bodies, 
wherein it shall be declared that it will be wise, expedient and 
necessary that such a corporation be formed and that the persons 
filing such application shall be authorized to proceed to form 
such corporation, then said persons shall become the incorpora¬ 
tors of and shall proceed to incorporate the authority as a public 
corporation in the manner hereinafter provided. No authority 
shall be formed hereunder unless the application herein provided 
for shall be made and unless the resolutions herein provided for 
shall be adopted. 

Section 4. Contents of Certificate of Incorporation. The cer¬ 
tificate of incorporation of the authority shall state: (a) The 
names of the persons forming the authority, together with the 
residence of each thereof, and a statement that each of them is a 
duly qualified elector of and owner of property in the county, 
(b) The name of the authority (which shall be “The (name of 
major city and state) Airport Authority” or some other name of 
similar import); (c) The period for the duration of the authority 
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which shall be perpetual; (d) The location of its principal office 
which shall be in the county; (e) The number of directors which 
shall be five; (f) That such authority shall have all the rights, 
powers, privileges, duties and immunities as provided in this act; 
(g) That the authority is a governmental organization performing 
governmental and public functions and shall not in any respect 
be deemed to be a private business corporation or a public utility; 
and (h) any other matters relating to the authority that the in¬ 
corporators may choose to insert and that is not inconsistent with 
this act or with the laws of the state. The form and contents of 
the certificate of incorporation of the authority must be submit¬ 
ted to and approved by the governing body of the county, and of 
the major and minor cities, which approval shall be evidenced by 
a resolution duly entered upon the minutes of such governing 
body. 

Section 5. Execution and Recording of Certificate of Incorpo¬ 
ration. The certificate of incorporation of the authority shall be 
signed and acknowledged by the incorporators before an officer 
authorized by the laws of the state to take acknowledgements of 
deeds and shall have attached thereto a certified copy of the reso¬ 
lution provided for in the preceding Section 4 of this act and a 
certificate by the Secretary of the State that the name proposed 
for the authority is not identical with that of any other corpora¬ 
tion organized under the laws of the state, or so nearly similar 
thereto as to lead to confusion and uncertainty. The certificate 
of incorporation of the authority, together with the documents 
required by the preceding sentence to be attached thereto, shall 
be filed for record in the office of the Judge of Probate of the 
county, who shall forthwith receive and record the same. When 
such certificate of incorporation and attached documents have 
been so filed, the authority referred to therein shall come into 
existence and shall constitute a body corporate and politic and a 
political subdivision of the state under the name set forth in such 
certificate of incorporation, whereupon the authority shall be 
vested with the rights and powers herein granted. 

Section 6. Board of Directors of the Authority. The authority 
shall have a Board of Directors composed of five directors as pro¬ 
vided in the certificate of incorporation. All powers of the au¬ 
thority shall be exercised by the board or pursuant to its authori¬ 
zation. The directors shall be residents of the county and shall 
be elected for staggered terms of office as follows: Director num¬ 
ber one shall be elected by the governing body or governing bod¬ 
ies of any minor city or cities within the county for an initial term 
of one year; director number two and director number four shall 
be elected by the governing body of the county for initial terms 
of two years and four years, respectively; director number three 
and director number five shall be elected by the governing body 
of the major city for initial terms of three years and five years, 
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respectively; and thereafter the term of office of each director 
shall be five years and until his successor is appointed. If any 
director resigns, dies or becomes incapable of acting as a director, 
the governing body having elected such a director shall elect a 
successor to serve the unexpired portion of his term. In the event 
a successor is not appointed by such governing body within six 
months from the date of the vacancy, the remaining directors shall 
have the authority to name a replacement. Directors shall be 
eligible for re-election to succeed themselves in office. No di¬ 
rector shall be an officer of the state, county, or city. No direc¬ 
tor or employee shall be interested directly or indirectly in any 
contract for work, material, or the profits thereof, or services to 
be performed for the authority; provided, however, that it shall 
be immaterial that an officer or employee of the authority may be 
an officer, director or stockholder of a bank or trust company 
which may purchase the bonds or notes of the authority or make 
loans to it or act as paying agent for the principal and interest of 
any bonds or other obligations of the authority, or serve as trus- 
tes under an indenture securing the payment of bonds of the au¬ 
thority. A majority of the members of the board shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business but any meeting of such 
board may be adjourned from time to time by a majority of the 
directors present or may be so adjourned by a single director if 
such director is the only director present at such meeting. Any 
matter which the Board of Directors is authorized to act upon 
may be acted upon at any regular or called meeting. No vacancy 
in the membership of the board shall impair the right of a quorum 
to exercise all the powers and duties of the authroity. The mem¬ 
bers of the board shall serve without compensation, except that 
they may be reimbursed for actual expenses incurred in and about 
the performance of their duties when authorized by the board. 

Section 7. Officers of the Authority. The officers of the au¬ 
thority shall consist of a chairman, vice-chairman, a secretary, a 
treasurer, and such other officers as the board shall deem neces¬ 
sary to accomplish the purposes for which the authority was or¬ 
ganized. The offices of secretary and treasurer may be held by 
the same person. The chairman and vice-chairman of the au¬ 
thority shall be elected by the board from its membership the 
treasurer, secretary and other officers of the authority need not 
be members of the board but shall be elected by the board. The 
Chairman, vice-chairman, secretary, treasurer or secretary-treas¬ 
urer and other officers authorized by this section shall serve as 
such officers at the pleasure of the board. The duties of the 
chairman, vice-chairman, secretary and treasurer shall be such 
as are customarily performed by such officers and as are set by 
the board. 

Section 8. Powers of the Authority—In General. The author¬ 
ity shall have the following powers, together with all powers in- 
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cidental thereto or necessary to the discharge thereof in corporate 
form: (1) to have succession by its corporate name for the dura¬ 
tion of time (which shall be in perpetuity) specified in its certifi¬ 
cate of incorporation; (2) to sue and be sued in its own name in 
civil suits and actions, excepting actions in tort against the au¬ 
thority; (3) to adopt and make use of a corporate seal and to alter 
the same at pleasure; (4) to adopt and alter by-laws for the regu¬ 
lation and conduct of its affairs and business; (5) to acquire, re¬ 
ceive, take and hold, whether by purchase, gift, lease, devise, or 
otherwise, property of every description, whether real, personal 
or mixed, and to manage the same; (6) to execute such contracts 
and other instruments and take such other action as may be neces¬ 
sary or convenient to carry out the purposes of this act or the ex¬ 
ercise of any authority or power granted hereunder; (7) to plan, 
establish, develop, construct, enlarge, improve, maintain, equip, 
operate, regulate, and protect airports and air navigation facili¬ 
ties, within the county, including the acquisition, construction, in¬ 
stallation, equipment, maintenance, and operations at such air¬ 
ports of buildings and other facilities for the servicing of aircraft 
or for the comfort and accommodation of air travelers, and the 
purchase and sale of supplies, goods, and commodities as are inci¬ 
dent to the operation of its airport properties; (8) to construct, ac¬ 
quire, establish, improve, extend, enlarge, reconstruct, equip, 
maintain, repair and operate heliports, aerial aircraft (by what¬ 
ever name such may be known) landing, loading or storage areas 
and transportation terminals; (9) to construct, acquire, establish, 
improve, extend, enlarge, reconstruct, equip, maintain, repair 
and operate buildings, structures and facilities, suitable for use as 
retail shopping areas or centers, parks, exhibits, exhibitions or 
for the conduct of any lawful business, at upon or adjacent to any 
airport, heliport or aircraft landing area owned or operated by 
such authority, and to lease or let such buildings, structures and 
facilities or any one or more of them to such tenant or tenants, for 
such term or terms, at such compensation or rental and subject to 
such provisions, limitations and conditions as the authority may 
require or approve; (10) to furnish or supply upon any airport, 
heliport or aircraft landing area, owned, operated by or under the 
jurisdiction of the authority, to persons and aircraft thereon, for 
reward or compensation, goods, commodities, area, facilities and 
services convenient or useful to the owners, operators and users 
of aircraft, and to persons upon said airport, heliport or aircraft 
landing area, including, without limiting the generality of the 
foregoing, food, lodging, shelter, lawful drinks, confections, read¬ 
ing matter, oil, gasoline, motors and aircraft, motor and aircraft 
parts and equipment, space in buildings, space for buildings, space 
for buildings and structures, and the services of mechanics, in¬ 
structors and hostlers; (11) to confer upon individuals, firms, cor¬ 
porations or companies for reward or compensation the privilege 
or concession of supplying upon any airport, heliport or aircraft 
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landing area owned, operated by or under the jurisdiction of the 
authority, all or any part of the goods, commodities, things, serv¬ 
ices and facilities in sub-paragraph (10) of this section authorized 
to be supplied; (12) to acquire, by purchase, gift, devise, lease, 
or otherwise, existing airports and air navigation facilities in the 
county; (13) to borrow money for any corporate purpose and 
to issue in evidence of such borrowing interest bearing revenue 
bonds payable from the limited sources hereinafter referred to; 
(14) to pledge for payment of such bonds any revenue and funds 
from which such bonds are made payable; (15) to make and enter 
into contracts, leases and agreements incidental to or necessary 
for the accomplishment of any purpose or purposes for which the 
authority was organized; (16) to exercise the power of eminent 
domain in the manner provided by the General Laws of the State 
or as may be provided by any amendment thereof for the exercise 
of such power, with respect to any property, real personal or 
mixed, including property already devoted to public use, or any 
interest in property, including property already devoted to public 
use, that the authority may detemine to be reasonably necessary 
for the extension, maintenance, operation, protection, enlarge¬ 
ment, improvement or preservation of an existing airport or ex¬ 
isting airport facility; (17) to appoint, employ, contract with and 
provide for compensation of such officers, employees and agents, 
including engineers, attorneys, consultants, fiscal advisers and 
such other persons as the business of the authority may require, 
including the power to fix working conditions by general rule and 
other conditions of employment and at its option to provide a sys¬ 
tem of disability pay, retirement compensation and pensions, or 
any of them and to employ and discharge servants, agents, em¬ 
ployees and officers at will; (18) to fix, establish, collect and alter 
landing fees, tolls, rents and other charges for the use of any air¬ 
port, heliport, landing area, building, structure, facility or other 
property owned or controlled by the authority (19) to make and 
enforce rules and regulations governing the use of any airport, 
heliport, landing area or airport facility owner or controlled by 
the authority; (20) to provide for such insurance as the board may 
deem advisable; (21) to invest any funds of the authority that 
the board may determine are not presently needed for its corpo¬ 
rate purposes in any obligations which are direct general obliga¬ 
tions of the United States of America or which are uncondition¬ 
ally guaranteed as to both principal and interest by the United 
States of America or in bonds of the State of Alabama or any mu¬ 
nicipality thereof; (22) to cooperate with the state of Alabama, 
any department or agency of the State of Alabama, any county of 
the state, any municipality of the state and any other political 
subdivision of the state, and to make such contracts with such 
agencies as the board may deem advisable; (23) to sell and con¬ 
vey any of its real, personal or mixed property or properties that 
may have become obsolete or worn out or that may no longer be 
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needed or useful in connection with, or in the operation of, the 
airport or facility with respect to which they were acquired; pro¬ 
vided, however, that the authority shall not have the power to sell 
or convey and shall not sell or convey any rights, title or interest 
in or to any real property which was acquired from any munici¬ 
pality without the consent of the municipality from which the 
property was acquired, to such sale or conveyance; said consent 
to be evidenced by resolution duly entered on the minutes of the 
governing body of such municipality; (24) to receive and accept 
grants for or in aid of the construction, extension, improvement, 
maintenance or operation of any airport, heliport or airport facili¬ 
ty from the United States of America or any agency thereof, and 
from the State of Alabama, any department or agency thereof, 
any county of the state, any municipality of the state, or other 
political subdivision thereof, and to receive and accept money, 
property, labor or other things of value from any source what¬ 
ever; (25) to purchase equipment and supplies necessary or con¬ 
venient for the exercise of any power of the authority; (26) to 
borrow money on such terms as are acceptable to the authority 
for any corporate purpose and exercise and deliver its promissory 
note or notes, and such other agreements within the provisions of 
this act as may be reasonably necessary or required to consum¬ 
mate the loan and secure the payment of the indebtedness; (27) 
to enter into a management agreement or agreements with any 
political subdivision of the state for the management by the Au¬ 
thority of any airport or other facilities useful to the Authority 
upon such terms and conditions as may be agreed upon between 
the Authority and such political subdivision. 

Section 9. Powers of the Authority—Miscellaneous. The Au¬ 
thority and its authorized agents and employees may enter upon 
any lands, water or premises for the purpose of making such sur¬ 
veys, soundings, drillings and examinations as it may deem nec¬ 
essary or convenient to the efficient accomplishment of the pur¬ 
poses for which it was organized. Such an entry shall not be 
deemed a trespass or an entry under any condemnation proceed¬ 
ings that may then be pending. The Authority shall make reim- 
buresement for any actual damages resulting to such lands, water 
and premises as a result of such activities, which damages shall be 
deemed a part of the cost of the airport or airport facility with 
respect to the development of which they were sustained. 

Section 10. Federal and State Aid. The authority is author¬ 
ized to accept, receive, receipt for, disburse, and expend federal 
and state moneys and other moneys, public or private, made 
available by grant or loan or both, to accomplish, in whole or in 
part, any of the purposes of this act. All federal moneys accepted 
under this section shall be accepted and expended by the author¬ 
ity upon such terms and conditions as are prescribed by the United 
States and as are not inconsistent with the laws of this state and 
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all state moneys accepted under this section shall be accepted and 
expended by the authority upon such terms and conditions as are 
prescribed by law. 

Section 11. Counties and Municipal Corporations. 

1. For the purpose of aiding and cooperating in the planning, 
undertaking, construction, or operation of airports, heliports and 
air navigation facilities pursuant to the provisions of this act the 
county or any city located in the County with or without consid¬ 
eration, and upon such terms as it may determine, may; 

(a) Donate, sell, convey, transfer, or lease any land, property, 
or grant any easement, license, or lease, which it may own to the 
authority; Provided, that if the county or any municipality in the 
county has bonds, warrants, or other obligations outstanding the 
proceeds of which were used in acquiring any lands for use of the 
airport, and such lands are without consideration conveyed to the 
authority under this section, the county and the municipalities in 
the county shall participate in the payment of the balance due on 
such bonds, warrants, or other outstanding obligations in the pro¬ 
portion set out in Paragraph 2 of this section; 

(b) Donate, sell, convey or lease any airport, airport property, 
heliport or heliport property or any interest therein owned by it 
to the authority; 

(c) Donate, sell or convey to the authority any right, title or 
interest it may have in any lease, contract, agreement, license or 
grant, involving any property owned by such County or City. 

2. Neither the county nor any municipality in the county 
shall appropriate any money as a gift or grant to the authority or 
furnish or give to the authority without adequate consideration 
any land hereafter acquired, any services, utilities or materials or 
the cost thereof unless the county, the major municipality in the 
county, and the minor municipalities in the county jointly con¬ 
tribute or participate in such gift, grant or cost of acquiring land, 
furnishing such services, utilities, or materials on the following 
basis: the major city shall contribute 50% of such gift, grant or 
cost; minor cities in the aggregate shall contribute 4% of such 
gift, grant or cost; and the county shall contribute 46% of such 
gift, grant or cost. Subject to the above requirements that the 
county and the municipalities in the county jointly participate, 
in the proportion aforesaid, in such gift or grant of money or cost 
of acquiring land or furnishing such services, utilities or materials 
to the authority without receiving from the authority adequate 
consideration therefor, the county and any municipality in the 
county, and upon such terms as it may determine, may: 

(a) Lend or donate money to the authority; 

(b) Cause water, sewer, or drainage facilities, or any other 
facilities which it is empowered to provide, to be furnished ad- 
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jacent to or in connection with such airports or air navigation 
facilities; 

(c) Furnish, dedicate, close, pave, repair, install, grade, re¬ 
grade, plan or replan streets, roads, roadways, and walks from 
established streets or roads to such airport or air navigation fa¬ 
cilities; or abutting or adjacent to such airports or air navigation 
faculties; 

(d) Do any and all things, whether or not specifically author¬ 
ized in this section and not otherwise prohibited by law, that are 
necessary or convenient to aid and cooperate with the authority 
in the planning, undertaking, construction, or operation of air¬ 
ports, heliports and air navigation facilities; 

(e) Entei into agreements with the authority respecting ac¬ 
tion to be taken by the county or any municipality pursuant to the 
provisions of this act or any section thereof. 

Section 12. Suits against the Authority or any Director. No 
action or suit shall be brought or maintained against the authority 
or any director thereof, for or on account of the negligence of such 
authority or director, or its or his agents, servants or employees, in 
or about the construction, maintenance, operation, superintend¬ 
ence or management of any airport, heliport or other facility, 
owned or controlled by the authority. 

Section 13. Bonds of the Authority, (a) The authority shall 
have the power and is hereby authorized at any time and from 
time to time to issue and sell its interest bearing revenue bonds for 
any of its corporate purposes. The principal of and the interest 
on any such bonds shall be payable solely from, and may be se¬ 
cured by the pledge of, the revenues derived from the authority 
from the operation of any or all of its airports, heliports, facilities 
and other property, remaining after payment of the costs of op¬ 
erating and maintaining the same. None of the bonds of the au¬ 
thority shall ever constitute an obligation or debt of the state, the 
county or any city in the county, of a charge against the credit 
or taxing powers of the state, the county or any city in the coun¬ 
ty. Bonds of the authority may be issued at any time and from 
time to time, may be in such form and denominations, may be of 
such tenor, may be payable in such installments and at such time 
or times not exceeding forty years from their date, may be pay¬ 
able at such place or places whether within or without the state, 
and may bear interest at such rate or rates not in excess of the 
legal rate, payable and evidenced in such manner, all as shall not 
be inconsistent with the provisions of this act and as may be pro¬ 
vided in the proceedings of the board wherein the bonds shall be 
authorized to be issued. Any bond having specified a maturity 
more than ten years after its date shall be made subject to re¬ 
demption at the option of the authority at the expiration of ten 
years from its date and on any interest payment date thereafter 
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at such price or prices and after such notice or notices and on such 
terms and in such manner as may be provided in the proceedings 
of the board wherein it is authorized to be issued. Bonds of the 
authority may be sold at either public or private sale in such man¬ 
ner and from time to time as may be determined by the board to 
be most advantageous. The authority may pay all expenses, 
premiums, fees and commissions that the board may deem neces¬ 
sary or advantageous in connection with the authorization, sale 
and issuance of its bonds. All bonds shall contain a recital that 
they are issued pursuant to the provisions of this act with recital 
shall be conclusive that they have been duly authorized pursuant 
to the provisions of this act. All bonds issued under the provi¬ 
sions of this act shall be and hereby are declared to be negotiable 
instruments under the laws of the state despite the fact that they 
are payable from a limited source. 

Section 14. Execution of Bonds. All bonds shall be signed by 
the chairman or vice-chairman and the treasurer of the authority 
and the seal of the authority shall be affixed thereto, but a fac¬ 
simile of the signature of such chairman or vice-chairman may 
be impressed on any such bonds in lieu of his manually signing 
the same, in which case only the manual signature of the treas¬ 
urer shall be required. Coupons shall be signed by the chairman 
or vice-chairman and the treasurer of the authority, but a facsim¬ 
ile of the signature of such chairman or vice-chairman and the 
treasurer may be impressed on any such interest coupons in lieu 
of their manually signing the same. Delivery of bonds so exe¬ 
cuted shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers or 
in the seal of the authority after the signing and sealing of the 
bonds. 

Section 15. Security for Bonds. In the discretion of the issu¬ 
ing authority any bonds may be issued under and secured by an 
indenture between the authority and a corporate trustee, which 
may be any trust company or bank having trust powers, whether 
such bank or trust company is located within or without the 
state. In any such indenture or resolution providing for the issu¬ 
ance of bonds the authority may pledge, for payment of the prin¬ 
cipal of and the interest on such bonds, any of its revenues to 
which its right then exists or may thereafter come into existence 
and the proceeds derived from the sale of such bonds and may 
assign, as security for such payment, any of its leases, franchises, 
permits and contracts; provided, however, that such indenture or 
resolution shall not convey or mortgage (except to the extent pro¬ 
vided hereinafter in this section) any airport, heliport, building 
or facility or part thereof. In any indenture or resolution author¬ 
izing the issuance of bonds and pledging for the benefit thereof 
revenues from any one or more of its airports, heliports, buildings 
or facilities, the authority shall have the power to agree to pro¬ 
visions customarily contained in instruments securing evidence 
of indebtedness, including without limiting the foregoing provi- 
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sions respecting the collection, segregation and application of any 
rental or other revenue due to or to become due to the authority, 
the terms to be incorporated in any lease agreement respecting 
any property of the authority, the maintenance and insurance of 
any building or structure owned by the authority, the creation 
and maintenance of special funds from any revenue of the author¬ 
ity and the rights and remedies available in the event of default 
to the holder of the bonds or the trustee under the indenture, all 
as the board shall deem advisable and as shall not be in conflict 
with the provisions of this act. If there be any default by the au¬ 
thority in payment of the principal of or the interest on the bonds 
or in any of the agreements on the part of the authority that may 
properly be included in any indenture securing the bonds, any 
holder of any of the bonds or any of the coupons, or the trustee 
under any indenture if so authorized in such indenture, may either 
at law or in equity, by suit, action, mandamus or other proceed¬ 
ing, enforce payment of such principal or interest and compel per¬ 
formance of all duties of the board and officers of the authority, 
and shall be entitled as a matter of right and regardless of the 
sufficiency of any such security to the appointment of a receiver 
in equity with all the powers of such receiver for the operation 
and maintenance of the property of the authority covered by such 
indenture and the collection, segregation and application of rev¬ 
enues therefrom; provided that any such indenture shall not be 
subject to foreclosure and shall not be construed so as to authorize 
the sale of any property covered thereby or any part thereof in 
satisfaction of the bonds secured thereby. The indenture may 
contain provisions regarding the rights and remedies of any trus¬ 
tee thereunder and the holders of the bonds and the coupons, and 
may contain provisions restricting the individual rights of action 
of the holders of the bonds and coupons. 

Section 16. Use of Proceeds from Sale of Bonds. The proceeds 
derived from the sale of any bonds (other than refunding bonds) 
may be used only to pay the cost of acquiring constructing, im¬ 
proving, enlarging and equipping the airport and facilities with 
respect to which they were issued, as may be specified in the pro¬ 
ceedings in which the bonds are authorized to be issued. Such 
cost shall be deemed to include the following: the cost of any land 
forming a part of such airport and facilities; the cost of the labor, 
material and supplies used in any such construction, improve¬ 
ment or enlargement, including architect’s, engineer’s and fiscal 
consultant’s fees and the cost of preparing contract documents 
and advertising for bids; the purchase price of and the cost of 
installing equipment for the airport and facilities; the cost of 
landscaping the lands forming a part of such airport and facili¬ 
ties and of constructing and installing roads, sidewalks, curbs, 
gutters, utilities, and parking places in connection with the air¬ 
port and facilities; legal, fiscal and recording fees and expenses 
incurred in connection with the authorization, sale and issuance 
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of the bonds issued in connection with such airport and facili¬ 
ties; and interest on said bonds for a reasonable period prior to 
and during the time required for such construction and equip¬ 
ment and the repayment of any money borrowed by the authori¬ 
ty (except upon its revenue bonds) for such purpose or purposes. 
If any of the proceeds derived from the sale of said bonds remain 
undisbursed after completion of such work and payment of all 
of the said costs and expenses, such balance shall be used for re¬ 
tirement of the principal of the bonds of the same issue, either 
through purchase of bonds in open market or through the redemp¬ 
tion privilege of the authority. 

Section 17. Refunding Bonds. The authority may at any time 
and from time to time issue refunding bonds for the purpose of 
refunding the principal of and interest on any bonds of the cor¬ 
poration theretofore issued hereunder and then outstanding, 
whether or not such principal and interest shall have matured at 
the time of such refunding, and for the payment of any expenses 
incurred in connection with such refunding and any premium 
necessary to be paid in order to redeem or retire the bonds to be 
refunded. The proceeds derived from the sale of any refunding 
bonds shall be used only for the purposes for which the refund¬ 
ing bonds were authorized to be issued. Any such refunding may 
be effected either by sale of the refunding bonds and the applica¬ 
tion of the proceeds thereof, or by exchange of the refunding 
bonds for the bonds or interest coupons to be refunded thereby; 
provided that the holders of any bonds or coupons so to be re¬ 
funded shall not be compelled without their consent to surrender 
their bonds or coupons for payment or exchange prior to the date 
on which they may be paid or redeemed by call of the authority 
under their respective provisions. All provisions of this act per¬ 
taining to bonds of the authority that are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this section shall, to the extent applicable, also 
apply to refunding bonds issued by the authority. 

Section 18. Exemption from Taxation. The bonds issued by 
the authority and the income therefrom shall be exempt from 
all taxation in the state. All property of the authority shall be 
exempt from state, county and city taxation; and the authority 
shall be exempt from license or privilege taxes levied by the state, 
county or city upon any business or activities conducted or en¬ 
gaged in by said authority; provided, however, this exemption 
shall not be construed to exempt concessionnaires, licensees, ten¬ 
ants, operators, or lessees of the authority from the payment of 
any taxes, including licenses or privilege taxes levied by the state, 
county or city. 

Section 19. Remedies on Default. If there be any default in 
the payment of the principal of or interest on any bonds issued 
hereunder, then the holder of any of the bonds and of any of 
the interest coupons applicable thereto and the trustee under any 
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indenture, or any one or more of them, (a) may either at law or 
in equity, by suit, action, mandamus, or other proceeding, com¬ 
pel performance of all duties of the officers and directors of the 
authority with respect to the use of funds for the payment of the 
bonds and for the performance of the agreements of the authori¬ 
ty contained in the proceedings under which they were issued, 
and (b) regardless of the sufficiency of the security for the bonds 
in default and as a matter of right, shall be entitled to the appoint¬ 
ment of a receiver to administer and operate the airport and oth¬ 
er properties of the authority out of the revenues from which 
the bonds issued with respect thereto are payable, with power to 
make leases and fix and collect rents, tolls and fees sufficient to 
provide for the payment of the principal and interest on the bonds 
and any other obligations outstanding against the airport and fa¬ 
cilities or the revenues therefrom and for the payment of the 
expenses of operating and maintaining the airport and facilities, 
and with power to apply the income therefrom in accordance 
with the provisions of the proceedings under which the bonds 
were authorized to be issued. The remedies herein specified shall 
be cumulative to all other remedies which may otherwise be 
available for the benefit of the holders of the bonds and the cou¬ 
pons applicable thereto. 

Section 20. Investment of Municipal Funds in Bonds of the 
Authority. The governing body of any municipality or any coun¬ 
ty of this state is authorized in its discretion to invest in bonds 
of the authority. 

Section 21. Eligibility of Bonds as Investment for Trust Funds. 
Bonds issued under the provisions of this act are hereby made 
legal investments for executors, administrators, trustees and oth¬ 
er fiduciaries and for savings banks and insurance companies or¬ 
ganized under the laws of the state. 

Section 22. Notice of Bond Resolution. Upon the adoption 
by the board of any resolution providing for the issuance of bonds, 
the authority may in its discretion, cause to be published once a 
week for two consecutive weeks, in a newspaper published in 
the major municipality, or if there is no newspaper published in 
the major municipality, then in a newspaper published in the 
county, a notice in substantially the following form (the blanks 
being properly filled in) at the end of which there shall be print¬ 
ed the name and title of either the chairman or secretary of the 

authority: “-, a public corporation and a political 

subdivision of the state of Alabama, on the_ day of___, 

authorized the issuance of $-, principal amount of 

revenue bonds of the said corporation for purposes authorized in 
the act of the Legislature of Alabama under which the said cor¬ 
poration was organized. Any action or proceeding questioning 
the validity of the said bonds, or the pledge and the indenture to 
secure the same, of the proceedings authorizing the same, must 
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be commenced within twenty days after the first publication of 
this notice.” Any action or proceeding in any court to be set 
aside or question the proceeding for the issuance of the bonds 
referred to in said notice or to contest the validity of any such 
bonds, or the validity of the pledge and indenture made therefor, 
must be commenced within twenty days after the first publica¬ 
tion of such notice. After the expiration of the said period no 
right of action or defense questioning or attacking the validity of 
the said proceedings or of the said bonds, or the said pledge or 
indenture shall be asserted, nor shall the validity of the said pro¬ 
ceedings, bonds, pledge or indenture be open to question in any 
court on any ground whatsoever except in an action commenced 
within such period. 

Section 23. Audits. At least once every twelve months sub¬ 
sequent to the formation of the authority, the authority shall ap¬ 
point and employ a Certified Public Accountant who shall make 
an examination in detail of all books and accounts of the authori¬ 
ty since the preceding examination and make a full report there¬ 
of in writing to be submitted to the authority and spread upon 
its minute book at the first meeting of the board after the receipt 
of said report. A copy of each such report shall on request be 
furnished to the county and to any municipality in the county. 

Section 24. Treasurer’s Bond. The Treasurer of the Authori¬ 
ty shall give bond in such sum as the authority may prescribe for 
the faithful performance of his duties and the safe custody of the 
funds of the authority, which bond shall be executed by a surety 
company authorized to engage in the surety business in the state 
of Alabama and satisfactory to the board and the premium on 
such bond shall be paid out of the funds of the authority. The 
Treasurer shall keep books showing accurately the financial con¬ 
dition of the authority. 

Section 25. Provisions Cumulative. This act shall not be con¬ 
strued as a restriction or limitation upon any power, right or reme¬ 
dy which any municipality or any corporation or authority now 
in existence or hereafter formed may have in the absence there¬ 
of, and shall be construed as cumulative and independent there¬ 
of. 

Section 26. Severability. This act is hereby declared to be 
severable. Should any section or provision hereof be held in¬ 
valid or unenforceable by a court of competent jurisdiction, said 
holding shall not invalidate or render unenforceable the remain¬ 
ing provisions or sections hereof. 

Section 27. Effective Date. This act shall become effective 
immediately upon its approval by the Governor or upon its other¬ 
wise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Providing further for the operation of the county board of equaliza¬ 
tion of each county having a population of not less than 80,000 nor more 
than 94,000, according, to the last or any subsequent federal decennial 
census; further regulating the term of service, compensation, and expense 
allowance of the members of the board; making further provision in re¬ 
gard to the office space and office fixtures and supplies of the board; and 
providing for the employment of a secretary-appraiser by the board and 
other employees of the board. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. In each county having a population of not less than 
80,000 nor more than 94,000, according to the last or any subse¬ 
quent federal decennial census, the members of the county board 
of equalization shall meet on October first of each year, and at 
such times thereafter as the board may in its discretion deem 
necessary to the proper performance of its duties, and each mem¬ 
ber of the board shall be paid at the rate of ten dollars ($10.00) 
per diem; provided, however, that the board shall not meet, nor 
shall the members receive pay, for more than one hundred eighty 
(180) working days during any one tax year; provided, however, 
that the county governing body is authorized to grant the board 
the right to meet any additional time necessary for the proper 
performance of the duties of the board. The board and its em¬ 
ployees shall be allowed annual traveling expenses in such 
amount as may be prescribed by the court of county commission¬ 
ers, board of revenue or like governing body of the county, and 
such traveling expense shall be paid monthly to each member of 
the board and its employees on vouchers approved by the chair¬ 
man of the board and the county governing body. At its meeting 
on October first of each year the members of the board shall se¬ 
lect one of its members to act as chairman of the board for the 
ensuing year and make such rules and regulations as may be 
necessary for the proper performance of its duties, as prescribed 
by law, relative to the assessment and valuation of property for 
taxation. 

Section 2. The board of equalization of each county to which 
this Act applies may employ a secretary-appraiser, who shall 
serve for a term of four years from the effective date of this Act 
and shall receive such salary as may be fixed by the court of 
county commissioners, board of revenue or like governing body 
of the county; provided, however, that the salary paid the secre¬ 
tary-appraiser must be substantially equal to the salaries received 
by the chief clerks in the offices of the tax assessor and the tax 
collector of the county. Such board of equalization may employ 
two (2) inventory clerks at a salary of $265.00 per month each or 
such additional sum as may be authorized by the county govern¬ 
ing body. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue 
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or like governing body of the county shall furnish and supply the 
county board of equalization with adequate office space, neces¬ 
sary furniture and equipment, all necessary books, maps, station¬ 
ery, and printed blanks as in the discretion of such governing 
body may be necessary for the effective performance of the duties 
required of the county board of equalization, and such other em¬ 
ployees as may be necessary to the proper discharge of the duties 
of the board. 

Section 3. The per diem of the chairman and board members 
and the expense allowance provide the board, together with the 
salary of the secretary-appraiser and other employees appointed 
or employed by the board, shall be paid in the same manner and 
proportion as prescribed by law for the payment of the compen¬ 
sation and expenses of members of the boards of equalization of 
the several counties of the State. 

Section 4. Such board of equalization shall make whatever 
investigations it shall deem necessary and proper regarding fail¬ 
ure to assess or improper assessments; and may make escape as¬ 
sessments on any day such board is authorized to meet. 

Section 5. The Tax Assessor of such county shall deliver to 
such board lists of all new assessments within thirty (30) days 
after such new assessments are made. 

Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such dec¬ 
laration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 7. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 8. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Notwithstanding any competitive bidding require¬ 
ments imposed by law upon the court of county commissioners, 
boards of revenue or like governing body of any county having a 
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population of not less than 80,000 nor more than 94,000, according 
to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census, in regard 
to the making of purchases for the county, the court of county 
commissioners, board of revenue or like governing body of the 
county shall not be required to post any notice or publish any ad¬ 
vertisement in connection with any proposed purchase of repair 
parts and equipment for rolling stock where there is only one 
supplier of the commodity to be purchased, and where such pur¬ 
chase is made in an emergency situation, as determined by a ma¬ 
jority of the members of the county governing body. 

Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

Relating to Conecuh County, Alabama; authorizing the court of 
county commissioners, board of directors or like governing body of the 
county to levy a license tax on persons and others engaging in selling 
tangible personal property at retail and on persons and others conduct¬ 
ing places of amusement in said county, the said tax to be measured by 
the gross receipts or gross proceeds of such businesses, and an excise tax 
on the storage, use or other consumption in said county of tangible per¬ 
sonal property purchased for use, storage or other consumption in said 
county, when such a levy is approved at an election held for such pur¬ 
pose; ordering and providing for the holding of such election; specifying 
sales and transactions that are exempt from the measurement of the said 
license tax; specifying property the use, storage or other consumption of 
which is exempt from the said excise tax; providing for payment of said 
taxes, making reports and maintaining records with respect thereto, the 
collection of the said taxes, and the enforcement of the provisions of this 
act; making applicable to the taxes herein authorized, and adopting by 
reference, certain provisions of Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 
51 of the Code of Alabama, as amended; providing the Commissioner of 
Revenue and the State Department of Revenue shall have all powers 
and duties respecting the taxes herein authorized and the collection 
thereof that they have under said Articles 10 and 11, as amended; pro¬ 
viding for collection of said excise tax by sellers registered under Sec¬ 
tion 790 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended; provid¬ 
ing that the said license tax shall be added to the sales price or admis¬ 
sion fee and passed on to the purchaser or person paying the said admis¬ 
sion fee; providing for a discount to persons subject to the said license 
tax and to such registered sellers; providing for a charge by the State 
Department of Revenue for collecting the taxes herein authorized; and 
providing for the use of the revenues from said taxes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Meaning of Terms Used in this Act. All words, 
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terms and phrases that are defined in Articles 10 and 11 of Chap¬ 
ter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as heretofore 
amended, shall, where used in this act, have the meanings re¬ 
spectively ascribed to them in said Articles 10 and 11, as here¬ 
tofore amended, except where the context herein clearly indi¬ 
cates a different meaning. In addition, the following words, 
terms and phrases where used in this act shall have the following 
respective meanings except where the context clearly indicates 
a different meaning: “this State” means the State of Alabama; 
“Conecuh County” means Conecuh County in this State; “State 
Sales Tax statutes” means Article 10 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of 
said Code, as heretofore amended, including all statutes hereto¬ 
fore enacted which expressly set forth any exemptions from the 
computation of the tax levied in the said Article 10 and all other 
statutes heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport 
to affect, the administration of the said article and the incidence 
and collection of the tax imposed therein; “State Sales Tax” means 
the tax imposed by the State Sales Tax statutes; “State Use Tax 
statutes” means Article 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of said Code, 
as heretofore amended, including all statutes heretofore enacted 
which expressly set forth any exemptions from the computation 
of the tax levied in the said Article 11 and all other statutes here¬ 
tofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the 
administration of the said article and the incidence and collection 
of the tax imposed therein; “State Use Tax” means the tax im¬ 
posed by the State Use Tax statutes; “registered seller” means a 
person registered with the State Department of Revenue pursuant 
to Section 790 of Title 51 of said Code, as heretofore amended; 
“month” means a calendar month; “quarterly period” means the 
period of three months ending on the last day of each March, June, 
September and December; *and “fiscal year” means the period 
commencing on October 1 of each calendar year and ending on 
September 30 of the next succeeding calendar year. 

Section 2. Election upon the Taxes herein Authorized. The 
court of county commissioners, board of directors, or like gov¬ 
erning body of Conecuh County is authorized, directed, and re¬ 
quired to order an election, which shall be held on the first Tues¬ 
day following the expiration of three months from final adjourn¬ 
ment of the 1957 Regular Session of the Legislature, to determine 
whether or not special privilege license and excise taxes, in the 
amounts hereinafter provided, shall be levied for educational 
purposes within the county. The sheriff must give notice at least 
thirty days before the election to be held under this Act, by pub¬ 
lication in some newspaper in the county, if any is published 
therein, and if not, by written notice posted at the courthouse 
door, and at three other public places in the county, of the time 
of holding and the purpose of the election. The court of county 
commissioners, board of directors or like governing body of the 
county shall provide for the holding of the election on such date. 
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Section 3. Levy of License Tax and Excise Tax Authorized. 
The court of county commissioners, board of directors or like gov¬ 
erning body of Conecuh County shall declare the result of the 
election, and if a majority of the electors voting on the question 
have voted in favor of the special taxes, the court of county com¬ 
missioners, board of directors or like governing body of the coun¬ 
ty may by resolution or ordinance levy, in addition to all other 
taxes of every kind now imposed by law, a county privilege or 
license tax against the person on account of business activities 
in an amount to be determined by the application of rates against 
gross sales, or gross receipts, as the case may be, and a county 
excise tax, as follows: 

(a) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or con¬ 
tinuing, within Conecuh County, in the business of selling at re¬ 
tail any tangible personal property whatsoever, including mer¬ 
chandise and commodities of every kind and character (not in¬ 
cluding, however, bonds or other evidences of debts or stocks), 
an amount equal to one percent (1%) of the gross proceeds of 
sales of the business except where a different amount is expressly 
provided herein; provided, however, that any person engaging 
or continuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber 
shall pay the tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of 
such business at the rates specified, when his books are kept so 
as to show separately the gross proceeds of sales of each business, 
and when his books are not so kept he shall pay the tax as a re¬ 
tailer, on the gross sales of the business; 

(b) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or con¬ 
tinuing within Conecuh County, in the business of conducting or 
operating places of amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool 
rooms, bowling alleys, amusement devices, musical devices, 
theaters, opera houses, moving picture shows, vaudevilles, amuse¬ 
ment parks, athletic contests, including wrestling matches, prize 
fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football and baseball 
games (including athletic contests conducted by or under the 
auspices of any educational institution within this State, or any 
athletic association thereof, or other association whether such in¬ 
stitution or association be a denominational, a state, a county, or 
a municipal institution or association or a state, county, or city 
school, or other institution, association or school), skating rinks, 
race tracks, golf courses, or any other place at which any exhibi¬ 
tion, display, amusement or entertainment is offered to the pub¬ 
lic or place or places where an admission fee is charged, including 
public bathing places, public dance halls of every kind and de¬ 
scription within this State, an amount equal to one percent (1%) 
of the gross receipts of any such business; 

(c) Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or con¬ 
tinuing, within Conecuh County, in the business of selling any 
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automotive vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer, an amount 
equal to one-third of one percent (M* of 1%) of the gross pro¬ 
ceeds of the sale of said automotive vehicle, or truck trailer and 
semi-trailer; 

(d) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or con¬ 
tinuing, within Conecuh County, in the business of selling any 
used automotive vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer, where 
such vehicles are bought for the purpose of resale, an amount 
equal to one-third of one percent (V% of 1%) of the gross pro¬ 
ceeds of the sale of said automotive vehicle or truck trailer and 
semi-trailer; provided, however, that this subsection shall not 
apply to the sale of any used automotive vehicle or truck trailer 
or semi-trailer where it was acquired by the retailer as part of the 
consideration for the sale, trade, or exchange, in this State of any 
new or used motor vehicle, truck trailer or semi-trailer; 

provided, that there are exempted from the provisions of this 
section and from the computation of the amount of the tax im¬ 
posed under this section the gross receipts of any business and 
the gross proceeds of all sales which are presently exempted un¬ 
der the State Sales Tax statutes from computation of the amount 
of the State Sales Tax; 

(e) The storage, use or other consumption in Conecuh Coun¬ 
ty of tangible personal property purchased at retail for storage, 
use or other consumption in Conecuh County, at the rate of one 
percent (1%) of the sales price of such property, regardless of 
whether the retailer is or is not engaged in business in Conecuh 
County or in this State, except as provided in subsection (f) of 
this section; and 

(f) The storage, use, or other consumption in Conecuh County 
of any new or used automotive vehicle, truck trailer or semi¬ 
trailer purchased at retail for storage, use or other consumption 
in Conecuh County, at the rate of one-third of one percent (Mi 
of 1%) of the sales price of such automotive vehicle, truck trailer 
or semi-trailer; provided, however, that this subsection shall not 
apply to the storage, use or other consumption in Conecuh County 
of any used automotive vehicle, truck trailer or semi-trailer pur¬ 
chased at retail in this State if it was acquired by the retailer as 
part of the consideration for the sale, trade or exchange in this 
State of any new or used motor vehicle, truck trailer or semi¬ 
trailer; 

provided, however, that there are exempted from the provi¬ 
sions of this section and the tax imposed under this section the 
storage, use or other consumption of property the storage, use or 
other consumption of which are presently exempted under the 
State Use Tax statutes from the State Use Tax. Subject to the 
exemptions provided for in the preceding sentence, every person 
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storing, using or otherwise consuming in Conecuh County tangi¬ 
ble personal property purchased at retail shall be liable for the 
tax imposed under this section, and the liability shall not be ex¬ 
tinguished until the said tax has been paid by such person as here¬ 
in provided; provided, however, that a receipt from a registered 
seller given, pursuant to Section 5 of this act, to the purchaser of 
any property to be used, stored or consumed in Conecuh County 
shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability 
for a tax to which such receipt may refer. 

Section 4. Due Dates and Payment of and Reports Respect¬ 
ing, the Taxes herein Authorized. The taxes authorized to be 
levied in paragraphs (a), (b), (c), and (d) of Section 3 of this 
act shall be due and payable in monthly installments on or before 
the twentieth day of the month next succeeding the month in 
which the tax accrues; and the taxes authorized to be levied in 
paragraphs (e) and (f) of Section 3 of this act shall be due and 
payable quarterly on or before the twentieth day of the month 
next succeeding each quarterly period during which the storage, 
use or other consumption of the tangible personal property be¬ 
came taxable hereunder, each such quarterly period to end on the 
last days of each of the months of March, June, September and 
December. All taxes authorized in this act, when levied as pro¬ 
vided herein, shall be paid to and collected by the State Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue at the same time and along with the collection 
of the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax. On or prior to the 
due dates of the taxes herein authorized to be levied each person 
subject to said taxes shall file with the State Department of Reve¬ 
nue a report or return in such form as may be prescribed by the 
department, setting forth, with respect to all sales and business 
that are provided in paragraphs (a), (b), (c),and (d) of Section 
3 hereof to be used as a measurement of the tax levied under said 
paragraphs (a), (b), (c), and (d) of Section 3, a correct state¬ 
ment of the gross proceeds of all such sales and the gross receipts 
of all such business and setting forth, with respect to the tax 
levied under paragraphs (e) and (f) of Section 3 hereof, the total 
sales price of all property, the use, storage, or other consumption 
of which became subject to the tax imposed under said paragraphs 
(e) and (f) of Section 3 during the then preceding quarterly pe¬ 
riod; provided, however, that said reports shall include also such 
other items of information pertinent to the said taxes and the 
amount thereof as the State Department of Revenue may require. 
Any person subject to the taxes levied under paragraphs (a), 
(b), (c), and (d) of Section 3 hereof may defer reporting credit 
sales until after their collection, and in the event he so defers 
reporting them, he shall thereafter include in each monthly re¬ 
port all credit collections made during the month preceding, and 
shall pay the taxes due thereon at the time of filing such report. 
All reports or returns filed with the State Department of Reve¬ 
nue under this section shall be available for inspection by the 
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governing body of Conecuh County, or its designated agent, at 
reasonable times during business hours. 

Section 5. Collection, Payment and Report by Registered Sell¬ 
ers of Tax Authorized in Paragraphs (e) and (f) of Section 3. 
Every registered seller making sales of tangible personal property 
for storage, use or other consumption in Conecuh County (which 
storage, use or other consumption is not herein exempted from 
the tax authorized in paragraphs (e) and (f) of Section 3 hereof) 
shall at the time of making such sales or, if the storage, use or 
other consumption of such tangible personal property in Conecuh 
County is not then taxable under this act, at the time such stor¬ 
age, use or other consumption becomes taxable hereunder, collect 
the tax imposed under paragraphs (a), (b), (c), and (d) of Sec¬ 
tion 3 of this act from the purchaser, and shall give to the pur¬ 
chaser a receipt therefor in the manner and form prescribed by 
the State Department of Revenue. On the twentieth day of the 
month following the close of each quarterly period provided for 
in Section 4 hereof, each registered seller shall file with the State 
Department of Revenue a return for the preceding quarterly pe¬ 
riod in such form as may be prescribed by the department, show¬ 
ing the total sales price of the tangible personal property sold by 
such registered seller, the storage, use or other consumption of 
which became subject to the tax authorized to be imposed by 
paragraphs (e) and (f) of Section 3 of this act during the then 
preceding quarterly period; and each return shall be accompanied 
by a remittance of the amount of the tax herein required to be 
collected by such registered seller during the period covered by 
the return; provided, that any registered seller may defer collect¬ 
ing the tax with respect to credit sales until collection of the pro¬ 
ceeds of such sales and may defer reporting credit sales until after 
their collection, but shall thereafter collect the said taxes along 
with collection of said credit sales and shall include in each quar¬ 
terly report all credit collections made during the preceding quar¬ 
terly period, and shall remit the taxes with respect thereto at the 
time of filing such report or return. Any person who has paid to 
a registered seller the tax with respect to the use, storage or other 
consumption of tangible personal property in Conecuh County 
need not file a report or make any further payment of the said 
tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal property, 
the storage, use or other consumption of which is subject to the 
tax authorized to be imposed by paragraphs (e) and (f) of Sec¬ 
tion 3 of this act and who has not paid the tax due with respect 
thereto to a registered seller, shall report and pay the tax as re¬ 
quired by Section 4 hereof. 

Section 6. Tax to be Passed on to Purchaser, User or Consum¬ 
er. Each person engaging or continuing within Conecuh County 
in a business subject to the taxes authorized to be levied in para¬ 
graphs (a), (b), (c), and (d), of Section 3 of this act shall add 
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to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the purchaser 
or the person paying the admission fee the amount due by the 
taxpayer on account of said taxes authorized to be levied in said 
paragraphs (a), (b), (c), and (d) of Section 3; and every regis¬ 
tered seller shall likewise add to the sales price and collect from 
the purchaser the amount of any tax which such registered seller 
is required by Section 5 hereof to collect. It shall be unlawful for 
any person subject to the tax authorized to be levied in said para¬ 
graphs (a), (b), (c), and (d) of Section 3 to fail or refuse to add 
to the sales price or admission fee and to collect from the pur¬ 
chaser or person paying the admission fee the amount herein re¬ 
quired to be so added to the sales or admission price and collected 
from the purchaser, and it shall likewise be unlawful for any per¬ 
son subject to said tax to refund or offer to refund all or any part 
of the amount so collected or to absorb or advertise directly or 
indirectly the absorption or refund of said tax or any portion 
thereof. It shall likewise be unlawful for any registered seller 
to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and to collect from the 
purchaser the amount of the tax authorized to be imposed by 
paragraphs (e) and (f) of Section 3 of this act or to refund or 
offer to refund or absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly 
the absorption of, said tax or any portion thereof. 

Section 7. Enforcement and Collection of Taxes herein Au¬ 
thorized; Taxes Constitute a Lien on Property of Persons from 
Whom Due. The taxes imposed under this act shall constitute a 
debt due Conecuh County and may be collected by civil suit, in 
addition to all other methods provided by law and in this act. 
The said taxes, together with interest and penalties with respect 
thereto, shall constitute and be secured by a lien upon the prop¬ 
erty of any person from whom said taxes are due or who is re¬ 
quired to collect said taxes. All of the provisions of the revenue 
laws of this State which apply to the enforcement of liens for 
license taxes due this State shall apply fully to the collection of 
the taxes levied hereunder, and the State Department of Reve¬ 
nue, for the use and benefit of Conecuh County shall collect such 
taxes and enforce this act and shall have and exercise for such 
collection and enforcement all rights and remedies that this State 
or the department has for collection of the State Sales Tax and 
the State Use Tax. The State Department of Revenue shall have 
full authority to employ such special counsel as it deems neces¬ 
sary from time to time to enforce collection of the taxes author¬ 
ized to be levied by this act, and to otherwise enforce the provi¬ 
sions of this act, including any litigation involving this act; and 
the department shall pay such special counsel such fees as it 
deems necessary and proper from the proceeds of the taxes col¬ 
lected by it for Conecuh County. 

Section 8. Adoption by Reference of State Sales Tax Statutes 
and State Use Tax Statutes, where Applicable. All provisions of 
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the State Sales Tax statutes with respect to payment, assessment 
and collection of the State Sales Tax, making of monthly reports 
and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto, interest 
after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make re¬ 
ports or otherwise comply with the State Sales Tax statutes, the 
promulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the State 
Sales Tax, and the administration and enforcement of the State 
Sales Tax statutes, which are not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act when applied to the tax levied under paragraphs (a), 

(b) , (c), and (d) of Section 3 hereof, shall apply to the tax levied 
under paragraphs (a), (b), (c), and (d) of the said Section 3; 
and all provisions of the State Use Tax statutes with respect to 
payment, assessment and collection of the State Use Tax, mak¬ 
ing quarterly reports and keeping and preserving records with 
respect thereto, interest after due date of tax, penalties for fail¬ 
ure to pay tax, make reports or otherwise comply with the State 
Use Tax statutes, the promulgation of rules and regulations with 
respect to the State Use Tax, and the administration and enforce¬ 
ment of the State Use Tax statutes, which are not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act when applied to the tax levied un¬ 
der paragraphs (e) and (f) of Section 3 hereof, shall apply to the 
tax levied under paragraphs (e) and (f) of the said Section 3. 
The State Commissioner of Revenue and the State Department 
of Revenue shall have and exercise all of the same powers, duties 
and obligations with respect to the taxes levied under Section 3 
hereof that are imposed on the commissioner and the department, 
respectively, by the State Sales Tax statutes and the State Use 
Tax statutes. All provisions of the State Sales Tax statutes and 
the State Use Tax statutes that are made applicable in this act 
to the taxes herein authorized to be levied and to the administra¬ 
tion of this act are hereby incorporated herein by reference and 
made a part hereof as if fully set forth herein. 

Section 9. Discounts allowed Retailers and Registered Sellers. 
Each person subject to the license tax provided for in paragraphs 
(a), (b), (c), and (d) of Section 3 hereof shall be allowed and 
may retain, out of the taxes levied under paragraphs (a), (b), 

(c) , and (d) of said Section 3 and payable by such retailer, a dis¬ 
count equal to two percent (2%) thereof. Each registered seller 
shall be allowed and may retain, out of the taxes required to be 
collected by such registered seller, a discount equal to three per¬ 
cent (3%) thereof. 

Section 10. Disposition of Revenues from Taxes Herein Au¬ 
thorized. The Department of Revenue shall charge the county 
for collecting the special taxes herein authorized a percentage of 
the taxes collected for the county to be computed on the basis 
of the percentage which the cost of collecting the state sales and 
use taxes bears to the total amount of such sales and use tax col¬ 
lected. In computing the charge for each month the department 
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shall use the percentage of the cost of collecting the state taxes 
for the next preceding fiscal year with the amount so charged to 
be corrected and adjusted in the amount paid to the county here¬ 
under for the month of November of the next succeeding fiscal 
year. The comptroller shall each month draw his warrant on the 
funds collected hereunder in the amount so computed or adjusted 
payable to the Department of Revenue. The Commissioner of 
Revenue shall pay into the state treasury all taxes collected un¬ 
der this act, as such taxes are received by the Commissioner; and 
on or before the first day of each successive month (commencing 
with the month following the month in which the Commissioner 
makes the first collections hereunder), the Commissioner shall 
certify to the State Comptroller the amount of taxes collected 
under the provisions of this act and paid by him into the state 
treasury for the benefit of Conecuh County during the month 
immediately preceding the making of such certificate. It shall 
be the duty of the Comptroller each month to issue his warrant 
on the State Treasurer, in the amount so certified by the Commis¬ 
sioner of Revenue as having been collected under this act and 
paid during the then preceding month into the state treasury, and 
payable as follows: The amount so certified by the Commission¬ 
er as having been collected under this act and paid into the state 
treasury during the then preceding month less the amount paid 
to the Department of Revenue as cost of collection is hereby ap¬ 
propriated for the school purposes hereinafter specified and shall 
be paid to the custodian of the public school funds of Conecuh 
County. The said revenues from the taxes levied hereunder, and 
required under this section to be paid to the custodian of county 
school funds in Conecuh County, shall be used for constructing, 
rebuilding, enlarging, equipping and repairing public school 
buildings, and for other educational purposes, in Conecuh County. 

Section 11. Severability Clause. In the event any section, 
sentence, clause or portion of this act should be declared invalid 
by any court of competent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not 
affect the validity of any of the remaining sections, sentences, 
clauses or portions of this act, which shall continue effective. 

Section 12. Effective Date of Act. This act shall become ef¬ 
fective immediately upon its passage and approval by the Gov¬ 
ernor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law. It is provided, how¬ 
ever, that in the event the State levies additional sales and use 
taxes, or if the present rate of the State Sales Tax and the State 
Use Tax is increased, this act shall expire and the levy and collec¬ 
tion of taxes hereunder shall terminate immediately upon the tak¬ 
ing effect of the act or acts levying such additional sales and use 
taxes or increasing the present rate of the State Sales Tax and the 
State Use Tax.

Clerks of the circuit courts are entitled to re¬ 
ceive the following fees for the services indicated: For filing ap¬ 
plications for mandamus, prohibition, certiorari or other reme¬ 
dial writ of a supervisory nature, fifteen dollars; for filing ap¬ 
peals from justice of the peace courts or other inferior courts of 
like jurisdiction, six dollars; for filing appeals from inferior courts 
having concurrent jurisdiction with the circuit courts, fifteen 
dollars; for filing suit in statutory or common law detinue and in 
ejectment, ten dollars; for filing appeals from orders or decisions 
of the state department of industrial relations, state director of 
public safety or other state administrative agency, ten dollars; for 
filing settlement under workmen’s compensation act, ten dollars; 
for filing affidavit in garnishment on judgment, request for state¬ 
ment of assets or other ancillary proceedings, six dollars; for 
filing motion for order to sell real estate on levy made from jus¬ 
tice of the peace court or court of like jurisdiction, six dollars; for 
filing, indexing and recording the minutes of the court all execu¬ 
tions issued by the State of Alabama or its agencies under author¬ 
ity of law, to be paid by such agency, three dollars; for filing ap¬ 
plication for habeas corpus, six dollars; for filing suit where the 
amount in controversy does not exceed one hundred dollars, or is 
not otherwise provided, six dollars for filing suit where the

records for supreme court or court of appeals, for each one hun¬ 
dred words, fifteen cents; for each additional copy thereof for

To provide for a refund of a portion of the state tax paid on gasoline 
which is used in propelling or operating tractors used exclusively for 
agricultural purposes, or which is used in operating auxiliary engines at¬ 
tached to and made a part of certain farm machinery; prescribing the 
procedure for effecting such refunds; prescribing the powers, duties, and 
authority of the commissioner of revenue in the administration and en¬ 
forcement of the Act; defining violations of the Act and prescribing penal¬ 
ties therefor; and repealing Act No. 323, H. 35, approved August 7, 1949 
(Acts of Alabama, 1949, p. 469). 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The purpose of this Act is to promote agriculture 
in Alabama, and to encourage and foster the progress of the farm¬ 
ers of this State, by providing for a refund of a portion of the 
state tax paid on gasoline which is used in propelling or operating 
tractors used exclusively for agricultural purposes, or which is 
used in operating certain auxiliary engines attached to and made 
a part of certain farm machinery, thereby making it possible for 
Alabama farmers to use extensively mechanized equipment in 
competition with the farmers and agricultural interests of sur¬ 
rounding states. 

Section 2. When used in this Act, the words “gasoline used on 
the farm for agricultural purposes” means any gasoline used by 
the owner, tenant, or operator of a farm in propelling or oper¬ 
ating tractors which are used exclusively in preparing and culti¬ 
vating land, harvesting any agricultural commodity, or for other 
such agricultural purposes, or which is used in operating any 
auxiliary engine attached to and made a part of any farm ma¬ 
chinery which is used on the farm in preparing and cultivating 
land or harvesting any agricultural crop or commodity. Pro¬ 
vided, however, that the term “farm machinery,” as used herein, 
shall not include automobiles, trucks, pick-ups, trailers, semi¬ 
trailers, or other such vehicles. 

Section 3. If gasoline is used on the farm for agricultural pur¬ 
poses as defined by this Act the ultimate purchaser of such gaso¬ 
line shall be entitled to receive a refund of a portion of the state 
tax paid on such gasoline. The amount of such refund shall be 
equal to six cents per gallon for each gallon of gasoline which is 
used for such purposes. 

Section 4. Claims for state gasoline tax refunds must be sworn 
to and be filed with the commsisioner of revenue on forms to be 
prepared and distributed by the commissioner. Such forms must 
be substantially as follows:

Section 5. Not more than one claim for a refund of the state 
tax paid on gasoline may be filed by any person under the pro¬ 
visions of this Act with respect to gasoline used during the twelve 
month period ending on the thirtieth day of June each year; and 
no claim shall be allowed with respect to any such twelve month 
period unless such claim is filed on or before the thirtieth day of 
September of the year in which such twelve months period ends. 

Section 6. Upon approval of a claim by the commissioner of 
revenue, the state comptroller is authorized and directed to draw 
a warrant for payment thereof. There is hereby appropriated out 
of the proceeds of the state tax on gasoline so much thereof as 
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may be necessary to make refunds from time to time as provided 
for by this Act. 

Section 7. For the purpose of ascertaining the correctness of 
any claim made under the provisions of this Act, the commission¬ 
er of revenue, or his especially authorized representative, shall 
have the power to administer oaths, take depositions, and issue 
subpoenas to compel the attendance of witnesses and the produc¬ 
tion of books, papers, or documents necessary as evidence in con¬ 
nection with the enforcement of this Act. In case a person re¬ 
fuses to obey such subpoena, the commissioner, or his represen¬ 
tative, may invoke the aid of any circuit court in order that the 
testimony or evidence be produced. Upon proper showing, such 
court shall issue a subpoena or order requiring such person to 
appear before the commissioner or his representative and pro¬ 
duce all evidence and give testimony relating to the matter at 
issue. 

Section 7 (a) Before any refund of State gasoline tax can be 
made to any applicant all tractors owned by the applicant must 
first be assessed for Ad Valorem Tax purposes. 

Section 8. Any person who knowingly files a false or fraudu¬ 
lent claim for a gasoline tax refund under the provisions of this 
Act shall be guilty of perjury, and upon conviction shall be im¬ 
prisoned in the penitentiary for not less than two nor more than 
five years. 

Section 9. Act No. 323, H. 35, approved August 2, 1949 (Acts 
of Alabama, 1949, p. 469), entitled “An Act to provide for a re¬ 
fund of a portion of the State tax paid on gasoline when the gaso¬ 
line is used in propelling or operating tractors used exclusively 
for agricultural purposes; prescribing a procedure for effecting 
refunds; authorizing the Commissioner of Revenue to issue per¬ 
mits and make rules and regulations to administer the Act; de¬ 
fining violations of the Act and prescribing penalties therefor,” 
and all other laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act, are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

Relating to privilege licenses; levying an additional tax upon sellers 
of malt or brewed beverages who are engaged in that business in Lowndes 
County; providing for the assessment, collection, and use of the proceeds 
of the tax and for the adoption and promulgation of rules and regula¬ 
tions therefor by the governing body of said county; defining violations 
of the Act; and prescribing penalties therefor. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. This Act shall apply only in Lowndes County, Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 2. (a) As used in this Act, unless the context, requires 
a different meaning, “person” includes a firm, corporation, club, 
partnership, company, trustee, agency, or association, or any 
agent, servant, employee, or officer thereof; “seller” means a 
person who is engaged in the business of selling, distributing, 
delivering, storing, or taking out of storage, malt or brewed bev¬ 
erages within the county; “malt or brewed beverages” includes 
beer, lager beer, ale, porter, or similar fermented malt liquor 
containing one-half of one per centum or more of alcohol by 
volume. 

(b) The rules of construction and interpretation of statutes 
contained in Title 1 of the 1940 Code shall apply in the construc¬ 
tion and interpretation of this Act. 

Section 3. Each seller of malt or brewed beverages shall pay, 
in addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed by law, 
a license tax to the county in an amount equal to one cent on each 
twelve fluid ounces or fractional part thereof of malt or brewed 
beverages sold, distributed, delivered, stored, or taken out of 
storage within the county, unless an exemption is secured as pro¬ 
vided by Section 6. 

Section 4. Each seller, except a seller who claims and obtains 
exemption under the provisions of Section 6, shall, on or before 
the tenth day of each month, file with the probate judge on forms 
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to be prescribed and furnished by the probate judge, a written 
statement, sworn to and subscribed by him, which shall show: 1) 
the name and address of the seller; 2) each purchase or receipt of 
malt or brewed beverages made by him during the calendar month 
next preceding; 3) the name and address of the distributor, seller, 
or other person from whom purchased, received, or procured; 4) 
the brands purchased or received; 5) the quantity of each brand; 
6) the size and kind of containers of each brand; 7) the date or 
dates on which purchased, received, or procured; 8) the name and 
address of each distributor, seller, or other person to whom any 
malt or brewed beverages were sold, distributed, or delivered; 9) 
the quantity of each brand sold, distributed, or delivered to each; 
10) the size and kind of containers of each brand; 11) the date or 
dates on which sold, distributed, or delivered. 

Section 5. (a) The license tax imposed by Section 3 shall be 

paid to the judge of probate on or before the tenth day of each 
calendar month. The amount due shall be based on the sale, 
distribution, delivery, storage, and taking out of storage of malt 
or brewed beverages during the preceding calendar month. 

(b) The judge of probate shall keep on hand an adequate sup¬ 
ply of forms and other necessary supplies needed for the proper 
enforcement of this Act and all necessary forms and supplies shall 
be furnished free of charge to each dealer as needed. 

Section 6. A seller purchasing malt or brewed beverages from 
any other seller who has paid the license tax imposed thereon by 
Section 3 is exempt from paying the tax upon his application to 
the probate judge. The application for exemption from the pay¬ 
ment of the tax shall be made by the seller on or before the tenth 
day of each calendar month. The application, verified by the 
oath of the seller, shall show: 1) the name and address of the ap¬ 
plicant; 2) each purchase, receipt, or procurement of malt or 
brewed beverages made during the calendar month next preced¬ 
ing; 3) the name and address of the distributor, seller, or other 
person from whom purchased, received, or procured; 4) the brand 
of the malt or brewed beverages; 5) the quantity of each brand; 
6) the size and kind of containers of each brand; 7) the date or 
dates on which purchased, received, or procured; and 8) the dis¬ 
position thereof by the seller claiming the exemption. 

Section 7. It is unlawful for any agent, servant, or employee 
of any seller who is delinquent in the payment of the license tax 
required by this Act to assist or carry on the business of the sell¬ 
er. Each day the agent, servant, or employee of a delinquent 
seller engages in or assists in carrying on such business shall con¬ 
stitute a separate offense. 

Section 8. (a) Each seller shall keep complete records of all 

purchases, sales, receipts, inventories, and all other matters nec- 
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essary to determine the correct amount of license tax for which 
he is liable. In the event a seller discontinues his business, he 
shall not dispose of his records without giving the probate judge 
thirty days’ notice in writing. 

(b) The seller’s records, books of accounts, bank deposit books, 
and bank statements shall be open, during reasonable hours at the 
place of business of the seller, for inspection and examination by 
the probate judge, or his agent, and the license inspector, or such 
other person as may be designated under any rule or regulation 
adopted and promulgated by the governing body of Lowndes 
County. 

(c) In the event the amount of tax due by the seller cannot 
be accurately determined from the seller’s monthly report, or if 
the seller does not keep adequate records, or if he refuses to allow 
an examination of his records, the amount of tax due may be de¬ 
termined from any other information or data available, and the 
amount of the tax so determined shall be assessed against the 
seller. Notice of such assessment shall be given to the seller and 
a demand made for immediate payment. 

(d) No person shall divulge any information obtained by him 
in the course of an inspection and examination of the records of 
any seller, except to a person duly authorized by the county gov¬ 
erning body, the judge of probate, the county attorney, or others 
connected with the administration of this Act, unless he is re¬ 
quired to do so by an order of a competent court. 

Section 9. (a) The license tax imposed by this Act shall be 

paid to the judge of probate and the judge of probate after first 
reimbursing the county general fund for expenses incurred in the 
administration and enforcement of this Act, and after deducting 
for his own use and benefit the commission as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided, shall, between the eleventh and twentieth days of each 
month pay over the remainder of the proceeds of said tax to the 
custodian’ of the public school funds of Lowndes County. All 
proceeds of said tax when so paid over to the custodian of the 
public school funds shall be expended by the county board of edu¬ 
cation of Lowndes County solely for the purposes of erecting, pur¬ 
chasing, altering, enlarging, improving, repairing, and equipping 
school building and school playgrounds, including sites therefor, 
in Lowndes County. 

(b) For his services as provided in this Act the judge of pro¬ 
bate shall be entitled to a commission of two and one-half per 
cent ( 2 V 2 %) of the amount of tax collected by him. 

Section 10. The court of county commissioners, board of rev¬ 
enue or like governing body of Lowndes County is hereby given 
the right, power, and authority to promulgate and adopt rules and 
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regulations governing the collection of the tax hereby imposed, 
if it is necessary so to do in order to more effectually carry out 
the terms and provisions of this Act, but it shall not have the right 
to alter or change the distribution or use of the proceeds of the 
tax as herein provided for. The county governing body shall 
make available to the judge of probate ample funds from the 
county general fund for the purchase of materials and supplies 
needed by the judge of probate for carrying out the provisions of 
this Act, and the county governing body may employ a person or 
persons at a salary or salaries and expenses of the person or per¬ 
sons so employed not to exceed the aggregate sum of two hundred 
fifty dollars ($250.00) per month from the funds derived from 
this Act to act as inspector or inspectors and otherwise to assist 
the judge of probate in the enforcement of the provisions of this 
Act, and said salary or salaries and said expenses shall be paid 
from the county general fund. However, the county general fund 
shall be reimbursed for all monies expended in connection with 
the administration and enforcement of this Act as provided under 
Section 9 of this Act. 

Section 11. A person who violates the provisions of this Act, 
or any rule or regulation promulgated and adopted by the court 
of county commissioners, board of revenue or like governing body 
of Lowndes County, is guilty of a misdemeanor; and each day his 
violation continues shall constitute a separate offense. 

Section 12. No seller shall continue in business when he is in 
default in payment of the tax imposed by this Act. In addition 
to other penalties, a delinquent taxpayer shall be liable for a pen¬ 
alty of twenty per cent of the amount found to be due by him. 
Penalties shall be paid into the general fund of the county. 

Section 13. This Act shall not apply to acts or transactions in 
interstate commerce; nor shall any provision hereof apply to any 
business conducted by or for the United States or any other gov¬ 
ernment. 

Section 14. If any provision of this Act, or the application 
thereof to any person or circumstance, is held invalid or inopera¬ 
tive by any court of competent jurisdiction, the remainder of the 
Act and the application thereof to any other person or circum¬ 
stance shall not be affected thereby. 

Section 15. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 16. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1957.

To amend Section 12, Title 12, Code of Alabama 1940, as amended 
by Act No. 344, General Acts 1945, page 560. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 12, Title 12, Code of Alabama 1940, 
as amended by Act No. 344, General Acts 1945, page 560, is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

“The court has authority: 1. to direct and control the property 
of the county as it may deem expedient according to law, and in 
this direction and control it has the sole power to locate the courts 
in the rooms of the courthouse and to designate the rooms to be 
occupied by the officers entitled to rooms therein, including the 
circuit judge, if resident in the county, and to change the location 
of the courts, and the designation of the rooms for officers, as it 
may deem best and most expedient, and this shall be done by or¬ 
der of the court entered upon the minutes of the court at a regu¬ 
lar term of court. In the event the courthouse is inadequate to 
supply office rooms for such officers, the court may lease such 
office rooms in a convenient location in the county site and to 
pay the rental from the county fund. 2. It shall be the duty of the 
court to provide a janitor for the courthouse and to see that the 
janitor keeps clean and in a sanitary condition all courtrooms, 
corridors, halls and offices in the courthouses of their respective 
counties. 3. To levy a general tax, for general, and a special tax, 
for special county purposes, according to this Code. 4. To exam¬ 
ine, settle, and allow all accounts and claims chargeable against 
the county. 5. To examine and audit the accounts of all officers 
having the care, management, collection, or disbursement of mon¬ 
ey belonging to the county, or appropriated for its use and bene¬ 
fit. 6. To make such rules and regulations for the support of the 
poor in the county as are not inconsistent with any law of the 
state. 7. To punish for contempt by fine, not exceeding ten dol¬ 
lars, and imprisonment not exceeding six hours. 8. To subpoena, 
examine and compel the attendance of witnesses, and the produc¬ 
tion of books and papers before the court, in the same manner as 
the probate court. 9. To contract for and have made map or plat 
books showing all subdivisions of land that have been heretofore 
or that may hereafter be made in their respective counties. 10. To 
compromise on such terms as they deem just, all doubtful claims 
in favor of counties when such claims arise on account of moneys, 
heretofore paid in good faith, by order of such courts, or in any 
case where they deem it to the best interest of the county. 11. To 
make an appropriation, in no case to exceed seven hundred and 
fifty dollars per year, to install and maintain an exhibit of the 
agricultural and mineral resources of their respective counties. 
12. In all counties in this state, where there are no poorhouses, or- 
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ganized or established in accordance with the laws of this state, 
courts of county commissioners, or boards of revenue in such 
counties, may make such appropriation in behalf of paupers or 
indigent persons entitled to relief from the county, not exceeding 
six dollars per calendar month for each person to meet the needs 
and expenses of such paupers or indigent persons, and it shall not 
be lawful for any court of county commissioners or board of rev¬ 
enue to let to the lowest bidder the maintenance of the poor. 13. 
To pay, at the regular legal rate, for the advertising of notice and 
substance of local bills, which may be introduced in the legisla¬ 
ture for the benefit of their respective counties, or in reference 
to subjects or matters exclusively relating to county business or 
affairs. 14. To appropriate in each calendar year, such sums of 
money as they may deem proper or expedient, toward defraying 
the necessary expenses of the operation, support, upkeep ana 
maintenance of each division of the naval militia of the state that 
may be located in such county. 15. To procure and provide tele¬ 
phones for the offices of the circuit judge, the clerk and register 
of the circuit court, the offices of the sheriff and jailer, tax asses¬ 
sor and tax collector, and the judge of probate in their respective 
counties, and to pay for the same out of the general funds of the 
county; and said court of county commissioners or boards of rev¬ 
enue, or like body may, in like manner and for the same officer, 
establish telephones in both courthouses where the said officers 
maintain two offices in the county; and must install such tele¬ 
phone upon the request of the officer entitled thereto. 16. To 
make appropriations out of the county treasury to pay premiums 
on livestock that may be exhibited in livestock shows held in the 
county. 17. Where the state or federal authorities have taken 
up the works of farm demonstration, or the organization of farm 
life clubs for the promotion of agriculture, to appropriate for 
aiding in such work such sum or sums as the county commission¬ 
ers or board of revenue may deem adequate and necessary. 18 
To expend money for the purpose of improving the sanitary con¬ 
ditions of their counties by laying trunk lines of sewers and con¬ 
structing sewage disposal plants in localities contiguous to thick¬ 
ly populated communities and to prescribe the terms on which 
the owners of houses or householders may connect with such lines 
of sewers; but no such lines of sewers shall be laid without the 
written approval of the executive officer of the state board of 
health, such approval to be based on the belief that the laying of 
any proposed line will materially improve health conditions. 19. 
To appropriate money to promote or enforce the health and quar¬ 
antine laws of the state for the benefit of the county and its in¬ 
habitants, when requested so to do by the state board of health. 
20. To pay out of any funds in the county treasury, all the ex¬ 
penses, including a reasonable attorney’s fee, incurred by the 
county treasurer in resisting the payment of any warrant, where 
said resistance on the part of the county treasurer is successful. 
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21. To set aside such part of the revenue of the county as may be 
deemed expedient for the purpose of creating a sinking fund for 
the payment of bonds or other indebtedness and to invest such 
sinking fund in such interest-bearing securities, or deposit the 
same on interest-bearing account, within the state, as said court 
may deem wise. 22. To set aside, appropriate and use county 
funds or revenues for the purpose of developing, advertising and 
promoting the agricultural, mineral, timber, water, labor, and all 
other resources of every kind of their respective counties, and for 
the purpose of locating and promoting agricultural, industrial, 
and manufacturing plants, factories and other industries in their 
respective counties. The court is authorized to enter into con¬ 
tracts with any person, firm, corporation or association to carry 
out the purposes set forth in this subdivision. 23. To insure in 
solvent companies the courthouse, jail, machine shops and other 
buildings of the county against loss by fire and storm. To insure 
in solvent companies the trucks, tractors, machines, shovels, grad¬ 
ers, equipment, vehicles and other personal property of the coun¬ 
ty against loss by fire and theft and against liability for damages 
to person and property, payment of premiums on such insurance 
coverage to be made from the general fund of the county except 
in regard to vehicles, items of equipment or other personal prop¬ 
erty used and employed exclusively in connection with the estab¬ 
lishment, construction, repair and maintenance of the public 
roads and bridges of the county, in which case payment of pre¬ 
miums on insurance coverage for such vehicles, items of equip¬ 
ment or other personal property may be made from the gasoline 
funds of the county. Payments heretofore made for these pur¬ 
poses are validated. 24. To use convict labor, and any county 
equipment or machinery or expend any necessary sum of money 
for the improvement, beautification or decoration of the grounds, 
campus or premises of any county school or schools under the 
control of boards of education in such counties.

Relating to counties having a population of not less than 53,000 nor 
more than 56,000 inhabitants, according to the last or any subsequent 
federal decennial census; prohibiting the sale of alcoholic beverages in 
certain places in such counties; providing that the Act shall not be con¬ 
strued as authorizing or legalizing the sale of alcoholic beverages at any 
other places in any such county in which a majority of the qualified elec¬ 
tors of the county voting at a referendum held for that purpose have vot¬ 
ed that the county shall be a dry county; prescribing penalties for viola¬ 
tions of the Act. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. This Act shall apply only in counties having a pop¬ 
ulation of not less than 53,000 nor more than 56,000 inhabitants, 
according to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or cor¬ 
poration to sell or offer for sale any spirituous, vinous, or malt 
or brewed beverages in any county in which this Act applies, 
except within the corporate limits or police jurisdiction of an in¬ 
corporated municipality thereof; and it shall also be unlawful 
for any person, firm, or corporation to sell or offer for sale any 
spirituous, vinous, or malt or brewed beverages within the cor¬ 
porate limits or police jurisdiction of any incorporated municipal¬ 
ity within any such county except for consumption off the prem¬ 
ises of the vendor. 

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corpo¬ 
ration to sell or offer for sale any spirituous, vinous, or malt or 
brewed beverages in any establishment located within one mile 
of the boundary of the campus or grounds of any college or other 
institution of higher learning or of any eleemosynary institution 
in any county in which this Act applies, unless such establishment 
is located within one thousand yards of the court house of such 
county. 

Section 4. It shall be unlawful to locate any state liquor store 
within one mile of the boundary of the campus or grounds of any 
college or other institution of higher learning or of any eleemosy¬ 
nary institution in any county in which this Act applies, unless 
such store is located within one thousand yards of the court house 
of such county. 

Section 5. Any person, firm, or corporation who violates any 
provision of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction shall be punished as prescribed by law. 

Section 6. This Act shall not be construed as authorizing or 
legalizing the sale and distribution of alcoholic beverages in any 
county in which a majority of the qualified electors of the county, 
voting at a referendum held under the provisions of Section 68 of 
Title 29, Code of Alabama (1940), have voted that the county shall 
be a dry county. 

Section 7. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 12, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, relating to 
Young Men’s Christian Associations 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

SECTION 1. That Section 12, of Title 51, Code of Alabama 
1940, be and the same hereby is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 12. Y.M.C.A.—All Young Men’s Christian Associa¬ 
tions, and all real and personal property of all Young Men’s Chris¬ 
tian Associations, and of any branch or department of same here¬ 
tofore or hereafter organized and existing in good faith in the 
State of Alabama, for other than pecuniary gain and not for indi¬ 
vidual profit, when such real or personal property shall be used 
by such associations, their branches or departments, in and about 
the conducting, maintaining, operating and carrying out of the 
program, work, principles, objectives and policies of such asso¬ 
ciations, their branches or departments, in any city or county of 
the State of Alabama, are exempt from the payment of any and 
all state, county and municipal taxes, licenses," fees and charges 
of any nature whatsoever, including any privilege or excise tax 
heretofore or hereafter levied by the State of Alabama or any 
county or municipality thereof. The receipt, assessment or col¬ 
lection of any fee, admission, service charge, rent, dues or any 
other item or charge by any such association, its branches or de¬ 
partments, from any person, firm or corporation for any service 
rendered by any such association, its branches or departments, 
or for the use or occupancy of any real or personal property of 
any such association, its branches or departments, in or about the 
conducting, maintaining, operating and carrying out of the pro¬ 
gram, work, principles, objectives and policies of any such asso¬ 
ciation, its branches or departments, shall not be held or con¬ 
strued by any Court,'agency, officer or commission of the State 
of Alabama, or of any county or municipality thereof to constitute 
pecuniary gain or individual profit by any such association, its 
branches or departments, or the doing of business in such a man¬ 
ner as to prejudice or defeat, in any manner, the right and privi-

Section 1 of Act No. 288, approved July 7, 1945 
(General Acts of Alabama, 1945, page 478), as amended by Act 
No. 947, H. 701, approved September 13, 1951 (Acts of Alabama, 
1951, page 1617), and Act No. 790, H. 510, approved September 19, 
1953 (Acts of Alabama, 1953, page 1084), entitled “An Act to pro¬ 
vide Judicial Officers of the State; to designate them as Super¬ 
numerary Circuit Judges; to provide the conditions under which 
a Judge of the Circuit Court may become a Supernumerary Cir¬
